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PREFACE. 



A FEW vordE will expliib tUe title and purpose of lIidHC volumos. 
Tliejr are not ofFored tn tlii; piiTilic an an Itineimry ; and for ttio sakti 
of anything vhich they contain of tliat kind, they wwild not have 
b«oo p»:l>Ii5lied. But on returning to his native coimtry. the author 
feU a dosiie vhivh tieforo bo Iia4 uot tULticipa-tcd, to ofer to Iiis 
oonntrTtnoa eome of tho thoughts wliicii the Old World hud sug- 
gtst&A to liifl noind concerning ih.o New. It seemed to him that ovcry 
traveUer to the Old World stood on a Tantag-o-grciuud fiir fiurveyinjf 
the in gtitu lions, ctiKtoms, and character of his own couatiy, wfiicli 
might entitle the reatiltx of bis observation to some regard. There 
are many aubjecta of this nature, 'J'hitih the spectacle of the Old 
World will force ■upon tho most negligent attention; such as mtut- 
ners, national health, auiusumoate, churches and church establish- 
ments, the OathoUc religion, the culUralion of the arts, aiid tha 
many and momentous <}U«pti(>na in politics which are now agitating 
the civilized world, and wliich press with peculiar weight upon our 
own coDiitry. It was the author's first intontiou to coUQCt and exiiand 
the scattered hints on theao and other general topim which he fiourtd 
in his journal, and to puhli^h them in a small volumo of esaaya. Bnt, 
OS observation may land weight to reflection — as tho soone may 
bnput aome iutoroBt to the seutimeata which it awakened — ho has 
thought fit, iustead of presenting thost; refltiition? and eentimonts in 
an abstract form, to embody fcliem in a general narrative of his lour. 
It is only necessary tn add, in order to osplaiu tho style of addreiis 
which may oiceasionally appear in these pages, that they were writt«n 
ftir, and sent, parcel by parcel, to hie friends at iiome.

Jun« 24, 1833. — Only sixteen days from New Vnvk, and we are 
enterinif St. Gcorgo's Cliaunel. A gentle west wind took us up as we 
Ml llie liAibour cif Kew Yoi-k, aail baa borne us aU thu way acroKM tbe 
Atlantia witliout once frtiwuing upon us, or om:e desortiug us (but for 
twenty hours), and all tliis. with loss motion of tlie sliip iliaa 1 liavo 
mori) llian oaco ciporitincod in pa-ssing tiinitigh Long Island Sound. 1 
bavc' hviiu fruqiiBiiily reminded of llio phrase which seamen oftc-n upl'Iy 
to it — "the gTfat pftiiil;" but I do uot r<?liali iliat fflmiliarity with the 
mif^hty elptnent. On the contrary, I am yet true to the laudBinau'* 
fceJinfC about the sea ; scid it eeeine to me as if I had p^eed oT«r eomo 
mystcrioufi realm of undefined esficnt and unknown |>tril. Nor yut for 
the lutuUiiian'M f<?Ldiiig do I propo^o to Cake any ^huuLo to myself; in 
truth i would not Lose it. Well tin I reiuembur how — often and often 
in my boyhood — I uaed to put my eiir to the conch eh^^ll, the only 
ebject I had tlien eeen from tlio ocean shore, and imagined — nny, I 
beliered. that I heard tho somid of its eternal winds and waves yet 
lingering in tliat itiystf^rioiiB chell. 1 do not helieve dial anything in 
this world nan cror give me n more awfid fcehng of tiie sublime, than 
did that sound. And the id<}a that I should yet haverso thnt " world 
rf waters" from which it came, inToWed soniciliing feai-f'ul. if not 
impoesible. an would now tbe project of o, passage to a distant planet. 

In this all- knowing, un wondering, ni utter- el- (ai-t age. men cross tbe 
oeean, I boliei'e, with ub much inditierence as they pull on their boots 

■aduy'fl jom-ney. But not so, ItonfesB, have 1 crossed it, nor would I. 
FA senfte, as of some unfathomable mystery, has haunted me from day 
today. 

" Atid (ofisc aleng tkp world cf waters home," 

is a fine line of Montgomery's, and conwys something of tlie vague and 
^ast. in idea, which natui-nlly I'omes over one, in anth oircumfetanecii. 
What a strange thing is it, to step from tbe " sure and firm-set earth"

Anil ^'et tliore is a strango mixture of things, too. in u lifo at sen, 
and on board of cjua of tliose niagni ficont packt-ta. Kctditynud romance 
react ujion cadt otliur. making butli more straii^o, W« Imvo buca 
sailing' npon tlic dread a.nd boumllfss ocoati. naturally neanciated with 
uoao but idii!is of difficultj- anil datijjt'r. And yat licrf 1* u saloon,* more 
•plonf^d in its cabinet- work and wltotu Onisbtng ihnn anj' pvivato 
Apartmrat, perhaps, in our native laud; here aro a lusurioua tabia and 
ftttontire st-rvanCs; here, upon that trcmoudou.5 tlomcat. orie wave of 
wtiiult, could it put forth it-* power, would iliisli ii'- in ptoMs, arc groups 
of people eadj and ucconcerneii— some are I'eading. some conversing, 
tome singing, somo engngE^il in aniueemunta — sports and games: at 
night, all retire to tbL'ir cliambers in this floating palnce; in tho morn- 
ing, they meet, and grec£ one another at the breakfast tabic, a.i if it 
WRi-p a large partj on a visit in tho counfjjr. 

Th* grandtmr of t!u' oc^caii on our first getting ootof sjg'ht of luni. 
seeioed to lue auuLetliiug ^.'rea,lRi- tliaii I had n'lt bpforL' — tlie vhola 
circle around boundlcea ; it was, oomparod with looking off from the 
shore, liko embracing in one compi'ehoa&ive a«t of miud, the eternitj 
paat and to come. Yot I liofy anybody, not llioroughly accustomed t» 
the sua, to feel much of its grandeur after thought, imagination, feeling, 
srasation. have been rocked into that indiscribaWe state of enaut, dis- 
quiet, discomfort, and ia<^rtiiess, whii;h the sou ofti^n producoa. No ; 
let me look off from sonie li eadland, or out fram somo qnict nook of th« 
fast-aiicliorud cwth, to feel the grandeur or to enjoy tlio rninant-o of 
the sea. 

I wondor tliat noljody has talked, or written, or sung, or satirized, 
about this horrible difwonifort of a sen voyage. It is said that Cato 
rcpflnt.ed only of thrco things during hia "lifo — " to have goao by sea 
when he oould go by Lutd, to have pa^Micd a day inat-tive, and to lia.ve 
told a secret to his vrife." I will not di.'!Caa» tliu oUior points with the 
old stoic, but with the first 1 eertainly havo tlie most perfeit sympathy. 
it i^ not sea-sickness ; I have had none of it: but it it* a !-iukuegs of th» 
BOa. which has never, tliat I know, boon dijscrilwd. It is a tr^mendoos 
ennui, a complete innptituile bo all cnjoynu'jit, a total inability to be 
pleaned with anything. Nothing is agreeable — utiitlier eating nor 
* aiinktng. nor wylking nor talking, nor reading nor wriliug; nor even i» 
going to eloep an agreeable process, and waking is ptialWit misery. I' 
«ra apeaking of my own oiporif noe, it is true, and others find a happier 
fortuice upon the scaj but, 1 t>eliev« that it Is tho cjpcTicnco of a (lass, 
not mnc^h loss uidtoppy tlian tlie most misei-nble victims of son- sick nose. 

Jime 2j. — We are 8aili;ig jlowly up Si. George's Cbauuel. It really 
almost i-eijuiro!* an n<;t of &it)i. to feel that in siiteen days we have 
nnnliml the Old World : that vonder is the coast of Irtdsind, and thoro, 
on the liglit, i* Snowdon in Wales. As wo movo on siloiitly, bonie 
■loiig by an invisiblo power, it ?eoms as if this wore attpajtro eoip; and 
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the Burrouniliii; objecls, a dream. TI1& stiUneas and mystery of 
wuectatiori cnmo over oiiv'b miiid liko a spell — fur this, iiiileud, is tho 
inightj' gateway to the (JId \\'orld, and tlio misly ciiitaiu Ijefnre us is 
ftb-out to bwrst usiindflf. aiid to turn the Tisiojis of a wlinlo ju'enoii-* lite 
iuto roMitjf! If I wcro anproiw.'ifiiii.g tlie cwistof Kaaitnelintka, or Nr.w 
UuUttud, It would be u different thiay; it would be compai'atively a 
c(ininiaQ-ptav6 oGcuireiii^Q ; but hero is tlio birtbpUce oi my language, 
cf my mind's uurture— tlie worM where my tboughL-i huve lived, my 
f&thor-land — aud y»t strange aud myiiteiious as if it w«re the land of 
some pro-oxistRiit being! 

The Old Woiid! — my childhood'a dream— ray boyhood's wonder — 
my yciulli'd study — I have rtad of the wiira of grim old kings and 
barons, as if tliey wore tlie Wiu's of titaiiK nuJ giants— but imw it is 
realitv ; for I sm.'q the very soil they iroil. They como again over those 
i and rooiuitaina — thoy fig^ht again— thoy bleed, thoy die, tlioy vatiUh 
am tlie earth, Vet alhor crowds come — tho struggling g^nemtions 
pass bcfaru rae; and antiquity is a priBaeui:o aod a pwwer. It haj* a 
"Io(Mi lialiitation." Its clouded tabernacle is ptoplcd with life. Who 
Atiy^ that tho eartit is cold and d-ead? It is written all over — it£ whole 
bniad gnrfatie, every travelled path, every wave of or.ii»n — with thu 
etory vi humna affectiooa. Warm, oaffthr lii'e — tlie life of brcntbing 
generations, is folded in its mighty bosoui, aud eltieps there, but is not 
dead! Oh, world! world! what hast thou Ijeeu through the long ages 
that havo gone before us? Ay, what Iiaiit thou been'? Iii this vast 
domain of old tiine bofore me, every human heart has been a world of 
living affections. Every eoul that lias lived has taken the cipcricnco of 
life ; new and fresh, singly aud alone, aa if no other had ever felt it. Not 
to palaces only, bnt in tJte cottage. hn» the wbolt) mighty problem of 
this wuiidorfiil hiiiuanity been wrought out. fSighiug^, aud tear*;, uiid. 
rejoicinps, birthday glaane»s, mid bridal joy, and clouding griefs, and 
death, have boca in every diVL-Uing-. Gay tbrotiga of youtli havo 
eiit<!rt"l til, and funereal trains have come forth, at every door. 
Through millions of hearts on iheao very ahoria, has swept the whole 
mighty proeessiou of human passions. How baa it already lengthened 
out almost to oteriiity, the brief expanse of tiiin<i ! 

LivEBPOOi, June J(j. — tjn approa<;)iing the higLur latitudes, cue of 
tlie most remarkable tliinga tliat drew loy attention, wji.^ the extreme 
ehorlnesft of the iiightji. It h not quite two hours from the end of iha 
eveuiug twilight to the first dawn of the moriiing. The sun nets, I 
:bink, at about hdf-paat oight qVloclt, and rlacs at lialf-paat throe in 
tiiB morning. \ gonllemau on board said tliat he had read in England, 
by twili>;ht, at tcu u'obuck iu thet evening without dilKcuIty. 

In ffailiijg up the Mersey. 1 was struck with the aspect of the Heidi 
on tlie bank, panicularly with the various filiariea of green. Moat of 
tljam were lighter and blighter thmi aro usually scon in America; th<j 

I deep green ■-.* onr fiolda I eouhl hardly find — wl'iiuli, to he sure, 1 think 
noCuiiig could replace. But this jnay he peculiar lo tho hanks of tJio 
Mersey. If it is (.'oinmou in England. 1 shall conclude that the 
incessant rains, of which one is now Jropping from the wiUing clouds, 
Lave produced one effect upon Knglisli scenery, whii-h I have never 
Ii«ti-d aiiytiiing of in the books of travels. 
Tlio D«it thing to attract tho attentioa ef tlie atrargcr iu aerandiug 
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tbo Merj«7, is— the slorj of Lirerpool — ite docln. The<7 wsll B(V tks 
river on the Livi^rpotu suki. with a solid maw of maBonry (liommered 
fi-KPstone) tliirljr. fortj, ami, iii some I'lace-. fifty feet fnmii Llio foun- 
dation. The wall at top appears ahnoet wide enough for n corriags 
war- Tho ))a!>iii' within ar« Me'l with Hhipo, whose tangled mafitH nnd 
yards f^r<l the towu ou that side vith u iniinic furost. 

The bt^Ui* have riiiig tliree cliimes to-day. in compliment to ths 
anniverairy of tho king'* i»ming lo the throne. In our country, it 
would havo beon the flisuliai^o of earmoii: but I prefer the meri^ 
belle. What n. xiii)];iilnr luu^uage af rcjoit^ing la the thunder of tliase 
death -dealing «ugiiikiB! I Bup]iO!t9 it ia the noise that lecomiutiiidx thii 
method; juat as a baiharian king gnta a groat drum, or ^ng, to make 
a great noise, hurmiw he know:" of no other way of testifyiujr joy. How 
muiih fitt«r would it ho, dti n birtk -day anniversary, to havo a hand of 
musiciana pass throngh the streota and in the puhlic ptacee, plaviug 
appropriate air^, martial or patriotic! 

The tiling 1 admired most in Liverpool voa tlio now comctcry, with 
the chapel for tfie bmial seiTite. If. wa* forniflrly a qnavrj* of fW«e.!iton«: 
and was dag to the depth of a huudred fuet i should think, so that it ia 
ouita rottred and eecludod, though streets and honses are around it. 
Tbo ohspol is ou the elevated ground at tlio entrance, level with tho 
street: and not flu- distant U tl»o house occupied hy the oflficiating 
clergyman, who enjoys a IjaadHomo salary front the board of aJdormen. 

The brick of whi^h the town ie mostly built, is of th<i ugliest 
description, roBemhltng what we call firp-brick, and ia h^Hidn* ro 
beamed with emoko, that the town prGHOiit^ a v«ry dingy and dismal 
itppearuicB. 

One of the first tilings that strik«e tho Anierii'nn stranger a* he landic 
on the shores of the Old World, is the attention and dcforcnta he 
recoivos from those i^lasaes of tlie people whose bu«itu'£s it is tomiiiiit«r 
to his comfort — from innkoopers. proprietors and driverB of coaches, 
waitei-s, porten, itt. servants of all dfscriptiou*— from those, in short, 
the breath of wiioso life i« in tho civility of their niannFrrit. It is a 
•trong bond for civil hehaviour donbticss, this iiow«itv of getting a 
livcliboud, and cepeiinJly in cnnntriee whftro a livelUiood is hard to come 
by i and it ma^ cau^c civility to degenerate into servility : still, wore it 
not to be wjjJitid that soraethiiig of thi.' innntier at least oouIJ bo leaniftd 
in our country? Not that n.ny class among ub should e«i«rtaiu a sense 
of its relation to any other cLose that wmild bo degrading Ijj it; Uwt 
very eoutrary. Thorc is nothing tliat is more iiitnmpatihlc' with a just 
fwlf-re*poct, than the nmnntTS of a flmrl. Ni> luau really respects 
IiimftpU' who i* gniltv of discourtesy to others. The w.iitcr who brings 
me my diiuier, ana stauds boliiud my chair wliilw I iiat it, very com. 
nionlv show* in hi» fifinfc and easy hearing, an nnwh self-respect as I 
myself can fcel. And lh« coachman who, when 1 ask him to give mo 
a seat on ttie liox with him, tomdiee his hat as bo auBwers, soenu to in» 
a far more r«sp«<ctnble person than llie stiigc driver of our coimtrv, who 
oflon aniwtfM with a surly indiflerom;!', n» if he did not care wnotlipr 
yon sat there, or sat anywbdrc at all. Both the eoachman ajid the 
waiter ore looking to you for a gratnity, it is true, in payment for their 
attentions ; but it is a fair compact, and degrading to neither party. 
And for my [)art,'I am as willing to pay for civility u tor my duuwr. 
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Ono would like to fcuy not only Lis diiiuer. Imt some reasonable <;1ianu« 
of <li^tiii^' it; ani3 tiut is tiard to do. vhen one has to digust sloveiili- 
nesii, nc^hgeivx, and ill manners beeidea. 

Chesier, Jfih 2. — It is 80 cold to-day, that I have ridden with a, 
BUrtout and Indian-niblier great-coat orer it, and have been scarcely 
conifi-Ttabli'. To ba •rnre. it wa« on the outside of the coacb— tbe onljr 
Bid«, for my part, tliat 1 ever wish to see. The liaud of proscription la 
beavj upoii ina,ny things in England, snniU as well as groat; thny do 
hero as tbeir fetiiera did, iu far more respect* than wo do. At leaet tliis 
is the only reason I can dpe, why tiii'y build in the coiitvii of tho coauli 
a sni,^ll. confined, dark box. with Uie curtaius* olistinaUily fastened 
down, and ftishionod indtwd. ao Mijit they are nevei^ I'ollL'd "]» wvun in 
the hottest day of sumincr; and in addition to thiB inconpeuiomie, tlwt 
only cliwioo of seeing tho country js a Iriophole riow througlk tli« 
window, 

TJiere are few gensatioiis more agretable—I bi'Iieyc I am nearly 
repeating Johnson— -ll inn tliOHi! wilb which one eeta off on an excursion 
of a fine innriiiug, ^oatei) on the top of an English stage coiuih; the 
horses clothed iu plated Uai-ueas. burnished to the brightness of gold; 
tlie gna.rd. seated on tlio liacli part of tlie coach, biking all care of 
baggage off your hands, and at the siiine tiin« regaling your carg witli 
a lively itnim of musiu from his bnglo ; and the coachman — truly hs 
deserves n. separate paragraph. No mortal chariotocr ever gave una 
such a sense of eectirity — such a weli-fed, well-dre?sed, respeotablo- 
looking person ia ho, as he stcpg forth, amid attendant lackeys and 
horse-boys, in his drab breeches, wliite-toppad boots, and with tn« long 
and graceful whip in his gloved baud — but above all, a person of sdoli 
corporeal woight and stibetanco, of sttcli a, massive and compact framo, 
that u ho tokos hie m^Ort on the coach-box, you fancy kirn aayiug tu all 
oUtaoloa and dangers,

Chcwter is an ancient city. wit!i marks of antiqtiity in every structura 
and stone. The etreels are ehanneUed out of tho freestone fmindatioa 
rock. Tiiii makes the baaomcnt story, which is mostly used for shops. 
The first story above tliis retreats back from tho street, leaving » 
plfuikod sidewalk, of ^ix or ^iglil feet wide, while the second story again 
como* forward to ttie hue of tho street, llius making » covei'od walk 
over tho whole city. ThoBe recesses or piazsas .ve full, ever>,' whore, 
of queer-looking little hor.thn, or shops, not bi^Ker tl:aii a. uut=beU. 
The oitpr itsoU' looka as if it were made for ■"hide and go seek." or 
something worse. — fnll of corners and (rrannie', of s most suspicion* 
appearance — full of narrow passoges and Mind alleys, leading away Into 
aw-kiiecB and obscurity. 

A fino walk on tho wttUs thut svirromid tho old tity. 1 went to Ihc 
tower on the wall, from which it is said that (.Iharlcs I. behold the rout 
of his army ou Rowt«n Moor. I ascended thoiie Btaps. which I

which in linp veather m* r)U»1 u|>, ailmiuing liuhl and air, *inl of » pw-fpect 
in nil dirrrt.iiinK. — E.xg. ICu. 
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iuiagmod lie went u|» tliut flay, viili oogc-r and nnxioushupe, aiii wbicb 
he cjitno down, doubtloas disappointed, dispirited, and fumboidi [i(j^ evil; 
fur tliis w;us a dark hour in tlm history of tliat uiiliappj inonarcli's 
fortmios. But liow iocniimvaMe it is, that a raan, with iiis blood not 
frozen in his veina, could stand upon a vail and ee« bis owa t«attl« 
fouglit out, beneath his vcrv eye — hirasolf an idle apectatcir! 

f am not c-onrersaiit wild antiquities, but there seems to lie ovidoiica 
tlmt ChestHr wait aiicieutly n Rotnau statiuu. ludeed, I beliovp the 

fihilologista dfrivo t!ie immu of Cliostep from the Lrttin cmtra, nnamp, 
t is said, that thpre are T<^inrtins of a Roman batli to ho fonud in a 
<.'(]llur h<-i'« ; and a Romau altar trail discuvurud near a fountain in this 
TJcinity, in \6'2l. It now etauds in tlin Mjinjuis of WeBtniirister'* 
grounds, at Eaton Hall, raised on a plitforra of niarhle. taken fiora one 
of Uie palEUJt'a of Tiberius at Capri : no far wuntwurd did the wing of tha 
KoRian eagle stretch. This altar migiit have he&n erected to the god 
TerminUH; but it is dedioated to tho nyaipha anil foimtains^for thus 
inns the inscription : —

I shftU not undertake aaj minatfi description of this estate and aeat 
of tbo Marquis of Westminster. But conceiTe of a sort of township of 
land fifteen or twenty miles in circumforeriie. under tlio most perfect 
cultivation, and laid out in the heautiful style of English cuuntry- 
grounda — ^broad lawna inter'w.ted by smooth roads and gravelled wnllcs, 
with uoUu clumpa, and winding belts, and majestii; avonuea of trees in 
every direution — the gardens and ornamental grounds aluiio eniplnying 
sixty or seventy nion the year round ; couceivo of an immense Gothic 
buildiiig of hammered freestone in the centre of this domain, upreadiug 
four hundred and twenty-flve foot — about twenty-six rods — ni front; 
enter tbia buildiu^ and survey the maj(uiSccot apartment!, some of 
them fifty foet long, and thirty-liye feet, in holght. with gildod o&ilin^ 
and painted windows, and filled with gorgeous furniture of every de- 
sciiiptinn; vi^it ttie chapel, large enough to accomniadat4> a small eoii- 
gregation, and whore uuity prayers are said, during the residauce of 
the family; go to the stablea and outbonsoe — a litUo village by them- 
Holrca; and then pass through tiit- garden, filled with hothounca and 
oouscrvatones, enriched with rnre plauta, IJooniing with flowers, and 
ladun with fruits enough to supply a vLUage; and then take into the 
lu'count, that this h but one of tho scats of its waiilthy owner, and you 
may have boidg idea of the princely state of the Mar>iuisof WestminsW, 

From tho momt-iLt that you setynurfiKiton this inaeiiilirontdomaia, 
eTerytliing rfmiiid* yon tliat you have come within tlip fairy circle of 
veafth and taste, elegance aiid luxury. You enter by a priaty tioUiic 
lodge, two or throo miles from tho cantji.', Yoii are lionio on, upon a 
smooth and winding road, wiUi nut one pebble to jar your carrii>£« 
whcol: tho edge of it as accurati^ly detiuea by the liorderiag, sinooth- 
sliaven green»ward. in if the thing were done with KJuors ; a fine bolt 
of trees accompanying it on ftither sid*. at Uio dintaiice of twenty or 
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thirtj feet, find oitlj interrupted lio^m and there, to opeu to jon the 
Tiew of an almoHt bf)uin11<(s,« lawn, irnvoriid with hvnU of cattlo and 
deer. When I was going through tt«i garden, lh« iiwmwipe (itiaiitity of 
fruit l«d niit to asli the gardener who nccoiupaniod mo. what waa done 
with it; "for," I said, " voucaiioot pussiblyeat it atdicfiistk-; do^ou 
sejl it. tlivn?" TliB nitLii drew himself un, aiid said. "Oh no, «r, 
nothing is Hold from this ganlBii," " Wm, thou," I said, '• what i'( 
done with it?" " It is sent in ppesonts to my lord's tenants," was tlio 
reply. A titt pL!a!<ant way, douttle«s, ior inj lyrd to make hiinpitif 
agreeable tii his teuaiitsl There must I>e smnctliing good and gratefiil 
in a relation that leads to acts of Irindne^s like this. And the corre- 
sponding dciforoiico and gra.titudo of tho touantiy luay, doiibllcss, in s 
certain stat« of .society, have their usbs. and proprieties, and beauties. 
But IB there no danger of servility on the one hand, or of tyranny on 
the other? And do not Rjicd condition& like thcso of lord and tenant, 
ii«c«ssanly tend to prevent, in the lower clii.sses, the fair expansion of 
chamclor^ I certainly do not beliovo in the expadicnoy of sneli a state 
of social relationa; and yet, when 1 hare seen thoso in oiir country — 
tlioy are not the many — whom fee iimpte and ffoodom have taugiit to 
respect nothing hut their own importance. 1 have tlioiight it Lad been 
better for them to have been tenants of an English landlord. If mun 
will not revpretice anjihing higher, then lot thoin reverence the 
Marquis of Westminster ! 

Ba»o«h, t/wit/ 3, 183!i. — 'On the road t*; Bangor are Holywell and 
St. AsapliB, not remarkable, except as all these Welsh towns »evm to 
mo remarkable, for ugliness; built without any order; the street* 
uaiTow ; ecarucly any sidewalks ; the houses mostly small, din^, briclt 
buildings ; and yet, every now and then, is seen some singular, ptotnr- 
esque-looking house, with ite walhsijovercd with ivy or vines, and with 
shrnbs, rose,?, &c. about llie door and in the wiodow«— i-edeeining fea- 
tures in the scene, and indications of that diverHity of jirovisions for the 
gratilieation of taste, whieh is po much more striking in the Old World 
than in ours, and of tastes too that ris(i above physical vant«. 

But Conway iB really worth seeiug. It is au old walled town — tho 
wall still standing, with twenty-four circular towerH in very good pre- 
fc^ervation. Tho castle of Edward 1. in rwins, flanked by lour immcnao 
round towers, ta a sublime object. This eastle, which aJao " trowns 
o'er old Couway'a fyitniing fliiod," brought to mind (Jray's ode, where 
tho ghosts of tho ancioni Welsh harpcrB are represented as hnrling 
down anathemas upon the "ruthleft» king," Time ha« executed the 
anathema npi.ni the building itself, for the graea is growing upon the 
tops of the towDTs. 

Thb Mesai Bhiqce. — Who could tver have thought of caJhiig a 
hridfje sublime ? And yet that is actually tho improasion made bv the 
Menai Uridge, It is very difi'ereut. to bo sure, Ihim the «nblimity of 
uastles or cathedrals : it never, perhnjiM, cau have the sublime of asj^o- 
viation — a, battle, indeed, mic;ht givo it; but this structure \\titf a 
grandeur of its own. It bestrides an arm of tlio sea — connecting An- 
gleeea with the mainland. It i,s an hnndi-ed feet fi-om the water. Tho 
part suspended is S.'iO feet in leugtli. The archer and tnworaai'o ma.wcs 
of niaftoiiry as stug:iundoiis a» the Roinnu aquediictii. 

Tho Bolo material of the part fiusi>onded i* iron. Ab I approftohod it 
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— it was towardfl evening — I could soe notbiu^ but tho towers. Aiii 
irben jou diBtingaieh tke Urn delicato tnkcerj of tlio iron cliarns 
aud fupport*rs, it tieernn as i( tb wore nothing but gauzo gr cobweb, 
compared with tlio mighty massos of masonry on wliicti it rast*. Tlw 
veliii'lps travelling i>vi*r it luuk as if thev woro aiispandeJ in tlw; nir. I 
went (Iftwti to the shiirii Kshiw, mid as I lottkod tip, it acemod to »pa.ii a 
whole iliird part of tlit- honwiw, A celehrated Lidy,* ijnce dead, in 
speaking of tliis atupi.-ndoufl work, »aid, that she firat saw it from tho 
I>1u »t' Aiiglc^cB, so tliat it was relieved ugiiiDsb tho lofty niountaiiis of 
North Waius : aud she addi.-d in a strain fi!' i'li"in«Jit aiiu poetical uom- 
pari>-ou familiar to her, tiiat " Saowdoii aeemed to her a flt back-grooud 
tvt tlie Mi-iiai Bridge." 

Jufif i. — To-diiy I mode au esc:iir!>ion dnwn to Caonjarvon, throiigli 
the pass of Llauberis. to Capel Cari^ (Kt-rri^) and back aifiiin to 
Bangor, and on to Hoij'head. 

At Ca<*niarviin is s.nathvT old tis,itl& of Edward I. is mint: tho 
town, too, liku Conway, is snrruuudcd by a wall irith towors, Tho W.1.U3 
of tho caetlfl are varj tlni;k, in some plHiiies t«u tevt, I should juilgo 
the spai:e enclosed inuBt ba 15O0 by 150 feot. There are sevend hn^e 
towers, one of whicli I asci'ndod to Ihtt top: tlio stone stops mm^h worn. 
It consisted of two wnll^, with iian-ow, dark passages nil around b^itwoeu 
thorn. Uu the inner wajl, ahutiucuta on whi<;h ttio beams and floors of 
tlio suMasfiivo itorios wore supported, wore evidont; and also the fire- 
places. An anteroom to ona of those central apartments (about 
twelve by seven feet), was pomit-d oat ax tho hirthplat'c of IDdward'a 
eon. tho first Prince of Wales. It was thn?, as history sayg, and Welsh 
tradition sttU buhls, that Edward the I. daimud Uio promise whii;h ho 
]ia.d ohtaiiied ot'thnsn intvautablo mountainneri), ibal they woidd submit 
to a n^tivt'-boni prince. 

Thin is iuilecil a [ilnee in which to muja nod moralizn. Who ran look 
upon the hunibleai iiearthstono of a ruinous and d^'sertod cottage, siirh 
as I hdVQ EDmetiines Boeu, even in our own comitry — our only rni«» — 
without reading on it thu whole history of Imman afTectionB? Tho 
hearthsCone seems everywhere like a tablet of tho heart, llul. bora 
kitigij and noblas have come, with the tramp of horses, and tlie blast of 
tnimpota, and tbo ringing of armour. Here proud men haTo bid defi- 
ance, and brave men have diod. ilure fair women have mingled io 
fea^tand soug. or tilartitd arid turiieil pde, at the smnmons of the bo- 
isie)|er'H bom. And now all is silent and dtM^olabe. Grass overgrowit 
the court-yard, aiid waves from tUo tops of the walls and towers. The 
birds build nesta in theae turret*, and chirp about them as if U>ey were 
grand old placca for aviaries ; and the visiter i.-omeH, not to fowfit, but to 
meilituto. ^Vhat dijforent )«cenos have oasBod hero! what thoughts 
have Tioeii revolved around these lonely, aeaert«il, and scare* di»i;pnied 
fir-B*ides! what alfections Lave here kindled, and glowed, and withered, 
and faded awav! what footsteps have been upon thes« i-ough ataird! 
£nougli: tbcj Lave been the footstepa of men! Light and joyous hearts 
had thoy boitie, though ihey haiiJ not been the bojirts of princes. And 
hpavv hcarta had they borne, though they had not been uavriad wounded 
and bleeding from the battle sCrifu.

Everrthing about tliis oltl castlo shows tlie purpose for w)iii;Ii. mainly, 
it whs constructed ; smaJl npiirturos rulhor than windows, aut of which 
arrotrg, or otliiT missives could be t-hrowri, anfl njjiining inwtLrd to a 
space ill Iho widl lurgo enough for a wai'det- to sta.nd in ; three or four 
nsrrow loopbolos on each aide of the great gnto of uiitrance, fnr tlie piir- 
poae of reconnoitre iug; those who approachod ; and inside of the gate, 
the groovn in which tho ))ui'lcultis shded up and down. 

I am aatisiiod that in order to gain any approwdi to an idfla of tho«« 
thiuga, without sociup them, «iio must not bt> content with bartfly reatling 
the description, hut mast \ay down the mea^urcniLiit upon aomo familiar 
spot For instaiK'';, tlie wiilU of this castle, L judg-cj frtiia a rough 
measui'emeiit. to Iw two liundrGd roils in «ircuit; and tbov aiw nearly 
eight feet thick, and iJorhiipK thirty fi^ut liigli; and tlio principal towor 
may !« mnoty or ouo liun Jitd fw't high, and fifty feet lu diameter. So of 
thf Mcnai Bridgo. or uf Jiaton Hall. I am sum I got a far iiior« im- 

Srewsivo id«a of Niagjira falls, and probably (ar more jasl, by kiyJug it 
own OQ a laudsiiapn threu <|uarli!r8 uf a mile in oxtoiit, and tliua con- 
ceiring u proi^ipice of cue hundred and sixty feet in height, and an 
vceDii puuring ovtT it, 

lisutipt the sublimest, I suppoao tbat crerVdesGriptitra of moimtain 
scenery is to be found in W^e ; mJe'^ft it be. abn. tlie contrast of hills 
and mounlaim. Ui the [lerfoil lei-ek of our N>w England intcrvali^ and 
river hanks — like which I have seen nothing, Tho pass of LlnnliMia 
and thu road from Capol Carig arc almost level, while tho wddtat 
mouulains rie-e almost from tho very roadr^ide, ou eitlier hand. Thcro 
is every variety of form — steep, aweliing, bald, shaggy; massy aud 
poititod top»; «ido^ sumetiinGS ploughed by the mnuutain slrcami^, and 
somc'timea only stfajUL-d by tho iriokhng ritl* ; while arountl their ctdiiei 
battlniikoatB and tun'ets, tlio light mist Hoatod, every momuut varyuig 
its ahapcti, now unvuilln^ Hcimi.- stiipundous ledge or crog, and then 
tlirouding it in thick d;irkneBS. The pass of Llanheris is part of the 
Snowilou range ; hut old Suowdoii himself was all day oaveloped en- 
tirely ia clouda. 

I obMiTod one curious effect of wind in this pass. As I was walking 
along the road whero it is cut out vf a ledge cif rock, and loaves a deep 
dellle below, 1 heard a uoi&e on the lower side, as of a rushing stream 
chilling its base. I stripped to tlie wsll at tin* rriail>iide, and perceived 
that It was, not wat*r, but wind — a mountain gust so jwwerfulj that it 
was iiooi>5Bary to hold tjn my bat as 1 leaned over, [ stepped bai-'k but 
four feet, and all was ciuiot^tliu air was atiU. I ropeated the experi- 
ment sovera] times, with tho same rei-ult. 

For another do";ripLiuu of Mreuery iu Wales, imagine something like 
tbe following: A deep dingle, linking almost boneath yoM, at the road- 
tide, with ii lictte lane winding down through hawthorn hedgca to one 
or two noLtag«ii half eovered with ivy and overshadowed with trees ; just 
boyoad. rising and boldly swelling up from the chasm below, a nohlo 
•wwtp of hills, oidtivated to the very top, yot not bare and naked as it 
probably wouUI be ia America — cultivatied and rich, but studded with 
beautiful rhim|)9 of trees; a ploughed field sweeping gracefully around 
a little grove ; a jmature dotw-'d over with noble oaks; tlie fciicen uu all 
RidftH veiilarit liodgoe. not always well dipped to be sure, but bL'autiul 
in tJie distaui-e, kc Now, it you will iiitrodaeo on the other Rido, 
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r^red, bold, precipitout mountoitia, IWn ihuMf of tli« psas of UanborU. 
wna goats hr op amon^ the st«ep«!it lexlgoji, ijniedj- cropping the grua 
thftt tqiriiigic aniAng tlia n)c):s, or eloopiog on tlte ver; brink, ;au vUl 
hftTO A panarama of the nceuory of North Wa,Ie*. 

tiENEKiU. RsUARKe. — The liouac^ (alwars ol ntoue or briuk, hy tlio 
bjo) aro canunonlj low. niiM-rable habitations. I went into smenU — 
thow of t))^ i^otuignni aud .small f;irnit3r».

voodon ilnor upon any of thom. Thev were pureil witli Hoao ; or more 
commonly iiot evtiti tluit ftwcoiimioiiatiori was afforded.

UcBiis. Jrtly 5, 1833. — I am glad to get a plea*aut impre^aion of 
anj spot ia Ireland; Dublin is a fine citj. It reaerablcs PbiladelpUia 
in two rcspeits — its regular ranges wf butldinffs, and its fine open 
Equals. What a nitj- it is, tliat cities, or at luftst I'troot*' in cities, 
could not, like aingfe ediliuoi, bs built upon aome regular arid vell-cou- 
aidered plan ! Not tliat the result sliould be such re;rularilv as ia aeeii 
in Philadelpliia or Dublin ; tlii^ plan, iutleod, would i-iubracc irregularity. 
But there might l«e an arrai'gemeul, by wliii',b ablcxiL of buildings, a 
strftet, or, indeed, a whole nity, might ftiiid before us as one grand piiMw 
of arcbittcLiiro. If single epociinoiis of arcliitui*ttirt> have tbo offoot to 
improTo, huiaanizc, aud elevate tUe iduas of a people, if tbey arc a lan- 
guor', and nnewLT a puqiuHL' ktiidrfrd tn thiit of litcraturu, poetry, aud 
(Kiiutiug, why may lint a whole dty havo tbij* elTeirt? To seizure this 
Fdault, there must, I am afraid, bu a powar like tlint of Die autocrnt of 
Itnssia, who, I am told, wlioii a bon^ \* built, in hii> royal city of St. 
Pvtcrvburgh, which do«B not cooform to bia f'cnoral plan, sands word to 
the owner, that he uiiLtt rcroovo that building nud put up another of a 
<^ertaiQ desrripiion. But as wu bnvc not. and will not li.i.ve, any such 
power L-xcrcisad among vi, I dupiMise we must hare such cities as Itantoii 
and Xi^w York, such fttroots a« Broadway! which i« n aort of Iniiffuape, 
too. whiiJi w-tit forth vifibly, in stone an»f mortar, wliat u the spirit that 
reigns in our country — the Tcrr personification of the nrinuiplu of iiidi- 
wiiliiality — whore every otic builJs to please himself, ana nlca.'^e* to bwild 
ditfor^nlly from bis neighbour — uHually a little higher, it is a principle 
thai Kpoib a city : that it will Make a yeoph, \* tho reflection ni which 
w« must find our comfort. 

But to rotum. DulJin is. iudeod. a fine city, ntitl Htled wttli noblo 
mansion* and abowy equipages ; but alas! all is marred by tliis dtamal- 
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loobinK population : full lialf that 1 ^neet in the stroets, very slmlthilj 
dranM; numym ragis: the boys voutd i;(ille<-.t iu Ainericii, amJ theverjr 
dogs would bark, at spectatles that pass me ever^ morncnt ; men and 
women on evury sido nrgging ; womtiTi with chihlron in thoir nrmit, im- 
ploring charity for Gad's Bike ; ye*, innocent cliildhood is here invclvcJ 
in the tommtju mAss of tniscry, &ui that b the hardest of it tu thcr 
sjieilator. Indeed, 1 Imvo seldom sevn anything moro striking or 
UjUL'hiiig. than a child slrapiiig in its mother's arms amid all tJiis s«r- 
runndiug tunnoil and disLretK. It is actually picturesque, if ouo may 
say so; lh(i imago of repose amid noiso and turhidcnco; innoceiKe amid 
rice and wTBtclieduoi-s i unconscious ea^o on the busom uf BiiiTtiriiL^ ; hulp- 
IcBsneas imploring eyai more pathtlii^aJly tlmu the wan and liaggand fcia- 
tnres of aiatenial aolicituje. Nodouht there is a good deal of acting in t])i>; 
BVBtemof beggtiry. For instance, 1 sawalitllo girl, lasteveuiug, seatfd 
<ni tbo curhsWnd of tlio sidcwallt, and holding in her orui^ a sJocping 
infant — but holditi^ a u^andle at the Batuo time so as to cxliihit the iiifuxit 
to the host advaiitage. This is going on the etago pretty early. AVhat 
the receipt* were 1 do not kiiww. hut t]i«y douhllcss ejjwctcd to be re- 
paid the outlay of hghts and wardrobe, and somelliing more. 

It is d ccmfortahlo reilectioii which I have often had occasion to 
inalE0, that Ptnvideniio doc'a, after ull, disponao many blci^sings, wliich 
neither the pride nor improvidence of man caTi destroy. The children 
of the poor sleep a»t sf»iiud aud are as meny, pmttalily, aji the children 
of tlie rifli. Aud porhaps, after all, tlicpo splendid ecjnipagea tliat aro 
passing On every side. b«ar as many heavy and aching liearts, as hun 
against the stops and bnluatrades by tlio wayaide. 

nverythine is done here to got money. For instance, tlie scene iu 
the street boforo the windows of my hottd. last evemng. presented the 
two following speoimene. FirRt, a man wiOi a hand-organ struck up, 
aud a woman aud child (Eiia wii'o and. daughter probablj'), after care- 
fully laying down thoir bonuots and shawis. commenced dancing iu tlie 
street, and after a variety of evolutions, they went round to the epecta- 
tore tu collect as inuuy f>eur« un they could. Ko.'it came a man with a 
flat«, and a child sppai'onlJy four or five years old was set to doiiciiLg 
upon ntilts five feet high. 

SiKDAY, r.M. — This afternoon 1 have heard the finest church-music 
by titi- that I have ever listened to ; aod the only performers were a ma n 
and two boy& It was at St. Patrick & Cathedral. The organ is tha 
richest I over board. Ae to the agea of tho children, Uja one of them 
might be ton, and tho otlier twelve or tliirteou years old. Their voices 
wcro »o comph-tcly formed, that I supposed, for some time, that women 
werra singing, and at the (,ume time peculiarly sof^, with jume of that 
shrillnoaa which ia apt to be the fault iu a woman's voice. TUo man's 
voice was a perfect organ. Amid tho deepest notes of the organ, I 
heard it as dif^tinctly 05 tho diapa'iori itself. The greatest ea?e charac- 
teri?ed the whole performance, as it always doe.* ibe highet^t music. 
The sermon was very well — the reading execrably had. The pi'ayers 
w«ro i-nng forth iu a kind of recitative tono peculiar to the cathoiirai 
worship of the church of Knglaud ; for it falle short in the tone of auug 
of that which is used iu the Jewish and Romish rituals. The service, 
luld an it was in thin ancient building, beueatli high Gothic archo^ 
wimiunded by ancient marblB tombs and Btatnos. by gsUeries of evory 
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£afiLioD, aaii carred vork, curioufi and autii:[uo. witli butiuerti overlund, 
and lielmct3 and sworda hung on tlia wolle — the sorricc, I say, in sucli 
circumaUincos. ^L-umcd StS it' it ought to he hold b^' uo couimon people — 
hill by tlip highhnru and tlie liigh-hred — by reuownecl toigbts, or heroes 
going forth to battle for tJioir ooimtry. 

After iit.t«udiiig upijiL the ae^^'icfi &t the catiiedral. 1 pa^i^il the; erea- 
ing with Mrs. Uoiimna. The courersation natui-jilly turned upf)n tlie 
sceuo 1 bad jii«t loft, nnd li«r part iti it was sust^iinod with the iitmoat 
ptiutical cnthitsiRRiii, She ^poko of the vorioiiB aLicoEnpamrat'iits of the 
■er^'icc, uiid whtm s\ie came to tho bunaors, she said, " they seemed In 
wave as tlio iniiwi; of tbo atithom n^s* En thu b.ifty arches." I ventured 
here to throw in a littlo dash of [iro)*e — saying tlmt I was a&'aid that tliny 
did not wave ; that I wished tUev might, and looked up to see if they 
did, hut could not see it, " No.' sht* rophod with vi-vacity, " wave is 
uot the word — hut they thrilled — 1 am sure of that." And thitt, it is 
very likely, something short of " the visitui di?ine" might see. Such 
viiiou, howepi?L'. this lady nndnubtedly jMssegses. She lias the ganuioo 
aff-dttn, and tboae who think its breathiug^ too meiwurcd aud monoto- 
U0U6 do uot cousidfir or read her pootry ui the I'i^^ht way. Tii'Ci'e ia 
nothing dramatic or epio in her best poetry: it ia caeniially lyrical; 
and thoMG who attempt to read it by the voluniQ. as much mistake as 
if they should undertake to roitd a botilt of Iiyinns, or tho Psalms cf 
l>a.vid in that way. In her own chosen walk, Mrs. Uemaii« has few 
competitoii* in Uritaiu, and no frqnal ; «ud so long a.'? solemn oatbL*drals. 
and ancestral IitJls, and lowly homes remain in England, her song will 
not die away, 

Ju-Uj 8. — I have oxpDrien4;qd to-day m^ first traveller's T«xatioQ. I 
had fallon in with a couplii of travellers in Walee, aud we had agreed 
to go ill company to the Giant's Causeway, We had taken our passage 
to Belfast, for this morning, and when the eoacb dr'ove np to the door 
of our hotol, it was bo overloaded tbat we eould not go iu it. It was 
amusing to aeo the national characteristics of my c-ompanions on this 
occasion. Tho Eughshaiau was all pride, aud wratli. aud decision. 
•■ I will Dot go in this coach I" was his reply to tho apologetic coach- 
man — " and I will ho eeut on! or I will apply to a magistrate and see 
if there ia any biw in Ireland." Tho Frenchman appeared not a UttlQ 
like a sul/jwl under a galvanic battery ; he shook hia fist, and his elbows 
twitched, and he stammered and stuntttred — raying 1 know not wliaU— 
for I was too ranch amused with tlie muscular contractions, to take 
iiotitso of anj^iing elso. Th* Aniurican — videlicet mywelf — was verr 
calm ou the oucaaion, and tl^iB fuliant^** is said to he our national trnit 
of miuiuer. 1 uuderataud this la.-*! obsoiTation, however, to apply only 
Co the case of an affray or dispute. 

To Bei.I'.^st, Jv,hi H. — Th« most remiirkalile towu on this routo iii 
DrogliL'da, with a popnhition of 25,000, and yet looking like a popujntioa 
of mendicants ; SL-aiccly a wuU-drcssed man or woman lu the tf irongc d 
streets; but decropitude and dijcaae, beggary, nig:*, presenting them- 
selpes everywhere m friglitfiil maasea. It i* almost entirely a city of 
mud-wailed cottages, and thatched roofs ; and altogether n s^jiectaidti SA 
rntirely iinllki? anything E pvcr witnosscd hefore. or shall protjabiy ever 
witnc»5 again, that I would uot have failed to come and see it. 
I>roghpda is a walled town, ntnnding «)i the rivw Boyw. and known in 
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liiitory as BiuTondering to William 111. after the battle of Bovne. The 
iHittle waa fought near tLip ttiwii ; mi obelisk, which wc saw at n 
rlistance, marks the epot. William's conquest is celebrated on the 
twelfth of thismoiitJi, by processions of tho Protestants, which, bfting 
held in diylil« by the Cathflhcs, often occasion quarrels — on which 
account, troops arc at this time ordered Into the north, and we passed 
JK regiment of tlieiu to- day. Inilecil. thceo "ericivuiiccB red-dressed" of 
Irtjland appear everywhere ia all the cities aud village*. 

We havt' paftsort liundreds of Irish cottages to-day ; but what pen 
shall de!cribe them, tliat doea not literally he-'patter tho page with mire 
aad dirt! Mud and thatch, witli little light — naaty ae pi^tyce — rag'gfld 
women and cliildi-eii aljout the tlofpr, and oftpn tlie men lying down by 
their horels, in laziness. 6hh, aud rags — a homhly vile puddle always be- 
fore tho door, for the aocninmndatioii of tho mctet liorribly filthy animals 
— said animale, in the mean time, e<|ua]]y and worthily occupying the 
domk-ik- with tlio Iiuiuaii beings wlio inhabit it. And to complete the 
picttiie of general iiiisory. women beggars surrounded us every time w« 
stopped, with children in their arms, imptoring charity. From the 
nambora of children, indoeil, it would setni tm if this were the most 
prolific cooutry under hoavoii. But it may be, because none of them 
go to aobool, and all Win out of doore. 

The latter part of the vide, throng-h Newry, Hillsborough, aud 
Lisbnrn, has been through a beautiful and rich country, and has bwn. 
indeed, such a redeeming scene for my general iniprcRsions of Ireland, 
that 1 am most glad to have passed through it. 

We li.ivo p.T.'*9()d a number of largo peat bogs. Th«y are fvidently 
the bed* of decayed foi^ests ; for trooa arc coiiBtantly dug out of them. 
Do I remember to hare read, or have I h(?nrd, that some king of 
England, perhaps Richard II, finding that the forests of hekiid 
ivudered it difficult of conquest, gavo to liia English Hubjecta, who 
would come over and settle in Ireland, as much land as they woidd fell 
the wood upon? If so, an act of destruction and tyranny laid up a 
treasure fi>r tfie future wants of Ireland, and one almost indispensable 
to the exii^tenee of the peofilc — and a treasure too, not only of materials 
for warming their houses, but for Ijuilding them. For the trunks of 
those ancient foi'est.'< are found in thebe peat hogs in »uch a state of 
preservation that tlioy ai'o actually valuable timber — particularly the 
&pmce ; the oak too. Uiough not so sound. 

CnsHBSBALL, Jult/ 10. — The ride to-day, in the county of Antrim, 
of which indeed Belfast is the shire town, and through tlie vill^es of 
Carrickfergus. Larne. and Glcnarm, ha.= been delightfid. The vicinity 
of Delfast, on tins side, is rich in scenery; and tho litile viliago of 
GIvuarm, directly under your eye aad almost under your feel, as jou 
deKfieud tho lofty hill which yon pass over to reach it, with its em- 
bowering gi-ovoa of trees, and the fine seat ajid grounds of some lord of 
tho manor here, ts a ped'Lict charm. The road lias been mostly by the 
aea-^h«re, winding around bold bluffs, and promontories, and rocky 
orafia, aud lias presented many delightful views of iiitermuigled ocean 
and hill or mountain scenery. Lattcily, the rocky barriers of tho 
ocaan, by which I have been passing, have begun to assume somothine 
ofUiat appearaniie uf re^ihir fonnation which I expect to =oe perfecteu 
at the Giant's Caueewaj. 
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This nortU-ftft?itern part of Ireland vns originally Bottlod by tlin 
Scotch, and it Ix^ars a wry difl'urcut iK^^cct from tin; soutiicru po'rfioiiM 
of tlie routo on wliicli I Iiavi> iKtoii pausiug, TUtn'e is evervTvtjcrc an 
appearance of thril't and eooifort; and be "■gars have almost dinappeared. 
Ihe countenances of thu puuplv sliuw :i diirorunt origin — aru more 
Agreeable, mi^rc intc^Iligr^nt, iiinrc olive witli osprcssion — naj*. and 
•boctcr and In-oader. 1 saw t'n'o or thi-ea si^iooUioubes, also, wLicli t 
have aoan^plj- mot with before, on my way.

Carriuk-a-Rede is abont sis milee on the road to the Causeway — n 
pitu'e of tromondou8 prodpiuos by t)io dob; with a hanging bridge 
friupondod oa ropos over a chasin eislity Feet deop, leading to a small 
island, where is a salmon fishery. The ropen looked voi-y small, and 
very old, I iiKiinred of the guiac how old tlicy were, and he said, tnany 
year*. 1 adviiiod him iu (•oriKjiMOl) to inform all tmvelliTs of tiiat ffuit, 
and pTOmUed hini his ta^lcof c.owdacting tlioraover would bo oxtmaed, an 
it was of performing tbat sorvi'ce for me ; for I bavo ao cbaoces of life to 
throw away, when no good is to result either to mynelf or othors. Tlio 
colonr of the sea-g-ieen waU-i' here, with dark masses of Keti-w«ed iuter- 
frpersed. i.i more bpantiful than I ever saw elsewhere. 

Gunt'b Causbwav. — No one gbonld eomo hijro, witlioiit biktng s 
boat, if the state of the water will [>enuit, and going to see tlio great 
cavenj and the Pleaskin; wliinb nrp tho sublime fchincs about thU 
wdnderfnl work of nature. Tin; cavern i* gii hundred foot long, and 
tho arch ovi>r it, ninety foot liig:b. The PlDaskin is tlio lofti(<at and 
most regular part of tbo gigantic lodge of basaltic rookfi. Ouo boU 
head or promontory advitiices forward porhapa a huiidrod and fifty feet 
in front of tho general lino of tho prei^ipicc, and on cairji si»io the 
cvluinn.s retreat in tho fnrm of an amphitheatre. Tlicrtr arc several 
others iud^od, tint thi^ is tho most striking. There i^ one that .lu.staiiis 
a rook, whi.;h is caHed "the Crown," but tho rieaskiii t-Iiff appears w* 
if it woro tliu tbroae of tho place, supported by i-anges of wroi-s on oach 
fiidu; and thus it lias stood out and mot. unahaUcecii the etorins of 
lliDusancU of yoars. 

Aftor examining lliese spota, I went to tlie lower ranges of colaraiia 
which i-iAe ju.it abovo tho water, and landed from ttio boar to insjiout 
ihein. Tkey are wondsi-fully carious; of all sixos and shapes — fL-om 
sis to oi^htouu inches in diameter, from the triauglo to the uine-iaidod 
figure — though tho Lexagoiial foitn U thu mostcouuQun ; and ioi'^actly 
fitted togotliHr, that in ^otrio iiW.-ei* tlio water atands on them without 
fiading&ny passngo down. ha/?h column consists of many parfa, a^ is 
tUDftUy teen in columns of human con«tniction. The longth of tho 

Siarta varies, from cix to twelve and eighte<;ii inchu.*. and one has bcea 
ound abont Ave fcot long. To give ?itrength to the whole loasB. the arti- 
fiilatioji* or joints of the columns are never in the same lino, but vary— 
5onio of the blocks riite a tittle above otborit, proKonting not a lovol hat 
an uoeven surface on tlte top. And furtliennore, tlic snr^aceB at tlio 
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«iids of tbe separatQ blocks aru nerer plain, but convex and ooitcav9, 
the two kinds i>f Kui'£tcos alwajs aiitl uxactly litttiig into l^ocIi other. 

Tho )i«iglit of tliD precipices tipnii the shora )icre is Iroiu throQ 
liuii<lred aud fifty t« four hundred loot. The upper half oul^ is 
culumiiBj-. The stt-amlioat in wliicli I took paeeage — frtfin Portnish, 
tlires iiiil«» irom the On.u.*eway — cjirried us along tbc north coast of 
Irolniid. The wayes of the wild Nortli Sea. seeui everywhere to liiiv© 
waiilicd it to pru(^picC3. TFiat of Fail* i load is tho most impo&uig cliff 
I hftvo *vfir aeon. 

I mast iiol forget to nioution tL>e i-uius of the Cofitlo of Dunluce, on 
this coast, a little above the (lauLseway. It stands upnn. aud cfltripletely 
uovere. a £mall island which is alwmt twenty toet from tho shore, ana 
is [low pcrui.-LitGiitly juined to it hy a &toiie tiiidge fnr foot pnssengora. 
ThiB i.'lnnd is iuelf a craggy preuipico rieing three Inunired feet from 
tbn water, and on the very verge of tlie precipice sland the cafitle waJb. 
How impreguaMi- it must have bucu inay he eni<ily judged. And yot 
it wn* oiioc taken liy a ladder of ropos ; itnt, however, without Ireaclicry 
in the garrisou. It has betm the scene of much romantic story in tho 
Autrim family — this uojue liavin}; been, confi^rrod, with an (."arUlomi 
upou tlic family of Duiilu<:e. An oarl of ^Vutrim married the wifu of 
Clcorge Villiera, l>uke of Buckingham. Tho castle is iu vuiua of cour»«i 
but tile forms of the rooina. the chimney flues, Ac. are preserved.

On lh» left, ngftin, 
Bpreads th*- New Towii, btiilt irt ntoue, and thrown into every graceful 
nuioty of forma — square, circle, and cretioetit. On the riglit is thu Old 
Town, which b iteelf, iu uoncrast to tJi« other, oue ^-and piecu uf aati- 
quity. On tliis side of it towers the lofiy crag on which ihe caHtle » 
built, and a little beyond it rise the height:! of Salisbury Crag and Ar* 
thur's S^iit. 

Julif 15. — l^dinbtirgrb (Old Town) has a meet singular and touohicg 
air of aniiiinity. It ia to other citios what old ruins are to other dwell- 
ings. As you traverse soiut- of those streets — the High- street, and 
Canongate, and the Cowgate — wlioso hiiusos rise ILke towers, six or 
aeron storioi hig>i, on either »iidp, and reflect tlmt the stream of esist- 
wiM hap flciwod through tham f<'>ri:ciiturif4, the ^ame an nuw — with tlid 
aame element.^ of humau weal and wo minuted iu it a» now — with llie 
same fiouiids — the din of business, tlie won.lii of anger, or the tones of 
laughter, the cries of childlnjod, and the depp hum of stern and intent 
occupation — the same sounds reverberated from those weather-beaten 
walls as now: ay, and as you reflect that infuriated mob* hare passed 
here, and the trampliag footsteps' of armies, and the sad funeral trains 
of succeaaive geueralious — and that through these streetjs <^iii>ieii Marj 
waa brought after licr defeat at Caiberry flill, in degradation, and dis- 
grace, and t«ira — yvn. and that here, upon these very pavements. Ko- 
bortdon, and Hume, and Madconzie, and Burns, and Scott hare walked; 
a. holy air of autiqitity seems to breathe from urery wynd ami clotio. and 
touching memoriea are inscribed upon every stone : it is ditlicult to pr©- 
serve the d^uornm tliat tudongs to a public walk, or to have patience with 
the indifference that familiarity has written upon the faces iiround yon. 

Yet all multitudes of men are theinselv>os touching epectsuJea. And 
whoa I Lave stood on Galtoa Llill, and looked, as you mat/ do, right 
down upon the Be.i of human dwellings in the New Town, I have felt 
an indescribable, painful, awful cmotion-^«3 if 1 laid my hand upon 
thoTwy heart of tne mighty city, and felt its heaviugs and throbbiiigs 
— felt that life waa there, and as if it were my own lifn, multiphed an 
hundred tliousand times, in magnitude, intimity, and importaoue. 

If I wero allied what is tho groat charm about tliis Old World, and 
if 1 wished to generalize i!io answer, I should say, it If, untlijiiitti — an- 
tiquity in its casLli'>^. its towns, its cathedrals, its cities. Thv miblimity 
of agws is atxiut you at every step, and you feel yrair ('nnneiion witli 
put raoea 6f men, in a way that you are not naturally led to do in a 
couutrv whore there are oo monuments of the past. 

'ro-«Uv, however, I Niw a relit! of the pa^t in a very grotesque atti- 
tude; a liiglJander in full dress — yps. the wild, fierce, hau;ttlity IHgli- 
lander— playing on a fliidlc ! a stie^t Ijeggar. asking a ftiw iience to keep 
him from siarvmg. He wm dressed in the philahug, or kilt*, and ho«e ; 
and 1 am surpri^od to find that thoro are somo Highland regiments, in 
tii« Kngliah service, who are drcised in thin manner. I have h-uu Mime 
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of tliflsfi anldicrB, both here and ia Glasgow, pamding about in this rlresa 
— which, to dcicriUe it, is verjf tike a [letLicwit liuiigiug from the waiat 
liiiifway down the leg. n hose coaning up holfwaji' nil tJio ealf — so ttiat 
the person i>- nakcl from fttKivo tli« kiieo down to the midclla of tho 
calf. It nppt'ared very uncnniforta-ble, niid scartiely decent. Whoa 
Guorgti the Kourth visited Ht;i)tlaud, and held loven at Holyrood, lio 
appeared iu tliis uoestuniG. A iiiuture of bim is shown ia tho audience 
ruoni. 

Juili/ 1". — I went to-daj' tn as mfuiy &potfl m«ntiaiiGd in Siiotfn 
stories as I could find, and .atU'rward to Uoljrood I'aloce. 1 wae vtrock 
with the different effeuta produr.od Upon tho fcehugs hy scenes of 
romzLUuc) and scenes of rtvil liisturj. Around tho former, indeed, thoro 
is a hallitwing charm — the halo of genius rests tlitire : hut tbe hiiil,«ry 
of actual evouts is, conipiuativolv. as if genius itsolf were embodied 
in it. Yoii fuel that roalitv is t'lero. H'liore Mary reaihi suflforcil, 
ehuddvred. and •KO^t — is «ne thing ; wfaei's Efiie ]>vuiig ia svppoinKl tv 
h.ivc laid, alhiiit upGH the cold atone, her broken Iicajt. ia qiiitp another 
tiling. We aJmiro genius, but gtmius lUtlf is only tha interm-ctor of 
all-powerful nature. Or if it bo said, that ^etiiua ia a pai't of naturo, 
and itfl noWeEt part, tlien tiikp us wliore gf'itiuB itaelf has wrought out 
its oobbst a'-ihiBVoDieut, or munifeiitcd iUt most Bubhtne endurauco, and 
we shall fed. indwd, t)(at liiere is reality in its full sovereignty. The 
spot so consocratfid may be the battle field; it may he the council cham- 
ber; it may bo the martyr's stake; yes, and it may be tliu studuut's 
coll B-t Abbotsford, or on the Avon. 

Yet ais 1 stroilod oue day up yalisbury Crag, and down from Arthur's 
Seat, amid which are laia several of the ftuones of the Ileaj-t of Mid. 
Lothian, I felt illusion, at some moments, to bo almost as powerful 
ft", roality. 1 felt as if ibe tight-b^arted Eftic, and tlio tnio-hoai'tod 
Jeanio, and the stern-heartod &ld man, must havo hvcd there; and that 
upon that hiUsido poor Madge must have sung her wild song, and 
Bharpithiw and Hatton raiiet bflvo rushed down there towards Muechat's 
Cairn. The Cairn was situated iimneJiately below St. Anthwiy's 
Chapel, soma ruins of which stUl retnain. I pa.'^eed them as I i-ame 
down from Arthur's Seat ; alittle spnoj; of frosh and sweet wator still 
bubblitig up at the base of the old ht-rmitage. 

In tha liigh-fttreet ie shown the house of John Knox — looking dark 
and stera as himself. On the eorner. and under a sort of cannpy, is a 
rudely srulpturett bust of the old reformer, with tbt; Land raised, and 
the finger pointed at the words — thus inscribed on the wall: — 

Qui. 

On the opposite side of tbe street, on the front wall of the house, are 
two figiirtis iu stone, aupposad to be of very aueient date, and to n^pro 
sent Adam and Eve. The Latin Insoription ia (traiia.), " In the sweat 
of thy fn<:e shalt thou ent bread," 

Hoi.nioiip, — i^ueen Mavy'e state-room, wiih the bed of CbarloH I. 
now standing in it ; her bedroom, with her own bed in it : her drsssing. 
room ; tlio KinaU apartment in which she, Rizxio, and some otheis, were 
supping, when I'amley. and Rutlivon, with other lords, entered, dragged

heard bor gtory for Uw fir; t time. It i^ a striting instance ci the power 
of adventitioiu ••ircumatancM, to carry down a name, and abno^t to 
emlnlm it in the memorr of ages. Had Maxy beeo hoaielj aod b^ipjr. 
we sboiild [irabaUT utrrtr liare lieard of her! 

Kdiiibiirgti fOId Town) is rery cnriooH in one respect. Tliere is a 
town nnder a town. The valle^ are so deep, and the hills so high on 
wliich it is built, that bridges or comowajs of stone ar« tlirown across; 
and wh»u jon yue over them, j-ou see botuee and a strMt, and crowds 
passing — all dtrcctlj beneath yoa. 

Before breakfiut, the mormnc on whiHi I came awaj, I went to find 
St. Leonards— not having h«ara till the morning before that there was 
a spot so doKignated. I found it — a )iniaU cnig; just beneath whieb 
and we*t of it is a eottAge, sweetlr situated, called St. Leonard's cot- 
tage. It is juat en the borders of the city, «u tbe side towards Salis- 
bury Crag. 

i took («ave of EdiabHr^h : 1 gaxed upon itA glories and gloriona 
ottjects for the last time, with a feeUn^ that it eeema to tae 1 scarce 
shall feel again in leaving any foreign city. 

Glasgow, July -*)•■ — T->om Ediabui^b, I hare come round through 
tlie Iligblandfi to thi^ i>laco. ETCry eton of tliQ way h(u been ou claseic 
ground: tho beautiful windings of the rortli with the (iraiupian HiUs 
on the north: Stirling Castle; the wild grandeur of thu Trossacks; 
Ben Neria and lion Veimo, anil the hauntad waters of Looh Katrine, 
every rock and h«adlan<l garlanded with romance ; the bold and mar 
jettu slioros of LouU Lomoud; the haunts of Rob Roy, the Lennox 
ooontry, and tlio soft sconerr of the Leven. 

I passed the night at Ciilleuder, tvvlTU miles from Loch Katrine, 
and fipoiit tho evening in reading through the Lady of tho l.ake. 
About a mile and a half befors roacbing the lake, you enter the oele- 
bratmt Trossaoks, or the iiri-'tled Territory. Conceive of two or three 
liniidrcil liillfi. wild n-ndnrocipitoua, some higlior, eomelnwor, all covered 
with shrubbery, ivy, ana heather, with oftc-tL abold " t1iuuder-»plint«red 
piituftulti " *hooti»g up from among tliem; conocivo ycmraelf walking 
tlirough thin region on a winding and almost level road, at the foot 
of these hill*, wif-h some new vifiw opening, some striking object atrest- 
tiig yuu al every step an you proceed, and you may have fiomo idea of 
chat grand panorama of the picturosquo — the Tntn»iicks. 

As you vmerge from thi» rnlli-y of liilh and mounlainit, Locli Katrine 
preftoolN itaelf — n, narrow strip of watorat tho first, and never, at any 
point, moro than two inik'x wido. You are rowvd, ten miUu^, tliroiigh 
Uio longth vf lliu lake, and may spend oomo of your time, if you pleaBe, 
iit fani:yi>i{; when) the fair lodjr moored her bark, or where, under her 
magio guidance, it shot across tbe ailver waters. 
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A walk of fivo milas, through a wild country, with soma geouiae 
BifhLiQi moore on the way, Iriiigs^'outo larorsaEud Mill, cu thoBhace 
of Lodi Loiiiond. The pasa ilowii to Liversuaitl is iMj steop, and dark, 
and deep, tliat it seemed to me an hundred mea raixlit have been nriur- 
dered tliere without iM-iiiu heaxd~>Kob Ho; m ust havu held jta«arsvuur- 
ito spot, Tlitre is a single (.'(Utage on tlie shore ; nnd I onterad it with n. 
ourioMty in^pit-ed by a tli«u«aiid tales of romaiico. A lligliland cottase, 
at tho bottom of miB of tho wilde&t Higlilaud passes! — wliitt would it Xta, 
and wh»t its inniitteH? 1 found a woman aod her daughter, who tolj 
mo tluit lliey had no neighbom-e. and exchanged no visits with iinvbodj. 
There was no ehlnine^'. The siu«)ke found its way out at a liok- in the 
roof, but not tall it had circulal'jd in many eddies and wreaths arouud 
t)i« btt;uni^ and rafters, which wora black and ehiniug witli $oot. Along 
ihe wall adjoining that against whictt tlie firc^ wa*. built — for tliorc was 
proptwlj DO fireplace — were M» be diraly semi the apaitmeul* or storitw. 
an« above another, of a sort of crib, guc-h as Waller Hrxitt liaa described, 
as answering ths purpose of a becistead. 1 asked tho woman for food. 
She had uothiug but oatmoal cokf , wliioh she |iroduc?d, oud 1 was glad 
to try a i«]iDciuivu of Jlij^hlaud broad. But, id ^ood truth, I should 
never desire to Imve uuytliiiig to do willi it, save a3 a Epecimen ; fur of 
alt stuff that ever i tastod, it was tho most iuediblf, innirautirflble. in- 
*uff«rable, — dry, hard, ooarso, rapping, gritty, cihaffy ; I eouJd not eat 
it, and it ^eemed to mo that if I could, it would be no moro ]ioiirishiug 
tliui gravel kneaded into mud and baked iu a. limvkilii. As to drink, 
wluskt^y— whiskey, tho hoatmcn eaid. was llie only tiling, and tho 
thing indiapensabio. I tasted of it : and truly it had not the uaual 
odious tasto of our American whiskey. It is said tliat the peat, by 
which it is distilled, gives it a peculiai- Savour. 

Aa to the eelimate of this article, or something like it — lomcthiug 
"wet and tootljsome." as the wretch Peter Peebles sava— I should 
sappo&e that lliglilunds and Lowlands agree, nay. and all England for 
that matter — for 1 have never seen ajiythiug like the numbers of per- 
90u> tluit 1 hard obeervod here, after diuner, or in tho evening, sipping 
their brandy aud water or whiskdy piinch. It would seem strange to 
»otu« of our American rcfonners ; but I have hewi at siippei, wlicre the 
meal was introduced by the host witli a "'grace ;" and the brand? and 
hot water were brought on at thu close of the entertainment, evidently 
M a matter of course, and 1 was very muciii urged to tike some, a^ a 
very excellent thing; ami, indeed, as the consctentiouti Peebles aays, 
" mey bad like to ha' guided rae very ill." 

From fnversnaid Mill a steamboat takes you up and down tho entire 
length of Loch Lomond, thirty miles. A rainy aay did not hide alto. 
gether tho bold and majeatic features of this shore and mountain 
scenery, though it prevented mo from ee«ing it to the best advantage. 
Around ttie lower part of Loch Lomond is the country of the Leouox; 
from whence a ride through tlie vale of the Leveu brings yoa to Dum- 
barton, where a steamboat again, at almoiit any hour, will take you up 
to Glasgow. 

Tiie catliedral hoi's i» a grand old pile; the only oue that Kuox 
spared, and which lie still frowns upon from liifl monument in tho 
eeinotery on tho opposite hill, .^nd thi» last spot snggests the subject 
of funenis, which are celebrated with muith pomp, at it appears to au 
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American Caste, tbrougtioiit tlie kingdom; the beane baariog a sort of 
forest of waTiDg plom^s over it — white fur tbe yoaag, hack for th« 
elder — tb« carriage* and borses put into as deep moanuDg aj; their 
owaere. It would seem that tiien ar« eutertoiatneats ob thew occastoue; 
for I eaw DTor a shop here tins ""g"*" adTertisetDent — " Funeral and 
Fancy biiHroiU for sale h«ra." 

Hamiltox, Julti 23.—! bare come dovn to Ilamiltoa tiMlay, on mj 
WSJ to th« Falle of tlie Clyde, Twaeddsle, AbboLsibrd. ^.' 1 bar* 
Bereral times obsirred, m I 'did to-day, very tidy lookiug youn^ wom«D 
valktiig barefoot, aud carryiag & little parcel in hand, which vas 
eTideody ttie stwldngg and »hoe». Indeed, neatoeaa and thrift aeem 
charge Ceri« tic of tb«i pttople (<verywliere. When th«re is no scenery to 
engflge attention, Stiotch hu^b-tTidrj, at least, is a [leasing feature of 
tho laiidduape. 

About two miles from Hamilton are the ruins of Bothwell Cwtle. 
Tbo property now belongs to Lord Douglas, and the cattle is situated 
jiist in the rear of his scat. And Tery few things hare I seen otiuol to 
tbe beanty of ita aituntion, on a bold, rounded, wooded bank of tlio 
Clyde, with the niias of an old ubbcy ou the opposite bank. 

About half a mild from this is Uothwell Bng. The laud slopes on 
each side of the river to the bridge, so that the two bodies of troops who 
fougbC here might, it is evident, be plainly in sight of each other, before 
engaging — as they aro represented by Walter Scott. A fair vale spnsda 
above, and below, tbo river winds between steep, rocky, and wooded 
banks, making altogether a gceiie fitted to rebuke the fierce pasaious 
that one* drenched tliis spot with blood. 

From BothweU Brig, ptretcbea fourteen miles, I was told, np the 
banks of the Clyde, the ostato of the Duke of Hamilton. I went to the 
palace. It baa one noble portico ; but mostly it is low iuid inrlcgant. 
tliongh immense — looking altngerJaer more like seveml blcicka and 
squares of fine buildings in a city than anything else. I should EnppoM 
tho possessor might easily entertain some hundred or two of guests. 
I observed not much loss than il hundred belU in «iu of tbe lower 
entries. The furniture was much of it old, but <?soeediugIy rich, 
mosaics, ebony Rabinets. carved work. &«. The oeilings beiLutifully 
gilt, and that of the picture gitUerj ejcoeiliiigly splendid— apprmathing 
tita dazzling appenranco of tlie bock of a diamond beetlo as seen cinder 
the microscoi>C. It was this gallery ehitfly that I came to sfo. But 
1 was very much disuppoinbed. There ar« some pftintingv said to be of 
thfi old inai«tcrs, but put in such bad lights tJiat it is e<.'.ai'cely C'Ouceivable 
that they should be worth nmcli. There is an original Bnuaparte of 
David — a fine couutenanco. and more natural, easy, (uninblo. and even 
more handsome thiui is usual in the portraits and busta of him. The 
gallery consists ohiefly of ci>niHiou-[)la(!o looking men and fair women — 
moelly IJamiltons; but the i^^e_/'(^'(euvre is a liubuns — Daniel in tliu 
Lions' Eten. The lions 1 thought were very good, but 1 did not like 
tlia face of the Daniel. It i» paJo and Uvid, and shows fright or distrou 
full aa. much as reUanco. If it is tniEt, it is tho -igony, and not tlie 
roposo of trust. Irforao may thiuk it surprising that a trareUer, raw 
from die Xew World, should undertake to critiuiso a patutiug. But I 
Hj that the patnt«T is to be judged by the gonurul eye. a-t tndy aa tlit> 
orator, and so shall I go on my way criticising as if I had been brought 
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up ni the feet of Raptiael— ^riticisiiig. i. e. not the tec!inical thiijgti of 
the s.Tt — not the mixing of colours, or drawiag, or perspDRtive — but 
criti<.it<ui{: the gonsral otlcct. If tho p^aintec laeaae to strike the ger«ral 
mind, tlie geuetai miad tnufit be bis judge, 

Lasakk. Jul;i 2i. — The ride fiom Hamiltoa to Laiiark is fiill of 
benulios- But the Pallj of Clyde here are moat beautiful. Whether 
thej are &» well wortli vjsitiug lu Die Giant's Ciiusuway ainl tlio 
TroeULcks, I will not say ; but certainly tliBj miao the ronoiion of plea- 
sure lii^er tlan eithor. Stouey Byers below is well eooughi but the 
chief b«ftuty in aboTC, at CorraJirm and Boimiiigt«n. 

Wtt left Tillictudleni, tliree iniles from Lanark, on tie right, tiro 
mitos from the road, and out of sight. J am told an old womaa near 
there was very much vexed by the iiiiiuiries of rambling visitera, after 
Uw pnUicatiiMi of Old Mortality. She could not conceive what eeut all 
diene people, all at once, aakmg^ alraut Tillietiidlem. 

July 25. 2&. From Lanark, through Peebles, to St. RonaTiS. — St. 
Rouana la a neat village; and about half a mile distant, at tiie foot of 
one of the IhUb wliich suirouud it on all sides, is St, Roiiehb' Well; but 
noUiiug could 1 hear of any place nr ruin called Mowbray Castle. 

About tvreuty milea from Lanark, you (ttriko the Tweed, and tliuiico 
tJj* road to KeJso ia chiedy through tlio vale of the Tweed. It ia 
moiitly nanow, and hemmttd in on both sides by high, heathery bills. 
Twe*d<lal*i. 1 believe, is the norlheru confine of the Border-laud. Throa 
or four old ruuiB of castles are to be seen on the road ; making tha 
apjKarance of a chaia of castloa. 

The great objects to-day (the twenty -aiitli), and enough to make 
any day remajkable. are— Abbotaford, Melroise Abbey, and Drjburg'li 
Abbey. 

Abbotsford takes its name from a fmrd over the IVeed. near at hand, 
irhich fonnerly bdlongnd to the abbots — of some neighbouriuj: monastery. 
I suppose. It is well worth visiting, indcpeniJently of the asTOciaticma. 
which make it what it is — what no ochor place can be. The structure 
too — the apartments — the furniture — are altogether in keeping witli 
those aceociatiuna. Krerything is just what von would have it, to 
commemorate Waltoi- Si:<itt, The building is a bcatittftil Gothic 
structure. You will not expect a description irora me of what has been 
already an miuutely and 50 well described. You reaifiuber tlie hall of 
entrance, with its stained windows, and its walls hung round with 
ancient armour, coats of mail, uliields, sworda, helmets — all of them, aa 
an iiiwriptioii iniportis, of the " aald time ;" the dining and the drawing- 
rooma; the library and the study; tho curiosities of the place — choice 
caintiugs. curious old chairs of carped work — the rare cabinet of reUcM, 
Kob Roy's musket, pistols from the diead holsters of Olaverhouse and 
Oonaparte — and all ."tiriounded and atlnmed with oaken wainscoting— 
and ceiling?, the latter very beautifulty carved. )'et very etmple — 
everything, indeed, wearing the appearance of great dignity and taste : 
well. I have eeon it nil — I have soon it! Bni the studyl before tha 
desk at which he wrote, in the very chair, the throne of power from 
which he stretehed oat a accptie over the world, and over all ages, I 
sat down — it wan enough! 1 u-trnt to see the cell of tho enchanter — I 
Niw it; and my hoina^o^waR silence, till 1 liad ridden miles fiom that 
abode of dej^rted genius. 
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I am tempted here to five vuu oii anecdote, vhivli bu boeo meniion^d 
to mo tfinvo I camo to Europo, An Amorii-ftu lady of dudngiiiBlied 
iotelligeiico. had tlif gtjod fortune to tncc-C witii 8coit fre(iii«iiU)' iu lulv, 
tiU she felt emboldened to expixjits to him somettiicig of the feeling Uiat 
8h« eotertaiiivd about his works. 8ho told him, that in oxpre»aiug her 
mttitudff, she felt tbat i<bu expressed that of nuUionfl. Hhv epolcti of 
tbe relief which he b.vl brou^-hl lo the lioaTy and weary dajs it( Linguor 
Aod pain : and said, that no day to darlc had ever iri»vu upou her, that 
it wa« not hright^ned hr tliu prtM|>eut nf reading another di \t'w volumca. 
And what, now, do yon tiiink vx* liis reply? A tear rolled down his 
clieek: he laid notltintj'. Was it not be&utiful^ For yon feel that that 
tciir tueti&ed more tliaii sol&sh gratiBcation ; that it wiu liio gilcnt 
witness of religioai* gratitude. 

1 mtiac pa>£ by the well-known tmil oftAs-deKoribod bosLuty of Molroso 
Abbey, three miles from Abbotstord, and ask joii to go ou with mo a 
fijw miles farther to I)ryburgh — the place where " tbe wrook of power" 
(iiitelluctuaJ} is l&id down to rest. If I wem lo choose the pla4% of hia 
body's rrpfixe, from all that I Imve ever seen, it would be this. Tbe 
extent. Biiti(]iiity, and beauty of the work : the ireea growini^ within the 
very wall^ of tho iibln-y ; llio liixnriarit slirnbboiy waving from the tops 
cf Uic wall^ 3ud from pa.rt!:i uf tho roof here and there romaining ; the 

ivy, revering over the work of ghastly ruin, and making it gracnfiil. 

hanRiiig from "the rifted arches and shafind window!*," and weaviii|f 
fustoonE from otie hrokoii fragniuiit to another ; tho Hutemn, umt>rAgeoti9 
gincrm of the spot; tlic pprpetnaJ *rtiiiid of a waterfall in tho noighbouring 
IVecil — all eoiispire to ui^kc lliis epot wonderfully i-oiniintic ; it throws 
a api'll over the mitid, i^iii^h as uu utlier ruin dues that I have Men, 
Conwav Caslle i« more s.ublime: Melrose Abbey is more beautiful in 
its well preserved, tienlpttircd remEiins; but Dryhurgh ia lar more 
romantic. What pla<:e can be so fit to hold tho remains «f Walter 
Soott! 

Before crossing tlio Tweed, and while jttt on Scotti-th grcumiS, X wiab 
to drop one thought wliii'h I have earned more tlian seven year*, I 
believe, withuut evor finding tho proverb to avail mo at all. And that 
is on the striking resembliuice between the ohaructcr of 8<:DtIiUid and 
of New Eiigliuid. TIio energy anil vehemeuce of Uio Hcotti-^h eliaracler, 
the ptrjerriiium inyentiini Scoloruvi. is universally acJtuowIftdged. 
Fier comme un Ecusiais, is a proverb. And yet tlio Seolth are 
aooounted a !iingn1nrly wary and cautious people; reserved in. manners, 
exact in speech, guarded m commuuieatioa, and keen and dose in tho 
transacliou of busiikeaa. The Scotchman has the singular fortune to 
stand aa a proverb for tbe most opposite qualities, and I suppose that 
they really exi^t in him. The f^ame (|ualitieK are found in the New 
Engkod character. The Yankee — " it will not deny" — is sharp at a 
bargain, llo ia cold in mannore. The deep roeervo of a Mow England 
boy. especially if living retired la tho country, perhaps no one can 
understand who has not erpericnced il. It !*«om8 as if his heart were 
girded with n «itrongnr band than any other, and certaitdv such as is 
not natural or befitting to tlie ingenuoufinesH of youth. 1 cio not wonder 
that tho resolt of a cursory ob:iervBtion has boon, to pronounce the New 
Enslander a being, to wlioni "nature Imn given a double portion of 
brains and half a heart.*' And yet nothing could be more nntrue. 
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The New F.ugUinil charoflter ia, in fiu't, oiio of tho dcopont omitttmotit 
and cnthusiMm. The whole hiBtory of the people proves this, from Uro 
Landing at Pl^ouUi to this hour. Every spociee of euterpi'iiie, 
politick commoiTial, literary, rpligious, has iKion developed in Now 
Kogland to a degi^e. I am iiicliued to think, utiprecfldeiited in tlio 
world. All AmeriuiL is filiud with tho proofa of it. And private lifn in 
New England will tixhiliit tlie sjime cliaraotcr to oU wlio becomo intiToate 
vith it. The two TAtnta whom 1 am vumpiinng liuvu also hud ihcBamo 
&te of general miBconHtructionajidopprohriuni. The Scot is regarded, 
on the ftoutb side of tho Tweed, verj much as tlit* Yankee is, south of 
the Hudeoti. I will uot inipire int^i the eaueon of tliis ; but It nertaiiily 
«e(^ra.t a very hard oase on either hand. A people in both iii^tAnces, 
indll^^riouJ, virtuous. rollgioUB, iilmOHt he^oua example -^carrying 
piipulnr oducation to a point of improvement altogether unexampled in 
the world, till the Prussian system appeared — and furnishing far jHore 
than their regpective quotas to the nohlost literature of their respectiva 
countries — would seem to have deserved more roap&ct tlum haa been 
Awarded to Scutloud and Now £ng:luDj.

Jvty 29, — From Drjburgli, I came through Kelso, Newcastle, 
ud Durham, down to Verk. 

After a delightful ride on tlie hanks of the Tweod, leaving tho vale 
«f the Teviot, and tlie Cheviot hilts, ou the eouth, I entered Eo^land, 
niuo mile» htlow Kcli^o. 

Ill Niirtlumihertaiid. on llic road to Newcastle, I passed sovenil ex- 
tensive tnoora. very like the country described b^' Scott as surroundiDg 
OsMdiHton ilall. 

As yon approach Newcastle, it becomes evident that jou are in tho 
region of collitiripa. "The Buioic of the country goeth up as tho BUioke 
of a furflaco." It is not the smoke of its deatnictioo, however. It is 
th« indication of life, aud not of death— ay, and of life that has gone 
down far into the bowels of tho earth ; for it proceeds from the cJiinineja 
of steam engines, eruployed at every pit, for the douhle purpose of 
pumpin;^ out water ana raising coal, 

Di'RiiAM. — The cathedral, one of tlie finest in England, sud the 
castle, now Uie bishop's palae-o, I conld not stop to examine. 

York ia a queer old place, worth eoming a good many miles to see 
for its own sake. Uut tne miueter! — it ie worth a pilgrimage to see it. 
Il is the only budding 1 have ever seen in n city that stands up and 
out so completely from the smrounding mass of buildings, that it is, 
iVoni every quarter, distini'^tlj presented to the eye. The minster, amid 
the city of \ ork, stands like the elephant in a tneDagerie. Ha propor- 
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lions, toa, nra so perfect, iu chrirMtw !* to unique, that it nwlcM upva. 
tfau mia-i 0110 single impnutsion. You taico iti tliu witols ol^BOtt and 
feel all its oTorpoiroring grandeur, ot tiic first glance of the eye. And 
vet it g«»mi< ta me, tbat if I wi^re to lire in sight of it a. thoasand ye»n 
It would lot^e uone of the iiide.4crit)ubto i^hnnn willi w)ii<;Ii it Rnt ao- 
trtuioM mc. Indeed J ehall attompt no dfisoriiiliou. I daa-? not brin; 
my meoaurempnta b«re. Hay, it appoara to me that the impresakm 
IiCTu ilocfl not dt))>eiid on any osiict idea of size or of parts. It it» 
whole ; it makes its impression as a wliole ; and vou can tii> more receire 
tlmt impression fnira tm suncessive sonttmeeBot a (Eui'criptioii. thmi joa 
could receivfl it from coutemplatiug, iu suciieasion, tlio dift'went pnrts 
of the atriictuifi itsolf, 

Thor« is & sanctity and Teneralilcness about many of tJic EnglJali 
cluin^hcs, and even tliose of tlie hunt blest order, wliiicb nothing Imt time 
indeod can give to the churches of our country, hut which time will 
never give to them, imless we len.ni to build them with morn diirablo 
materials than wood or brick. There i§ aometliing in Iheae «hur«hft* 
which lends jou iuidtiiiftirol^ to take off ynur hat when you filter thom 
^~a t\vty. liy the bye, of wind) your attendant is sure to admoniRh yi>u. 
if you fail of it>^and I would that the practice were mort- comniou than 
it IS among nB. The soutiuiont of revereuce for holy p]iu.«» is cortaiul^ 
gaining ground upon tlio old Puritan and Preabyteriau prejudit'e on 
ttua h^d, and it mu^t grow with tli« increasing rofinomont of tbo poo- 
plo. But still, there are tou mimy ijlinrrh<!9, espeoially in imr country 
towns, wiiich are in a staCo of shameful disTepair, and of alwmiuable 
filLhineBs; and wliich aro constantly Iramplod tuidvr tlio tixt of the 
multitude, at every elw^tidu. Indeed, the condition ami use, aiid, J 
may add, the architecture of a cliurcb, caunot fail to have a direct 
effect upon the sentiment of rflligiou* vetieration : and I trust th,o timo 
is to come, wlieii (wilJi referem* to thin la.st nuint) llie oonstrui-tioti of 
churches among us will be given in to the hands of competent architocts. 
and not left to tlie cntde ;mil arul>itiflns devicoa of parlsli ooiniiiittoos. 
it costs no more to buiid in good proportjoiis than in bad ; and tho tri- 
fling Gxpeuee of obtaining a plan from an able arcliitoct (nftt a moro 
carpenter) is unworthy to Iiavo any wi;ip;liil. in a matter of such pernio 
iiful impf.irtance to a whole community. The churches of a country are 
a part of its religious literature. Tliey speak to tho pooplo ; tliuy convey 
ideas ; they nmko impm^aion.^. TLo Oatliolir.b understand tliis, and are 
erecting, 1 lj«!iovi), more floe churches in Amofirft, in proportion to 
tboir DURibora. tiian any other dcnoininativii amouji^ue. 

I confens that if I could build a churrb iu idl ra'<jln^t» tii nuit my 
own taste, I would build it in the .'^nlemu and bc;antifid style of th« 
chnrcboB of England, the ("rolhie style ; aud I would bnild it in endur- 
ing gtono, that it might gather Euweasiva generationa within ita holy 
walld, tliat iiasoiug et'iiluriea might shed tlieir bollowiag rrhavin aroun<l 
it. that tho children might worship where their fathors liod wortshipped 
froiii ago to 0^^ a[id feel as if tho spirits of their fatliera still minjrled 
in llieir holy rites. Nay, moro do I wiy. and further would I go — I ain 
not sjteaking. of eonrso. as proposing anything, hut only a* individually 
preferring ii — but 1 sfiy for mytw^Jf that I would plinje allars in that 
church, where prayers iiiiglit bo ?iiid daily, wJare daily resort mifht bo 
hail l»y all vrlnjno nielinatiou prompted; so Uiat whuaoever paa»ctl by 
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iuij(tit havo libortj, at an; hour of th« day, lo turn aside from bis bust- 
nuM, liiB o^upRtiwii, liis car*, or his loirurely walk — in bis Bun'ow, op 
his joj, or Ills anxioiy, or liisfcar. or liis dcsipo. nudirant, and trouWa, 
aud U'noptation. so often lit-settiiig tlio stops of iwcry mortal lifl^— W 
(imj ftaae, I say. and bow down amid thn awful stUuioGD of iho cani^ 
(uarr- l-ftt it tiot ^>o said, an detracting from th« impoi-tanco of tlio 
religious arubitecturo of a country, or as aii apolojiy for utigloct or irre- 
vereii<'« towards churcliea, tbat aJI placoa aro lioly — tliat l!ie univcrao h 
the temple of God. It as true, tDiteud. that die wliolo fiTimc uf naturu 
in a t«iiiplB for worship, buc is it. a mean or an iiuiulorued temjilc? 
Na^, wiiut a structure is it! aiul wliat a glorious adoming is put upon 
it, to touch the sjiriugs of iuiagiuatiou and fooling, and to «xcito tbe 
priiiciptv of doTOtiou! Wliat. painted or gildod dome is like that arcb 
of Hue. ■' that sttoIIh ahove us "? What blaze of clustered lannpH. or 
eren burning tapers, is like the lamp of day hung lu thy lieanmis, or tha 
iWi^ttl and mysterious lights that bum for over in tho far off depths of 
the evf<mtig sky? And what are tbo splendid curtains vith whieh tlie 
churches of Rome aro clotliud for festal occasioDs, to tbo gorgeous 
cloiidi^ (bat float arouud the piivilioii of morumg, or the taburniu^le of 
the setting 5Uii? And what mighty iiav^ment of tesstlated marble can 
ix)inpnrt) with the given valkiys. the enuniullod plains, tlip whole vario- 
gatod, broad, and boundJeas pavement of this world's sorfa^^e, on whioh 
the oiightv oougrogation of the children of men are atoudiug? What, 
too. jire aftar? roared by human hands, compared with tlia everlasting 
inoiint.aiui(^tha90 altars in. the temple of iiatuie ; and what incBasG ever 
arose from human altars, tike tlie bright and boautifnl mountain mists 
tliat float around tbos-o eternal lioights. JLud then rise above thpm and 
arc diwutvi-d iiito tbo pure and traui^pareot ether — like the l^ist fading' 
flhadowfl of liumau imperfectiou, lo^iug tbfmselves in the npleudoui'e of 
IiOBTcn I And what voice ever spoke from human altar, like the voifo 
ol tlia thunder from its cloudy tabemaole on thoae subbme height* of 
the creation, vhen 

" Not frt/m one lone douil. 
But OTcry monntum b<.-ij>;ht hath t'uund it lonji^c, 
An«i Jurn iiii*iwt>rB from lier misty ehroud. 
Back to tbd joytius Alps, who rajj tn her aloud " ! 

And. in fine, vhat anthem or psean erov rolled from organ or orcbtstn^ 
or from the voice of a countless multitude, like the dread and doafoaiiig 
roarof owan, with all its twelliag multiti ide of waves! Yes. tho templ^ 
of Datura ia full of inspii-atiion, foil of olyiK^ts that inspire devotion, and 
80, as far aa may he, should our temples of prayer and tliajiksgiviiig ba 
made. 

To Ray, OS if to detract from tho sanctity of religious edifices, tliat 
bere, aft^r nM, i« only bo much wood, and stone, and morlar. which arc 
DOtbiiig but the eame xnma of materials in any other form, or devotod 
to atiy other purpose — why wo talk uot so of our homes — we talk not 
ao of nature — wo talk so of nothing else. It is by misiug up iut.elleo- 
tual and spiritual assneiatious with things, and only so, that they have 
any interest or importaiici^ to our minds. Things are nothing but what 
the miud oiokes them to be — nothing but by an iufufion inl«) thera of 
tba iiii«ll«ctual principle n( our own nature. The tuft that le shorn 
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from the warrior'i! pliimci by the soj-tlio of ditatb, is nothing^ else, if OM 
pl on i W RO tor-on^dor it, hut Uio jilitmago of a, bird. Tliu r«lic Ol a 
sainted martyr — suppose it wore a hem of liis garmoiit — i», if or»> plnMos 
80 to con&iJor it, nothing olso bat a pioco of vloth that prolei.ted tiim 
from the wintor's ool<l, or the siiinaicr'a iicat. TIio plBvc whoro his 
brolieiii aiid lacerated hody wa^ laid duwti to rent., nuy be wjcjuntttd 
fommoii earth ; and the mooldeiing remains of a buned empirn. may 
bo (wooiintdd commoQ dust. Tlie Palatiue hill on whicli stood the 
palace of the imperial Cnsari, and which is no^ corcrod vith its ruins. 
maj he aiicounted a common hill. Uut so do we not npeak of tiiingai 
nor tblak of them. 

No. kt us yield to that priur;ipl8 of our uatvro whiuli imparts a, por- 
tion of its own cUaractor to the thiu^ around as ; whioh, ^th n kind 
of ereativo power, makes time», and aoasous, and places to bo holy; 
vhich gttth<!rs a halo of glory and beauty over our nativn land; which 
act^onntn I.Ue masini devoutly truo. that "there is do jilfuie tikehoma;" 
and whi<;h hallows " the place where prayer is wont tc be made"— which 
flfi'CDunti^ no p\!uiii Itko it — aud yet no nccountiug it, judges that tu be a 
gacitl work, wbicli makc^ the temples of a imtion's worship 3tn>ng ftaci 
beautiful, for the use and admiration of succeasiye agest.

Tliey aro troubled viith a most ]>ati'oui9ing and paternal anxioty. lest 
the Knglieh langaage ahouH ho lost among our common people; it ia 
lost among the common peoplo of York«liiro. Timy smile at our bluu- 
dfiTs when wa say sirk for ifl. and jErte iustaad of nice. They eay that 
/He comes from the milliner's shop; we miglit reply that nica comos 
from tlio kitchea. They aro sliockei wbon wo speak of a/ne building; 
but nothing is more common in England, than to hear i>f the erandeet 
old ruin in tho kingiiniii as "unke old place." Aa to the word sicb, it 
ia oui-a and not the English use ' that acrords with the standard osain 
of English bterature; sick, afUicted with t^MO&e — is Johnson's defi- 
nition. 

One tiling that gisos this country its peculiarity of aspect aa compared 
with ours, in ihu suhstitutiou of stone in all stnictm-es wheio wo uao 
wood — as stone houws, barns, outhouses of aUsort^, stone bridges, atone 
watering- trough a by the way-eide. The smallest stream or ditch crosa- 
inj; the road has a fiton« bridgi^. All tliid givo» an air of antiquity, dura- 
bility, and, if I may aay so, of dignity, to the wholo country. Anuthor 
circumstance that iiaa the same effect, is the practico of calling many 
of Hie farms from generation lo generation by the same name. It is not 
Mr. Such or Sucli an one'n place — at Uast that ia not Uio only desig- 
nation — bat it ia Woodside, or Oa.kdalo. or some of those unprotumnce- 
able Welsh names, I like tliis. It invests Bvery dwoUing in tho

Jaltf 30. — Tlii.t mfirniua, tlic flucsf, I huve s&en sjnise I landed at 
LiTtTpool, I left Kon'lal lor Wuni^rnitiie, Stoppetl at Bowiicss and 
toi>k a boat — visited the Station, a romuntio oininciKo on the opposite 
sid« of tiw lakf ; tlifn rowed u\i tlie lakp ciglit milog to Ambleside, the 
head of Windermere. The head, and the views from tho Station, arc 
flu the most beautiful tilings about tbo lake ; and, indeed, tEi«y are the 
onla thiuga very th-ihiig about it, 

Wliat a power lioe iu a6sociation ! I was nlroady in sig-ht of tlio far- 
famed Windermere, and almost any tract of water and landsca-pe would 
have appe;irwl lovely under sm-li a >fVj- — HHncly this did; yet, as I 
»t>ppftd to pick a few ra^liprrieB by tlio hedge, that simplo anuon — llie 
memories that it Lirought with it — the thowghta of those houre of my 
early days, pasaud near my own natiTe homo — passed by those hedges, 
tliro;igiiig ever sium with a thousand iaexpresaitile rccoUectiona — pOiBSfd 
in the fond romance of youth, amid tho holy ^denee of thu helde, and 
all tlio thiclt-(.-i»miiig raoi^tes of an imworn iu]u,giriati(>u ami sonsibihty — 
all thi* moved me as no Btene of mere ahstraot beauty could ever do! 
And yet,, iadoed, what is abstract? What is nature hut au inntrumeut 
harmonized into tmison witli something in us— every vibration of which 
Qtlher awakftUB or answers to somn tlirilling chord, in tlie mom iiiysto- 
rioMs; ft-ame of our own being ?

avail<>d myeolf of some remark that was ma'lo, to introduce tliat sub- 
jin:t, lie immediately leFt all common-plnce, and w«»t into the subject 
with a daw, a flood almoitt of conver&atiou that soon hit me in no doubt. 
AfWT this had gone on an hour or two. wishing to chimg* tho tliemo, I 
toiiii (M'caston of a |i3.uge to obneiTe. that in this ffreat political agita- 
tion, pGGtry Eeomod to have died ont entirely. Ho said it had ; but 
that wa9 not the only caus4 ; for there had boon, aa hs thought, eome 
years uto, an over-pruduution and a surfeit, 

Mr. W converaes with great earueistnesB, and haa a habit, as Iio

He re- 
taarked afterward that althiMig'h lio vn.s known to the world only as & 
poet, be had gWsn tw^tilr^ Loura' tJiouglit to the conditiou and prospects 
of flooietj. for one to pootrj, I replied that there appeared to mo to be 
no coutratticlion in this, since tlm spirit of poetrr is the spirit of 
humanity — siiioe sympatliy with humanity, and with all its fortunes, iit 
an essfvatial character! atin of poolry— and polities is onpi of the erandeat 
ferms uuder wliicti the wclfaru of tho Iinuian raco presents it^«u, 

lu pttlititTii, Mr. W^ prnfeaaea to ho a refoimer, but upon the most 

deliberate plan and graditaj siale; and he indulges in the most iodir- 
nant yet argnmDiitativu diatriljes againat theproseut iinursn of thiiigif m 
England, and in tlio saddest forehodinga of what ia to oonio. The tide 
i« boating now a^ainit ariatocracj and an establi»hod r«ligioD, and if it 
prorails, anarchy and irreligion must follow. lIi? will see no other 
resiiilt ; !io has no coufidente in the people ; they are not fit bn govern 
themselTc^ — not yet certainly ; pnbUr opmion. the foulieh opinion of the 
dopravod, iynorant, nud eoiiowted luas^, ought not to l)s the law; it 
ought not to be cspresaed in law; it ought not to bo repreetiited id 
govuniment ; the true represeutatiTo goremnient should reprosont the 
mimi of a cunntry. and that is not foiuud in the ntass, nor is it to be ex- 
pressed by uni^orsa! suffrage. Mr. W — constantly protested .^gainst 
the eiainplo of Atnerii'a, iin not hciiig in point, lie lUBiBtLHl tliat the 
litJito of society, the crowded pLi[)uIation , the urgeucy of want, the ten- 
ures of proporLy, in filiigliind, iiiud<j a totally diRereiit raao from ours, 
Uo Hoemed evidently to admit, thuuj^h he did not in ternw, tliat here- 
ditary rank and an cstablisliud prieHthowl, are indefeiiBible in the 
broadest views of human righta and intero*".!!; hut tho ipjrumeut for 
them is, that they cannot be removed without opening the door tt> 
greater evila — to the uoi-estraiuod li<:ence of tho multitude — to moea- 
HAnt change, disorder, unuertiiiuty, and tiiuiUr, to opprussioti and 
tyrauny. Ho says tho world is running mad with the notion th,it all 
it* evih' are to bo ivlievt'd by political oliangeB. political rL>Qiedi»<g, 
political nostrums — whoroas the great evi!^, sin, bondage, misnry, lis 
deep in the heart, and uotJiiug but virtue and icli^iou can remo?o 
thctn; and upon the value, and precionsnes^, and indispensable uesE of 
relizio]!, indeed, he talkod vory Bagf-ly, earnestly, and dtivontly. 

The next evening I went to tea to Mr. W s, on an lio.tpitable 

iiivitation to eoaie m broakfast, diniier. or tea, na I lik^d. Tho con- 
Teroation very soon again ran upon politics, ilo thought there could bo 
DO iad-epoudenco in legielat-.-rs who wcto dependant for their places upoa 
tho ever-wavering breath of popular opinion, and he wanted my opinion 
about the fact in our i;ouutry. I replied, that as a aerluded man, aud 
ai:i-uKt«niod to look at the morale uf these inattcrs, ( e(3rtaiuly had felt 
that there was hkely to he, nnd probably was. a, great want of indfl- 
pondcttce — that 1 had often expressed tlte apprehewsiou that our dia- 
tiuguiabed men were nEmoet nenei>aai-ily acliiig under biasses that did 
not permit ihirm tu ^it ihiwii in thi-dr closets and examine gitat political 
questions and measurefl. in a fair ami philosophieal fipirit. Then, be 
said, how can there b« any safety? I answered, wi 1 had frequently 
»aid before, that our only eali>ty lay in making the peo]>lo wise: bat I 
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ftdiled tluit nur praniicul [inliticiniis writ; a<!4;iiAtonieil bo f-ny, tliut Uiero 
was & finnd|)lv uf sa-kty in our conOkts, in the imcessarih' conlUcting 
opmioiiit of Uie ma.*8 — iliat tliiy ucairaJtsed ami bii.lanuoa I'liuli otlmr, 
1 aJmitwd, iiowpver, that tliore was tiauger; that aU popular insli- 
tutiotu iuvolvcJ 'liviigQir; that freoJdui waa q. trust nti<l a iwrilous trust. 
ytill 1 iHsiptvil that this wad tiul) au inntaiKW «f a K<'"KniI pnttoiple; 
tliat all prohation was perilous; tliat the greatest opporlimitj' was 
always tho groat«st jitril. 1 maintiioei! aUo. titat thitik us we mwht 
of pcJitii;al liberty, tiiuro was no helping il; that in the ciTilizod worlj, 
the course of opinion wa? irresiBtibly sotting towavtls u.iiivor§al educa- 
tion anJ popular forms of goTerunitut: and uothiug wu^ to he dune but 
U) iliriN^t, inoilifV. au>l uontrol tlio tcndoucy. IIo fully oilmittod this; 
taii that in other CBiituriie* mmv yloriows results might be brought out, 
li'.it that lit! saw nothing tml darkness, disorder, aud luisor^ in "tho im- 
modiat<= prospe('t, anil that all ho could do was to oast himsolf on Pi-o- 
Tidcucc. I Tcnluryd to suggest that it seemed to ran that all g'ood and 
wise inua had a work to do. I aaid that I ailiuitted, friend to popular 
institutioas as [ was. that the world waa full of errors abfiiit Hljerty; 
that there waa a mistake and uiatlness about popular froodnm. as if it 
woro the ^rand jHtiac-oa for all human ills, and that powerful pena wora 
a«ed(>d to guidt; tho publiu mind; and that the pen of gouius could 
BOirccly be more nobly employed. But he luts no coiil;5ouce in Ulo 
IkkIt of the people, in thoir williu^eas to read what is witolesouie, or 
to an what is right: and this. I touk the liberty to say. seemed to raa 
the radical point on wliirh he and I diffi^ed. 1 told him that tliera 
TToro Urgo coram unities in America in whom I did confide, and that I 
bt.-Ii(ived other wjnimuuitiea raiylit bu raisL-d up to tho same "iondition; 
and that it appcajed to m« that it should bo the grand effort of tha 
world now, to raiiG up this niasslo knowledge, to comfort, and virtue — 
since tho nioAa was evidently ere loujf to rule for ua. 

After this oonvcraation, Mr. VV proposed a walk to Cra^smero 

Lake, to see it after sunset ; aud la that loveliest of nil thp scenes 1 ever 
witnessed ou eartii, were lost ail thoughts but of ifiligion aud poi?try. 
I could not help saying, with foFTeiit sincerity. '" I thank you. air. for 
bringing me horo, at this hour ;' ' for ho had ovidtintly tsiteu some piiius, 
pushing aside some littln intorforonc^^s with Ins purpoL^o, to acuomplinh 
It. llo said iu reply, that bo itaprossive was the s^eii^ to hjm, that ho 
folt almost as if it were a siu not to come hero every fair OTeaiiig'. Wo 
sat hy tlie shore lialf an hour, anil talked of themRs far removod from 
the etrife of politics. Tiie village on the oppofiite side lay in deep 
shadow; from whit'h the tt*wor of the uhurchroee, llto heaven a wentin(jl 
on the gates of evening. A single taper phot its solitary ray across the 
TAtcn. The little lake lay hushed in deep and solemn rei>o»e. Kot a 
sound was heard tipoii its shore. The fadirjg light trembled upon tL» 
boMm of the waters, whi.-b were here slightly ruffled, aud there lay as 
a mirror lo rofioct the aerenity of heaven. Tho dark mountains lay 
l]eyon<I, witli every varying shade that varying distanoe could give them. 
The farthest ridges were cowed with lig-ht, as if it were rosolrod into 
separate parti^loa and §howored down into the darkness bolow, to mak^ 
it vi»iblu. Tho mountain side had a softness of shallowing upon it, 
such as I never saw bofore. and sufli as no painting I over saw, 
approached in the remotest degree. It seomod, Mr. W said, aa if 
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it were " c?or/w<f with t!io fur. " Atjove all, was Uie «leiir sky. looliing 
nlmnst cold, it looketl so pure, alnng tlie litinzon — but wanned in tho 
region a little higher, witli tlie vermilliou tints nf tliv softput t-tiiiHi't. 1 
im pCTsuadod that tho world might be travellt'd aver without the sight 
of one stirh apeiitaclo as this — Jutd all owing to tho circuiiifitanroft — uie 
tinto— the hour. Il wm pi^rhivpa not the least of those ciruumftanccs 
infltieiir;in^ the sceno. that it was aa hour, passed in one of hu own 
holy retroa.t«, with Wordsworth! 

Amid th(.'s& Likes and mountains of Cuml>ertand and Westmoreland, 
naluro seoma to dolight hrrsclf in contrasts, and that, aa in many 
human works, is hei-e perLapa tbo secret of power : the wililoBt moun- 
taiaa anil mountain crags, with tho awenteat yalleje and dales amid 
them— as Oorruwdalii, Piitttirdiilo, LangdoJe, and sometimes one little 
»holtci'ed Bjiot, all Terdiiro, only larga enough for one fann — ae ia 
coming from Canni^lcn through one of the LongdaJea : tlic roiigliest 
pasBCd through mountain d«tilos, opening euddeulj' upou smootli and 

fmen vales, U6 in going from lluttermore to Bwrrowdole, or unterins 
'atterdale from the south ; a lake and a valley beueatli your ejo. ana 
a world of mouutaina bojond, as in enlerina; Keawiuk from the south : 
and then, when were ever sooo such crystal atreams — waters of Bunh 
transproiit and tiring purity! 

All Ibirn, to be sure, is tiicro memorandum; but for the same purpose 
I will take up half a page with marliirig my route, whicli was adopterl 
on competMit ad^nco, and may po-wibly he nf t<er?ice to some friond who 
•hall follow me — which friend I adriee to take for his excuraiou, aa I 
i3id, a pouy at Amblu^ide, From Ambkeidu, then, 1 went to Conniaton 
and back — a day's ride; then to Keswick ; thenee. a day's estursion, 
around through Scwianda, hy Uuttormerc, aud UuuiBterCrag — -througlj 
llorrowilale. hy tlii? Bciwder Stone— ati immense rock, evidently fallen 
from the rrw;ipic;e above. »iity-two feet, long, thirty-sii high, eighty- 
nino round, weight, l,!*?! tons — by Lowdore Falls, a little notkutg (or 
n fall — as w<ire all the falls 1 wont to s<je about here — scarcely any 
water, hut it rwmaiilic little auetioi iiaak to Xeawick by tho shore of 
Derwoiit Water. This is the luost beautiful part of tho i-ide: tlie bold 
woodt^d ifland* in tho Like, with (he fflaiics and (ultivaled swells beyond 
appooriiig botwoeii tJiem, and Skiddaw in thehnck ground. 

From Koawick to Lyulpli'* Towpr on UUswaUir — tho first view ftf 
Ullawatcr very strikiDg; toe waters vory dark: a dark, leaden-coloured 
mountain rising up from tho very edge of the water — a fine rido lUong 
down the shore, fmir iiiilr^, (o ]'att«i'dale — through Patterdale, hack to 
Amhle»tid». On the whole, perhaps. L'll^water presents more iiupraMiTe 
BCPiiepy than any other laki'. The scenery certainly is more hold- 
Nothing can cx<;eed the iMiaiity of thfl cottagps, and of thoir nitUAttons 
almut tht'sc take». 'So ako the sail-boato, iiassing in u\l diret'tioiia, Mwn 
amnnf; llio wooded itlatid* and shooting out fioni behind tho hcadlandsi 
freighted witli beauty, and niinh, and music, cotnmunicjitu an inex- 
pressible hfe and cliarm to the scenery. And 1 fanr.y that *ueh toheni 
of i-ovial happino«)i ara very nece^dnry to give Ihoso Kcoiiee the power 
thay have, over the hoart and imagination. It filla np tlio moasuro of 
the coutragt. But that is not it — or it i^ uot all. TJx^e aigoa of 
humanity and liappiness make tlie gcene \mae*3 to us ourselves, aa wvU 
as the Supreme Fowcr. In the onrialted wuds of nature, in dell and 



grot, in grove and greenawarii untrodden hj tlic footRtfipn of men, tlie 
■toiad b proii« to imagine tliat hity croaturcs walk ; imoLry ^ui* \^em]^^d 
them with life; tinu stroug sjrmpatlij of the eoiil calls upon tlio vIioIq 
irrealioii to givtt it back ihc imago of itself.

It is calloil Johii of Gauiifs Cliair. Appropriatelj to this title, tliei-* 
is from the toii of the tow^ir a vvvy d^liglitfiil prospect. A fine sjmbol 
of (ifRt;e forau old harnnial Mvereign — palciarch, chieftain, taudlord, 
all in one; a towor for hie cliair, where lie sits, a king faiiner. to over- 
look Uie rich glolie, pasture and valkj'. Thoat; fonni; of powt^r, vith 
the JOug-li and $toru<hearted times that ^to tlicm birtli, arc jMUtiiug 
awsj. Ma; other and nobler forms arise to take tlicir place!

Tlie motion on the railway 
is eo rapid a^ to set tver^-thiug in tho i.Muuti'y about — bonsos, treos, 
gror«f — dancing a waltz. It sc-oms ae if the wliolo ^uri-ouading crea- 
tion wei* TflvolTiiig ill cireloB — tlio distant objocta going one way, aud 
those nearest, tho oppositB way. 

MAKcnc»i'REi — wrapjiod iu the cli>ud of snioko pitieeeding from its 
innumerable niaiutfactorlee. For the boIo power is stoani here; every 
factory has its fugiuo audits high chimnej, sooiliug out its douse blauk 
rdumo of smoke, as it were, in the vfsrj fa-jis of the pure heavens — 
which foTi! raasB of sulphtirofis vapniirs descends iuto the stretta. iiifost- 
ing the nostril*, choking tlie lungs, blearing tlie sight, clouding tho 
vi»1a, BO that eoniotiiuGs you can R'ftrc*i aeo aui hundred yai'de. 

They say it rair>3 oftcQcr iu Mancfac^tor tbau in any otlier place in 
the kingdom. 1 sliould think it. Aud, indeed. I liave surm'al times 
heard it obsetTcd of ono city and another, that it raiii.'^ oftener in them 
than iu tlie surrounding country. So farasappearaiicesai-pconcenied. 
and, I think, eomfort too, it is fortuxiate for our oitios that the autlira- 
ate coal ii to be th'e etajdo fuel, 

Bakcwcuu in Desha* a am E, Aufftittii. — In approaching Derbyshire, 
you leave tho immenso levels of Lancashire (or a more diversified and 
beautiful ooontry, and when you enter this country, the limestone cliffs, 
with doep hollows and vales worn Iwtweon. tippoar o very where^ mark- 
ing the country of the Peak. 
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It roust Iw. I tliirik. that tlio bfidj? of people ia tliis ronntrj-, tlia 
niiit^-toutbx. iirv lime iiiMlligvtit Ui»u llio ^anio body in our cutiutry. I 
flfirlainlj' find more welJ-drea^td and wrll-lifhaT^d iieojvitf h<irp wha «r« 
ij^Qoraat. to an oxteul tliat wuuld &liaini» such iookiu^ jreoplu in Amo- 
nca. For instanco. I heard a very solf-su ttiiiiout Scotnhman liero ihis 
ereiiing, l>u»stitig of Walt(?r Scott an iiiscotititryman. and vtif very soon 
na^ng, tlin.t the wseite of oiio of !iie uovols could not iio in Dttrliyshi r«, 
l>i><7n,use now of them was laid iti England." t huve hv&rd very pkjn, 
hord-wwkiafr peoplo in AmeriCFi. in the couTBrsatiou of the bar-rtKun. 
»in(»te Ijwjkis ami Stewart, TJien- are not eu many books hero — iu the 
taverns, in the farnihouaeH, in t]i« linii^tea of the coinmou people, oattw 
shojves evpr^'where — as there are among \k. 

Have I Bpoktn of women, working in tho ficlda? Not in Ireland, 
iii>r in Wall-; only, but in Scotlaixl unii in England, thin id constiuitlr ! 
teen: not in Ijarvest only — Imt tbfv hoe, nud di^, au-d delve, in uLA 
fields and at all seasons— sometinics fom-, five, ten — nay, twonty I bar* . 
seeiti in a tiold lb niu^t tend to give tlioin it rough and uoai-se obavao- 
t^T; to tlieir persons it rertainlv dots. 

WLile at B<ili(;weU. 1 visited Cluxtewortli, tho ^eat of tlie Uuko of 
Dcroiishirr. and iladdon Hall, an ancient and deserted cattle, on Die 
estates of ttie Duke of RuUnud: oiiti, &vq miles, and the other tvo 
miles dtatant. 

ChatswoTth is an itniqeuse ua«Ue, of the Ionic order, tlio oMctt part 
built round a liollow sqnaro — the new part, a cuntinnation. on« atcwy 
lower, of the rcar-bloivlc or portion of the pile : and bo eitflnaivo, tJiai. 
wben QoUhetl, thore is to bo a suite of rooms, througli the whole of 
which the eye will rangi?, at a singla view, eix hundred foot. Tho hiUI 
of eiitm-nco is from tie hollow square; the sid^a and coiling puintc'l iu 
fresco, ly Verrio and La (.fUOiTe, Tho ocilings, al^o, of the wJiole 
range of staterooms, on tlie second story, are painted In tli« same style, 
by the aaino nrtista. The designs aro inrtl]oloj,'iLtal. Th^ro cannot be 
lass, in all, 1 should think, than five Inmdrt'd. fijuras — of gods and god- 
dwses, iu every possible attitudo and prediuainent — pursuing, tlyiug, 
lighting, making love, &c. As far as ono tan judge, who almost 
1]rvalc<t Ilia neck m looking upward, and looking at objects cightaen ftiet 
dirttaut, the piiiiitings, many of them, ai'e kieaulifidly eje^iutod. What 
must have become, by the bye, of tho neck^ and brains of the artists, 
looking upward wliile i>aintiiig aueh an immiaso number of figures. I 
Jo not know. I must say that to my ainiplw ;Vmeriuan tasto. if not to 
any other taste, this a|)pL-ai-» to ba a very improper <!ihibition— the 
forms being, generally, reiireaonted witliout any cueiumB. The liouse- 
ktjeper, howcvflr, observed that theme rooms now were never uted on 
way occasion. 

I mu^t just mako a raemoraaclum of eome other things that stmck 
mc in gomg over the house. In the range of staterooms, the sculp- 
tnro. by Oibber, of the alabtistor and marble doorways, and tho earring, 
hy Oiblwu, throughout aro beautiful ; but of the latter especially, me 
carving of bird.i, uvttr and aroaaii tho fireplace in tho principal state- 
room, qaite exceeds anything of the kind 1 have seen, or cotdd bavo 
CODL'sived. There is a largo number of paiotinga, bat nothing that

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Btruck mo mtich — a Henry VIII, by Holbein; a Holy Family, by 
Murillo; a piece by ^:lalvatD^ Uoho, but in aa biid » lieliL &s to bu losti 
if it is anytliiiig. There are a great many statues. Cunora's Hebe Is 
here, and a copy of tlm Venus de Mt'dici by BarUilini. 

Chat!iwoi-tti is situatod on llie Derwent. ou a rising ground, wit.li tpi*- 
ni«05 K'I'ove it, fonued by walk ot wrought stone, which walls arc sur- 
nintinted by balustrades of etuoc. Thorc is a fiuL-ly wooded hill in tho 
rear. Thu view sniitliwarii, tlirougb granJ avenues of trees, of the riilo 
of ttie Deriveiit, is most bea.uLifnl. 

In the conservatory, tlicro wuro 8|)londid specimens ef the Iitdia 
mbber plant and the fan piibn ; and there was the curious nopoiitbcB 
(pitchor plant), which at the end of vri.*ry branch has an actual piti-liLT 
growing, large cnougli to hoM more tliaii half a v'tiiegiaa* of water^ 
said pir-i-her iiiceLy fitted with a lid." 

Ill tile park were iuimonae herds of cattle and of (Ioot. Tim park is 
fourteen miUs round ; beflidee which the Diiko of Devonsbiro baa larg« 
poesesi^otin in tbl^ neighbourhood. An 1 turned away from the fine 
range of Imlldinga. the tsmooth-sbareu grounds. t!io gay flower-beds on 
the terraces, fenced roiunl with rbiselled stone, the noble groves, with 
the water of two or threB fountains rising' and falling in spray amid 
thotn, tlie raat range of the park, witli the Lterwout floiFiug thrvngh it, 
and above all. tlto rich and magnihoeut view southward, 1 thought that 
notiiiDg could be nioit- buautifuL But I ha<l soon to correct my ini- 
pros«ion ; for Iladdon Hall is more beautifully situated; and Wifleridy 
Cadtle, Mr. Arkwrighfs seat, n^ar Matlock, loaves it, in natural 
ficenery, almost out of compansou. 

Iladdon Hall, two luiles from Uukcwcll, on tho way to Matlock, is a 
rery anciont scat, ou a somewhat precipilous batik of the Wye. It has 
"■een buiit in successire periods by differoal families — the Poveriln, tlio 
LTeneU, the VernoiiB, aud lastly, the family of Manners. There ara 
two hollow aqaiU'fJi, aud soiue towers. The whole ia in groat preserva- 
tion, and especially the tapestry. In tho dri^ss of some of the fiijures 
wTongbt into the tapestry, are seen the fashinn. :md several of tb» 
varietieft. too. of the modoni ladies' sleeve. I had thought before that 
it was entirely a modem monster. But it 80Pm& that tJiei'o is nothing 
UGW under the sun. Thor« i-^ a largo dancing ball, with a litiely carved 
oaken wainscoting aud cornice — in which t^uoRii Elizabeth led down 
the first measure. This hall was to-day put to a use which, amid do-

hor own rcval train had risfn before ine. Whilv I waa wiui<Ivring oboiit 
tlie dflBprtccl valla and clianitiere, from that very haJl tho Hotm<.l of a fioI 4 
roachficl my t;ar; " I heard miwii- and dancing!" I incjuired " what 
tEicsL) tilings mita.itt ;" ami was lold b^ tho oM gnidt-, that b« orrcasionall^ , 
garve liJierty to the young people of BakewtU to uonie and (Iabco hero. 
£le Boemija roK«d, however, to have them come, a^t if he peisoimted 
t,ho genius of tho place (hia family indoed had lived hnro tUivc. liiiudivd 
years, he told mo): biit for ray part, I could not atall sjmpatliise with 
him; for I was gLid to fool this stiwigG mingling togf^ther of doiith and 
lite, ftf the paat and proaent, of ruins and roTcla, of hoary doi'Jiy and 
eTer-flourisliing and happy youth, which lemiiids ua at once of tiiQ 
erer-pasaiiij^ fashion of tnia world, and the erer-proflent bemBficence of 
heaven. A full-leiigth portrait of Queen Elizabeth, in gorgdouB cos- 
tunie, looked down from tlio head of the ball upon the passing ebow of 
this world's pleaBuree — paesing^, but not more transient thnn the joys ' 
an-d splondoura of her own life. 

Tho view southward from Iladdon ilall. tlie bold wooded bank on 
the left, the windings of the Wye, the lovely valley, the hiUg riaiug in 
the distanef?, make altogether one of the mast romantic and beautifnl 
scones in the world. 

But Matlock — sweet Matlock! dare I talk of beauty when approach- 
ing thee? It certainly is a spot of rare, if not iins«rpa,ssod loveliness. 
I Rhall not undertake to ilf<Ri<t'il)e it — only in geneinl as a sweet little 
vaUey, watered by the Dnrwent, nurrounded by clitTs the most romantic, 
of every form and po;jition. But it in to bo remembered tliat i;lifle and 
prooipicos in this country arc vory dilTerent Ihings from what they are 
with us. The moisture of the climate causes ivy, laurel, and every 
nhrub nod Erfie, to grow up their side* and to epriug jiut from their vory 
aummita. The cliffs hero, too, ate of every shape; somoof them rising 
perpendicularly like battlements or towers, bare iu some places, 
covered with ivy in otliera, and waving out from their tops green baa- 
iier* of luxuriant foliage; while botween and through them youoeo the 
soft, deep, blue skj — softer, deeper, bluer, than it appears elsewhere; 
and would that it cftener had this aspect in this country of clouds, and 
rain, and emoke — for in this rospeot it is not to bo comparad with onrs. 
I suppose chi.i is the reason why Engli.'^hmen rave ao much about tho 
Italian sty. And I do not doubt, that when cultivatidn au<l gixxl 
road^ have gnno up among the wild and eraggy plaoes of our own ci>nn- 
try, as many beauties will bo unvcilod as are found here. And ovoa 
Imri]. let it bo roniembcrcd, for the uumfort of you who star at borne. 
that all special beauty is but a gmaU addition to the general beauty of 
natme. In another reapeet, you have the advatitage. For sight 
Boeing, travelling to see Bpecwulo-s, is not favourablo to that ctluutous 
of suud, ev in nnison with naturo, and tliat leit-nre. that rcvoriQ mood 
of mind, which is uoRO?aanf to " drink in the spectacle." T!iis«not.v 
tion from Wordsworth call* to mind what I heard a celebrated poot 
remark a few day:? ago. about some fine Bnenery ho had lately been to 
visit. He was asked what be thought of it, He replied, that lie hai-dly 
knew what to aay, for Ua doubted whether he felt tlio pcene ; there w*» 
company: and there wore ladies to bo asiisted; thoro was not tims 
euougli, and there wtu not silcnco and contomplacieu ; and uue of tlio 
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puty wanted him to ait down in % certain pUu!«, in ord^ f« /mI tbe 

Sometimes, too, the guides vex. oiie sa^Hy. At tlio Giant's Cshaa* 
way. 1 tUoijglit, at first, that they wonltl \i',ivv torn un lo pieces, litMmUy 
etnpfwd an iiakc<l bko robbors. with their kind olfers of assi^itajice ; and 
wlifii we l«d sulfcted one to get rid of the rest, he atood up in the Ixint, 
iwtl wittt loml vociferation attempted to dirc!:i our admimtiott, firat to 
one, and Oxn to atiother of tlie wonders of iiatiiri' : till I was obligod 
pdreniplni'ity to silence bim, that w« might have leisure and liberty 
to admiro fov oufebIvi's. 

I wieb 1 could give you a sketch in peii'.il of tbo woman at th« faUa 
of HtoiMty Byera on the Clyde. As we jumped from the coach, I 
Haw her tiiera rcjidy for a start, and knowing that we did'iit want her, 
I haAtniied down the path, <iiiite upon the run at length ; but iihe came 
in Hbead at the critical point, wh(^r> the iaUj burst in flight, and then 
rtopping short, htr co.atiimc, lioadgear, &c. scarcely obeying the oom- 
nitUjd (if titi; will to halt>, she lifted tip her baud;^, aud outroare'J tiio 
catai-act with eiclamaiions, ■■ DeautifuH leautiful!" 

Guides are usually privileged persons, holding tbeir siLuation from 
tlto proprietof of tlie grounds or the euriositioii thoy exhibit. At the 
Adallwk Cave. Iiowevor, I found there waa a double tax. I purchased 
a titiket down below for a sig'lit of the cave, and that, I supposed, was 
tlio end of it. But when we came out, my guide, a very pretty young 
woiuaa. who with a very naive mntuier and accent bad pointod out all 
ciurious crystali and (-(tara, fluor, dog taetli, lead, zinc. Sir., gaid, 
ith as equally uaive manaer, " Pkftse to remember tho guide, eir." 

By tlie bye.ono of tho peculiarities here is, that women do a thousand 
thingathat men do with U8, Thoy not only tend shop, but bntchwr's 
atalls, bar rooms, and cffieas of th» etago coaeh in tbo r^apai^ity of 
Agents; they are often guides to waterfalls and other spots which aro 
vuited ; and nearly half of tlio people that 1 see in the etroets of tha 
villages and towns, are women. 

Willer^Iey Ca.«tle near Matlock h a fine building in simple but very 
good tJLste, consii^tiitg of a tnain building, a.nd wings eet olf a little from 
it, and small towers at eaoh comer of both the main building and the 
wings. It is situated ou a bold bank, east of the Derwctit. Bohin4 
it in n fine hill of riiffi^ ami wends, laid out with beautiful walktt; 
before, tlie Derwent, and over the river in front, a noUe range of clitfo; 
beyond the^e, a ewell of rich and cultivated eouotry ^een ahovo them; 
ond flu the south, one of the finest prospecu of volley and hill ever 
spread out to the eye. 

LtcnriELO, ^ii^imE 8. — It is curious that the moment you learo 
I>Brbyshire you leave the pictureHfjue (Muntiy. the country of hilla and 
valley!), for 'a level tract, far moro rich, though ftu- leas beautiful — a 
tract, whose whole broad surface aepms to be loaded with the wealth cS 
agrirultnre. This is ytafFordehire. 

What legacies do men leave aiter them, that titey little think oft 
TJiiire aro cortatii spots, about whii.-.b, in my wanderinge through a 
alrsni^ land, I have felt as if they were a kind of home. Such ia Lieh- 
flelfl, because Johuaon was boru here, So I felt about the lates, from 
tlio rcaideneo of living', familiar anthers. 

The (atliediibl here is not so large aa the York minster ; it in not to 
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sublime: but tlie iaterior ia, if jjoesible, more beautiful. It hoa not, 
inJeed, so mndi exr^iiistt^ carnng. and tlie stiiiicd glass is mostly mo- 
dern, tliough very r\ch : Ijut tliero is a keeping altoat tlie wliole interior, 
a unity of doaign n,»d similarity of finish, tliat uru very grutvful to tho 
»yo. The west frout ia very rich iti sculpture, and tho three «pir«9 
Tory di^licitte and beautiful. I visited tho uonse, and saw tlie room. In 
wlimli JoKuflon wn^ bora; and went to the echoolliottso whore Johosoa. 
Addison, and Oaniisk were tauglit the rudiai«iits: and wUero, if what 
Jolinfion snys bo as universally truo as he makes it, " Latin was whip- 
ped" into Joaepli, and Samuei, and Dnvid. 

BiauiNGilAU, Augatt !).— Visited the pin naftmifitctory, tho button, 
the japanning — so have ottiera, ipho can toll yon aliout ihcm bettor ibaa 
I I'.an. The royal Ckrcnco vase, made by the LocHtharts here, was on 
exhibition : the manimoth of all baubles : a luost spli.'ndid tlnng. WDigbt, 
eight tons ; fourteen feet high ; twelve feet, the diameter of the basin ; 
capacity. nino hundred gallons i cost, ton thouttaud pounds; when takou 
apart to be removed, uoasistinc of six thouianJ eight hundred pieces ; 
made of cut glass laid upon gold, iulaid with unamEtl; iiud appi.i%r» like 
bumished gold, enriched with jewek. It wns expected that tlio lato 
king would punjhaue it, but he died before it was finished. You will 
aak, for what uso? I answer, for noad, but that to which my oyes put 
it, for sixpence! 

They are erecting iu ■Birmingham a very largo building for a town. 
houHO, wliieh proni)iie« to be one uf tho finest modpriL stnicturoa iu tho 
kingdom. Ono of tho usoa to whidi it ia to be put, is that of furnishing 
accommodation for nnuiciil festivaU. For this purpose au imoieuw 
ball ia reserved. 

'We have no ^ucb places iu America for mu^ic ; and it fteems to me 
that our concerts are arranged and carried on, in some disregard of tliat 
eircumstoncie. We have too niuoh nai«o. Our oroheetras are tfio pow- 
erful for our builiiinga. I will not say that tliey are too uumorous ; but 
it ap^iears to me that tlie oliject of numbers iu tliis case is overlfloked. 
It it not to nialce a great noise — unless it bo in occaBional choruses, of 
a partieiilar charactor. It is, 1 i;onuoive, that every performer may 

?ire Boftneas to his inatruraent or hia voice, by diminishing its strength, 
a buildings of an ordiuaiy aiae, saeh aa our cUtu-thoa, Btrciigth is tlio 
quality lonat rofiuirej. Ono Toice^thatof tho preacher— fills tlio 
chui'cb, and that too wliik' labouring under iha irapBdiments which dis- 
tinct nrticiilQ,tioii and vocal uttora,uco must throw in the way of loud- 
ness. Surely, then, one voioOi iu sotig, may fill a church. 1 do not 
deny that thirty aingers may make better muato than thrco; but, as 
matters stand iu our country, I had rather take my clianoo with three. 
ResponsibiUty is weakened by difFiiaion. and ihreo puraona pledged to 
this duty would give me a bettor guarantoo for good music than thirty. 
At any rato, they >!nuld not put in danger the very organs of hearing. 
I know oE few situations more paiufiU or absurd, than to be »oated at a 
concert, within ten feet of im <ir*;iiestrii of a humlrod singers, and aa 
many iustrumeutf, and to be obliged to stand the onset of one of their 
choruses. I cannot dot^cribe it ; but I wikIi that Jack Downing would 
attend one of those concert*, and give an account of it. It is only to 
strip the occasion of the tochnicaJ and conventional language in which 
it is usually dcwribed — wherein lioa much of tho liumvur wf ihu Uown- 
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mS tkaalj, hy tha hyc — and it miut appear to be ouu uf tliv most ridi- 
eulDua ttunga in the vorlU. WLat if nuo man had the ntrenj^tli of ■ 
huiKlred voitta in liim? ShouH w« like t« go to some one of our con- 
cert balU, and sit within ton feet of him, and liitteii to liim tlircct hours 
m Kioeession* But why not? — if mcro loudness ia so exproBsivp and 
fleubg, «« might have a platoori of Ggldiers to Sro blaok cartridges 
Bcforu us all tho cvtiiiug. It would Ijo a great noise, and give us n 
great idea — of somctlung or otlier. And tliat, I fancj. ia all the idea 
that moat pei-Mtis ^ot from aio»l of tliiM« dpafontiig choruses. Tha 
aspect of an assomlily stmiticd, drowned, duinhfouuded, with this viei- 
tatioQ — ctf the elemeuts (of sound) — suflioieptly bIiows, that tliey Lave 
found die pleasure they souglit Terj trying to bear. But wheo t!ie Bolt 
solo or duet pours in its swtyet meloily. how does every h«art thrill, and 
«wfry eye kindlo and melt! It is a treiiiWiug saat<;h of (deasun.'. Iiow- 
er^r, held in instant dread of tbs thundering vavo that ia coming. I 
am ignorant and have not inquired, but perhaps that is tljo very deeigii 
of (he cborn.i — to enhance the offeoti of real mn&io ! 

Save tliat which is imported— when shall w« have real music in 
America? It is scarcely too much to say. tlmt uineteen-twetttiethH of 
all the iiJgtru(>Uou aud expeuso bestowed upon the art amon^ us, is 
thrown away. Not one young girl iti fifty, 1 am afraid, who is taught 
inu^c, is ever taught or led to pour her poui into hor eeiig ; and what 
music can there be without thatf If muaic is a cultivatiou of the fin- 
ger* only, not of the soul — if it is not at once the instrument and off- 
eprin^ of intelle'^tnal and miu'al relinemeut, it ig nothing worth. 1 may 
be told that many of tlio be*t perfoi-mwa hare been low-miudcd aod 
Ti'oious persona. There may liavo beeu that unfurtunat-e contrariety, 
too often Been, between theu- practiee and t]ieir aentnnents. But it 
will not do, I think, to say that the higheitt efforts of music may bo 
roaehed without a high suflcoptihility of this nature. 

i^iinaay has laid the only sufUcieiit basb for a natioDol taste and 
talent in this art, by iutrodiioiuji; its rudiments iutt> the sy«lem of popular 
edocatton. Would that some of thosa many idle and weary ha& hours 
now passed in our common schools, might be employed in i-inging' tha 
Bweet old ballads of England, and holy Paaline. What a beautilUl form 
of worship would it be for a schoel of littlo t-hildren! 

Kctiilwurth Oastic — a vsry majesiii! ruin ; Lhu wholo inyt iu «uvh good 
preaervatiou a.*? Cunway or Caornarveu; but particular parta, raugefl, 
and window*. muc!i more perfect. It is cnriuu.^ that Lekester'e part. 
the latest built, is in the most ruinous camlition. The lake is drained, 
and the tower* of the gateway, by which Elizabeth entered, on tlie great 
ocoasioD of her polehiated visit to tlie Earl of Li-iceetur, are ftUlou. It 
waa not the principal gate of entrance : but wa» choeon that $he might 
pass by tile lake and rc«eiTe the homage of llie fanuistic water gods. 
Thia lake was on the west side — a smnll stream now flows tiu-ough its 
bed — and with that to diversily the eociiery, it must, in that quaaler, 
have i>reH'nted a noble landscope. The park was formerly twenty mili-K 
round, but i.^ now |iasturo anil plou^htd fields. 

The walls of the buildings left standing are very bfly ; but th« ivy 
creep* to the very top. sm-inuuiits tlio hrftit't-l towors, and aproadfi its' 
linng icrocn Hnd-euft ciinaining over tlio richly oarved vindowo. Tho 
banqueting liall wo^ eighty-four feet long by forty-eight bread, and tta 
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wiidoira tventj-^eren Feet liigli. Alosl Clie feast oui] Uio song aro 
Ifone; tlie gailioring of uoblos iukI tlit; tloiirisli of tniiiii)«;U sjn hvte on 
moK ; but iustpad of then). I Eieanl a §uigle buglelivro Rt » tluUnuo tluU 
vtimo softly up among tLio cramttling walbi miJ moiflderuig arcbflii., us 
if to w*il over tbeir dcsolftrion ; &iid hwo and there, iu tbe ocnirt-jaril», 
1 mw" |)icnw [wrties, nan-loftply seated on Llie grass, an if in miH.-kL'rj of 
tlio proud and guarded festivities and gmnrieurs of former daj». I 
thoiiglit with m_c*elf, tlwt tliey mtMt Iw mor* fuitiiUi^r icith tlie snot 
tliaa 1 was, to bo able to sit down, and '* eat, drink, and bo nv^tvy.' 

Warwick Uastle, the seat of tho Karl of Warwiclt, ia, in ita app<4u-- 
ftDCe from the inner i:ourt-yaj:d, far tbc- moat miLJcstu;, magsinoeuti 
uantle I bare seen — altogeiJier more im|>o.'*iu£ an<i )inpre*iiTe, ha moga* 
of building', its noble towers, and one of them particularly, rising auiid 
embowering codars and tianks of ivy — must be s^ieit, to be felt ot nu- 
deratood, The walk*, ftnd g;poiinds, and woods bcyoiid, ani in kMping 
with all the re^t; not iookiug as if I'vervlbiug wa& haudltrd, sud aliaped. 
and trimmed, .and slttiven down, witli elaborate art ; but full of nature* 
beauty, with ju8t ctnough of maTi's taslt< and niauag<.'ment to upva that 
beautv to the eye. Tho celebrated marble vase dug up thim the villa 
of Acfnan, is in tlio groonhouse amid the ^oundx. 

The iuterioi- of tlie pb«e correspondB verr well with tho oharaeter of 
the whole eatabhshmcnt ; » very grand hall of entranoe, pared witb 
marble, and liuag I'onnd witli aiiciBiit. annour of tlie Warwick family ; 
the rooms all snpplied witli vury riuli and masi^ivo ttirniture. and espe- 
ciftlly with many tables, stanflB. JSiu. erf every form and fasiiion, id thd 
stvlc of work valleil pic-tra dura, i'. c. a kind uf otiarse nio.'^aic work, or 
ioUyiiig of variegrated marUt's. A great number of rejilly tine portraita 
— aeveral Vandykes, some Murillos ; and one Rap)i»el — portrait of a 
lady — vsrv bladouna-liko and beautiful ; some lions of Habeas ; aad a 
Henry VIII. of Holbein. 

At tho Lod^e wo were sLowu Guy of Warwick's porridge-pot, about " 
OS large as a common potash kettle ; and his hook, a @ort of pitehfork, 
to fish up dinner froin the caldron ; also, his two-bauded sword ; bis 
walfcingstick, big enough for Polyphemus : the annour of Iiis bone — 
breai^tpkte, headpiece or helmet, &c. kc. 

STKAiryHD-OH-AToH, — Shakspcare's house and tombj aad the site 
of tlio house (his own house) in which he died. 

I have a strange feeling about Shakspeare, that I never heard any- 
body espross. Though ho ia seated, by tho julmjration of mankind, 
upon an inaceosaiblc height, yet there never was a being among the 

freat meu of the world, whom I have felt, If ho were living, that 
ould so eoBily approach, and so familiarly converse with. He im- 
presses mc with awi?. he fills me with a sort of astouishracat, when 
I road him ; yet he di-aws my lovo and ooniidence in sufh a way, that 
it seomA to me 1 should not hare foared him nt all : but could have met 
him at tlio comer of tho etreet, or have eat down witii him ou the liret 
voiiTeuieut rail of a fence, and talked with him &» freely as with mjr . 
father. What is this? Is it tliat tlie truly loftiest gonius is imbaed 
and idunttftfd. more than any other, with lh« spirit of our common 
humanity? Is it that the nohlo^t tutuUeut ii evor tlie most eimplo, mi- 
itopIiiiiticaCtid, unpretondiug, aud kindly J Or, is it that ShakHpf^aro'ii 
works vera a houMibold trcaaure — htj< nanui a liousohotcl word — fron 
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iny diilrlliooil? It nia.7 be, tbat all of these reasoiia hrtvo hod thtir 
iunuvticp. And vet if 1 Wfitj tu &t:i.te wimt seems to ms to btt ilia 
chief reaeona, 1 sfionlJ niit iluwu theae tvo wnrtk — imcoiiuriousiioS'« — 
of which Thomas f^arljilD has sn noblv wiitten, as ono of the trait* of 
geaiti^-^wtcinticiotmiKsii and humitnit;/. lie was unconscious of bia 
greatness, and theL-v-f-tre would not bavo demundeil revoreuce. lie was 
ao ab^ilute imficrsonntion of Uie wliole spirib of bumaoiit;, aud tlifli'cfi'jro 
li« in, AS it wern, hut a part of oucVsolf. 

If aiiytliingwern waated tacnutraj^t with tlieiiobionpMof Sliakepcaro, 
it might bo found in a horrible act of rafunoess perpetrated litre, wbioh 
muflt <imw from orcrj visiter to this place, Hoiruel^ lean tban bis eie- 
cnitiun. HbwkNiieiire'.-) house i'tdl, after bia death, into the hands of a 
cWgymaji — whose name — but lot bis uanie pomh! This man. bciug 
aniiored by tlie frtiqot'iit visits of Btrangera to a niulfwrry treo brforw 
tlic house, first caused liiat t* be cut down ; and then, tox&J by th» 
lery of a foot rate upou tbe bouso, Uu angrily dedurud tbut it should 
uercr pay tajios again, aud raxed it to the ground! 



CHAPTER VI. 



KUlilIIEUI — OXFORD, ITS COLLEOKB AMD CBAI-ELS — tf-inOBAI. HEJUTn — II.l 
IIE\LTH or Oril PEOPLE IN AUEBICA — CAU8B8 — REMEDlEi 

Blenreiu Gahtli: athj Park is Woodbtook — tbe preeBat of tba 
nation to Marlborough after the battle of Blenheim, Tlic strnctiiro is 
immeDse, buiit oa three sidos of a square; the principal rauge of build- 
icg one bundrod and eighty inot long, and tbo side nuiiros nearly aa 
much. The park is uot larger than some others, nor ao large ; Ijut it 
■i|>p«Ar8 more esteutiire, frnm the openings throagh tlie trees — not 
vwtas — but openings tlirougb gincos and clumps of trees, in various 
directioi>»i. aud t-j:tending, apparently, almost as far as the eye uaii 
reach. 

On the borders of an artitioiiJ lake, and upon a fine swoil of land, 
etood tbcold royal residence, celebrated in Scott's novel, "Woodstock." 
NoCbiag now rematuB to mftrk tbij sjHrt, but two lar^o Hvcamorea, 
|>)auted when the cuatlo waa demolished, and Rosamond's well. There 
are some remarkabio oaka with iniiuuaso trunts (one twenty-sevea feet 
in cirpumference), said to be as old as Henry tbe Seventh, standing in 
A distant part of tbe park. By the bye, the principal trees in all tbe 
porks of England, and all over the rountry, indeed, are tbe oak and the 
boecJi, There are some cedars of Lebanon, yews, &c, ; but few elms, 
and none tbat I have seen to compare with ours on the Hoiisatouic aad 
Conuectieut. 

The chief attraction of this palaco is found in its paintings. It ia 
tbe 6rst fine collection tliat I have seen. There is a Buito of rooms, four 
er fiv« hundred feot long, filled with pjctures^niauy of thcni by the 
first mastere.. Vandykirt, liulteus, Catia IXilci, Titian, Toiiiers, Rem- 
brandt, Guide, &c. Nothing, 1 think, stniok me so muuh as a Ma- 
dontta, by Carlo Dolci. There is also a very striking full-IengUi por- 
trait by Kuellor, of Sarah, Diicliess of Mwlborougb— ii very beautifijl 
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boo, but looking as if it wagixt coeily furnish ex|)i«esioti to «II tfaa fiory 

pa.stii'itiis iKcribea to ber. 

The library aarp'^ses oTory room that I Karo seen, for ma^ficence ; 
the walls, the alcovpg, tlio (iaorwajn, all of marUe— the room probabl/ 
two liHivflpod ffiot long, and thirly^ feet high — eeventoea tliousond vo- 
lumes. Tho library iooke upon tho private garJona. 

Tbo chapul coutoins a magniiicciit marble oionumeat of the fint 
Dtiko and l>uc;titiss ot MnAhnunigh. 

On the road to Oiford. I saw for the first time, in trayclling more 
than 8 tlioiidiiud mJlos, wuodoti fences ; in thiit country thi'y uru alva,yB> 
Etono, or turf, or Uedgoa. NeiUior have I seen a ahin^e in the kiiig- 
duni ; but always ulate, tiles, stone, or thatch. MultitndoB of womeQ 
lire to bo soon cvtirywhero, gleaning tfie liami?t EeWs — aomtitimoit fifty, 
seventy, in a fiuliJ, They pitk up wha.1 i-emaiu* after tho reaper, ttrav 
by straw, till thoy got a large bundlo. and then carry it homo on their 
heads. Tho harvests consist of wbeiit, bai'k-y, and o&te. No Indian 
com is grown Ler«. 

OsFOUD, Avgiuit 14. — A city of spire«, piunaules, a»d Gothic tow«rs, 
rioiii^ amid groves of treos. The twenty cnllegos, i. e. ranges and 
qnu/lruu^los of ancient bni Mings, itiu»itly in tliLi Gothic style, uro iimaE- 
ingly tniprenaire. Several of thom have beautiful gardens and wallw, 
and some of them arc quite oxteusire. 

It ia in vain to begin with Oiiford ; a week would not auffico for a 
description ; and no duecriptiun i;otild t«ll what a walk ia among th«so 
glorious old quatlrangles. Yet I rannot pass, without paying a tributa- 
to the unoqoailed cliapols of Oxford. In that of Now Colle^*o, thers ' 
is an altarpieco, by Wostmacott, well worth perusiiift — repro««nting. 
in siK^oeesivo pioces, tho Annunciation, tbo Nativity. tJio Domcout from 
the Cross, tho Resurreclioii, and the AsL-onsimi. The varyiiig cxpres- 
aion in the countouanco of tho Virgin is vory sti*iking and attcotins. 
But the chapel of M«>;dalen College, tlio interior but juwt fitiisbed, u, 
in tlie substantial parts, the crowning beauty of all the chapelt: tiift 
entire vails of polished etone-^tho sorren of etone, most e.i(|niait«ly 
carved; tlie whole wall oror the altar, with three ranges of iiiclica ajid 
o&nopies, and surmounted by a ttoli tao Umgere, all carved in tba mldW 
manner. 

There is a noli me tangent — " tourh mo not" — by Meogs, in the All 
Souls' College cliapel, about wliii:h 1 liiigere-l for some time. Tb« 
couEidorate, used, compassionate look of Ju^us — superiority paint^^d in 
the face, yet shaded by a human teiidonieM^— and, in Mary's counlc* 
iianco, as ehe kneels and stretchea out her hand, somothing of surprito, 
groat ongernesg represHud by deep awu — the dolicato sutTusioi) of tha- 
ey« — a stitfitsion, not with tvarif, hut 09 if tbo blood wcro atartin|f 
through (tvery tine and inviniblo pore, in and about tlie eye — it waa 
Bomothing to gaao upon, and turn back to, for a last look. 

I do nut know tliat I 8.)mll Hud a niorti fit pkco than iiudor tbo 
shadow of tlieao uoUcgo wall.-i, to say some things that I wish to say on 
th« subjuct of Qatioual hoaltb — for it especially (-ouc>.Tns our etudeab}. 

Ttiis subject drew my att4.-iiLion on landing in England, and iius im- 
pressed me at every «t«p. Wi- have notJiiiig among u» liku llio aspttx 
of health that iWvaiU here — the sobd, substantid. rotund, rubiotmd 
»Ii]warancc u( all clas^t^s. Wo ar«. in cuniparison, a thin, 'lulicato. pale- 
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_)le. Wo arc. I am sometimes tijmpted to say. a nation of 
Jin tbocoinptvrison. Tlie uontnist iw gniat anil ntrikiiiglictwuci) 
{hfl^bonriiig classes of ihe twn countries ; but it is yvl greater and 
inunt raiiiariuiblo between tlio wuinon, meruhaiitH, und mvru of stuJjr. i 
cnuld sc»rcL>ly Itave bL'lJievcd in tlie difforcinco if I hnd not seen it. Be- 
eidcs, bJI In-alth is relatife, sod "very wpU" in EagUiid must »ioau 
e^imethirig. I think. conaidcraUy differcut from " vary well " in Ame- 
rica; not to say, also, that tlio " vary well" nf common pailancu is 
frequently {muA, on more minute and Mendljr tnquii'y. to be quite dis* 
tftnt from tlic tiuth. 

Mucli, tlioiigh not by aoy moniis all of this difftremce, is doubt!oH8 
owing to our climate. Wiien 1 waa coming abroad I waa desired by 
ail eminent (vhytiiiiian to Inquire what it is, in tho habits or circum- 
tlancei of fccvi^ studc-iit^, that enabled thi'tu to aci^ampli^h samucb 
mare study lliau wc do. nnd At the sanio time to live longer and iu t)i« 
enjoyment of better health. I hane in<]Tiirod ; and 1 tiortalnlj can find 
notluiig in their habits that sliould gWn them such advantages over us. 
T hoy are not more tenijiorate aud abstfimioiia than we jiro; I sbonld 
tliink the reverse is tUo fact. They soem to hare no occasion for paying 
suc:b rc'g^ard to mattors of regimen and diet as we do. They certainly 
talk lesE about tht:m, and tliiuk lo£s about thorn, than we do. There are ito 
liordier or hcaUhitr students in the world thaji tho^e of Germauy ; aud 
it U wtll-known that tliey are not remarkably cautious about their 
modes of liying. But then, in Etu-ope. they do not eiporieuco tho 
extremcR of temperature, and especially the sudden change*, that we 
do in America. For mvself, I have oSservod, that that tcmperatui'B, 
whotlcr !iot or cold, which coutinuts long(ist of an eijuiible character, 
i^ most favourable to exertion. lb is our autumn, aud e^^pociaUy our 
spring, with its froqueul and sudden idtemations of sonictiines twenty 
and thirty dugroes in a day, that seems to tear the constitution to 
picci's. 1 lately nu't with an obaorratioa of the celebrated Blumcnbach, 
to the same burpo^c. lie y/aa asked wliat was the cauc^o of the estro- 
ordiaary heoltli of the Germau studeuta : aud he auswered that it was 
the uquable climate which they either had, or. by means of tlio Russian 
eicve titaiie for themselves, the year round. 

There are, indeed, other difforoucoa. All tiiinking in our country is 
brought into immediate councxioQ with the actual interests of society, 
and if tlioreforo apt to be moro exciting, anxious and cxliaustin^. Tlis 
mind of tlie couuli'y runs to politii b. coutroyerBies, reforms. We havt> 
but few Htudeuts among us, who are quietly engaged in the pur.iuits of 
abctraf!t *«ieiii;G, without a thought buyuncl them, Wo have nono per- 
bapa lilcc Blumeubach . himself, spending life in plcasiu? studies of 
iaseots, ia calm and retired eontotujilatioiis of holyjuid beautiful nature ; 
eke wo possibly might havo some like him. who could atudy sixteOQ 
haan a day, aud find a ^reeu old age at. eigiity. 

There are yet other difforonoes which att'eet a wider circle of society 
among un. vVe ftr*t an nnxiona people. The paths of competition in 
ear country are wide and free, lleuoe no man uinong na is t^atiafiod 
with bie condition. Every m.tn is atriving to rise. Every man ia 
ambitious; and miiuy are discontented aud sad. These things weigh 
upon tho hoart, and wear npou the tipriugs of life. 1 do not ^y that 
this 18 u bad condition ; 1 think it faTonrame to iinproT^mcnt ; but I say 
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thai it ia trying botli to heoltli mid Ttrtue. At thu sanio tjain we Iiare 
fewer xpdrt* ami lioliilH-y* (Jiau any ottiei" poople : anrl wliat wu hare are 
filing into lUsrepute. Ths national mind wants buojancy; aivi liuoj- 
aiicy of gpiriC is ou« of tlie moKt ossontial springs ct health. 

I am lUirliiied, a\30, to impute somothing lo our modAi of iinnj^. 
The Bounpai-tcaii atxle of diuiiig doubtlQ^a prevailH among our busv') 
citizen;!, more than the phyaiciau would advise. Tho silent and swftil 
celority with whi(:b our meals are di-spat^'Led, is not altwgethor a steam- 
htHLt or stage-hoTiso horror. But this rapidity of eating doe^i not anto* . 
I imagine, from any peculiar voracity of the American ^erna. We art< 
a Tory busy people ; and as ?uch, 1 thiuk, we arrange our timoa of eat* 
ing very iinatlviaodlj. Dinnpr in our tiiues at proatiiit is an fortunately 
in a state of trannition. from the old customs of the New World l<t tho 
new cuatoma of lh« Old World, It has now arrived at tlie hour of 
three or four oVlocb, It will hft far hotter for boalth, when it has fairly 
reached the dtatinuJ guai of iix or seven; wheu the uacrchaut or tho 
student shall come to his diunor a^ the grand family rcrinioH of the day 
— " all studies solomiily defiod." idl rares locked up in the comitii^- 
room — when he shall natnally eat lets because he has more iimc (tho 
physioian can explain that) — when thori' may be some chance of enli- 
vening aud elevating that humble but necessary oi^cupation, witli 
sprightly or grave discourse — and wlida it may he followed, not witii a 
ha»ty walk t,t) die wareSiouse, or .tji anxious retreat to the study, but 
with thoie domestic or social cng-agamout« and rceroatiuus whicli will pro- 
mote digestion, chperfulneB8,rcftncTneiit,virtu<?| and liappincgsaUogothw. 

I mudt add a word upon our m'.idca of ilress. With a t)limato twico' 
AS trying as that of Euglaud, we ai-e, on this jjoitil, twi<;e as nirgligcnt. 
Whether there is autual violence done to the form in the absurd attempt 
to make itgeiit«ipl, 1 will not undertake to ileuidu; hat vertainly tbe 
haat of an Kng^Uah tvoman shows that it novor wa^, and novor could 
bavo boon subjoc^ted to those awful proccaseg of girting, which muBb 
havo becu applied in nianyuases to produce what we see among ua. At 
any rate, the fearful prevalence of consamplion in our country, is an 
Admonition of our duty ou this subject of dross, tliat ought not i.o b« 
disregarded. And espenialiy iu a country where no limits are set to 
foshiouable imitation — where a man i^ very liable to mistake upon tho . 
door>step his domestic for his wife or daughter— this )» a snbjcct that 
comes home to every family, whether low or high, and comes too in the 
most palpahle forms of inttirest — iu th>e »iuttering and expense of sick- 
1X636, and in the bitternos? of bereavement. 

Hut consumption and desith axe not ihu ouly alaiiniug forms in which 
the suhjw^t of female beiilth prosenta itself. Let any ono look at tho 
womnu of America, autl. with all their far-famed dalicacy and beauty, 
let liira tell me what ho tbints of them, as tli* mi>thers of future gono- 
ratiftUB ? Wliat arc th« prospects of the natioDal <!onfltitation and 
health, an they ai'e to be read in the thousands of pale facoa and slender 
forma, unfit for the duties of mabomity, which we ^ee around u^? Lot 
any cne go with this question to their imm^'ries, and he will see the ho- 
ginning of ibiiigs In come, f.et him go to the schools, and ho will turn 
over another leaf in tho book of prophecy. OhI for a fight at home, 
of the beantifnl group^i of cbiUlreii that arc constantly dcen in 12ngLiud» 
with their rosv checks and rohnst frameft! 
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I ma^^ aMun to be Kpcakin^ in turnip: more tianioat a.nd admonitArv 
than tbcni iff ocwa«i«u fur; but I cuu |>ori-tiad(.-J tbat tiiu public minii 
uiiiong ut4 i» by no nietuit |>oft»uHHei.l wiUi llm full impiirUiiiuei of thin 
subject, Qor with tlio uxteiit of tlic rril reftiTed to. ] ask nnj niau to 
castulMut hiH UioiigliU u|)()ii ttiu t-ii^clvi of 1ii>i riniiiluiLciiuiutitaiiRcsi, nii<l 
by Miuiip iiiijuirj of tiicir [ihv«ii-lim or of Uieir papticuiir fiiondf to assim 
lum if [loce^aary, to ascertain what ia tho real &tatc of titoir houltli. The 
raealt. I have no douU, ho will find to ho, that three out of four, iicr- 
hapa iixotittif **Teii. arf, most of tlw jdar, unwell — ailiug. couipUiiimg. 
feeWe. ^iifl'i'riitg. Certainly morn tlinii half of tlie ffiinali' j^iopulation of 
our eonntri' are siiB'ermg, uitlisr with Jjepppey. or with norvOH* disor- 
ders, or with symptoma of consiu«ptiou, or with some unaccouutsUo 
failure of slrvu^li, or vitli soniu uf tho iitury otlivr forms of ttintaso in> 
cid«nt torvtirraaud siudcntary hAbit^. If any one ttiiutc» llii/natutoineut 
«xtravagaut, 1 will only again doi>ir« liiin to tnake out tlie li*t of Jiig 
ncqaAiiitaiiWK, and i^cci how it Htaiid». N'eiihordo 1 wiy, on ttio otluijr 
iiand, tbat i.-vfrj-bodv i» well, in any country. But I db considor tiie 
CMC of our own, in this rpspput, to Iw very peculiar." 

If it be »o. certainly it would not Ijc «a.\v with any worrls to ovi'rrate 
tho iniporlanco of tho eubjwt, Wliy, it would not be difliiTult to awdl 
it to tlio importnnoc of tho " tonipenuioe (rau.=o" itself — let it only 
bare for a wliile the same e^^Lcluaivt: and couu-eiiti-ated ritiw Used upon 
it It is not p(ffetL'iit^ alone that comos into the aucount; it is not pro- 
gent niiwry uiontj ; it is vico also. How many have \)wn drivMi to Uiat 
yery int©inpera.nce of whii;h so much ie said, and so justly — how many 
have bpen repi^lled from tlwir hom«, and Barried to pltuioa of eril r«sort, 
by ill Ijiraltii, by low spirit?, by a sad and i:osiiplaijiiiig faco tliore, that 
ben^ft home of all iu chntTnii! 

Caa nothin;^ be di-ne ^ If I had thought so, I would have eaid nothing. 
But ] belioTo that much (ran be doBe, if attention am ho aroused to 
Uio Fubji-ct. 

W« liaTe, douVitlees. an uupronitioua cUniatc. It it unfavourable to 
the necesiary out-of-door outciso. We have no hucIi habits in ttiia 
ntsputrt as tho English — nothin^^ appruiu-'hiug to them: and the dilTer- 
pnoc in doubtless owing to our idinialo. In tlic- j-ummor it is too hot 
for exercise ; ia the winter it is too cold ; in tho spring it ia too variable. 
Tho autumn, indeed, is farourabUi but that is too .short a season to 
form lialiits vliii-li sliaU U^ar up ajpiin»t the adrerae inQueiicea of tli« 
wholn y«ar. 

What, tikon, ia to be done? 1 answor, that an effort must be mado 
)CTlion<'d to tlie diffii;ultic» that arc to bo ovoi'como. l-'zcrciee. oat 
)Ore, ni)i he tiiktn in uuri-Iiin;ite tli6 yi^ai' round; as thure arc como 
_ examples to prove. I am told, indeed, that some impi-ovciiient » 
already taking place in the habits of our Amuncan ladiex in tiiis n-Hpect

Wo want niftiN) of tlio foreign liberty of walking oul. without bein^ in 
full dress. I am soitj to obi^erre Uio prt^jutlicc of fatihiou a^mb ttie 
India rubber shoe — .i^tnal tDstinnitmt for advanL-ing civilization, as I 
cou?iid»r it— proniotor of societj — wliich stands insti-nd of carriages, 
and horsoi, and aervants, if it woro bul duly appr&ciated and ascd. To 
ga back a stop: onr chililrcn should ho brought up mi plain fure in the 
nursery ; thoy sliould S)o constantly inurtd to tin; clinaato hi tiiey grow 
ap ; at a latter period tliuy should not bo mada victi ttn- to tlie hiird rtn- 
d]fls of fajihionabli" sdifHTil* ; and when lliey are sBiit into tbo woild, tliey 
Ehould not be sacritii^od to tlio foQios of fa'^bionablu dro6s and diitsipatton. 

If thprr? JKanyconscioncoin tbo country, tlwi«i tliingK miiKt, nt uttigt.h, 
come to be rojrardcd. The clatine of IIlc present, and of future gyuO- 
TAtione; Mit; moat i^^'.eiitial n-olfate of tlie nation, and the dearosb nap- 
piness of bcjngs unborn ; the anxieties and aorrows of husbnnds, fatbiis, 
niid friL<n<l!4. call upon th» womoii of our country to regard tho care of 
their health a? au atmohite duti}T 
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August 14, — I came down to Slong^h ti>-day, and stopped for the 
uig^ht. tlial I mi^lit to-inorrow visit Windsor Castlu, two iiiUl>$ dit^tout. 
tn the direction oppnaito to the i^a^tli^. arid about the »im« di»tAnce. is 
6toko Park, within the bound* of whitli is the churc-h (the Htxike paiifth* 
ohunrli) and thu chundiynnl. upon whit^h Gray w Haid to havv uciinpOBed 
his oelc-bTfttcd Gkgy ; and near at band is bi^ monument. AfCor \ bad 
taken my tea, I doboroiiiieil t.o -n-alk to the ftpct. 

It waa »om« timB after sunsot when I arrivad there: a glow in tb« 
Wflstem sky spread a solemn litie ovi'r nil ohjetits, but sraret'Iy pene- 
trated the deep shadow of the grovo*. I <:ould not havinrlioixiu an honr 
moro fit for Mich n visit; nw could any pUu:u bo more fit for auch me- 
ditatioii.1 as Uiose of {Jmy's Kkgy. Tho tdiun^li is mm of tbosci singular 
structures ao commnii in England, which seems to consist of several 
buildings clnstered together without any ordwr or plan. It has a pretty 
spire, whiiib rises, wiili picturesnuc eifRet, amid tho troos that surrouud 
tlio place on all *idog. cxcoiit that of the approai;h. Tim churchyard is 
full of th« swelling niounils, mcnUoned in the Kh'^y. and lliurt<, Um. 
fltandd the " rcnorablc yew," The nionuTnout appuars in the diitlaiicfl. 
through the opening by which you approairh. Jt is a simple, square 
Uock, with a lort of oblong uni on tho top. One of the four nido* htHKt* 
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mune. age. &«. aud meiitioiia tlmt tic poet's remains sleep in t!iB 
neighlHJurttig cliurrUyard. iu tlie naiuu tomb witli hh motbor's. and 
1)eimQg no oOier than the affeirtionato insorijitioii by wliuih lio com- 
nuiDiDratod her virtuos. It was so daik wh«n I arrived at the vhunrJi- 
ysrd, that 1 could only read the words " Hareful and tuiidor inothpr' ' — 
yet wliat a wealtli of affection, what a worM of si»Iioiti»k' and I'lvw, what 
a life of cares neirer to be i-epaid nor described, do those few words s«t 
forth! 

It waa among the last shadows of tho late CTCuinif tinlight that I 
commonucJ my wait Uonieward- — ^if, alii.s! a traveUer'a home cuJi ha 
callwl home at all. \s I left the park, one of those coiitrarts piespiited 
itsolf which •• tlic Ughte and shadows"' of Ufe are bo constiuitlj' depicting 
vpou the no any- coloured web of our reflections. Windsor Uastlo, socn 
in the distanco, was JHst thcJi lighted »ip for tho eveuing, " What euro 
we.'* I said, " who built its mighty towers, compared with the iiiteiemt 
we feel in tiiii, who built tlie simple rhyme o( the Elegy on thia country 
fhurchyard! I had rathor take ray chanco for fame in thosf fow lines, 
which geiiitiB in its holy hour of inspiration has written, than iu all that 
the royal mastfM-s of Windsor Castle Lave tlocio, during the varied and 
anxious lives whicli have fretted thtiinselvos away, till tho exolaraatioa 
has arisen, a» it did from the dving bed of George tho Fourth. 'Oh 
God! this ix death!"' 

I should iiarc montioned tliat three eidos of Gray's monument bear 
appropriate iuBcriptioBs from hie own verses; two of them were from 
tlio Kltgy. the otlier I cannot refer to. 

On one aide wore the following stanzas : — 

" Beneath thoM niggyd elms, that yew-tree's shade, 
TTIiere heaves ihc Itirf in umiiy a mouldering hoa.p. 
Each ill liis lui-n'ow cl-II lor ovtT laid, 
The nido ibrel'atliers cil' tlio Imuiiet aleep. 

The bronzy call of iiiiiptiBn-brpBtluiig innrii. 
The swallow twictoiiag from the strHw-liiiilt shed. 
The cock's shrill clarion, or iLe t'choiug horn, 
Ki^ more shall roasc Ihctn Jroni their lowly Uni." 

Another side bore these : — 

" One mom I mias'd liim from th" ae<;uatora'd hill. 
AIuiil; the hi'iith, iinil iieiir his fu.rourito tree : 
Another i;ana'i n<>r yeth4^i4d« the liU, 
Nor up thp luWQ, nor tit tlie woo(l was ho. 

Tl»e iieit, with ilirgee due. in *iid array. 

Strut through tlie chiirrli-wny path vi: saw him bfrme — 
Approach and trail ffiir tliou caant rvaA] the lay 
Graved on the stoue beneath yoii n^^ lliom." 

His monument. looking towards the churchyard, still seemed to bo 
uttering the kngtiag* of his living thimghts. It was long, I assure you. 
as I turned hack from this spot, bffirre I dropped tho lulded anns, and 
fell into the coramcn-place gait of this worldly journey. 

WiMigoR Casti.e. Au(]iist 15.— 1 found the state-rooms sliut iip, in 
proparatiou for f^tcs abwwt to be giveu on 0(-i;a9ieu of the king's birth- 
day, next week. 1 could therefore only walk around the Cistle. and 
go into St. George's Chapel; which 1 did during the daily morning 
Berriee. I asked an attendant (s. sort ef sexton or keeper, ftevora) of 
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whom are nlwiiys «imiiectrd with, and imuoJly ftmod nbciut, (Jl tho 
catbodrok) wlietlic-r tlic kin^ was pe»;iit at tliis daUy woreliip ; aiid 
WAS auswurod t.!kat ha attended only ou Sunday. Tiio royal t'amilr 
pew is in a sort of Bcreoiied gallery. Tlio chapel is n bpiiiitifiil epuci- 
men of sliowy Gothii\ >.-iiiiaiBling of a nave ami dioir, Tlie baimer* 
of tho Knightd of tlie Garter a-ro huug in the choir; the caiToJ t^nMO- 
pius in oak urc very ridi, and as old as Ilonry tlio Sjixth. 

Ncithiiig spcma to ra» moro sad tliaii thest- dn.ily cathedral or diapel 
sarviccs. as I have umially fioun tlifiii; a few official pcr(*i)ii» witJi tho 
silicon; muki' liulf nf the ]ittundan<;e: tht^ mii^ii'. tli« £iiigii% alwa^ 
vary adinirnhle, the result of (constant practice — tho f^lorioiu stnicturs, 
tlio carviid work, tho avpurfcciiancei?, so to epoak, of llio service — aU 
bnaiiLiful, all rich, all fittud tp louch tlic imagiuatioa and movo tlu^^l 
heart: but hurv l» the sudni.i»') — it, navm^ all to hi> gone tbrongli as ^^^l 
form ; the singing iiicii and boys parforni tliinr part like automAtoos : ^^ 
tho reading and chanting of the Bervice (and tha reading is a eort of 
ohaiitiug) 8<ieui3 not tn ho aided liy oue purti^dQ of uiictlan. lii a Iti^li 
state of'deTutiotinl cjcitotiiout, I mu very woll conceivo of itaff iiatunU 
to ring out onii'g tliougiits; but this sort of utterance witli«ut Ui« ©l- 
ritoment apjiears something di'gmal and distresaing. 

Windsor Ountl'S ha* an aspect of firmnca^ and durabiiiity beyond any 
I have acen in KngUiJid. The stone of which it is built is appnnmtly 
harder — far all tho building atone in England \s very soft. It is ttiisi, 
I tfaitik, timt av^ountit for t1ic vii.^t amount of (iutitiu work — tli9 
tlioa-^aiid.^ of fhisidlod niliar-i and pinnaclos— which never would liare 
beuii done iu granite. If the buililiuge of England were in granite or 
marble, it would iio far more ricli in architoctiu'al troasurOB. Now tliej 
are, wherever exposed to the weatbor. fiist mouldering away. 

Windsor Casttu in Ruri-ouudeiJ on every side by gi'avellfd walk* 
terraces, from wliich thore are fine views. It looked to mo like a joy-^ 
less p\iu--fi of abiido — nn retiremoiits — uo bowcru — uo shaded walks, im- 
mediately adjoining it: a lit'.le garden is on the side of the prlvatn 
aparCiiii>nte, but it« sbrubbnry ts not liigh enough to furnish any «crwii 
or drapery to tlw Hfteon or twenty statues placed in it. 

LoNDOjt, Aiffuit 16. — Loudon 1 roast leave till a future day, as I set 
off in a woek for tlie Ooiitiiient, 

3n the moan lime, I shall iiululga hero in some of the many refleo- 
tioiis whieh tsix woaks in England have forcoil upon ma. One of the 
But)jectB whic-h not only the existing state of tbiug^, but whtcli continual 
coovoriMition, at the present niument, urg«fl upoii the attcntiou of the 
Auiorican traveller, is the diflerrnt mothod adopted in England and 
Aiii'jriea, for tli« public support of religion. 

Ill KngUiid, Clu'istianity is established and ^upporttd by law. and 
it is established in a particular form. With us it is sustained by thft ■ 
voluntary coutributiou of individuals, aud uo prefereiico is givea 
any sect. 

The (juestion between the»o two morles of pnwuudiiig i^ liksly to be- 
come iu England ouo of tho most agitating intorc:)t, and of the moiE 
profound impurtJineo, In pruportion as the people are better inf<jimi«(r 
— in proportion as ihvy read and think more, they are likely to diifor" 
from unit another more widely, at least oil minor points of doctrine and 
ritual. And with uvory st«p of this pro^-cas, the demand for niligit 
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miMt grn«r xtmiiger. Ancl vitli the grnwtli of tlits doina.n<). 
and of juster ideas of reli^on, it will be more and more folt, thiit tlio 
ToluntaryancI the impart.ml plan of suppftrting religitnw institutions, 
is, in pnnciplv, Uic mosi rea.^onii.blc, tlio most tolerant, and the moat 
congotiial with the spirit of Ctiribtiauitjr. Mo tlmt the mil/ quosdoa 
will bo, whether religion can be supported in tliis niaiinor. 

This partiL'nlnr ijiiostioii is hecoming. at the present moment, one of 
,t interest ill England. The Di3i«nt«rs (tn^ detiuimlinj; to be ra- 
id fn>in tliL'ir burdoiis. PotitioaH to Purlinmeiit, cither for an 

ire abolition of tJie union between church and state, or for an c»sen- 
tjal modiScation of that tiiiiwi, Ii^vo, it is veil knntni, become mattoi'j 
of almOBt every-day occnrronco. There is a dPtarmitiation on thia 
point, vrliiuh ciual at length ancceed ; and I must sav, indeed, from m/ 
owti iniprefuiioua about the hardship of tlio ceiso, lliat if tlio Diesmitors — 
if those whose consciences, and property, and personal respectability, 
ore alik.0 iuvad«d hy the tiliurcb estaUtBlmi«iit, will not cbueo their 
Toiwaad tlm voica of justice to bo heard, thoy deserve to be oppressed! 
It iit iu Tain to talk about the roronuea of the ohurch as & bec^ueet from 
former times, saorod from all profane bands, Itia true; but it ib nothing 
to the purpose, It \s truo; but whose are the pofane hands? If the 
church enaowniciits were a bequest for the benefit of any particular 
ola** of (.'hristians, it was for the Catholicg. The largest portion of 
ttiem were actually CatlioUc endowments. If it is proper Uiatthcy should 
ba diverted from that original design at all, it ought at least to bo dono 
in aid and furtherance of the whole religion of the country. Is one 
tialf of the people to bo visit«d with tho foifeiture of tlie^e auvautages, 
for th^cii- honest dissoat? Suppose that the attendants on tho episco- 
pal churciies should dwindle away to a toath part of th-e population. 
^uppojie that its adlieronts should numlier hut a thousand personal 
in the kingdom. Would it he right that tliese persons should mono- 
polize all the immenBe reronues of tbo church ? Would the country 
vndiurv lucli a body of ecclesiastical priuces, presiding over desertoa 
rathcdrals? or would it eujure (he ai'gumcnt that should undcrtako to 
sustain tliei[ii in such a position? 

1 would not advocate the abolition of tithes, hut their diatributioa 
among all tKo religious soots of the uoimtry, in the proportion of their 
nuinboE^. This, of course, would leaTe much to he done by t!ie volun- 
tary priiicifile ; and raimot that principle bo trusted to do much, in a 
country where haSf of the population are nobly supporting their own 
^|ll4tVH|luid paying titbea to pastors of another flock i' And what now 
BraiV nvard of thi* nohle behoviuur? I am a stranger iu the country, 
and may em hut it apjiears to mo that there is a good deal of eh arch 
scorn here. No man, I thiut, can travel tbrough this country without 
knowing that the Itissonteri are frequently treated tti a maiiQor amount- 
ing to absolute indignity? As to the injuntiee of the system, it is w«ll 
kiiowa. The Dissenter is excluded from the uiiivergitiea. In fact, ho 
ran neither be born, unr baptized, nor married, nor buiied, but under 
t!ie opprobrium of the law.* 

Ana now, what is alleged in defence of this state of things? no prin- 

* ThuL ]■ to Bdy, there can b« no legal rffiBtrntiou of Lis birth : his bAjftinmtl 
pcrtiflcaic does not entitle him to 1ef;al mnrriage : and he can receive coither 
tnuriago nor huriol from tlio tmnds of liia own pantar. 
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rapic or i>rot«ncc of jitsdco that cror I lixvo hvard. but osiIt tht prioci> 
pie of expediency. It is snid, iliat mnR'0)»()ly and oiduMOn bare nra 
Qwcasarj'. It is said, thnt religion rannot bo Biipported in digtiitj- and 
honour, without wnple oudowim>iits and rich bcaeli<.'«8. It U Miid. tliat 
uo ri'liancti wLatevor can be pliLoed upon tlio voluiitaiy principle. It is 
cOD^taiiUy alleged, ibat ^Vmerica has failed iu tim atLuui])t to sustain 
reli^'ioii upon that basis. 

TtiU qiiosdoji will make our roIigiouB statlatica — an ac'!aunt, that is 
to say, of tlio number a{ our cliurohcB. and tbe nurnlwr of their attcad- 
ftiita, and of tho salaries of their pastors — a raattor of rcry g^ca.^ im- 
Itortanco. Wbeii this accouut is made out. I have no doubt that it will 
ntdound to tbo triumph of the yoluntary prini;i|ito. I liavo no doubt it 
will appow, that, in proportion to tbo population, more poopli? attenil 
cburcEi in America, and lar^r funds are raiacd for tlie support of public 
woraliip and inalrucjlion. than in any otiior couutrj, 1 have no doubt 
it will appear that religion may be left for its support to tho fuidiogs 
which it inspires in the wrjild; that it needs, no more than siiienoo or 
lilcratiu-o, the patronage of governmeiitB ; that it may, in fino, be safely 
coi>fidi>d to the care of U^iaTen, and to the piety of its cltililreQ. 

But it is not enough tw say. tliat religion docs not want the niaXe: 
it is injured by tlio state. It always suaire from ita union witli the 
state. State patronage tends to give religiou a nien;L'nary and % 
mcebani(;al character, Keligion is liable to lose somotlLin/ of its rital 
vLaritcter, wbea it is made to depend on a compubory support. And 
it woaaes, moreover, to be a commaii interest, when ita alfiiirs are 
managed, when its institutioua are rOgulatod, and its offioera are 
appointed, by a few. 

GoTemment has no business to intormedilte with religion. It may 
eitsud a general countenance and fostering care to it, as it may to 
learning and the arts. But. it mi^ht a,^ well, as fitly, uudc-rtakc to 
prescribe wlmt men shall think about matters of soience, or what shall 
DO tho laws of criticism and taste, aa to prascribo religious creojs and 
the methods of eafoi'clng thorn. Tho proper business of government is 
to take oharge of the political and civil interestii of a kingdom. The 
moment thtiy ontor into tho interior departmouts of the mind — tho»a 
interior regioue of thoaght and feeling, where the mind for itself, and 
in perfetit fraodom, must work out its own w^-itare — they ahow that they 
arc entirely out of their sphere, by their complete inefficiency to do 
good, and their powerful efficieucy bo do oril. 

Is not this one ri!it.4on. in fott, why Chrjatiauity has failed to get an 
that empire in the minds of men, whioh it was evidently designed and 
destined to obtain? la it not, in part, because its pure, simnle, Bolomii 
authority has been enfeebled by tlie intervention of political putrouugo 
and influence ? lias it not been ambitious to make itself strong, not 
in men':* cnn«cience.«, but in establishments, and enactments, and 
crouda, and forms? Haa it not thus been madu a worldly iuterv«t. 
rather than a epiritual conviction? a due obacrranco of ritos, rather 
than a strict practico of rirtuosil a creed rather than a faith, and an 
iaatttutiou rather than ^i octina— tho ^rcat atrtion of life? Ila^ nut 
tbo eft<:M:t of state int«r|)Ojition been, in fact, to sever religion from tha 
heart — since it bow tAken religiou into \t» own kL-uning, and will not trust 
it to the caro, or froe «xaminatiou, of individual uiindi ; uiwe it hat 
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mjridfied aod disguisod tlie simple mutter of toeptng the heart, wliicli 
13 the 'wholu niutttii- of CliriKtiaiiit;, witli testa aiiJ prcsmpiions, and 
, with staM innithiiici'y of all sorts ; sn that inward virtue lias boon 
accounted uothiu^, hy the temporiJ power, iu comparisou frith oatwurd 
comphiuioe ; so that tliu fui-nicr, if it chEUicu to ho coupled with dig^tint, 
lias b«eii niarktid mil fur injury nuddt»g['ace. wliilo the latter, however 
impririct|)led, has been the pa^port to tlie highest lioiioui's, priTiloges, 
and truBtal 

Utwovcr this may bo, there certainly is an amazing ineenBibility iu 
tho world to tliu spirittiaJ r.hitriii;tL'ir tif Christianity, which scoma to 
r<>niiire some speciiu rea^ous to account for it. Ajid I must venture to 
sjty, tliat, bad uh tho ease is with us in America, it seema to ine com- 
siderahly worsa in this country. Whoever shall vi?it tliis, the luort 
rc'hgioiu uutiim in Luropo, wilftiiid an ackuowledgeduegloct of religion 
and hiiily iif inoraLi aiiinng the iiigher clasaos, au aiikimwlcdgt.'d igiio- 
ranee of religion, aiid inalteuciou to its rites among the lower classea ; 
yuD, and mi acknowled<-«d coldness and mcrueiiiLry spirit among many 
of tlic csUiblished clergy of tliis ooiiutry, that will HU hia miud with 
pajjiful eiuotioua, if uut with paiuftd 4Uestioua.*

iictu illustration of Chriati unity. lie had revolved ttiw trutlis of this pure and 
ftublime syeteiu in hin mind e-t bome— the beiiutihil llieory, the perfect modvl 
was in hia thnnghts., and it was not yet brought down ti be reconeileJ. and 
partly identified with an unworthy jirutticc, unworthily tuUed Christian — and 
what now. wHi it be supposed, were Riimmohun Rny's uiipi-essions, on Burvcy- 
isg tho rtji^on of CkriEti^ndoni ! 1 uiuy lurthcr premiMV that lus Jntereat in 
CEriatiituity ijt'eiiied an eamtst iind an vital as any 1 evKt wituusaiid. It waii 
m'id<'ntly Inr more than a upwulativo fnith with him. It ^emed to bo the 
abwirbin^.fii'liuj; of his whole mind nod heart IVith sutti vieu* und feulinc". 
iJien, hia inipreaaionsou witnessinfj the illustration which L'luistiaiiBa.i'cartonllj- 
i;ivin>^ of tUKir religiun, wcrt those of Uio doi-p(«t dinapiKiintnient and the mci»t 
profound ■juliiiieo. There w 114 uulliing in Lini of that peeviah or An^ry com- 
plaint, Elill less r>f that h&ughty repmaeh, wbivh in &•> udea found to accompany 
a dupreeiatury estimale nf the virtm;* of Chri«tiani! ; tut it was a. pure, jiJnUui- 
tlirople, K"u<-'rona, ('hrijitinji sadnL'ss. It waa the ».idiieBH of STmpaLliy, and 
dimppoinimeut, aud woudej'. He apoke of Uiu cpidtuol Utci that C'lu'iatiaUA 
[ht ti> lead, and of the I ' - ■ ■ -■ , _ . _ 
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Mu?it I confess that this defi4?i@[icj soems especially to attach to tin 
elorical function • Yet such ia my conviction. Tliu pulpit 19 not — no, 
it is not in any country, answering the call wliich tlie human iioart haa 
a right to mcLko upon !t, and wliicti the awakene<l mind of the world is 
now mnking with douhle oarnesluesa. The priesthood is an institution 
of no practical effii.!ioii'.'.y coiuiuonsiirate willi ita power. Though it '•an 
Bcarcoly he said of the clergy of America, I tliink — though it ought not 
to ho alliigL'd nguinat the icorl-ing clergy of Engltund — yet of the whola 
body of tlio prioslhood in the world, it must bo confessed tJiat it docs not 
vnrk enougii ; it does not show enough industry, intellectual or active; 
it does not, in any way. accompliah onougli. Still lo&s docs it work with 
the roqiiisito energy and unction. Tlie^hcai't, the eoiil of tho priefit- 
Jioocl is not aroused, as it ought t« be, to ita great Focation. 

And why is it tlun? Vrlij is tho priest thia dull, formal being — t 
cold preauher, a moie performer of ritos — a negligent workor in tltfl 
laboui-s of hi3 great calling? Why, unless it be, partly at least, booanwj 
lie 19 under the sheltering p&trntiag^ of go7oranient ; bec^aiise ho beloDgsl 
to an oatahlbhment and a privileged order; because he ia independent, 
to a certain oitent. of public opinion? And if tho toaciicrs ai"e negU* 
gont and indifferent, if thoy act upon the morcenai-y rule «f getting u < 
lauch emolument, and doing as little duty as tliey can, what cou ' 
expectod of the disciples? I do not say that tho people are not to 
blame. It is not my buMiies^, at present, to mottle pomts of this nature. 
But I do say, that something, and samethiug, to», besides tho gmiendj 
depravity of litimau nature, must have inteivened to coi-i-upt the sprinMl 
of tUe Christian faith, to taint the salutary virtues of the waters of life, 
at their very fountain -head. S^omettiing. I repeat, has inlei-voned—- 
some heavy weight Iiaa been laid en tlie energies of Chrisitian priuripla 
— and I believe that is, iu part, the weight <•! Iiuge and irresponsiUe 
cetablishmcuta. ■ 

I do Eiop«, therefore — not presumptuously nor proudly. I am sure— 
but I do humbly hopu, that wc ai'o to see a better illustration of Chvia- 
tianity in America. There are moral reforms, there is a religious pi-o- 
gress goin^ on among us, unparalleled in the anuab of the world, and 
I hope that tlieso are omens of future improvement. I do not say that 
cur religious condition is at all satisfuctory. and I fear it ia hut too 
cei-tain It would not havo proved so to that cnslai-u coiife5ior, who cn- 
tetiaJued it as one of the sti'ougcst willies of his heart, tn come aniouf | 
tts. But still I trust tJiat, eiaco tiio Word has frue counse among us, 
it is yot to be gloriiicil 

I But that sm;!! a result may bo secured, we must take heed, that we 
use not OUT religious liberty for ovil occasions or purposes. If in other 
eeuotriea, tho religious pnani^ ia too much bounu up in iastitatioua 
and forms, and religion itself in too luiich a matter of mere propriety, 
let tts take heed that the same principle does not, among us, spread inlo 
extravagant error and wild Jiiuatioism; and that our religiun bo not, 

of the cl*Tgy, and of thrir paNichiul relntiom, as if he t*rii«ctly undcritood lUl 
thciUi ttLtngs — lui ir thQ holy book mid hiJt riwn benrt hiul pn^'ectly tauf^ht him :

I wimltl tho whole world of CliriatiuDi could haw) 
heard lliiH nlh.-c^oiiul« disciple frvoi tho tmakB of the Giiii£ce, luul huvo token 
the Ipswn and the law frc-m his lips. 
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biklf at it, contrornrs;, soctariaiiism, a^nd ilUseD.sion. And if l]ie dergr 
of eslsbtislieil tliurvliea are too liably to Iw proud [)riests, or msre digai- 
fied officifils, if Ihuy tiro too iiiiiejiendciil ot publit; opinion, let ua take 
Iwod lost eun bo (iiiilavefi to publiu opimiou; lest tlicy contract tii* 
fcclicif^a aud iiminera tb:i,t betit emit an igaomiaioti^ boiiua^u ; lost this; 
Liecome. in ollior words, pusillauimoiis, craftj, mnjiaging, svcopliaiitic, 
and Tulgar. 1 ain williug tliat tliia bodj of man BhoiUd feul Uie lisgiti- 
maCe and wlioloiitituo «ft'eot of public opinion ; I wiEh it. Uut let them 
not bo rcetraincd fi-om thoir juat liberty, whether of epocdi, mannera, 
or modes of lifo. Lot tlidui tiut bo broiight into the dnngvrouB poaition, 
wliich will eipose tliom to act a double part — into that trj^ing dtlomma 
vhero couscieatious i;ouvi(;tion points one wa^, and public cooit;io]i 
Anotber. 

It id a degrading position: not, perbapB, to tlio individual mind, 
which may iadeud do itself hoaour, by foregoing its rights for tlae ad- 
vantago of otliois ; bnt it is a position wliicli ia likely to degrade tlie 
profossion, by preventing many higli-minded young men from entoring 
loto it> that might do it honour. And it is likely to do further injury 
— injury, indeed, to religion itself — by giving an ascetic, pnritunic, 
stem, and Banctimoniona cbai'a<:^tcr to au order of men, nbich i^ ra- 
qiiirad to be an examplo of tho Chriatian Tirtnos. And, an on tbo ono 
hand, public opinion should not Isiy unduo, uiila.wful, degrading restraint 
on tbu rJcrgv; bo nciilier, on tlio other hand, should it urgo them fur- 
ther in the discharge of their professional dutios, than tlieir own judg- 
ment, coii£vionce. zeal, and phvsicat ability will carry tliem. Let not a 
man in this office be unroasoiiabiy urged to do tliis or that tiling, to preach 
many senuous, to hold many nieetiiigi, to iiiake many viaita, or to adopt 
new and doubtful measures, by being told, that tliia or that man, in a 
neighbouring town, or belonging to a lival aect, is. doing thus, and so- 

But I must g>5 beyond tho idorgy in tho apphcation of this remark. 
In fact,, theie ia notldng which I so mncli druad fi-oni the operation of 
our political and religious institutions, a* tho subserviency of tlie best 
minus in the country to the worst minds in it ; the aubsen'it'iiciy of men 
of talents, education, and I'cfinement, to mere numbers, Tho nund of 
a country ought to rule it — onglit. I uioaii, to have tlie ascendency, not 
in politics only, but in every species of tuSuciico ; bnt that miud does 
not. and novev did, and never will, reside in the maas. There are at 
any mompnt, in any nation — there are in onr own, a Iiundred minda that 
are possessed of more knowledge, of more profound wisdom, tlian all 
the other mintls in it. Suppose, now. that neither you nor I, reader! 
have any claim to class ourselves with the clod hnndred, and that we 
take our place with the maes. What now are we to say. in such a 
situation^ Must we Bay, that because there aro a Imudred men above 
us, a»d above all tJieir countrymen, tho entire interests of tlio country 
ought to be committed to this council of a, hundred? Kot at all. And 
why not at all? Because wo cannot implicitly trust such a council; 
siaue although it may liavo moi-e intelligoneo tlian all of us, it may not 
have virtue e^ual to its intelligence. Henco arises the nocetiitity of 
popular inteiTcntion, of populai- suffrage, as a safeguard fi-om«i>prcs.«ion. 
Could wu confide in the few, probably despotic inHtitution? would bo 
tho b08t. That is to say, the governinont of one or a few, possessed of 
groat experience, inftuoncod hy uniform principles, and baTiiig tlie con- 
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fidenco and Iong-cotitiiiu»(t attAdimeut of tlio people, vould be, simp]/' 
uonstdftrod, better thnii our coustiiit rotation in olSce, nur rarjrtn^' 
coiuisek. violent coalliuta, and party bgi^Jatiun. All those advantages, 
Lowaver, do wo giTC up ; alt tlies« evils do «c incur, for th« snko of se- 
curity against opprtasioa. Tlii* is tliu object — this stcurity — of all tliu 
circuiCuus and clumsy coutri»auco8 of a toprcscritative goTcniinciit. 
This 19 the object of general sutTrage. It ie sfciirity. It is not tint 
universal siiffrago bsat represeula or eijirBaaoa tlie nimrf tliat is iu s 
uouotry. It ii not that the many ari} more sagacious thin tbo hft, 
Nothiug can ha fiirtliicr li'oui tlic truth. TIiq ucoplc kiiuw uotlitcig va- 
luablo about many tilings of whicli tbi-y prett-na to judge, aud of which 
their party prejudices iniiku tJieui jml^ and sipoak g» couGdently. 
Their iffnorancft, iu fict, is onjio^ed as a sort of foil to the wcftpons of 
Eiuacily. If t!i« people could i^o clearly, aa the fow champions do that 
liold tliL'so wea|>aiia. aud if they could, jn conacqucuco, bo Diarsliallod 
into pai'tiea, atieording to that clear perception of selfish olyctts and 
party intoR'Kts, it would be (;ir more ilfliigt-roLi thau for niassos of tham 
llindty to dash againat each oilier, as thoy do uow — breaking thnir own 
fui-ue, and brealuu;^ iu, with bluudoring tntorferouoo, upou the ambitious 
plana of their loadiTs. I repeat it — tho popular mass, instead of poa- 
ttussing all the sajraLnty iu the couiitiy, throws itself upon the rcry Mg* 
of a eaganity that it doon not pen^mve: &nd the offoot, I admit, in it 
flog and blunt thn sword that might otlierwiso pierce the very hoBom of 
tlio ropublic ; but ani^thcr etl'ect, no less certaiu, is, that the popuUhT 
mans iiomcj avay wounded and Uftidiug froai tbt; contest. Duoa tlit^ 
asKortion neodaoy far-futchud prntii'? Du th« ptjoplo of our country iietui 
to havo it proved to them, that they oftou are auffoiiuw from thru^bt and 
lI'.i»-5 given to tlieio, in the sharp aud reoUess conteets of tho f«w ? 

It m/ir bo thought that those faot^ and enggofltions are at war wiUi 
my Icadnig obsen-atina — vh. thai nnthiiig is more to be dreadod. thaa 
Ibo nubjtiction of tho best iniods in tlie aouuti'y to the worst — of tlio fow 
to t}io many. But lot it bo observed, tluit thi^ is a qiiestinn nlxiut di>- 
grocs. To a certain exteut it is doeirablo that the many ahould have a 
control ovor tho fow. It ia dcfirabk that tho many bhould influcncu 
tho ft-w. but it it) nut d(<str.Lblu tbat it should (ui»lavu thoni. Sub»or- 
viotii;y I pi-otost ftguiusl. not di-forcuce to tho piiopU). The Littnr it jimt 
and rcasfjnahlo, and safe for both parties. The former, tho anbjoctioa 
of a euporior mind to popular coutiol. only makos itn eajfa^nty mora 
danzurous, It ia still nonu tho lens ^olliab for the subjoctiuu, and nouo 
tho li)H.4 has \t* fti^lfiMb ainm: and the people, by fii^hiviug. havft not 
woakoned. Ijul only dogra^lod it. Aud from the action of such a miud. 
tho people mu^t expect ovouUially to saltbr more tlian. front one li«ld in 
\a«», but lawful restraint. 

It wxt nut. liuwuver. to pnliliual rttlalions tliat I intondod to apply tlie 
obaerT»tiou I have made on tlie danger of such a Biihsorrieucy. Tlio 
eainu tiling csiats, and is, perhaps, no Icsh tubu rt>grott«d. in IJie rcligioun 
vorM. It is a fact, which can have cwnped none but tho dullest ob- 
eerver. that tlirtiu^huut our whwlo country, and iu overy parltLuIar 
sociv tlio maiit iHiltivutiMl aud intclli;^e[it minds aro jtoneraily Ulo most 
lik-ral luindt. Thvy sra tho iiio^t libii'al with regard to thu couipara- 
lire nnimpiirtanoo of tho diDoronccs of nliiiiou.s opinion — tho most lioeral 
in tlie extension of llirtr charity to di9ering twis — tho ni09l Itboral, 
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withrml beinp giiilfj' of utidno liccnso, iu tlioir ppadinp, their convena- 
tiuti. their liabits, and luaiinuris; tbv moit liberal in ttic coustructioa 
ihity pat ti[KiTi wliat wo to tw coiiMJisred M lawful and proper recrva- 
tioiii'. It is Willi tiiown tliat there is sutli nclasit of pcraoiiE in nrory 
religious dfiiotn illation, wlio look with dii<trni>L <ir dtitlike upon all tlie 
( xtr&v:L;;ftnt roligioua itieasureB and pi-ojectii, tuid the faiinticu a]>iiiions, 

»lhat provaii around thtm. 
Nww wh»t is t'flc poE^itioQ wliicli this cln.*» of pcnonK occupies in the 
rtligiouBcotniniinitirf It ia arrlualljr an isola.ted pueition. It is cou- 
Birtictiwlv ft position of subeervieiifj. They eicrf, no iufluciice, tlioy 
tnko no part against tliosa things of wlil«h they disapprove. Thev seek 

tttf pasa quietlj tbrougL tiie iForid. They tiJio care to otfeml as little as 
possiMo the iidigiou?pri*judites of their timCH, Thej givo up to thnso 
prpjiiJices a part of tlitiir libpity ; thcjr «»e another part of iC, ilh pri- 
vntfily anil nnobtrusiveiy aa they can. Tliey tliink itiat many thiiiM 
around thorn aro wrong ; nny, there (ire not a few among thcim, who 
eometimM exprees a groat dread of tbo effects of tb« popular fiiinati4;ism ; 
but thrty *ay as little, they do as little aa possible, openly, to withstand 
thi« ftw«emng tide of popular opinions and prnctices. 

So fer 1 coiiceiso tfiat they are wrong od their part. But then they 
are tr«fttod in a maaner stifl more wrong. They lire nerer couBulted 
hy tho rrlijions comniniiitica around them. Upon the very points 
where their advice is most needed — nponiinefltioiiB of doubtful religion* 
viAdotn and propriely. aU resort to tliem is especially avoided. Thun. 
the influenoe of not a fow of the heat minds iu tho religious comiii unity, 
aud many of them interested in reli^^oa too. is coinpli?t«ly lost. Tliey 
do not like to intrude th^ir opinion uuaslied— tliuy do not like to go 
and speak in public meetings when they aiu not caUed. They are no' 
CtUod, tlieir opiuioTi is not asked ; and they >)ut loo naturally fold their 
arma — look on — critimao, with their friend, tlie bad mcasurGs or tho bad 
manners of the zealots — lament, by tlioir fii'c^iJo, that ri?hgiuD is to 
suffer so much from the moroseneas and folly of ita professed friends — 
and thiuk that this is all tbi+y have to do. 

Can society woU and safely go on, without all the light that is in it? 
Can it, without danger, eiclude from among its guiding lights t!ie htet 
minds that are in it? Why, there is enough of soW and tiultivatod 
lli<juj;ht among »s, if it coiild bo gathered from it? varioiis ri'ligious cir- 
cle!' into ono ma^ of pubLe opinion, if it eniild be indut^ed to speak out 
— there is enough, 1 eay, to hold in complete check all tlie religious 
pstravagnuce, fanati<.'isni, and asperity of the i;outUry. There is a body 
of men that can produce that state of modified and mitigated religious 
lion and action, which they profess to desire. How is it to bo 
ight strange that some parts of tho eountry aro overrun m-itb fana- 
ticism, if religion has been given into tlie hands of tho nuist iguomnt 
portion of the people? Shall we be told that it is an ti»plcas&nt thing 
to come out, and to he biow-hcutcn by the multitude, to bo rudely nc- 
sailed as the enemies of religion and of God. and, nerhapB, to sacrilico 
all chances of social and political advaiicemont? Then. I say. lot an 
trnplea-tant thing bo done. Is the religion, that ha« be«n eenled in tho 
blood of martyrs, to demand no sacri-^ces of tis? Nay, I say again, if 
martyrdom bo yet required in fidelity to tliia benign and abused taitb — 
tlienlct tL(!ii3 be raajtyrdoms!

But tltere aro no martyTdomn roquirod. There is notlinijf need»(l 
bat tbsi. wras truo, liberal, kind words be epokcn — fraukl^ and freely 
spoIfiMi, by «Tory refleotin^ mau aa lie sees occasion ; thac lie shrink oot 
UdoUy fr«iii lus respotiBilility, and his place in eoeiety, but speak 
plainly what he thinks of religion and religious measures, and I'etigiotM 
men ; and in Ami>r!ca, I verily beliero, i:^ a pt'opb tiiiit will fa(>ar. Alany 
a plaia, uiieduciilod, modest man, 1 am ponuaded, is waiting to bwir 
that ■word, from tliose to whom ho looka up as hating adrnntagcfi tupo- 
rior to hie own. Oura ia a country that ia wido awoko to improrenipnt. 
Our advancing aj-stcm of cJuraUon, our improving prison and peni- 
tentiary disciplins, our progress in rt'ligiou" sentiment (I mi-an clii» 
progress of all fleets), our iiit^reaaing charitahlo institn lions, our t*mpo- 
I'ance reform, ftll shov it. Th« country, I repeat, is wido awake to 
improToiaont. Are tht) authorized pioneers of this improTcniout seek- 
ing to lo^e themselves in the urowd? Are the larwfullendL-rsof tliolioKt 
cowering behind thi- very rear rank of the enemy? The eyttf* of tho 
world are upon u». There is no itrgumeut carried on in tlie Uld. World, 
concerning human rights, troo principles, the practicability and safety 
of reform — no, there is not a fireside argnraent here, but our countiy 
in present to oiTor her example and plead her cause. There is not a 
(jucittiou about our condition, but it is hero a party (question; and ws 
hav* defenders in this country, more zealons, more deeply interoBted, if 
posaiUe, than we arc oursolvOB. Heaven grant, that whilo wo hare 
champions in every nvilized country iu tho world, we may not wont 
leadors in onr own ; that while all lliis interest and sympathy are felt 
for ua in other coimtiiea, we may not want patiiotiam and public spirit, 
maniineflg, fidelity, piety, virtye, victory, at home!

Calais, August 22, 183.^. — The first thing? that made me feel I uttts 
ill Fnwu^e. wer« the chattering of the boatmen who took ns off from the 
steam- packet, and "siwre!" rolhng from tho tongue of the vexed diicf 
boatman, in the manner I have honrd descrthod, but could not well havo 
conccivudi without having heard tho tone of the la-'it eyllablc, actually 
thrillimg on tho tongue as it never doea in the protiimuiation of a 
foreigner. 

The next new and characteristif! objyuta that presented themselvai, U 
wo went up the quay, wore t!io fi« hwomou, or 6tb-girU rather — fbr they 
were all ^oung — coming duwu wilii their hiuoU ueto and uet frames on 
their shoulders, looking as ftout and resolute as men ; lironzed witli 
exposure to rain, and sun, and aea : their drass not cuuiing down to the 
kiioo, and tho ralf Iwlow, round nnd fuil ouough Vi move the envy of 
any " lean and slippered pantaloon." 
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Calais, and moat nf t)i« French tovnii of &ay nnta that wo passed 
Uiroi^ on the way to BilgLum, as 8t Omer, Lillo, •£:«. aru Kur- 
roun^d by two walls, with moats (now (iroiiied of tlicir wAtor) ar.d 
drawbridgca at the gat*is — which gates aho arc rfgulatlj- ahut STerj 
night, in eome of th« towna thifl is tlono at the inconveniently early 
boor of nine o'clock ; and uo one is «u%irijd ta pa«B ait«rwa:r(l. 

Let th« dwelli^ra in our free, seeuro, iiiiwallpd, iiiiffarrisoncd cities, 
think of it. You cuinot take a rido into tho country lioi-e but through 
tliCM jealously guarded gates, BuiTnunded witli caimoo, aud inflated by 
an idle, eipcuaive soldiery. You cannot take a journey here, but you 
most hATe a passport, and be vulijifcied to perpotuid iiitoiruptian and 
ezamiiUitioa. For my part, 1 could not breatlio freely iu these pri.ioa 
mti«a. Wiierever I went, I shcnuld feel ej if I walked iu fetttTs ; and 
wher«TCr I abode, as if 1 lived iu an eaomy's country. Aud yet such 
viU bv the state of tliiuga in our own country, if it is ever brokvii up 
into half a. dozen petty republics. 

The change in parsing from France to Belgium at Baisioux, just 
before entering Toumay. is very striking, altogethei: ia favour of Bel- 
gium OS to neatness, comfortable appearaJi<:e of living, and houads; 
though I tliought there waa lather a I'leraish heaviness aliout tho faces 
of Uie peoplo. neater and more comfortable as tbey were. 

Everywhere on the route, but espetially in Belgium, the women 
ewoud. to do a« much, and hard, and various work as tho mcu ; tli^y 
(ramp about in wooden shoes, wliieh adds a double appearance uf hoa- 
viaess to tlieir moveiuculs, aud almost of slavory to their condidon. 
The country is very rich aud well cultivated ; but it impressed me witJi 
a atrango feeling o£ melancholy all the irhile, lor there seemed nothing- 
in it hut toil and its truite: no iutelligonce :^{)pal'ouLly in tho gcDcriu 
ootrntonanee: no leisure, no agreeable- looking country houBes, or cot- 
tag«8 embowered with trees ; no gardens, with p«opIo walking or sitting 
in ihem; no persona having the air of gentlemen orladioa, riding or 
walking out as we entered or loft the villages and cities; and the cities 
and villages not wearing an inviting aspect — witli closo, narrow streets 
—irregular, old, obstinately fixed in stone against all improvement, and 
filled with men, womr^n. and children, without one being of attiactivo 
appearanco among them — abnost without one. 

Tbo country on the route ia reuiailuble for the long arQnucn of 
trees (elm. poplar, beech), all trimmed up so aa to be rery lofty, with- 
out any iinder branches. For m^iy miles together, tho road is lined 
on both sides with them ; and ranges of trft'?, lorming aqnarcd, triangles, 
and groves of parollol rows, are seen everywhere. It is doubtless a 
bod taste corned to such au extent ; and yet I think it might intcrmiii- 
gle with that variety of Kuglibli scenory. for which there is such a pas- 
sion in tliat connti^. 

Bkhsskls is a beautiful city, and the beauty in some parts ie in an 
ancient and striking fadhiou; u3 on tlie (jrand PUtfe, in which is tho 
Hotel do Ville, or Town House, a fine (lothic building, with the high- 
est tower, it is ^aid. in Em-ope. The cathedral is very large ; but tJia 
waftit of Gothic deeoratioos witbiu. and espcci;djy of the chisterod col- 
imin. instead of wtiich 13 a great uglv reuud coltmin, spoils tho intorier. 
Tho pnince of UiO Prince ot Orange is vci-y splendid ; beautiful floor.* of 
tes»eUat«d wood through tliv whole suite of apartmontCi rich marblo 
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vails, many fino p&intiiis:^ a.pparontIj — (<tao, pottciut of & female, by 
Luonordu Ja V'iiici, struck mu much)— but wu vcre not altoircd to pause 
Wforo ihetii, beiii|j; niarclifd tlirougli tho palace, a largt conij)aur of u», 
in Indian fllo, after having moccisins slipped nvrr cmr shooa, uiaC tlio 
floors miglit not bo tiijurod. Tha pork, on vhinh are situated iho 
palaces, aud nable ranges qI houses, is vcrr liuc ; and tJio Itonlcvaidti 
— »r rides and walka between rows of trees— surr on iitliiic the whole 
towTi, are sutli a chajm and glory of a thing in their way, as is not, that 
I know, to bo fouud aiiywhfre else in the world. 

From Brusicla, tbo lida to tlie field of Waterloo is through tho iMOd 
of HoLg'nT : a aobto forcat of be'evh-trces, tuto which the gulden beam* 
of the setting sun streamed, like tiie Light tbro'Ugh stained wiudowB iato 
a Gothic temple. 

We arrivea at th« fiehl of Waterloo, nine miles from Brttswb; 
after sunsfit. Wo ascondefl tho monnd raised in cominomoratiAn of 
the great ou^genieut of June ISth, 1SI>>. It ia two iiuudrcd fi^et 
high, and hn.s a nioimment on the sunuuit, consisting of a hiffh 
{xiduKtiil. v[i whiich ropoHcv? tlis British lion, a colossal Bgur« and finely 
exncut,(!d. From tins elevation, every point in tho position of Uio 
armit'a and the field of battle, is easily tomprebonded. It is now a 
ploughed field, with nnUiing rcmarkahte about it; but bare and naked 
as ills, of everything but the intoicat which the /jr/iat tn-.doti gives it. 
I would not but havo seen it. We desconded ana passud through the 
very centre of tho field — the road to Clanappe bading iu tlmt direction ; 
ye*, wo rode quietly through that poaci;ful Held, where, eighteen yeara 
ago, on a summor'H night — the annie muon shining that now lighted our 
way— thousands lay in the sleep of death, and tliou^ands more lifted up, 
on every side, faces marked witii the death-agony, and uttered wailing 
thit moaeured out tho long, long: hours of that dreadful nifht. As if 
to complete the ceutrost, ws heard the sound of a violin as we dreye off 
from the battle-field, and turning aside to the quarter from whence it 
L'Amo, obseiTed a dance before tlie door of one of llie cottages. 

At GonappB — a few miles distant — boneath tho window of the cham- 
ber whore I slept, was tho street whore the retreating French raised 
the Ukst barrier against the purKuing Pi'usniati:! anil I3run?wiekers. 
Along that street sounded th(? fearful "Imrrabl" which, aa IVince 
Uluoher's repnrt saya, drove tlia paniti-slruck soldiers of Bonaparte from 
their po5t. By tbo eery window from which I looked, rusliod tlio 
furiuaa I'ruBsiaa cavalry, whii-'h swept away tlie feeble barricado Like 
chiiff; and on every stone of llmt pavement, hlood— human blood had 
flowed. Yet now, what bnt thiis* dread reeoUscticus tboniselves could 
be more thrilling than tha awful stillness, the deep repose which eottlw J 
■down upon that fearful spot — the nioonbe&ma falling upon tbo nlont 
walb, and upon pavomonts which no footstep diutmbed, and rooming 
to roiiSL-crate all nature to prayor and love, not to wnitii and ile.-triictiou. 

Auffiui 2li. — Our r'tfla to*dity, e(.poci[dJy down tho Meuse from 
Xaniur to Liego, has bopn delightful ; the road smooth and k-vvl ; on 
the right tho Mouao, on tho left, a constant Buccosaion of cliff*, wanting 
only tlio ivy to make thctu almost as beautiful as the clifTn uf Uerby- 
sliire in niigtaiiti Some of tho hiU«. t^jo. were covered with vuioyariU, 
and oi] tho meadow h:inkfi of the Meu.>io were the fLiie^t orchards of 
apple, p?ar, and plum tree*, that I ever saw. 
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IttTTt on Uio route, is boautifuUj aiLiiatud, aiid iU citadel, w1iio!i we 
naitad, scenici], to my iuexpfirieuced eye, a nCiijieiitloiiM work. It ii 
built oo a hiU, aoil its t>a.ttleiiieiita rise seven hundred fe<et atiavo llto 
itmcta of the town. Tho work is vvrj maggivu, and tiio careraoiu 
deptijs to ffliti-li we doscctidod within, ga.ro me a ncv itloa vf the mag- 
niuido aiid strength of a luiliUu'.v forlretii*, 

Iiidvfd tliift wholo comitr/, and especially almost pvcry oitjr and town, 
gurrouadod unth gtiijicndims walls, uiid di'l't^ndcd hy gnt^)^, which are 
m&aned with soIdierB, constantly rcniiml you cf war — irimntiintly ttiUyoii 
thai Europe Las bwn a L>atUo-titld for agi-f, and tliat her princvs and 
pott'Qtatcs peqictuall/ stand upiin their ^uard for tlie iiKniieiiil. wfanii it 
ulioll become so again. Wuulduot altciug wW hadncver h^ard nf war, 
nor of itii munitions, nor of the jiassinns thnt miuistereil to it — vhosav 
himself sniTounded at evciy step with citntlela and batthnncnta, qnd 
guns and swords, and meu d.otLed m tht> panoply of baEllc — would 
te not tliiiik lie waa travelling through a country of domon&? If lie 
were acqaainted with tlie spirit of Christianity, inortover. Iiow would 
he btjartouishod to find these were called Cftmd'on uountrtos, and their 
kings " tn<iit Christian majcstiosr' 

The drive fruiti Liegt^ to Aix la Cbapelle presents notLing of inttrcat, 
but the surjtrising chaiigo from inimoiisa opeu fields, wiihoul any en- 
dosarc^ which have surrounded us all the way from Calais, to a uouu- 
try very muuh rostimhliiij; Englaoil; full of cJoscb and hedges in all 
dircvtious. It seems to mc tliat tiiesu fuddett chuiijjes iu paiisiiig tJirough 
llio NLinu coutilry, trvm one modu of <;ulLiTaUou, huildiitg, and living, 
to aiiuClier ; fruui one stil vi usages and fasliioiis to another, from ono 
form and charaL-tcr of countunaucos to another, must show that th<ira is 
by no niuaus so ficc an inteTcourse, nor so activo an intelligence abroad 
■moag tlio pcojdo, as iu our country. And indeed tlm people generally 
^ipoar to me to have rather a stolid aspect. They generally loolc mora 
contented than our people. It would seem frem appearanros as if there 
could not bo mueh want among them ; and yot thovo aro many beggars. 
There in not tho Mutimunt of sliujuu about begging thut thtro would bo 
with US. Beggar boys and giils, very comfortably clad ton. will join 
tlio carriage and run alon^, singing out in a plaintive tone, " Un sous, 
mou«tonr. pour t-iiarite;" appartiutly ea]<'idutiiig tliat importunity will 
sucMed, though all other appeals Jail. There U certainly eometluEg 
yory lanthing in tlie Kinea of tho Kivuch tongue. I have et'liloin tVit 
aiiytbiiig of tliia sort moii; tliau llio plea of a poor fc'llow I met iu I.irh- 
field (l!ng,) I said to him. for ho was a young man. ■■ Vou look aa 
if you could work." Ho swmcd to undorstund my objection, aiul 1 am 
euro he annihilated it, as, tho tears coming to bis eyvs, he said, " Jo 
suis ctnuuger, pauvre, midade." And yet whu.t to do, one kuowd ui.it; 
for this indiscriminate giving must bo bad; and this unscrupulous ask- 
ing and clamoroui; impurtutiity are shocking. 

All i-A CuArELLE, UiP birth and fcurial place of Charlcraagno, tho 
corouatioD city irf tiftylivc cmpci'ors, the sc^ne of important treaties, 
uui) of congi'fiteea of natiuni>, is indebted for its ditof intorcBt with tin) 
•traiigcr to historical associations; for the town is not at all agroealJc: 
lite Riroots art! uarrrnw. and t.lio boases gouurnlly ordinary, 'I hero is a 
fine promenade, however, on the road coming towards LVdogno. Tho 
eatlicdr^l was commenced ly Charletuagiie, Tho Town llvuse, origt- 
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nallj a palace, anfl Charlemagne's birtliplaci-, \« buill on the rnins of 
an old Roman t^a^tle, and hna oiio towor stnndijig, called (irantis, vhicli 
appears to be of Koman origin. 

rhff cplobratwil apriiiKs toro are bo strongly improEiiAted with ml- 
phiir. wliicli (jiiulity Jfriycs an iiirreasod pungoucy from ttcir Iicat, 
tliat I fiiiind it would tak<> moTB than one Any to li^ani to drink thoin. 
Bathing in them ia mucli moro practiiraWe, and alto^tliftr {deaisAot 
The wbolo air of tlio city ia tainted with tho eiucU t>{ WinuVoae, at 
timoa: it was so ou tho morning whoQ wo ciuuo «ut. Aii la CbapoUe 
liu0 thirty-tliree thousand inhabitants. 

Coi-OOKE — from Colonia Agrijipina. a Romnn colony — ii qaiffl supe- 
rior to most of the iw(^i(>ud-rate cuiitiiitiital towns of l^nropo. The re- 
mains of tho Rumau power arc spread through all this country. 

Tho church of St. Mai'y nf the Capital wa.t built by llBctrudc, wife 
of Pepin, and^motlier of Charles Mattel ; and iu the convent adjoining 
and belnnging to it, Mary de Mudici passed in raisoiy the last tnomentfi 
of her hfo. Tho liouxo whoro «li« died ia ehown. It is the earns in 
which Rube[i3 vnu^ bom. 

In the church of St. Peter is a painting cf the Crucilisioa of Peter 
by Rubens, whith is considered aii one of his maeterpiecea, and i* cer- 
taiidy very eipressivo. Tho countenanco of Pettfr. cruuiBed, according 
to tradition, with his head downward, expresaos citrcmo aeony. The 
facoa of tho esocutiouei-s — of oue driving the nail tliruiif^ti th« foot, full 
of intense and most malignant emotion: of another lonking np with 
the air of a connoiBsetir at the operation, as if it were only nailing one 
piece of wood to aTiother — and 80 of the others, ar« vory cWacttiriBtio, 
and powerfully drawu. 

But nothing here ha? struck mo so mnch as tho cathedral, planned 
by Ai'chbi«hop Kngelberg, and commenced in 1248, It i« yet lui- 
f niglicd, though tlie worlt is going forward. It is a OotUir building of 
immcnae size, largor and higher than tho York Minster; and wore the 

SoportioBH aa purfect, it would, whon tinished, surpafs tho inina(<ir. 
ut it fic-cinud Lu me that the volumns were too small fur iho height. 
and I should doui)t if the widtl] weie »uMcienC to make a juiit propor- 
tion. Tliis, howL'ver, does not apply to the towers, of which the one 
that is lii^host, though not completed, is a thing eo glonouE and beau- 
tiful, that it makes ono aigh to gaxc upon it. 

Boss, Aiff/ust 30 — a pU-asaiU town of twelve thousand intialntauts. 
We vi.iited tho iraiTcrsity, sa,w tho library— of ninety thousand volumes 
— and the muaoum of antiquities. Tim most int«rPHting are tho Koman 
antiqmtioii ; lamps, cuhnary vowels, funereal tablets, urns — with tlio 
aeliea and houuA yi-t iu tbem, and ult^^r'^, dug up on ttiu Ijonks of ttM 
Rhino, and ciiiefly in tho vinnity of Cologne .-ind Bonn. Little glass 
vials were ehown us, said to ho used hy Ihe Komsin ladios to receive 
tho tears of their lamentation for iho dead. The inscriptions upon 
many of tho tablcta are very distiuet, though from tlio aLbroviiitioiit 
uAed ill suuli casofl, it wnald rei^uira Aome tinin to tifiell tlirni out, Thus 
has the sheltering bosom of mother earth protected monuniput-d insorlp- 
ttons and records, which wind and raiti wuidd hnvn worn out ntid erasoil 
ngoii Ki^; and after eighteen centurio.4, tho nnmos: whic-h thoite who 
li)v«d tuem strove to perpetuate, are read by the iuhabitanta of a theu 
unknown wurld. Indccfl tho Roman pawor boa driven its pbnghahare 
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lirongb tlie whole ralley at th« Rhine, ami iu ninniiiDeiiU lie m deep. 
tiiat it is not till recently that man; of tliem have beeii dug up and 
bronght to light.

We introduced ourselvce to Professor A. W, S^httgel, who answered 
manj inquirice about th« state of things in Pruseiti — property, tdura- 
tawn. tilt! army, &c. — oH in a toiio of great admiration for tliv'ir govern- 
ment aad inptimiioiis. In speaking of Goetlio, he said, "We consider 
him the groatoBt poet of tlio age." 

Afi to Uie ctato of things in Prussia, appcaiances ia th« village$ we 
haro passed through are certainly very bad. The housos arc poor, tho 
strcstJ) veri filthy, and tht- people look miiterably. Hampaits, battlv- 
tnents, soloiers, appear everywhere, and evorythiug lookt like a niilitai7 
de^tism. 

Sut another and more powerful army is ftrieing in Prussia ; and ita 
epitiading teotii ar« the achoolhouaes of the lurnl. PruHsia hme established 
perhaps the most perfect systom of pt-pular edacationin the world. At 
least, it appears so on paper; 1 hayo some doubtfi whether its working 
U to produce as much ialolligciicc as our own. Ite patron and prcTider 
is the ^remmcut ; and Lento all tho machinery is likt^ly to he more 
pfrfucU But whether the rosuU is likely to be as good as in schools 
wliiuli are the objects of voluntary individual support and a£foi;tion 
amons tlie people, is the questiun. 

Stifl, howover, be all praiee given to tlie Pnisaian system. Whether 
its formera huve their eyos open to tho iuevitahlc result ; whether they 
suApcut that they are depositing an element in the popular bosom wliicn 
wiQ yet shake tlie fuuRilatlona of the goveriimeut, may well admit of 
more than a doubt. But that a piwple really educated will long endure 
tho cnishiug weight of the Prussian military establisbment — that tboy 
will doom tlieniaolves, and their wives, and daughters, to sueh uimlluvi' 
ated toil as lays its burden upon every limb and feature around mo — 
that an enlightened population of thirteen or fourteen millions will oon- 
soul to support nearly two hundred thouaand regular troops, b&sidee 
traiuing mure than throe hundred thousand militia, is what so peraoo 
who baA studied tho tendencies of modem intelligenco and consequent 
freedom, can believe, lleligiou may he iutroduced into the system, as 
it is wuU intruducei] into that of Prussia; and tlio pobticiau may luolc 
apon it aa a useful inatrumont to sustain the ayalem, or to count^rrad 
ite teudi-nciee : but the issue le as inevitable as the principles of human 
nature are certain, 

Mayksce. — ThUv.illej of tlie Rhiiie is, indeed, a glorious thing. It 
is nil tiuit I cspocled; it is more. TUo oiitiro route from Bonn to 
Majonce is, as it wei'O, through a grand gallery of tho most strikiag 
objects, in the departmeuts both of scenery and antiquities. Tho eye 
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ifi a1»oliitftly aatiatcti witli tnajiestic old ruins; tlio imn^nfltion [g 
woiiriej out with calling up the sceues of hietorj' aiirl nuiuinci?, ]Miace 
and wnr. life and deatli, that have passed in tliora; ouo is exhaustM 
iuid pariUj'zed bj Ui« l>urdeu au<l preiiEure of \m thougbte and fvL-liiig» ; 
a day in riding through these ficonCH ia as if one listened all (lay to 
iii»])iring 3Jid tiirillitijj music ; hia mui^ing^ are all sighing*, siid u^ru- 
tioiiK, anil pi-ajors; at every luni of tho eye. be can scarcely reprOM 
hi* toars. The memorieit of a thousand years are around him at every 
dtci). At almo3t every great opening in the view of the banks of tho 
Khiuo, stupendous hattlomonts auci iuwei-s risi-, from eiinimit to sum- 
mit. and upon one inJM;cel*>^ilJl« crag aft«r another — twentjr or thirty 
ill number, during the two davs' ridii — all, save one, in rums: almoKt 
all, with one jraui tower in tlie cpiitre, so firmly built, that time has 
ficartcly touched it: all built evidently for dofoiico — npou hoijfhte so 
»U;cp and stupemioti?, that it nrn^l Iiave rf't]uiiod strong titiada to look 
down from their turrets and windows without shrinliirij. 

These objects ore indeed the mn.it striking: hut to uomplcte tlio 
view, tho hiUsare CTeryirhcro clothed irilb rineyards, the banks C7cry 
uow and then sproifl tiito little valleys, sometimes into broad onox, as 
in the Rhciiignu: and the uohle stream, varying iii width from ouo to 
two thonsand feet, enibosom§ many islauds. 

There is one thing to detract fr«m tho beauty of tlie Rhino, as ttoII 
ta of all tho other pnueil>[il rivers iu Europe that I have t^^n, and that 
in, that tho wutors are tiirhid — owing, doubtless, to the clayey noils 
through wliich they pass. Tliey axe of a whitish colour, and no sky, 
however pure its &iuxe, oou give them the riult hue of our Ameriuao 
stroame. 

In enteiing, at Dingen, t1io dueliv of Ilcsae Darmstadt to-dAy, it vai 
Rurioos a^iii to observe iho immediate change in houses, cnnntvnancni 
cireumstanvos, manners. Tii» frame houses, filled iu witli brick or 
othw materiahi, almost utiivei'sal in Prussia instantly and almoal com- 
pletely disappeai-; beggars gatlier around tho carriage again, and thij, 
too. though the country aj»poai"s inst as well off, and oven liotter; bo 
that tlure must bo a change of eduoation aud character to nooouut (or 
tills, or ehii of pohco. 

One thing in all these c-onntrie« very much attracts our notice. AU 
th« people, literally all, lire in crowded, and uio.itly dirty viUagOj. 
Among all these rich fii-lds and vino-cLid hills, so beautiful for conn try- 
WRt» and cottaRGs, there i« not one house— not one. There are no fiiio 
aentii in tho vii-inity of thi' lowna, willi a hllle more spai'.e ami dutiora- 
tion about tlw-m; but all h.-ibitatiftn is confined to the denso, compact, 
crowded villain. Thiji, doulitless, was originally owing to the ueccBsity 
of building for defoneo ; and now, if tho people had a taste for it, thoy 
are too jwor to build for pleajsuro, abitiail in tlio i-oniilry. 1 thoidd like 
to Ifivow wliftt t« tho efSot-.t of thiii viUa^o life upon society. Is it as 
pure? 1» it not more kind, more BOcial, leaa resoi-ved, less cold? 

Mayonco haa a very pretty entrance from the nortli, by a winding 
road through trees ; but the town itself hn-s very little attraction. To 
itit/ syaa, too, it i.* a very grievous anuuyanee, tlmt every fifth, literally 
every liftli man you meet, ia a soldier ; there being six tnouaand troopti 
quartered in » town of twenty-six thonsaud iahabitasts. 

Wo riaitml a gallery of puintiogs wliicli has avme original pieces by

llie olil man, tlie loTcliiiesa of the virgin, wero tiling* to dwell npnn 
r«r some moitieiitii at Iwut. A vltj boautiful old painting vl St. Ap- 
polloiiia, by Jltimiiiii'liiiiO! a "Lot and liis ] taughUrsi, " hy Mtchfw-I 
^Viigclo — tuu fire, eagurness, and fundiiess of iDtcixicntioii in tlie poor 
(•Id man, witli hia hand mit^t retailed towards tlie bowl— into whicli niio 
of the daugUtors is pouring wine — and the Iwauty of the daughters, arc 
the point* of attraclioii : nor is tUo appearaiicu of tho nutpoiired wiiio to 
bo forgotUfn. A "La Potit Josus,' Ly Jai'tjut'ii Joi-daii — i.<'. Jt^Aiin 
t<;u«:hitri; in the tuniplo — uotbiii^ ^uod but Uio appoaranco of iho Ji^w- 
t»h dotitors, aitd tliat was verj etrikiiig: some of tbcm in tbo culourtng 
of the flesh, by the b^o, siu^ulaily liko those heads of Jvw» hy Alutuu, 
(ixhibit«d a year or two ago at tbo Bostrm AlhoiiJeum, 

FajkSKPoiiT ON TUB Mit.vE 13 worthy of its old fame, of its hiatori- 
vnl asitociationH, aiid of lieiiig tbo seat of tlie (iermanic 1>ict. 8omo 
of tbo etreetA are gloriously ancient in their appcariuicf ; and tlio 
modoni ones have very good buildings, and all are voiy neat. There 
are fine weat*, too, in tlio eupirona, reminding u*, for the fti'st time. «f 
the aeigbbourbooda of our «wn citif e. Tlic walls, too. and fortifications, 
like those ot BruBsob, aro kvclled; but instead of bciu^ planted with 
regular row3 of treus, they are laid out in winding wains'!, intiJi^perBcd 
with shrubbery aud trees, The ratht'drul bi>re h a very ancientdookitig 
pile, and the tower with its pitmacIeB is vory grand ; Ibe style ptirc 
(TOthiu. Tlioro aro some old Iiou,:03 hero of a TOry oxtraordinajy op- 
pciaranre. Tlicy am vory amall on the grouud, nud nt tho sanio time 
very lofty : and being covered entirely, not oidy on tlia roof, but the 
fiideB. with ^mall, black, shiniug piecoa «f elate, they look like giants 
clad in ancient armour, 

U^iuittTADT — a beautiful town, with fine avenues iliroagli rows of 
linden trees, on tlie road to Mnyoncu, and nUo southward. The cluof 
attraction to us. Iiowever, was the gallery of pictures (six or eight hun- 
drt'd in lumibcr) in the palace of tliu Duke, of Ht-sso Darmatadt. Somo 
boa.utiful ruing and londaeapoe, by >^chouberger; two adniirnble inntcr 
pitfos, by Fosci; asLriking portrait, by LauturrD; animals, by Hnnv- 
dwr ; a St. John, by Corregio. By Titian, a '" Sleeping Venus"— the 
fsiee particularly — the Snsh, tbo fuhiess of deep sleep — the sonietliing 
almost liko delicate perspiration. Ity i'oniinichiuo, a "David and 
Nathan — Thou art the man!" — the prophet standiug abcvo tlie kin?, 
who .>ihrinks back in hie chair, with a fcar-strickm a^pwit — the prophet s 
dignity and fiied eye. Uy Ht^hmidt, a "Uiana and Nyitiphs bathing" 
— exquisite beauty of form and eoftne-se of outhne. " Adain and Kvo." 
also by Schmidt — (CJerman) — a paiutiug of great power. Adam and 
Etc arc Byiug from pnradi.'^c ; in the back grouud t!i« sky lowei-s with 
a tffmiMwt, and lightuing Uashea vengeance across the dark cloud. 
Adam s countenance and brow especially, are full of suppressed, sua- 
taiticd, and inauly aorrow ; Eve K-ans upon his breast, as tliey hurry 
along, vith her foice to the ground, aad with inch on expros&iou of fear 
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in tlie By« — of fear, not agonizing, hut clear, briglit. tpiritaetlf, sut>«] 
diiod, modest, fominiriE^, sis, I tbiuk, I can never furget. The contrast ' 
of mwilj sJreugt.h itud femfJe lo^eliuess, ia tlic pi«turfl, ie verj strHdag. 
But last and ^eato^t of idJ, is REtmbmiidb's portrait of Ilia eecond wire 
—so bca,iitifuil, ao natural, so spe&king, so IicaTenl^, id the espreftsion of j 
tiie bright, caJm, pure, and almost liniig e)-e, that I cotdd h&ve kneeled 
boftiro it as a Catlioliu tloen hatoK tbe Virgin Mary. 

llRtnEtHKHQ. — Tho situation very doliglitful, on the bankn of the 
K«ckar. The ruitte of tlio castle, on the hvow of tite hill aouthvard. 
arc mors beautiful far than any castellated ruin I have seon in Eng- 
land ; said Ij Schitibt^r's Gnide-Book t« be also tlie most b«tautifal m 
Germany. Tho walk are standing, in very good presflrvatiou, nndaro 
ornamented, I should jud£;«, with not lees tliaa eighty or cue huudrvd 
statues, also very perfuutly preeerved. Tlieae, with the niches and 
canopies, and tho wori in and oyer the winiJaws, t'jgother with manjr 
armorial bearing*, present a vast proporciou of sculpture, tliougli tlM 
building is not Gothic. An immensely deep Insse Burronnda tha 
caetio; there 13 a lino paved esplanade in front, and another behind iti 
liU'i out tritli walks, and embowered with trees; and the riev-K, np tba 
Nei'kar, tJirougli richly woodod and viuo->rlad hills, and dowmrnnl upou 
the town, and beyond, upon a broad and bonmlless plain, watered by 
tho saiQO river, also stretching towards tlie Ktune — are exoeodingly 
fine. 

HErrcNDSUi, on the rood from Darmstadt to Hddolberj^, is eita- 
ated amid very chai-miup scenery. I'be majestic rain of Starkeubur^ 
Caatle is on a neiglibourm? heiglit. At Bensbeim. not far from Uep- 
penhcim, wo saw, for the fii^t time in Europe, Indian com. 

OfFESSUBG, jS'cpicmBci- 5. — We are still m the valley of tha Rhine, 
though at some distance from the river. The scenery for tlie last day 
or two more resembles that of our Conuecticut river, tlian anything 
eUe; but Uio ruin of an old castle, now and then appearing on the 
uoighbouring bills, is a foa.tars which is never to app^^ar in tho land- 
Boapes of tlie Oonnocticut, The time of feudal sovereignties and 
castles Iiaa o^ono by in tho oivilixed world. Princely dwellings, indeed, 
arc built, and will lie built ; bat tliey are no loii^r perched upon almost 
inaccessible cra^ and mountaina, to bo fowakeu when tha timea of 
danger have passed away. The English castlos now in ruiu3 wore noti 
Luduetl, so inconyenieiiitly sltuateJ ; but still they were baill for lii^fenuoi 
and not fur comfurt, and have Iwen pven up, aa much from their in- 
convBuiencB as from thoir insecurity. We have been struck today with 
tho picturesque and almost fontastic dress of the people ; tlie men, and 
oven young men, with the immensely broad-brimmed hat, which appuurs 
in many of liombrandt's pictures, nnd tlie wouif^it showing a atagular 
passion for tbe colour of scarlet. The throng, gathered in the ruUf* 
inarkeUplaces, most of whom, by the byo, are women — they are tie 
Bellors in market — weo-rs an appearance as strange and bizarre oliaoftt 
as would an assembly of Turks. 

There is, in short, no business or labour, apparently, which Uio 
women of this country do not perform. In the morning, wu always 
meet p*at numbers of them, either going to the fields witti hoe wid 
ftliovcl lu lund. or to tho markets with tho tjasket of vegetables or fruit 
upon thoir heads. This toil and exposure boroarcs thorn of every 
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furaiutU^dtnU of porsou ; tliou^ti their couutenaiiccs are not uiianiiablci 
nor ntoitrafll'ar inorHi Umii itugljt be espeutetl iit iho cinmniniaiico*. 
We learn from the alteutive and acusihle k«(!|Mir of tlio Fortune Iloiel 
liore (to whom I comineiid all wt'arjr tia^ellera paasuig thrnngli Ofii'ti- 
burg), that woineu ns I'pigiiliirly lijru thtiinai-lvos mit to work in the 
ficlu, as mcu, and at ticiiriy l]io saioo price — biiiuj( *iglitcou aoua for 
tlic womi'u, auti tweut^-oiie soiia for t!io men, i>er tlay— tliey providing 
parily for tJiomsclTQs — f. «. tlity take soup for t>roak&st at home; 
tlieii" employer proTidi'S bread and it pint of wiiio lor their dinner, they 
ftddiiig mi'at aud ogga if thej choose ; and they exjiGct: supper ftom 
tlicir t*mploy«r. 

ViiiBSUEN, Septemher 6. — To-dn.y we liave boon paeein^ throngb 
the Black Forest; Ijj whidi in muatit. not a coutiuuuiu wood, nor a 
I«vt;I eountrj covDrerl with foi^st, hut a succession of hills, clothed with 
fir-trees priDcipaUy, and looking dark Ltiough justly to give iUi name to 
tluB tittusifc tract of country. Maiiy of tho«e hJlLi wtar a Biugular 
aspect; the foliago Iioiiife* hright and glofwy, as wiill as dark ; and the 
forms, bold aud hoautiful. The road, for thirty miles froia OfTenlmrg. 
Icadfi up a Kiiiall rlvur. and through a duli^htl'ui vallLiy. wiiich ovt'iitu- 
ally biwoin^a very piciture&jue and wild, ami vrry mufh lito what J 
exyocX in tho seeiiery of SwitaerUind. The tuhabitant!', too, wpar, I am 
told, tliv Swiss costume, aud build their housoa in tlio -Swifls fn^hion : 
the former, that is to hay, wearing large hats, and llio lattor an im. 
DQonse pent-hoiue roof, much in the samt' ityb*. They look — tho 
liou3»s — very coinfurublu, ttioiigli tliuy ntiisl bo very dark ; and arc 
dfrlightiuQy JcatteroJ up and down auion^ the hills and vaJlcys — a thing 
we mve scurcely seen before on our whuitt joutiicy ujiou the Ountineut. 

We saw a fuiioi-al prm-cssion to-day, of a very singular a])poftraQce. 
The oofiin — it was tliat of an infant — was borne by a woman, on her 
head. A boy came afior hur, with a cniitifix, bouml with ribbons and 
covei-cd witli flowora. 'Jhea followod a fw uieii, and a conbiderahle 
uumbc-r of women, walking two and two — Uio womou having black 
gimzQ oaps on their liviHi.'t. with a fringe of black liic*!. nearly covurLiig 
the foreheail. and singing a low funereal cbsnt. 

With rpyard to llmsu largo proj«ftiiig roofs of the hoiiBos, and indeed 
the whole style of tbom — foi" they t]uite cf>minordy eiabraco domivtlo, 
etubto, woocUiuudc, uarthouao, aud buiu, all uudor one roof — 1 couuot 
help ngniu remarking how suddenly, just in insaiag from one TiUoflo 
to auollier, tliis new scene prfseutiscl itself. CortaiiJy, these people 
cannot be like mir uountrymen; who, if ihoy are about to Isuild a hinise, 
er to do anything else, objiorve, as they pass through the country, how 
Ollivm are aoing, and what improTomcnCs mo to be made. Tho roeult, 
among em, ia a great deal of variety, and a tontinual progroiii^. But 
tli« people here, either never travel, or they never tliink — never observe 
anything; el^e it would hu impossible lor theui to HOttle down, each 
rillagB for itseU^ into this iinbroken uniformity. And, indn'cd, they 
havo nothing Like the look of intelligence, of olvrtnesB and inquisitiyeuesfi 
of mind, that arc seen iu Amvrica.

To-oaj ie i>-an(ia.y, and we ore resting at this ploco. Tbo Sabb&tb, 
all oTer tLo ooutiubot of Europe, it ia well kiiowu, is partly a holiday, 
I confess tliat I w&i cxlivmiAy desirous of obsGrving what wafl tJte 
cbara«ter and efEeut of tliis holiday; what kind of relaiatiou was 
nonnittfld by He usagfls of the European churches, both Cntliolic and 
Proteetaot, on Sunilny. I iivl atttii^^ipntdil gotn<t modification of tl)4 
conunou holiday. I had Uiought it likelv, that ruUxatiun for ono part 
of the duy, couuected with roLgious «er7ic«Bon the otlier. wouM possess 
a character of unusual decorum. And in this I am nol disanjjointud, 
unless it bo, tliut I find everywhoro, tii all the viilagea and citiea TbiQli 
I hftve had an opportunity of observing on Sunday, 4 quietness au4 
deixirum quito twjond my expectation. The popuiatioa is all abroad, 
indeed, aSlex the hours of divine service, in the streets and the puhtiu 
pluueit ; but it tiL-onia to siifEue tlin peojile to ta.k« a i^uiet waJk with 
their fomilieg : and tli<?ru is a romarkablo restraint among the multitudu 
upon ail noiso, loud talking, and Jauglttor. 

1 statv thu fJKt as it is, and as a matter, certainly, of gratifyinff iu- 
formation. But I cauuot conceal that it ^iresents to me a very sonoui 
quoatiou. And the qne*tiou ia, Iiow far it is dosirablo that our Sal>- 
batli.kflpping ehould parUtke of the European charauter. There i* 
much, douhUoi^. to be objected o^inst tho Eurepcnn mode. Tho day 
MOODU to bo entirely spent in public — in public woiabip. or lu the puhhu 
walk)). It Heenis to have no distinct uioral ubjoct witli tho people 
around me. Now this is what, above all things, I would HOcure. lint 
wlietber the ol^ect is best souureLl by tho views and uanges tliat prevail 
among \t» ill the «|iiGstion. 

Wo ou^ht, on thia subject, to look at thegenersJ priudplus on wUivb 
timo id to bo used to tlio be»t acvoimt : or on Thii^h, in othr^r words, 
time ifi to Iw e]ev<itfd arid hallowed to roligioua osua. Suppose I wiih 
to avt apart dny to any intellectual or moral use. How itliiill I best 
arrange hi Aud here let niu Kav, that I know of nuUiing in tlie 
Seripturw tliat forbids tbo apphcatjon of such goiioral n^fuoning. To 
•anutify a day is, to »l tt apart for a ivltgioud pui-posc; and Ute (|UM- 
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tton i«. hoK is tJmt parpof* to be best sBcomplished ? Nnw I say, that 
if I were to arrange llie emjiloynimit* <if aiij da/, in order to turn it* 
Iiours to the greatest atrt>iint for my mind or heart, I xtioutit iii>t dovotfl 
al[ it« lioiirs to stndj, ri-inliiiif. inMilatioii, or prayer. That is to say, 
in Other words, I must givo wmo of its hours to r(>l&xatiDii. Add tljia 
» what au7 man dooa of uccL'ssit;, let liia creed or system bo what it 
wUL 

So tliat the only question iff. what styrt of relaxation a man shall give 
him««If. ShoJ] it bo taken within doors, «r abroad ^ Shnll a man »it 
domi in a sort of superstitious 5tup<>r, as tltinkiug that tlierv is eome- 
thin? in gloom and auliie^ tliat ie poculiarly acceptable to lieavoa ? or 
sliuli Iiu go fortib nnder tliv o^n sky, and amid tbe fri^sh breezes? 
Shall he sleep awar some hours of the dav, or sjiond them in easy vou- 
Tenation ana ussfiu oxeriritie? VVhicb mo(fL<of r^ifaxntioii— for rematioii 
them must be — will bo mo^t favourable to liealtl), to oheerfulnesg, and 
til a^eeahlp asaoi^iiitinus -rith the aabbatli? 

Uui it may be said, that it is dangnrous to depart from the old 
strictness, and that the people will gofastenougbandfarenougb, with- 
out being ULdpDd on in tlioir uniirse. I grant tfiat thoru is danger 
snsiHff frcnm th« bonui.Uusa freedom of tlio comilry. I certainly fear 
that the iuuctcout rclujiatious of tho Sabbatli might go to exisHss and 
dmrder, But may ye not bopu, that an iuUtUigcnt and wbukvrjmo 

C' lie npinion is to lav restraints as effectnal as bayonets and a police i 
idee, tiio dan^r oxiate, whether wo disi'UBs thv subjei^t or not. la 
n not hotter to tnlco the rrgbt and tenable ground at once, than to tako 
a wrong ground which i? continually sliiljiig betieatb our feet, and 
tiearing us and every thiug l'Uc with it* Yet more: licentiousness is not 
the only danger. There is danger iu bomlage. too, ^or what, I ask, 
is tho uflfotrt and result of the old atriittnosa? Somp, it makes dcmuro 
and (rnperstttiou-s on Hunday; others, it makes rmkless. Tlipy take 
eroater libartioa w'llh the day than tho most of those who make it a 
oolidny in Europe! They ride, they travel, they labnar, Hiej haaut 
taferiut, thflj fugago in bunting auii Jisbing, they write letters of busi- 
ness ; thoy Kannot banish the spirit of buMntrss «v<>n from oao day out 
of aoTon. Mnny, and espocialiv of the youug, are perhaps stiU mora 
injurvd by the old stricfjiess. Thoy dishke the Sabbath. Tliey dread 
its apprnruib; tliey are glad when it U gone. A it J as the Sabbath is 
moat closely asaociated with religion. tb(iy come to gat repulsive ideai 
of religion itself. It is a glouiny thing; it is a superstition; it is a 
peculiarity; it is a bondage. It ia aomcthiiig to bo endured; it is 
somotbing to bo sighed about, rathf^r tbau ai;t(]d upon; and tbe result 
is, that it exerts no genial, uu wvlcnme, no tiiorowgb uor permaiiont 
inftuent-c upon the hoart. In short. fiJao views of the Sabbath aro 
aiiswDrablo for no small portion of tliat host of dreadful [wpular errors 
whieh dtfform Christianity, degrade its disciples, cut oif from tito 
world 60 many Boureoa of happiness, and open, in the very bosom of 
life, ao many fountains of nadjiofs, dcjoctioit, and misery, 

<)u tilt; wlnile, as a iabbatariau, I am iniJinod to be at once very 
»trii:t and very liberal, I woiild Lave a more practical and pious use 
modo of the day, than is roiumoii with uh, I would have as many 
boars devoted to public wor3hip and to priTat.o reading and mediution. 
a« can proEtably be givoa. The right ground oa this enbjoct swma t*

me tc be high g'l'ouiid. Ny Lvunt in t!ic year eboiJiJ hu moru busy, mnre 
absorbing, mora sw^rcd to fifort and improvement, than Salihatli Iionr«. 
No hours ia tlm mercliant's couutiiig-rooin, or at the student*!* desk, 
should bo more earnestly dovol^d. But tliis doue, I woidd giro tlio ut- 
munt froodom lo all innocent, dpcorou^, and quiot relaxation. 1 1}«IiorO 
that this dispositioa of time would srivs us a day far moro interOBting, 
uteful. and liappy. I am persuaJeil. that this spreading of auperstiu- 
ous rastrmnts orer the wh(de day. tcnilB at oni;o to weaken the springs 
of those I'eliyious oxercises, and of thonu rocrt^ative, Bocial, anil domestis 
enjovments, for which it was aiilce thoiigli not erjiialLy ordained. 

There is an air about the j^eojde at Scbaflfhauacu that pleases me 
mora than anything i hiivtj seen ou tho Contiuent. Wo meet Tjright, 
iutoUigent facas every whoro ; the penple appear mora chocrful ; we hear 
lauchter oftener ; the childriin look hanpiov ; we see groups of tliem, 
and thoy havo books In tbdr liaiid^, ana are well dressed and neat. In 
tho houses, too, we seo people at the oimn wiadowa: tboro ia not that 
dreadfid s^litarinesB Ji.ud seclusiou that appear in the bettor claw oE 
hfluses. throughout most of the continental i^itiea. Indeed, where ths 
betttir sort of peihple — the people of condition, or loarniii^, or wealth. 
or leisure, or taste — are, in tlioso countries, I cannot devise. F*w 
«quipago3, no 8auiit«r(ir5, no fashionable or i;outciuplativo walkers, no 
riuera out — nothing, or noarly nothing, of all thia, which is so corainunl/ 
seen in and near all our Americau cities and villages, appears here. 
The toiliug multitude — nieo with sober brow, women with factia 
weather-beaten and sliorn of ovary fomir.ini' grace, dull children, or tho 
Starched, stupid, or fierce-loo kiiig^ sohUor — this is !ilmo8t the outire popu- 
lation that meets I.I10 rye of tho traveUur. Now tliere must, of course, 
bo other people ; but tlicy must be few. aaJ tlieii- habit-H secluded. 

In speaking of tho general air of tlio people, I should not foi-get th» 
eitrerae courtesy that porva^Ies all i?lnsses, and especiallr the lowor 
clusaos. No one of thoso ever speaks to you without touuhiug liis list. 
Tho very grooma and horsoboya never forget this. If they Lave ne 
liat. they put their hand wh<?re the hat should bo. The common peo- 
ple, too, as we pass them, really tjix our coiirU'sy. uideRg we would con- 
sent to be outdone in politeness. At the hotels, too, landlords, wuitera, 
Talots, are all at jour service : jo« aro assisted out of your corriiigei 
you are ushered into your room with a bow; yon havediuuer auuouucoti 
with a how ; every oue of the limbs and sonsc* of those around you is 
at your biddins — is alert and mstinct with ohodJeuce— is ready to >ay, 
if it could speak, " Oui, mouaieur." This, to be .sure, is, at the Uotefe, 
partly mercenary ; bnt it belongs iu part, alao, to the general maiuwrrs 
of the people. 

The fa>mon of salutation ou tlie Contiuont ie always to take off the 
liiit; and this is dftne uot to superiors alone, but among th« country 
people, fi'om one to another, foimtantly, I wi«Ii it wviv the faiihion 
everywhoro. Our mannorsi in Amoiiea are too brief, ^jlf, and hoBty. 
Our "no" uid "yeo" are very short words; antt rf we ndd "Btr" 
to bheni. t.hat again is an unfortunato mviiuEjrllahlu ; and the wkole to- 
tercourse. I mean the out-of-flonr intei-cnursf. of onr j)eoi>le. seems to 
me, compared with what 1 see hero, menosylhtbic. linef. ami ungraid- 
ous. Is It faauifid to Kuppodo that doiiiiithing of tbix dopeuda on tlia 
■very worda of saLutatiou, with wliittb different languages provide usf

disadvantage. Wh«n a nmn horo mocts tii^ fRlltiw-lahnurcrB in llifl 
nuHiung', lie Mj^, " Bou jour, meaBietire," and has time, wliiic ho i» 
sayiug it, to take off bis hat to lus uoighbuurs. It is n }ruod and kind 
begbmiDe of tho labours of tli« day : tlnTe is soinetliing itlnuiBt iiouvtl;? 
iu it. What a contrast to the manner with which you may often too a 
man meet his neighhour, in onu of our New England viUiigus. " Morn. 
Uig!" ho says — I snjvpose he means, " Good mtiruin^, sii'," nr " tiood 
momiiig." at leaet-— but lio says, "Moruiu^'" — but half raiaiug bis 
cnva, perb&|>s, incivility, fi'om the ground — and hia hat as fast upon 
his hflout &s if he had wrn it all night. Ask a man liere if ho known 
th« vay to a cerrjLin [tinop, and if Iio does not know, as it is very 
likely be will not, he ha^. at least, the grace of manner to make hui 
igncraucD agivcable — which is mote than you oau hbj of many pOoplo's 
knovludvu. " Non, monsieur, uardonnez, " ho eays, and takes olf his 
hat In America, a man would often answer your (|UQstion with a 
" No, Eir," or, " So. I don't, "and turn upon his huol, 

I b^ve that utility and philosophy have mnrfi to do with thow 
UoDgs than wo may imagine. TiiC manncia of Ufa ai-e the chief lau- 
gunga of it;^ aAoctiotiij. If that Inng'uage ho ahviipt and har^h, tbcro is 
Bome danger tliat the affuction^ m:iy take their touo from it. Mauuorit 
infiK^t thri mind. And the mind of an ill-lrcd peoplo in likely, at 
length, to Iwcome coarso and degraded. Thore ia a morality in etroot 
BalutatioitE, And I have oftcu thought, that a mau of a harab and re- 
pubivo domeauoar might give more pain, as he passed through tlio 
street to his homo, than he could give ploasure or uo good, if, when he 
nriived thore, he ahould diatrihnto tL« most liberal alms. 

Are not the manners of our pcoplo becoming loss conrteouB? Are 
they not 1«£6 BO tiian they wero fifty years iigc? Wliou we G)>eak of 
the " maniiera of the old sdiool." do we not imply this? Must repub- 
lican institutions always be fouud hostile to tlie gracefulueBs aud reflue. 
* merit of lil'e* I do not heliova it And yet much ia to be done and 
taught among us. We do ciooedingly want some Censor morum, soino

The Falls of the Khine are three miles below Sthalfliauaen. They 
are glorious and bL^autifuI; but who shall (loscrihe a waterfall? Evt^ry 
{lartiule a liring thing: a whole mighty rirer hurled, amid tL« thun. 
^_ dors of its descent, into apray aud foam — thi» drifted snow not wLibor 
^p nor lighter — and, indeed, if mighty snow-bauhs wore, in suL-ce.«io», 
^^ driven by a swoeiiing storm over a pre<-'ipico seventy feet high. I do not 
know but it would more resemble thu Fiil!;* of tlie Rhino, tlian anything 

Iel»» 1 can think of. 
The waters of the llhine hero are perf&ctly pure and transparent, 
and hare a colour of tiie doopoat green, twr which 1 cannot avtonnt. 
This colour, purity, and a rapid How. make it, tit this pulut, tlie nidnt 
heantiful o;' rivern. 
Bpforo I leave the noticaa of Suliaffhausen, I must just mention. 
what 1 haro scon nowhere but on ono small houto-firont in Frankfort, 
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llie fifisoo paintings covoririg tho wliole firoat of fieveraJ oW homes 1 
They consist, same uf tliem, of cfliisiderable numlMTs of figurea. 
one 19 ail iUlsgoritvU re^iiL-eseutnticm of 9.1) ilio tiurdluiit virtuoB — a gOQ^H 
ftdrooniticm, certainly, to the dweUf'Fs rntliin. ^^^ 

Zcuicu, Septvinlrcr 9. — From Schail'haiidoii to thia place (thirty 
miles) w<? GOiinu on an excellent rond, througli a htglily ciiltiratcd and 
delightful countrj. The ride lo-day. and tho t'utrauce to Zuriuti — 
Switzerland, in short, as far aa I havo suon it~hns 9«(rmed to n«j more 
like liome than luiythiiig 1 have looked (ipon einoo 1 tandcd at Cataia. 
Weluorao as the impression might bo thought, there are pretty aerioiis 
abateraoiita from tho pleasure. To " an exile from hoine," it is some 
relief to have everything' around hira strange: the scene is in liarmony 
with his lot. But Iw thia a^ it may, tliarn are mnny thin^ li^re — Uia 
bright and happy faces, tho gron[ia of diildron going to school with book 
in ba,nd. tho dwellin^e scattored up and, down through tho country, tlio 
enTiroiiB of Zurich hlted with beautiful country-Beata — which reinind 
one of America, T must add, however, that the YJllages whicli I har* 
seen in Switzerland — those, i lu&in, of two or tliree thousaml pcopio — 
are V6i-y filthy; aj bad, 1 think, as tlioso of Irobnd. Et'forc erorr 
door is tho steaming, storcorauoous Leap ; the manure of th» farm u 
made tinder tho v«ry wiudiiwa. Hwiss ciniiitvy i:nll«^ea are one thing ; 
but for all romance about their villages — alas for it!' At Eglisau, to- 
day, wo parted company with Father llhine, not witlinnt stimH omotron. 

Zm-ich is built oa both sides of the^ Limmat, at the point whoro it 
issues from tlie Lake cf Znrich. The (;olonr of the water, grc»i almost 
OS au emerald, the swiftness of tho current, like the Rhine, gires to 
this river, as well as tliat, au aspect of life and beauty almost iinriyalled. 

At Zugt wa took a bout to Golnsor (though it tind boeii hotter, 
perhaps, to have gone to Art), to ascend the Righi; Kighi Culm, 
the tiip id oaUod, which Mr. Simotid thiuks i.'i a coutraetiuufur Ctitmi 
Jtcyiiue Montium; the Suaiinit of tlio {^.iioen of Mountains. It mi 
have obtained such a name from its staiidtug alone, and commEiiidii 
a*l>ett«r viow than any other in Switzerland, 

Our ride from Zurich to Zng presented fine views from the top 
Mount Albis (over which, hy the bye, wo wore drawn by four hor« 
and two L-oitii)— the whole Ijake of Zurich being at one tiino in sight? 
but it was on tho Lake of Zng tliat we had tlio first view, properly, «f 
Alpine aeenery — and it was, of eourso, Eublimo. But to mnltiply epj 
theti would bo to convey no impvession ; and 1 can only t«ll yDU ■ 
reaort to mea^uremmits. There is Uighi directly Ijeforo you ; t 
thousand feet high; thft mighty gale of the Alps; rising up almc 
perpendicularly from the iioft and shaded bosom of the lale. Pontiifi 
Pilatna, with its shaip pinnai^^log, about seven thousand five humlr^d 
ftot high, lies a bttle to the right, aMd tuthor back- On tht< left ia " 
range of hills wooded b> thu tou, and (a^nninatiiig in Koeslx^rg ; don 
which, in 1806, w.is the tronienaon.1 slide of earth, which buried tJoW 
and itft tister villages — live or six in all, with an hundred IiuuMtii 
five hundred inhabitants. Pontine Filatus took its name from a legoaiS,' ^ 
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•wIobIi lioldtf, that P&Ma drotraad hiauelf in a dork lake (Man Infer- 
naiu) ou ito lop. 

It in naito a poiut with traT€ll«r» to soo thtt »uii mt and rise oa 
Ri^bi. We diil iioC mauh ttiei summit iti time to nee liim vut, nur 
tnoiwd would it have uvajleil much ; for be weut iluwa iu L'loiids. Wu 
p4Bse<i tho night Eit an tuu ou the mouutain, and iu tho morning, itt fivo 
o'clock, wvro oik tho top, witlt nia.nj' otliers, to vee Uie riaiug. Hvre 
n^iu our suoceBs was not completsj nor is tUo full meaBuro of gratifi- 
cation obtained, we trere tulil, ono tiniu in forty. IIowevL-r, vt: wi>r» 
oomiienfiatai] at everv step: the mcrniug view was enough of it^olf, 
although not purl'aot, to lepaj all tho toil of tha absent. Lookitip' 
Eouth, the whole inner cii'i^le or tlio Alps was spriitwl before uj, with itit 
liuudrud dark pinnacles— their hascii and fiasuron coTered and filled witli 
mow tliat nevor melta away. Never cortainl/; for now was tho end of 
summer. Bock of us, in contract to this, wa^ ^proofl out, as far as tha 
OT« ooiild sec, a tr.v.t of ouhivatad couatry. On thn^ right was Poutiiia 
I'^latus. Ou tho left, and almost boncath our foet, wore the ruins of 
Ooldau ; appearing scarcely rnoni than a dork scathe oa the brow of 
Rossberg. How like the path of calamity, seen from tbo distance of 
years, iir from the cold heights of worldly prosnority! The droad 
araloncho of earth that wholniod one huudrod familios in ruin, appn^anul 
but as a hirrow on tho mountaiu's side! Simond aaya that tho view 
from Ilighi embracoB three fourtlis of Switzerland, tbiee hundred niitos 
in circunjferem-o, and fourteen lakea, 

Tlie.se awful heights, and the socluded recesses among thorn, conae- 
cratttd, ae iliey might seem to be, from human violcnoe, have often hcon 
the seat of war. Not only woro thej so in the days of tho Reforma- 
tion — for Zuin^Iias fell ou a field of battlo iu sight from Righi Cnlm — 
but in the later days of the French revolutionizing conflicts. From 
the two summits of Uighi, Be^arated by a defilo, the Froiich and Kub- 
eiauB firi}d for soinu time at ouo another from battories, which, howevE'r, 
did no harm. To th« southwest hiy buried amid mountaiaa the small 
canton of L'nderwalden, whtire tho French, in '98. Kommittod such 
dreadful atrocities. To the .southeast, and far distant, ran the Muotte 
Tlial, tlio di.'file thrtmgh wljich Suwarrow. with twenty tlionsand Itua- 
BJans, was making his way from Italy, when ho was met and overthrown 
by tho French general Massena. 

Ki^bi, with the country and lakes around it, U the laud of William 
TcU. Il was on the Vier Waldstatter Soo, or Lake of tlie Four Can- 
tons,* that Tell, in a tempest, escaped from the boat in which Bailiff 
Casuler was ht^aring htm as a prisoner. Gessler rode out the tempest, 
and landed at Brumien ; and thence proceeded towards hia chateau on 
the north side of Uigiii, tlio ruine of wLich aro atill shown. But Tell 
waylaid and shot him. A chapel, called William Tell'« Chapel, is 
built on the aput which tradition baa assigned to thig ai:C of veugeancfl. 
We pa^»od by and entered it ou our way to Kusuacht, which ia at the 
foot of iliglii. 

Ou tbo morning' of tlie eleventli of September we came down tha 
Righi, and took boat for Lucorue. The sml is absolutely glorious. On 
tho Uft, and iu front, the stupendous iUps, rising moiuitain above

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mouiitaio, ttmir ^uuw^ tiuLjflits rftiriug one Iwliiud aiitrtbcr. and riaiiig 
height above height, till it Haemod as if tltey BtrcU^hcd awaj' lioyoud the 
oartlk'a hoiizou, to tho vergi? of 6omo other croatiou. Uu the right litjr ' 
a bank of Terdure, orclianl; , groTer. and cottage, beautiful as tho other 
part waa aublimo. TLe lake, uio, wmi a [><.-rfcct siirror, aud presontod 
la its pare and ti'aiispaj'eiit deptJi*. all tJiis glorious airaj of oh^ootn, 
every piuDftiJe, cottago. firld, and treo. distinct as iu tho eixao that 
eurrounded ua. But wlioii wo rfluiidod tho hendland and opciiod tho 
hay (so to call the upEH>r part of tho lake) ou -vrhich Lucomo u situated, 
the acpiierj' of tlio Lilio rencliud its highi?at intwri'st. Wc were sailing 
almost un<ler a high and rock^ barri-or ; Lucome was befoi-o ns, with it»i 
vbite vallg and bouseg, Buatfid like a swaa upon tho bosuin of tiia 
watOM -, aivund it ajid along down ou either stiorp, tb« finldis, onOuirds, 
and groves row in ovei^ variety of e^racuful outline; Iwhind us woro 
"the everlasting hilla." Ono |»nnajclo, m particular, far off. towpi-ed 
among tho cloud'>. and appeared like a pyramid upon tlio huighte of 
some m^rc gigoutit; craatioo. 

Ebchlismatt. t^cptemlmr 12, — Wo Iiave come front Lucerne totlufl 
t)laf;e, not for tho sako of scorn^ry, but to take tho shortest routfl to 
Thuu, and thus to reach the eouthcm <Vlpe. Wu have passed tliroagh 
a country, however, of cunsidorublc i^wisa scenery, and we have bma 
particutaily ulruck hy tho appcaraniio of Lhe peopltj and of their habifo- 
tiona, Tho poople still wear tliy fiiime appeaj-anoa of chooH'ulneu tliat 
I liaYO already notioed. We stoppud at a tuTem whern a whowur hod 
driven many of tho labourors. They wero eating and dTin!(i:ig, but 
<iuite as iiiii;;h engaged in sjirightly cOHVorsation ; for tho people m Uiia 
quarter of the world seom to sit uowa to their moah quite aa mach to 
talk as to eat. 

As to tlie houses — tliia is tho i^anton of Lucerne — a larger proportion 
of them on the route to-day havo been substaiitial, in good repair, aod 
ID outward appoaraiii:u eomfortahli.', than iu any equal oxtuut of oouutry 
over which I havo evor travelli?d. Sc.arfloly one dwelling has appeared 
in about tliirty niile^, di;*t would bo tuarkcd by tho traveller as tha 
babitntion of indigence. The vdlagE;^. as well na tho hoa'ies scattcrod 
iu the country, have appcarud eitrtinply noat. 

Is it not the reason why tho Swiss are not coopod up in viUogvs Uko 
tho rest of the nations on the Cuntincut, tliat ihey Iiave always stood 
&» neiitrala in tho wars of Europe, and tliortfore havo not uuiiertakcn 
to put thani^elvos in a stato of dofoiico? Ik uol Uioir iiatitiiiol frficdom, 
too, whidi tiiey have always morn or loas enjoyed, the cause of tlie su- 
perior iut«lligcDco ftud cheerfulness which appear among the body of 
tliom? 

As to tlie measure cf ititellJgQnco^ I am aware that I am not entitled 
to moke up any very confident opiniou ; but for the ovideiices of rheer- 
fulness, I iiavo seen' more smiling faeos in Ihrco days in this country, I 
Itave witnessed more animated conversfttion, 1 havo heard morw heaity 
lauglLter, and nioio aongs among thoso mouutalns. than I have met 
with in passing through a pai'tion of Franco. Belgium, Pru**ia, and 
Gemiaiiy ; nay, tJie Swisa seom to me a more joyous people than tlio 
English. SongB from tho lulls around, and from Uii) lako below, fol- 
lowed me all iho way as I walked up liiglti. 

TaUff, Septimi/cr i-t. — This morninjf, as we left Eschliwautt, the 
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■n)MUiLDC« of iLe Al[>s on the bouIL woe v«r^ striking ; imnieuae, irrv 
fnW nuuutA of maimtajii. sliarply dt-fiuud on tim uluar tiioniinj s^, 
oui) lookiug like Uio stupuudou^ fr.i^'UKiubi of n broken up worM. 

The aiiper!t of the country, till wo came ujjou Tlmu, inaa Iwen ratliftr 
leu pleasing than it was josterd^y ; )iut. the i^igin of comudtoiioo atnutiK 
the people uiv itill the fame. 8ur<dlj people mast be wvli ofi' wIk> builJ 
such houttOH; the roof projectiug over, bo as to cover alma»t tw^it* ft-t 
much space as tlic liuuso itself; u.ml h»ving enough Limber in it. I might 
alnuKt-say, to build a conifortaljle house; and theu the »biui^If« on iJiu 
roof, and aides aim. of tbc liiiUf^u, nrt hu Hmall. and go L-ariil'uliy rounded 
and. shaped it tlio omU, aa Ut rdrjuito, in building, a. vast deal of votk. 
Tbu houses, loo, ari; itumeubolj liu'^. 

Both the dwdUngs and tliu ajipoaronuc of the people would ecem to 
iu(]icati< that thi^rt- is gmil eiitiality among t1i«in. If tlieru bo. yeiiUemen 
or Uidifg in thi* couutry, oue is ready to ask, whore nro they t Thoy 
vertaioly do not appear. Xeithor dn 1 ^oo any persona tlkat I sliould 
take to be pliysicians. lawyers, or fkTg)-mcu. 

A» U> \aii\on, if none of the women aro dressed as rurIi, yot they cer- 
tainly do not fail t« be rery much dnasod. The costume of tho caatoii 
of Luc«nRi osppcially in vury Mliosry, A Ulatsk cap. iridi boads wrmiglit 
iuto it, and a biFnlci' of laiw; t'lw hair iu braids fnlliug below tho waiut; 
the stomacher of block velvet, cmhroidorod with beads of vurioua 
cdoars: tho &loeTea full, and iJway^ white, and ii sort of Briiilot of 
tJook, reavhing from the elbow to tbc wrijt. anrl tight; the pittliuout 
d&rk c<Joured. blue or brown, of taftVta stuff, often embroidered around 
tbo bordop, and tenninating- a little Imluw the knee : antl fho feet always 
drtiAsed with toinfortablo 8too!diiga and shoes. And this, too, h the 
common dvovs of the Luceraoso women, yomig and iild, in the GulJ and 
in the market. In the house and by thu way. It scoms favonrahle to 
a^rihiy; and yet the movemeulfi iind iorms of thofio women aro very 
dnmsy. and i:omeUness is very raru auioug tliom. Tboii' UiUo in dress, 
we coidd not Iiolp remwking, is singularly liko ibat of our North 
Amcricau Ibdiaue. 

Of tliH sf»nicry of SwitEOrlaiid. tbiis far. the diaracteristiu is not. us 
I fttpeded it would bo, u-ildiias ; hut sti'iking contrasts — ibe loveliest 
vaJlBVS, botwecu bold hilli; i^ulti ration, anrjiassing, if poi^^ible, Uiat of 
En^miid, oarriod up among tba rocks, and spreading among ateop pre- 
cipiecis Bud dai-k graves of fii'. the riiilie&t vcrJuro in tbo world. Uer- 
lAuily there is no tfWjmt like that of SwitKerlanj. Like nil hi^li 
vouulrioH, it IB full of .springs, and visited witli auistant sbowois. TJie 
gnw."), too, is faiquouily aiowod— t!ii-ue, four, and five tiraos iu the Kum- 
mer — vliiuh gives to tliu tiekU, ofteulJmod, tbo appoorancQ of a sinooth- 
Bhawn English park, 

TJio eluvatiyu of tbu country, alio, givo.» a singular cliai-actcr to tho 
dyers and hi-ooks. They ru^ih forth from their fouiitainfj and lakes. 
with a swiftncas, with an a^ueut of lifL-. as if. unchained and set free 
from Uie ii^e-bcmul prisons of thu Alpw, they were luirrying to the broad 
and fair BeldB of Gt-miany, and Franoo, aad Italy, rejoicing to spread 
rerriiirc and beauty tlnvngh the worl4. 

I wonder that tr.^volloi-s haye not Rfiid more of some of these Swiss 
towns. 1 have spoken of Ivuecme. Thim. too, is another glojious spot. 
It is Kituatod on the Aar, about a mile fruiii its ru.'^hing fortli from tho 
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L&ke&f TImui, or Thuner Sm. A bo&utiful raUoj, of fivo or ax mites 
dntuit, aprnodit U) the iresi of the town, tcimm&ted bv tliu iiia^ificciit 
moiiDtoiti barrier of tho Stocksiibcrg; — dark. DevGro. with a bix>keii aiul 
irregular outiiDO — iuid relicrod, to-day, iigamst a fky of tho purest 
nutiiuinal ftoreniLy. Southvaid lies tits lake ; and beyond, fortv miloB 
disUuit pcobabiv. but se«niuig miicb uearer, rise the snowy summits of 
tho Jangfrau, Bilrerbom, auu the tigers — moimtaiiifi beVwoeu «leren 
and twolTC thousand feet in hoiglit, their loftic-.'^t and slitu-peet piiiuadM 
perfectly white, and looking pi-et-isely like the forma of our snowhnnkn 
after a driving stonn. Thuir iiniai'DEO elflvation, witli this dazzling 
wMtdu&jj, makes tliom appear more like things of heaven thait of earth. 
We went duritig the tiHomoon to 7i«w th^ cliarcli, tho Panlloii de 
Jaoques. and tlio grove southward, ou the lako. The kot rays of tlio 
setting Bun upon the «now-capped Alps, die bright waters of tlie lake, 
the soft and solemn eliadowBof the doscending evening, upon the western 
mouatains, th« sprcno depthg of a .Suptwrnhi*!' sky ah<)ve tlieni — the«o 
aru the features of the soeuo. But words ore uot paintings ; aad uo 
p;tintiii£:s cau do justice to euch acenoa as these. And yet, tho soenes 
thumseirea, what are tliey in all their majesty of form aud beauty of 
colouriug, compared with what tliey are an emhloma of onr thoiighir— 
temples and mmiatiationB of reHgion. " So," I=aii as I waUcoJ homo- 
ward, " let the last sbEidow steal otcc me, soft and solcnm ; tlio bright 
waterg vf life at my feet — for not a cynic would 1 tlio ; and tUe wreoe 
and iUimitablti Uepthi of hoaveu above me^ior I would die aChriatiaa." 
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On a most beautiful September morning (tho fourtoonth instant), wo 
Mt out on an excursioa to Uie high Alps, aiid tho glactors of Grindel- 
wald. We loft our carriage, and took a boat at Thun, to go down to 
Nouhaus, at the bottom of the lako. ou our way to the mountuins. 
These boats on the Swiss lakes are ahnoat unifomily rowed la part by 
women. Wo had two on the Zug, and one to-day. 

Scarcely a finer day in the year coidd have beeu choBCa to witoMS 
tllOfio etioiits of light, those coDtra^'its of light and shade. whiiJi aro cor- 
taiidy among tho most striking tiling iu mouiit.uin wonery. All the 
monihig there was not a (iloud in the sky, save one, that rcjiled like a 
halo on tho distant peak of Jungfrau. And wltaWver may bo said about 
the etfedt of clouds and mists upon tlie mountain tops, and whatever it 
may bo ia fact, notliitig seems to mo to give unrh eiuljimity to them a» 
ft duar and cloudleas sky. Thou thuy appear to he invested with that 
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1)1 .terciiity. wluub is to mo tlicir Eublimcst nttributo : niid tliuii. too, 
iiHT seem tu pierce, not tlie cIoikU oul^, IjuL titt: vary )i«an-Ti». 
'i'he'i^ wa.1 a var^ ctrikiiig effect of liglit, and §liado as wo r.ame down 
U» lake, wliidi 1 siipiiose one might bo hei-« forty day*, and nftt see: 
/or CiVisrytltiug (lo])oiiaa on tlio light, antl tho state of the atmo5pii«re. 
Tiiei'i) was a (^li^lit vtil, Hku that of oui- Juidiiiu summer, ugioii tlic Bur- 
rgtuidin^ Lttla; and uick^il Ijj^ Uiin, the im^uiiUiin of Attiendljetg, tliougti 
it VM t«i) o'clock ill lliu montiug. cast so dcscp a slmduw uprjii Ui» lake, 
that a hostt, suiliii^ in Cliat dii'cictiuii, souiiied to be adriLuciiig iuto a 
region of n.irfiil auu |>erilouts nb^curit^, and, iiidcod, it va.i xwii lost to 
tliv ai^lit cutiroly. At the ^mo titno, the rays of the auii, ati-camiug^ 
over lixQ muuiitoia ii{wii Uic viUagc uf DurUnguu, situn-tud od tlio alioii} 
bvui-atli. [iresuriwd it in the boldest rtliof audUie inowt splendid colour- 
ing : aud jet. one single foot (so it seeiiiwd) bejond llic line of liglit, it 
vaa 80 dark, that, althougL only » luilo dista-ul, wo iniitook rot'BB ftir 
hoa*e», and were spficuiatiug. liefoi-e our guiilo undeceived us, u]>on the 
couditiou of the acijacCDt dwellings as t«ing tike that of tbo antipodes, 
TU«ru was a dc«p dun colour upon tho thore, and a rich dark hue of 
green ujion the adjacent watei'. whit-li. if brought with the oilier fttiiking 
featuixiif. of tbo kLiiil>ic.ipa altog<.<t)ier into a painting, would be tliuuglit, 
iiko many Actiinl «i:^iiC3 of life, if brought into &atum, to be TCry imna- 
tural and extravagant, 

We reaclwd Neuliaua a little aftor tan o'cluck, and took a cbar-a-bano 
to Interlaken, Surely one mny wander ovit the world and find few 
plauea so beautiful a^ this. The inns and lioarding- houses here, show 
tbat it IB tbo resort of many strangora. It is a jioinJl valley upon tho 
Aar, full of trees, of which a gicat number of old walnut trees are tho 
most remiirkable — with a ^tt'op and stupendous mountain harrier oit 
the eaat, tho Lake of Bricntz not far to tho tiortheaat, and westn'ai'd a 
vista, openiinf through maJL-stn; momiUiina, up the valley of LauWr- 
bruimeu, to ^e shining lieights of tho Jungfran. 

Up this valley, after dinner, we redo, elruck with now admiration at 
every step. U is a paas through monntaius, rifling, often perpcndicu* 

< larly, to tlie lieight of two and tliroe thousand fuet : staudiiig out boldly 
into tlie clear sky. and moaauiiug, a^ tlie oye wan raided to thein, 
tometinios a whole third part of t£e arch of heaven ; and preeentiug 

lAlmost every vaitoty of aapeijt, broad barrierB, sharp pinuaulea, deep 
ehadow, bright euuliglits, rocky prctiipicee ou tlie one side, and on Uio 
other, peusants' cottages rising, with redeemed soil about them, on 
terrace above temico, to the very top. The Weugenialp is ou tlie left 
hand, and prceentd, at iu we.'^tei'D termination ou this road, an iin- 
mfoi&e circtuar precipice," so much re^embliug a towor, Uiat, as the 
<iT4 catches it &om time to time, one feeU initdvcrtently a» if it wen 
toe oibl<dol of some mighty lliough unfinished palace of the Alps. 

The FalU of Stanbhatb, at the end of our ride in the valley, is the 
decent ^nine liuudred feel) of a very small stream of water, wliicli is 

, almost dissipated into epray before it reaches the bottom of tho preci- 
pice. Que i^ dieappDinted, perhaps, aftei' hearing bo much about it, 
aad yet it is somethuig very bizarre mid beautiful. If it is a trifle, 
it i» yet a trifle ou the mighty scale of Alpine scenery. tJinee I

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iukva talked about Alpiiw pyramids and paUceo, I would veutam 
my. tlia.t if thoro wvn tta Alpine tml of pfiradii«, th» Fall of StaubbcLcli 
would bo it8 tall — tlia moet beautiful tliing, cortaiuLj', ia the apU'udij 
cabinet of oraitliology.

The villaj^u of Lnuterbruuiien, where we passotl tbe first uiglit, 
directly beiieatli Jungfraii and Silveriioru : aud tlioso Huowy tojw vhicli 
li&vo heretofore been di^^tant, were now so uoax, tlmt it soemed as if HJ^H 
might tlirow^ s, Rtono to theiii. ^^B 

TliLs viciuit^ of ctcjTiiil anow — of winter, in fact, wliere Uiere ia ii^^ 
veg^etatiou — lo the brightest verdtiro; this ceotnut, whiL-Ii ie either 
directly beforti y«iu, m* which a single sweep of the oyo liriiigs into viow, 
ia one of tho most atriking things in Alpiiio wenery. Tho tna^sos of 
txiow (to^cend to a oertdia paint ou tho sides of the mouutains ; lutd at 
tliat very point vogotation vuniiiientjcs, tlie cuttlu fuud, and even va 
belweeii tlie fields of hqdw. tliose eternal fa-itneisses of winter, tlie dart 
line of (ira is seen pushing its way and ^truggliug to maintain ita 
ground. At the bottom of t}io glacier of Grindolwala, though tho mass 
of ice rise* two ImudroJ fuet in jiorpeudLeulai' height, yet at Ihtf very 
biLsD, withiii twenty feet, aro trees, shrubbery, and herbage, and cot- 
tages noar at lijiud. Surely if there evor wuie wnlraats in niiture, tliey 
are here. There was a point in ascending the Wengorualp, whore tlii>i 
was very etriking. Uohhid. and plainly iu sight, lay tho villages of 
luterUkeu And tJat<;r^«ciu, in tbo bright sunlight and iu the swoete^t 
vtklloy se«;Iu5iuu; bL-furo us, towered tho Jungtraii aud tLunderod tho 
arolanclic. 

But 1 am a liltle bofore my story. On tho soi:ond day of our excu 
Kiou, at sevion oVlock of a beautiful morniug, wo begiui to aticeiid the 
VVengerualp; nij companionB on horseback, and myself on ftfot; our 
force consisting of the domeatique (as the body servEut is always called 
ou the Gontinont). the guide, and two men to take caro of the horeos; 
aud our outfit, a good pile of Gandwicbf^. and a bottle of riii de I<aeot«. 
We rewbed tho hj^liont point of our dosliuation in tjiroe hours and a 
half; nud 1 could not help thinkuLg of it moTo than once, that bcfon 
the i^uu had called my American friends to a new day, he Lad liglitvd 
us all the way up the mountain siJp. glancing upon rock and stream, 
spreading his goldoii lays upon one rocky bairier after atiothur. and 
Icindling tho snow-clad pninacles as with a thou^nd tires. In a3iMHMl> 
ing tho Wongciiialp, wo go up a moniitain to see a monntain ; the ob- 
ject is not to reach llio vtry summit c£ the Wengcrnnlp (wliich tiiiveUcn 
do not), but to gain a station from which to surrey ■luugfrau, aud I 
may add tlio two Eigers^the largest of which, though not quite su 
high as Jungfiau, is really, to my eye. tlie morn im]i()»iiig objtict. The 
point to winch wo asoended, was probably about four thousand four 
Ikundi'od foot, and rot Juug&au towered six thousand foot abovo tw. 
liut this was not all. Tlioi-e was a deep ravino between tit and Uto 

freat object, so that we snw iTuiigfi'au. as it. seemed, to his vorr tiase. 
low (tnpoiidoua the object was. 1 will not undurtake to say. The firrt 
momeu(!4 of vontompjating it nr« among tlie few that have brought a 
compoH^tion (it Ike time, for being at a distance of four tbou^nd miles 
from hoiue. liut 1 doeiro you, aa I have formerly, to resort to mua- 
turemcnta for an iniinv-v^iun. And Id. uk lake the " Oreot Biger;" 
(or, as ill i^ tmc single object, and hna au uiibrokon lino of olevatlfl 
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from ihv Tfi-j Iiasc, wliilo Jangfraii is irieirular, it. is ti> me, as I hars 
BSlti. the more impi'essivB objt'ut. l$esi<ltH, lu you <lu«cmi(l i)it< Weu- 
carnalp on iw PwUtni side, ^oii eamo much nearer to a level with tlie 
MM of the (irent Kigor. At a ccrtiiin point in tliu (Ivnt^cnt, 1 jtidgod, 
Jroin trlint iofoniiatiou I oould obtuiu, that tbo Great Eigoi* to»o cij^ht 
or nine thoiwivml f*«it abnvfl ub. Thnt is at«ut tw» niilea. Now, niea- 
guro off two miles upon any funiiliar gTouml arounj joo. and suppose 
Hint by some cotivH^irtii of nature, that tract, Uiiib laiil out, were 
raised np into a mouuiain! Or, take anotln^r aupposidon. When I 
WHS two miles from the lia^c of the grbttt Eiger, and looked up at its 
summit, it rose linlf-iray up tlic ECiiiUi. Now, when you are, &omu- 
timc, two iiiilus from the base of tlie Taglikajinuc." imagiiioit^ aumcnit 
riutnod up to fortyUve dogi-ea!. Iialf-way uji to tlm cope of heaven— or, 
Icnowing tlio tiuight of Taghknnnnc, pile upon it, in imagination, hs 
mauy fwi-li mouiitaius (live at least) as will make an Eigcr, or a Juug- 
fraa, and then you may got an idcn, pcrhape, of the sublimity of tno 
high Alpfl, Possibly, indeed, you womd get tot- great (in iJi?ii of thewi 
— and if you were ever u> Im here, I should warn you against eijiectiug 
t«o much. For ovory thing is reliitipB; and her<.i among the Alps, 
everything i& upou sti vaat n ncalc, tha.t wo iwarocly ktiow hov to uppl^ 
thp ordinary measure to tliitigs. 

While we wore upon Uio Wengernalp. there were several avalanchea 
of snow from Jungfran. Two uf thcin wero truly very NuTilim*). Tlio 
noise eaactly rese-iubled probngeil and snccecisive hursts of thunder, 
Tlie aucoeesiou in made by tlio dv)>i!oiit of the niRS» of »now from ono 
pi-ecipice t* anolhoF. It i? so complotely pulverized by its fall, that it 
oomoB cvontuaUy vei'v muL'^h to t'esninblu a cascade of water. 

Aa wa descended the Wcngonialp. tlie vnlloy of Criudelwald 0]>eue(l 
to UB, dotted over witli (xitl^ige^, cut up into Email enelatsures of two or 
tliro* atsr«a, and cultivated like a gai'deu, Tlie glaciers here disup- 
pointcd me Binch. There ia no splendour about them. An immfrnee 
mass oi ice, filling a deep gorge, and — instead of prcBenting a splendid 
and sliiuiug minor of polished ice — rough, ragged, nnd dirty, over the 
wholo surfoce^that is a glacier; at lea-st in Kepteiulwr'— it may be, and 
probably Is. a very liifferout thing in the spring. Tlie bottom of tha 

f lacier, however, where a small river makes it* embouchure — makes it 
irectly from under the ivo, whoa.> blue arches liee two hundj'od foot 
above — is worth 'jlamboring over many uhstacles, at the end of a weary 
day, as I did, to &ec it. The river that issues from the glweier is 
almost as white ax niitk. It takes this appoarajice, doubtless, from the 
pocufiar olavev soil uf its hod. 

Tbia eadea the fifteenth of September, 18;}3. in which I huvc 
walked ovur the Wcngonialp, and to the glacier of {irituliilwald. 

Vie inteudod to contiune oui- OJtouraion another day among the Alps ; 
but whim we rose in the morning, the mountains had veiled their awful 
beafUin tliedouds of auautumnal storm — forbidding ullfurtliorserntiny 
and intrusion from us pigmy raoi-tflls. We could not eomplaiu that our 
career was cheoked ; for three days — including one at Thun — " three 
gluriuuB days " arating the iilpa, la enough to reflect upon, witli plea- 
curD and gratitude, aU our lives. The storm looked too likely to ctm- 
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titipp, aiid it iroK ti>o rienr tlie nintnox to permit ns to ciniilit: *o wo 
took a char- a-lwiic to Neuliaus, anH came iij) by tlie lake to Ttiuu, in 
MX ftnd ft hfilf hourn. 

Or tliis cxcta-i^i')!!, ilieni ha» been muoli in tli« app^reiit condition of 
tlie inbiibitaiita to interest ua, Tficre appears to bo f^at simpli^U/ 
and innocenoft, oiid tbtru inu»t bo gTU.it tvjiutlit^ among Uivm. For tin 
oottogos are all of alxiiit tlio same sha and appearance, anJ each one it 
Burroundod hy a small tnit't of land, vliit^lt, leliould prosumo, aad am 
told, indcod, bolonp to th« oocu^nt Meet it sec-ins, that bunuk dia- 
tincUonB t>)ii>iild sJirink to iintlunff at the foot of theec stupendous 
mouittaios: that man slioulil buila no tovers of pride beooatJh thdr 
migbty shadow. Indeed, it i» povert;y and tiuuiilitj that dimb high 
hero ; for aomo of tbeso cottagea are perched upon rocks and among re. 
CC990?, high and secluded <tiii>ngh to t* tht? oyry of the enelo. Rut if 
the people are poor — and ve wGr« (old that potatoes, milJt, checnt', and 
Inittei", constitiiU'd the principal food of inaiiv — thcj aro apparently not 
indigent. Wo met iritli very little b&g^giug— unloss it were iu the pic 
turcHipo form of presenting fruit and flowers — ay, and a song, too, at 
times. A little girl would offer you a pretty bouquet; or a boy hia 
dish of nuts from the mountains ; and receiving a ba.tx or two, would 
nin iiiray fiui-ininglj y<.vy niurli .Ir-liglilinl. As we were going op tlie 
Wemgernalp, a mother i^tood at tho gate before her cottage with an 
infant, (six motiths old appiircnll^^ in Ikt nruiN, lioldiog iti eaeli littto 
hand a boiK|net; and tlie batz, of omirse, t-oiild not bo rofuaed. Tlw 
Miigiiig doaervet* a more elaborate description. Two and three, and 
somotimoa four girb. of from twelve to siateeii ycar« of ago, would every 
row and thou waylay us, so to call it. iu tlio liilley. or upon the inouit> 
tain side, and as we approached thorn, would coninience singing one of 
their national airs, 'rbis tliey would do with very tolerahlo elloct, exa- 
cuting BOvoral parts with good looping of tho harmony, and witli » 
rvwr raodcftt ti^iwirt all the while, awtiiig thdr eyes upon tlie ground, 
anil scarcely itwsiiig them but to courtesy thanks for dio eapected gift, 
I obserred th.^t all their suiig^ bad tlie ptL'uliar chorus or cloHe of the 
Swv-% national air. Tho rapid traniitioiia and piercing shriUnena of 
Tvice, eii&lle one to dietinguiah it farther than any musical not« I erM 
heard. 1 hare hoard it from the bosom of a Swiee Uke, wliou i wai 
oil the mountain four thon»aniI feet alxjre. 

By the hyn, tlie music of the Swiss cow hclU must not be forgotlea. 
It is sharp and piercing, rDKuinbliiig so n)ti<;h tlto triink of the liammnr 
upon the anvil, that 1 tliought at firat thore rauBt bo a lilacksmith'a 
^hop among tbe mountains, though nothing eoctned more unlikely. 
The oowa feed on tlio height!) of tlie mountains: and upon almost tho 
liigheet j^ioint of tho W«tigema]p, we found many log riahins, i'.alled 
ohaleta, which are built ctiieflj for thu purposes of the dairy. Large 
flecks of goats, too, are fod here. 

What aro called vidlcys in the Oberland — as those of IjauUrbruunen 
and iirindelwald — iva still very clovatod spots; tho latter three thou- 
sand one htitidroil and fifty foot above tho luku of Tbuii." 

' Thi* uill lU'iiitint for my uiyiii^. wh«ti »t nnsK'vn.lionnf liiitrthnuiianilfoar 
hniidrwl iGi-ttiuUic Wm ■■-■■• ... 
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ttiR whole, if I were a.ikfi(I, on oar return tn Tlmn. wliat I Iiatl 
__ '. shoulJ say that then* rciiiaiimd upon my uiiinl an tiPure9<iion of 
tnightj things — seoii biiofly, seen its if thry IiacI apjioarfid iti a droani 
— -yut oi uiiglity thiu^ which u-ill itn ever i-omniii in my miDil, iaiBK«a 
of STEUideur. I have seen Eom& of tho hviglita of tliu crcntiaa. Ita 
lowly place*, too, are lovely, aud derive an incrca»o(l benutv from tlia 
•tnpeadous objiicta aroiuia thetn. Altugetlior, it is a comliination full 
of woaders. 

Berxe, Siptemhir 18. — The rido from Tliun to Berne is one of ibe 
fitieet in tho worM. I cannot make tbu effort to<lcacribo — having ac- 
quirod & Bcnmao ilubie^s, or nome other dulncsd, whose vis inertia ii) 
not to be overcomn. Yet, aftar all. the scene liaH not cxnctly tlioxt 
poinU of inlvroat that stamp thtmisolvi's Hjioi] the raiamorj ; aad if I 
bIioII Imj tiskod a ypnr )ionce, what it is in tlw nilo from Thrni to Bcme 
that vverybodj a>lmirtra so much, 1 eupposo 1 shall aoawcr, with a aurt 
of ri$iii|; luilcctiou tone, " Ohl the distant hilts 1 aiippose tliej mean — 
very hf^autiful ; and the dopes, the swells, th« plains — all Ttry graceful : 
fine wood, too; and queer, etraiigc, strong, grand old honscs^ay, old 
Bod new, in Uie Swiss faahion, you understand — but monsti'ons big 
houses ; looking as if tliey were crammed with abuiidaiic*, as if tboir 
very sides groaned with a surfeit — with roofo big enough for Nou.h'e 
ark ; for Noah 'a arlc held BCarcoly a m«i"(i completo museum and men* 
agerie of the whole creation, than some of these Hubstacitial, strong- 
eidod, corpulent .Swiss farm-house*." Positivily. tlioy have quite 
broken down my rising infloetiun, with tho dawriptioii of thom. 

The ODtraace to Beruo is chaiining; tbroiigh rowa of liudt-n treoH, 
dolightfiU walks, and magiiifioent terra^tB, sloping up so higli a« to take 
them i\uite out of the dust of tho road. By tho windings of the Aar, 
Uerne is made almost a poniiisula, and it rises finely from tho wator on 
wich side. The far-famod terraces licro are indeed delightful promen- 
ades, coinmanding fine yiewfi of llie sun'ounding ri{:h couDtry, that ex- 
tend quite to the Alps. Tbo grand tontice, bank of the rathedral, is 
more than ono Imtidied feet high. From this a horse ouee leaped, 
bearing his rider with him. The horse waa cj'usliud bf neath his master, 
who escaped with life, A tablet on tho parapet testifies his gratitude. 
The side-wftlks, almost all over tho city, paas imdor arcades; the base- 
mont atory of each hott.su giving up space enough for the purpose. 

This morning we wont out to llofwyl (six niiks), to boo Mr. FcIIen- 
berg, and his &rm aud schoal. Oue of the students whom be intro- 
duced to us, couduL-ted ue over tUo wholo literary and (in-door) farm- 
ing p^tablishmentd. The Etudcnts' room, doi-mitories, )bc. seoraod in 
fine crdoff tut nothing struck me so inncih as the stidls — tho really 
magnificent cowa and oxen. If the intellect is nni'turod as well, the 
eEtablisliment mnst be considered as ^viug birth to prodigies of all 
sort.t. Fellbubprg's school, you will recollect, perhaps, la the auccossor 
to Pestalozzi's at Yverdun. 

NitupcHiTEi,, tS^yfe-inber 19. — Th« vicinity to Berne, on the road to 
Neufeliatol, is as magniftcent as all ite euvirona arc. The road, tho 
promonados, tho aveuuos of trees, tbe groves, the woods, the whole 
oouutry. with ite graceful awelb and Bwollea abuudaiwe — few things 
can Kurpaiw. 

The route to Ncnfchat^l is generally tlir«ugb a fins oouDtry; and 
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iiraaent)! two tliingii to remark upon. viz. some of tlio poonot md iiir- 
onM»t viUagos ;vc> tiav« hwii in ?«witz6rla.nil ; llicy are Bl>out tb» bead 
of tho I.ako Kcufcli'ttel — and tlii^ ejitcinlid lompetauce. ahumlnrM^c, 
plutliory, of tho gix)il tUUiga of tliia world, wUicL 1 am so mugh surpriiMKl 
to fiiift iti so iTiauj parts of tho country. 1 do not know about the^ 
ineiituJ conditiuii: tiiera is every indication that it in hy no iiivana ro. 
iTL'll as with us in Amcii<.'a — five-sizLh»i, tiowevfir, ntad n.iiil writn, 8n) 
Ml-, KollDnberg — but such farms, and such housoa, all along, miint«r>'^ 
niufoil for tiTty mito^ togethi^r, are not to be soon in our uouDtry, Qor, 
I doubt, in any other. ^ 

Tlieee very fanns anil houjo?. iitdodJ. it is U) b« xaid, full a« iboj 
are erf everything elsfl, beiir but ^jleuder evidenpe of social and int«l]o«- 
tual iniprovemiMit. Women, in f^rcat numbers, are cvcrywhei"? at work 
■u tho Boldi, employed in thfi hardest, coarsest, and tuoEt ofTonHirai 
labours. These 9tiiix*ndous liouses. too, — 1 cannot believe they wooUj 
bu all just alikp — ^lU built with tliosf wide Hpreading, darkening rooli 
— all shelti^riDg under one ro-of, men, women, and children, w^, 
poultry, horses, oxen, cowb, liny, coiu, carte, carriages, and a n-ond of 
things beaide — unices it were that these are a people going on just as 
tlieir fathers have goii« on, and just as their aeighbours go on, wjtbout 
ail intelligeLt thouglit ofimiirdn'ment. 

In coming to Noufchatel, wo intended to turn aside and Tisit tlw 
Lake Dioaue ; but lC rained ; and rain and i;lou<is make a dismal tbiug 
of a lake. 

Tv^iiDus (Seftcinler 20) is at the bottom of tho Lake Ni«uf<;hatoI. 
Some Roman mfliiuinents liaro bcten du^ up hero ; and wo »aw a email 
collection behind tlie castle. This caitlo was the eeat ol I'estalozjii's 
fichonl; a more worthy oraploymcut. i;«rtaiuly, of an antieut haronial 
residence, than that of Grandson, lln-ee milns back, which is tunifid 
into a tobat'eo manufactory. 

This last pontence. by too bye, is n pretty largo text; for, in tho 
first [/late. 1 Iiavo to observe, apropos, that tobacco is cultivated on oil 
the route we have tAken on the Gontini-iit; ami it i» smokftj to an 
fuomious csteut. At home, abroad, travelling, lying by, labouring, 
visiting. I liEid almost said eating, drinking, everywhere, and for ever, 
tho people are smoking. Nothing ni more common than to see jounff 
fellows on the top of a Gtrinan diligence, at tliL- stopping pluov.''. djS' 
ubarging the refuse cargii of a.'hes from piiir*. which lioM. I verily 
believe, nearly half a pint of tuhanco. and then ri'Ioading. lighting, 
and going on lliijir way, a* if tlioy mt-ant to signalize their pOEsaee 
Oirougb the world by ,a trailing oloud of tfthaceo smoke. Verily, if tEe 
ancient heroes had heen flmokeiii at thin rate, they would not bavs 
uvcded any protection from Vcuua or .luno. to screen them from ob- 
servation. We hav« met with a groat many young meii, waiting over 
tSwitzcrland, with knap^iarkn on thoir backa, and, alnioiit ai^ uniformly, 
pipes in their hands. Indeed, the sale of pipes in tho cities and rilla- 
gea ie u coQsidorablo buaiiioss, Be it observed, however, that tho pip8 
on tlio (Continent is a very different thing from the humble rkiy luaou- 
Picture of OUT country. The bowl in niado of poi-oelain, the stam of 
whalebone, one, two, or three feet lon^, ornamented, too. with taeseli^ 
and mueh wrought to gtvf> it graucful bonds, Jkv. All HiU being con- 
sidDr«d, l«t the paiu and horror be proportionably leiuened, thai tho 
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Caade of Orandson, whicli !tf<nt forth kiiighl^i (o tlio cru»ad&s— on wliose 
i«Uleaients brave men fonglit. and fi-om ivEiord balconinR fair ladies 
lookvd forth upon tho broail »Iioot of Noufdintel — whose laat ]>rinco ftiid 
poSMBMr in the Ctmily line (f>tho) was so c*lol>rftt*d in chivaliT, tliat 
lie won tlie affeclioits of tite fair Ituiy of Gerarrl d'Ratavajer. lisiiig oa 
tho oppOHitc shoro of tlia ]ake. and was by her Imaband slain iti juoicid 
combat in 1139 — th^t t)m Oa^tlo of Grandson, I uy, BlmuUI Im a 
tobacco raantiliictor^! Bettor maku pipes Uiari Iouoca; Iwttor light 
tbem, tlmn the match for the fueeo i better »otid up the curliog, vaii- 
iahiitg smoke — 'that boucbiug emblem of tlur frailty of liuioan life — tliou 
violently to deotroy liiiniaii Tifo! 

My Remnd observation is, that from C&stlo Grandson, Charles tlie 
Bold of Bnrymdj went forth to the brittle, in vhieh ha was first de- 
feated by the Swiss. 

Tills conflict of Charles with tlie Sirifs is one which both history and 
roraaiice have uiade intoresting. Aa we approached that part of the 
country, tlierefore, where I knew the battle took jilat'P, \ put my head 
out of the carriage window, and desired Augnste, theroiiiier, to moitiic 
about eomo of uio neighbouring localities, GJcz especially, a vilki^ 
wliich is described aa iicur by. Ilo ot^ked the people in a field at worlc; 
but they geenied to know nothing about Giez. I was about sitting 
down in despair, when I told Angusto to ask an old man in the field, if 
lie knew where tho battle-field of Chmlos the Bold of liurguudy wae. 
This fucmed more intelLtgible. " lei! ici!" exclaimed the old man, 
pointing all around him. Wo were quickly out of the carriage, and on 
the gronnd. What eould he more fortunate for majrel-hunters ? The 
pnasiiig plough had juet laid open a grave! A little oxuavation had 
been made ; and by the ride of it lay a pile of human booes in the Uut 
stages of decay! 

Thb battUi was fong'lit in 1476, more than three centuries ago; but 
I believe tliat the records of oui" own Indian burying groimdB, show 
tliat it is not at all unlikely that humnn bones should be preeerved in 
the earth, for such a length of time. I had obaorrcd, too, that Simuad 
says that fragments of aiins were atlll found oci^asionally upon this 
field. Ileri', then, before me, I could net doubt, were Rolcmn relics of 
that fierce and fearful cucouuter. The&i) iiaked, decoyed, raarrowlesg 
txHoes stood up, one day, on this very field, a living and Ircathiug man, 
to breaet the ahoek of battle — yea, stood and fought, perhaps, side by 
Bide, with Charles the Bold. 

ijiKSE\x, Stptember '22. — From Tverduii, we have come hers by 
Laaeanue, nud the Lake of Geneva. 

At Lftiuaaoe we visited the bonse of Gibbon; went out upon tho 
gromids— the fine esplanade, commanding a beautiful view of tlie hike, 
wliere he was act:U3tomed to walk : Tisited tlie garden wh«r«i ho wit)t4 
the Ia«t afluteiico of his nistory of the Decline and Fall, and made tho 
reflections wbit^h are recorded in liii autobiogi'apliy. 

At Copet, a few miles from Geneva, we went up, wliile the horaes 
were changing, and saw tho cliateau of M. Neokar, where his daushtcr, 
Madame oe ^taeL had lived, and which is still in a braaoh of tho De 
Stud femily. The grounds behind the i;hateau are beauliftil — a delightful 
leTel Rpot, with winding walks, and clumps of trees and ehrubbei-y. fa 
& ground opposite, full of trcea, ia the cemetory, whei-fl Bleep the rt. 
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maim of tlio fntliev and daiiglitcv, after a life, spoilt much of it, in Ihs 
sight of Eitr»po and tho TFortd. Tlio gTQUnd ia priTato, tiad wc wvn 
not pcmiiltoil to go into it. The chateau ia juet above t-bo rilLugo o2i 
Copot, aiiJ eomniainiii a view of the lake. 

It 13 a. charming riJe upon tho lake, all the way from Laosanao 
(forty miloa), and tho appoaranco of tho people, ererywhcro, »nd osp^ 
ciaJly at Geneva, lias given me more ploasiiro for, thoii nnyttiing of ibti 
kind »ince we cnmo to tlie Coutlnciit. There ia moic iiitelligeticc appib.' 
rent, and far more oasi) of condition. Women witli delicato connte- 
nances, and gontlemen at loiguro, aro eeeu walking eyerjvtiere, on tJie 
beautiftU proroetiadea that skirt the lake. 

Tlio environs of Gontiv^i aro ricliCE' in 3c«nerj than those of any town 
I hare seen, except Edinburgh. ! haye walked an hour or two to-day ■ 
on the south ride of the city. It is Sunday, and one of the loveliest ' 
days of Autumn — and thongli tho brightnesa of heaven and earth ii 
touched with tlio aodacss which sad news bringeth— ;ret it is only soft- 
ened and hallowed — it is bright still. I have found it good to

CHAPTER XI.

At nineo'cloclt, on tho twenty-third of September. w« left Geneva in 
ft cliar-a-bane for St. Martiua, on the way to Chomouiii. Tho rond is, 
most of the wav, in a valley, and thrcmgh ono of these glorion* monn- 
tiun paaees. It is muoh of tho way by tho river Arvc, whii.;h, taking 
it<) ongin hi the Col do I3alme, above Chamount, ialla into tho river 
Hhone, just below Geneva. The valley, most of it in Savoy, is not 
vety higtdy cultivated, and has not the verdure and b&auty or soma of 
the Swiss vallaya, The people and thoir villages look miserable. Thii | 
b ono of the regions of the Alps whore tho disease named t/oitre existo. 
It i» a large excrescencd in front of the neck, appearing like a wen. It 
is found in females mostly, if not entirely. I did not seo it but in oue 
man. The cause of thij singular dijordor, aflfecting, except to an iiu 
considerable extent, no other quarter of the world, la not well wtUed. 
Some phywtiaiia ascribe it to tho air. and othcrH to tho water of tbeM ; 
regions. I could almost bi-Iieve that it is sympathy that propagatoe it; 
for ihe sight of it has m-ide my own neck feel iitrongely all day. 

Tlie mountain barriers on each side of this pass have a variety, wild- 
ncsa, and grandeur, not inferior, perhaps, to tlio vaUoy of Lauterbrua- 
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Hea. \t Kalrae — wiici-o, 1^ llio byo, a dimiimtivc picco of iirlillorj U 
lired oS, fvr u frauc, tlmt tiavcUvrs inay hear the vciiooa — arc soitw 
eileiiMve I'^v^niH, hai<l to bo intci'CHtiii^. btit ;vo tiad not tiiuo for tlioin. 
There U s colltittion of wiitcr witluii tfVom spvings. I suppose), vliicli 
finds vtat oit Lhu nuniiit.'iin sidu, a mi.irU}r of a luilo <It«iaii1, in a very 
pretty watorfiill, oiglit hiindiod feot n\gh. Three or four orucados, iii- 
Qoodi appear hy tlie road sido, in iho sanio valloy. of from Hvq to ncvoti 
hundrod feet in Ui:-i;;)it ; but iiono of Uiom haro a Eufliciciit iiadj of nattii* 
to nialio tlicm anytliiug nwns than pelitcs curio»itii'S. 

Tlin range of Mont Itlnnn tmd ucoii iiii ^ig'it all ilny, its siimniiu 
orovnod with anow ; but it waa not till we appioru^liod St. Maitiiis that 
ilwit Blanc himself roso before us- Tho ina%3C9 of snow appear to bo 
Inrgtr tbon ou Juuefraii uiid tliu liiigers. Wo were in tiiiiu to sto tho 
last njrs of the aettitig »iin fitdo a-wny upou the pinnacle, ucai^y an liour 
titer be bad set ta us in tlio vnlley. 

On tlie twontj-fourth, vo left St. Martins at sis o'clock, for Prieurfi 
in the Tollcjr of ChamoiiQi. The pass up iuto tlie valley has all tlio 
wildnots that I cipcctod to see in .Swit^turlittid: a trciiioiidotis gorge. 
through whicli the Arve tumbled and roared, somotimes live hundred 
feet ^mi»t ia a perpendicular desiceiit Iwiicath ua; stupendous rocka 
and mightir fragments of mountaias, looking as if tiny were hurled 
down by tlie baud of an earthquake; the thick clothing of fir trees, 
wlioav fuliage si^arceljr rulinTes the rugged features of rock and pi'i,'(.-.ipico, 
wliilo it lends to Bverjtbitig a ohai'autor more Borabre andstorzi; the 
deep shadows of tlw eai'ly morning lying upon some parts, and its 
brightest splendours falliiig upon others. — tuese are the things that 
might be brought into a picture, but 1 havo no time to draw a picture. 

The rallej" of Chainouni certainly has disappoinlGd mn. and I wonder 
that some traveller could not li<ave saii! tliat it is, in itself, nothing ver-y 
rcniarlcaUe. (Jhamonni — Chamouni — wo liavo hoard of it so l&ng and 
80 much, and tlio word, too, sounds bo sweritiy, that wa naturally ospect 
aomething extriLordinary. Yet. in tmth. it ta <|uite inferior to Lauter- 
bruiitiLD and tirindeliraid, whirh, as valloys, we scarcely ever lieac 
named. 

W« arrived at Prieuro at hnlf-paat ten o'clock in the morniug. and 
immediately propari-d to ascend to some point of tho iiurrounding 
mountains, from whith to »ee. to the best advantage, Mont Blanc aaS 
tjte Mer do Glace — the largest of tlie glacicis. We chose Mont F|y- 
gorcj and ascended to a point, probably throe or four thousand fcot 
utgli. Fivm this point, not only iu*e Mont Blanc and the neighbouring 
ptniiade.i well necn, but a number of glaciers, fourteen in all, it in snia, 
are iuTiew. And now, if I could say that these glaciers were stupen- 
dous mirrors, in wliidi iho uiouutjiuiB aro refipctod, it would doubtless 
bo prosonting a picturo of unonuallcd spkndour and sublimity. But 
alaa! nothing could be farther from the trutli. A glacier reseaiblea 
anydiing but a miiTor. It* .'surface is rough, ridged, and covered with 
roeks. stones, and dirt. This, at least, is the appeaiame in autnmn. 
Tlio linust thing about the glaciers — unless it be the stupendous mass 
erowdiiig down iuto Uie verdant vallov — ia the shooting np of the ice 
into iiuiumombU' pyramids and pimiacle.'^ i and this appearance is most 
beautiful, not in the Mer de Glace, but in the Glacier de Boissoo, lying 
wesc of it.

Bat if the glaciers (lisajipointcil tia, \font Blanc, witli hi;) attonduit 
jHiiDScleB, ghosting up intu tlie ck^ar sic/, one of tliem, a .singlft con* i 
rising, I should think, from its liaw tiwen tliousntid feet — Moat Blanc, 
Md, witK hia vastne^s of br.<>adth and grandour of elCTation, eleven 
thousaul seven liundred and fifty feot* from tbo valley of Chiunouni, 
and wibh the radiant fields of snow upon Lis head, <'Ould nut veil bo 
said to disaytpoiut expectation. NevcrLlielcs:^, and aft«r aU, Jungfrau 
and the Great Eigor struck mo more, 

Mr. Simoiid says, rufurring to tho woathor. that " Alp hunlinf*, like 
ollicr hunting, is occasiiin^y subject to disappoiutujonts." Tho K- 
mark, burclT. baa had >io nppltriition to us on tiu& excursion. On the 
twenty- fourth, particularly, we li.id such a sky as I liaro not scoa 
before in Europi), ae I never saw surpasi^cd in America, nor do I look 
for anything more glorinua in Italy. .Such spleudid ti-aiisnarnnpy, stifih 
awful serenity, such uuliithvmaMu depths of ettior. sui-li heavens indo* 
^cribable, m«ai to <iie the fit cloniont in which Rublime mountain 
heights should appear, to give the fullest and fittest iinpn-^sHion. Th» 
opening, too, spread the light of a full moon upon tlie mountains; and 
hero wero all objects — snowy peak, baro, sharp pinnacle, the doep 
gorge, the dark fir groye, tlie bristJiug glacier, tho ombosomad valloy — 
Bvorytbing of majestic scenery, tliat could make eucli a night tit close tu 
8udi a day. Surely, no firo from heaven, nor altars hum with lundx, 
could he needed by bim who camo to worship bore. It wa.i one of those 
BOasons of life, when you ai-e silent all the day long, and can scarcely 
tlcm at nieht, firom the burden and pressure of thoughts that con iuid 
neitlior nttoranco nor repose. 

Ou the morning of tho twonty-fiftli we left Cliatnoiini, on our return 
to (.leneva. Perhaps it would not be pcfsihle that any contrasts in 
light and shade eliould euiijftss these which were presented in tho pano- 
rama of mountains that wo left behind u3. In tho distance, lay tUo 
suovry raugo of Munt Blanc, h«neat!i tho dazxling spleudour.^ of llie 
moming, and there was brigbtuess ; nearer and on tb« left biy moun- 
tains covorod with firs, which the moming ray had not touched, and there 
was darkness ; on the right were hills, partly cultivated, partly wooded, 
on which sti-eamsd tlm rich light of early day, and tlwru was hoantr. 

It is not BtrangD, pnrliaps, but it is a curious fact, that this iieduued 
and delightfid spot was. ages ago. the rosort of Roman refuse* from 
the pomocutions of the stato. In and about i'assy, 0. villoga iu th« 
valloy below Chamouni, have been fouud votive altars, with initcriptionA, 
and ruins oE villas, showing that it was a plovc of rostdcnco as well a» 
retreat. 

Ou the evening of the twenty&fth, wo rotumod to Giiiovs, wdl tired, 
but well aatisfied, and horo we havo taJien up our aliod* for a ftw days. 

My chambor at tlio Qotol do I'Ecu dc Ooncvo, looks out upon the 
Lake of GencTa. and upon tbo "' aiTowy Rhone," as it dart* forth from 
thff full and placid busom of waters tliat pour thfrnsiolves c»at into tbii 
— ahall I not say — most beautiful of all rivers. 1 do not mean H3 
banks, on which I have not hoon ; but tlio etroam it^elf^ broad, doop, 
and iO clear, that every nuhble is seen upon tho bottom, and rushing 
forth a stream of emenuil, at the rate of ax or seven milos an hour.

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The lake, indeed, tliini{[h ftft^ ntileii Inn;^, oaA ten brood, is in » sort,' 
liloe many of tti* lakoe in Switzerland, but aa oxpaufiou of the rireri 
tba Rbono vatfriog a ricb and cxtrasivo couutr; before ib enturs tho 
lake. WhnC given tlie i>oc^iilifur greaij culuur to tlic la.kos an<1 rivvrs 
wbicli arc fed bj the bigfi Alps. I do not kuow; but I tUbik it must b9 
samethtng iii tho bosom of ttiu uioitulaiiis, some ore or earth — nines [ 
have obaorvocl it in many of tlie )>trcams, very high up t&warda tiioir 
sources, ami especially in tboee that issue from tho glBcioru. For 
althotigh these atreams last montionod bavo a milky apiioarauce. as I 
have somowhero said, yel tlify arc also distinctly tinged witb gi'«en. 

As we aro passing a week here, my iiot«8 will adyonturo a step liir. 
thor than is ^sual into sotioty. 

We called yeat^rdaj upon M. Sismondi, introdui;ed by a letter froni 
Dr. Channin^. Madame HJEitnondi wa.9 very ill, and we aaw the cele- 
brated historian of politics and litcratiiie but half an hour. Wbat sor- 
viees our friends do us, without intoiidiHg iti A niiuiatua> likeness of 
Miea Sedgwick, with her own autograph beneath it. hung upon th& 
woll. It was a roice, in a fur land, from tny own Berkshire home, M. 
lOndi ia extremely interasting both in porson and cnurersation— in 
1, fill! of dignity, intelligence, and graceful eaae and kindness. I 
was muvh stniek with an observatkin of \\h upon tlio efTocts of tJia 
Cathob'o and Protestant religiona. Joining hia hand? together, and 
ilitertaciu^ his fingeru, b« said, " Tlioro aro cantons of Switzerlaud 
interlocked in this manner, and when the roftd uarriea you across tii9 
pointK of intei-scctiou, yiiu might know in the darkest ni^ht, by the stato 
of tho road.s, by tho very sinoll of tlie country, wliicli le OalhoUc and 
which ia Protestant." 

Afterward wo went to 8oe the collections, in natnral biBtory, of M. 
do Luc, Those things always weary mo ; but so did not the man. 
How rare it is to find such a person in Americiv— sui-rounded by bonss. 
and fossils, stufTed sniuula and bird)*, ekolotons and shells! By tlie 
byo, the coUoctiona of onr friends in New Bedford could help him much, 
in tlie department of concUology ; but then theirs are iu elegant tabi- 
Qeta, and have not tho learned dust upon them. 

M. de Luc has a great horror of priestly doimiiatton, and gare ua 
this pretty estiaoi-dinary fact. In Sl Jervais, not far hence up among 
tlto mountains (of Savoy, 1 think), is a bathing estabhshuient, for tho 
uea of raiiiei-al waters. Tho keeper of the houao had coUectfld for the 
ontoriainmout of hii visiters a niisceUaticous library of about a thcutsantl 
volumes. Lo-^t gniuiner, in his absence, two Jesuit priests visited the 
establi&hmont, looked over tlio library, took almost trio enth-o body of 
it, and borned it on the spot. 

Sa^ember 30. — Wo have made some very dolightfinl viaits horo, to 
tho pasteurs, and one to Dr. Coindet, a very intarosting old phy^iuiau. 
Dr. C. has a great numher of autogmphs of oolobrated men ; one of 
Francis 1, one of Louis IX, — [bint of ill — aUo of Mirabeau, Carnot, 
Robespierre; of John Calvin, too, and aomo letters of Rousseau. I 
read a few of these letters, and found them to contain somo of thosa 
eitraordiuary declaratiuiia wliicli ho was wont -to make, about thft 
Sraiptunes. Ono of ttipni to M. Vonie:^, pa-steur of Geneva* aaya, " I 
belipvo in tho Gospel. It is th« most Lntorosting of all writings. Whim 
all ether books weary m«, 1 turn to it with over-fresh delight. Wliea 
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the miseries of life press upon nie, I resort to It for coiisoTatiou." Dr. 
U. gnve ua liis opinion, that goitio aiiJ cretin ism. tliuse Bliookiiig dis- 
siucs of some* pftrtioua of tli« Alps — tho first consisting of swolliug* in 
the neck, and tlic ltt*t of tlio wliwlu tuily — woie owing to the wator of 
tliQ country ; and says tlmt tlia euro of tbetu, as wcU as of most soro- 
fdlous disordera, is indhie. 

Wo liave dined vbry \iieasa,utiy with conwderable parties at II. Ne- 
ville's aud M. Chenoviere's, pastGurs of G&iicva. Chenoriore, you 
kti<iv, is consiJciud as vcrj prc-ciii itient here, if not at tlio Lead of tho 
pnstcurs; but it is not easy nor agreoaUe to speak of distiiicLioUB, 
wbere eiicli men are tn be fouud a.a Miniier and Cellcrier. 

I wish you could see Boraotliiiig of these French mantierE. Tlioy are 
bO easy, so amiabltf, so affectionate ; so fintirL-Iy free Gum lUl fonnidily 
and alfectfttioij. TLo mLutof and luiatr^ie avo n^t stationed iu ouu 
spot, cor do tlw/ roccivo uouijianj with a stiff how or coui'teaj ; nor at 
dinner aro they fbtturea at the table, nailed down to their chuirs. For 

instance. M , sooing that bi'ocid is wanted, geU up and po^sun 

it ariMiud the tablo hiini^elf. .\iid thia not bi'taust^ ho wauU servants ; 
but ueitlier of tho eorvauts at tho momout Uappoiiod bo bo pmaont. 
Those awkward appendages whioli we lucai- — siioulders, arnis. bands, 
logs — titey seem to use as part of them.selt'es — tlioj seem to bare uo 
con^cmiignoiit) of ihem. any more tlian they batro of their lungs. 

[ wish you could have seen the niannor iu which Madamo and 

Madamo met ; the kiaa and tho kisa again, a.s if tlie fii'st vu not 

enough to eatisly tho lieart; and tlie tbuuEacd tittlo toudciTieases ef 
behaviour diat passed during tlio «Teuing. I wish, too, tJiat you could 
see tbo manners of all these people towards us, Gtraiigers as we aro. 
Thoy take the lieart by a coup He — what shall I say? — d'<rAl, de main, 
(fc — cTcrrthiag that is irre&i&tiblc. It U airui;tBaii — $iiDpIe, self-for- 
getting, all-conqu Cling affectiou. AVhcn shall we see aiich oiaunurs in 
America? When shml kinduHSs— confiding, free, overflowing- — diseui- 
barrn^, uncbuju, disoudiaut souioty among ua, from rosci'vtf, awkwunl- 
ncis, and &utfenn^?

I mast DOte tome purttciitunr v-it>ioiit being able to expwid Uumi. Toe 
gOTomnient, you know, i% rvi)ul>lican ; tlie cifUcers are & bixly of laAgu- 
tratea. LegiBlation is Hharea by a lluu» of Dopuliua, consistiag of two 
liUQdrod »tid fifty momborit, who choose ft Council of Stato, which 
obooeos fuur 8\uiJictt. Tlic quulitit-utio^ for Totiug is birth in tlio can- 
toii. and a <»iiditiflii alnro anrvico — or obo, for foreigiiera, a fmn-haM 
of Ebe privilege; aud it costs, according to tbe moans of the purcbasor, 
Bttj gtuii«A« ntid upward. TIio city lias Uiirty tboiuaiid inliabitants ; 
the i^udo caut«», sixt^ tliouaand. 

Tlier« is an ostabbshed relision bere of very moderate crDod, mild 
discipline, and isimpk" forms. Tbore are four vorv laige cbiirclieB, for 
fiftwn paiisheK, ill wbidi fifMeu ]>iutt>ui'R officiate m turn — i. e. in tbe 
eUoreliot — vhilo each one Iiai a particular parinh for his chargo. Tboy 
preacli ouce iu two or tlu-eo weeks, and their oalaiies are propoi-tioiiate — 
&oin fifty to one hundred pnun<U eterling. In addition to this, the 
pasteors are almost all tfaclwrs of joutb, profoasors in tbe Acadoiny of 
GoiMva, iiistrnctersid fainilitis, &v. 

Tlie children of Genova aro mainly educated alike. Madarae C 

told mo that tbe daughters oj tbo uoorest man in Cleueva ai'o a£ tbo- 
rongldj- educated as Lit own. Aucl this is alirays done at borne, and 
principally by tlifl mother. The boys aro sent to the academy, and 
carried up in it, to the complatioii of a fiuuibod and even professional 
education. 

The system of rcligioua iuairuction for tbe youtb bere, liy the paa- 
teur«. stems to be most admirable. Chiidren are taken al an early age, 
and regularly carried up tlirough regular courses of religious instruction, 
adraonition, and laborious oftbrt, to give tbetn right improssiouB, till 
they &!'<.> brought to the comjuutiiou. Tbe consequGtice is, tliat abno::t 
every adult iioisou, of any fc|»oi:tabiIity, connected with the mitional 
churcli, is a professor of religion. 

For further accounla of tjoncva, I refer jou to Uio last part of 
Simoud's second Totunis on SwitKerJand, I am told here by those who 
wore Ilia poiticular frieuds, tliut his accounta, especially of Gcnovese 
society, may be relied on ; the rather as Madame ttimoud was a lady of 
tUis city. 

I ijhoiilii tfiink the dangor here would bd that of contraction — for 
tieneva is a world by itself, and a small world. But I saw notliing to 
justify tlifl appreheneion. And I am auro that I ha^e no desire to make 
abatements fiom the most favourable account. The manner in which 
I have bueu icceivod and treated, and tlio delightfiU adieus with which 
1 have been diijnissed, have loft an iuiproBsion upon my mind never to 
bo eflaced. 

Laupasne, Octoher 2. — To-day I have ooma from Gcuera, on the 
way to Milan. It has beun a fine day for a ride along the lake. Lord 
Byron has justly addressed it by tbe ejjitliitts, "clear, placid Leman!" 
It has been bo clear and calm to-day, tliat not only tho cluudB and 
mouutaiue, but evoi^ swell and seam of the mountain s side, and every 
hue of sky and cloud, has boon pei-fectly rejected. Can it be that tho 
enjoyment of nature— the hi'jhett enjoyment of it, is selfisli? I have 
ofteti asked myeelf the question ; for in such states of mind, I always 
desire to bo, if not alone, yet eilent and undisturbed. I say to tuo 
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question— «iirely not sciriali , most eatirel/ Ui« reverse. But I &m in- 
clined to tliiiik tlmt tlie deeiieMt cominuiiioii witb nature, imptic» b ttntl- 
iag for tlio time so nrofound, and absnrbing too, thai it can boar no jar. 
jior (livorsion Bom ita objoot. It ia as when ynii listen to the bighi>«t 
miteic. or oloqucnce. you dHiiinot beat a morement or a vliisper tbat 
disUtrbB your attuulton. 

The news of the lulce and ntnuntoius in and about Lnusanno are un- 
commoTilj fine. When wo arrirod at tiio hoti-1, tlie lamllord. a.* if he 
knew wliat I wantod. Bai<l, " I will givB you a room where jon can seo 
the lake." I took my station bv tho open window, and desired toa to 
ill) brought me tliei-o, that I might lose noufl of tho flitting !>haf]owa 
ami changing colours that wei-e passing ii> succession over tlie bonora of 
the waters. And I scarcely ruiuflinber to have seen a% many Tarieties 
of hue and sUado as tia-ssGU berc in the half hour after the sun went 
(lovra behind a dark cloud in the west. 

How little of that which a within, and sometimea " most wiUiin" iu, 
ever Snds expression in any words or writings! If I were U) tell, h«ro 
upon this open l>age, what my thoughts were as I gazed upon the ex- 
panse of waters, and upon tho dark mountains beyond, wJiila the tbUh 
of tho waning twilight f<jii slowly over tho sky and tlie stars looked fortli 
upon the Eueiio, as if tlioy had been living witDQ.'>sos — I should feel u 
if it were like praying '* at the corners of the Jtreets." 

MAitTiosir. October 3 —This town is in the canton of Valois, and np 
the valley of tho Rheno, t. c. from tho Lake of Geneva, eight lioura' 
rido, vitli vettiurino. 

As 1 liave meit.ioae'd this mode of conveyance, and am inyet-lf tiding 
it from Geneva to Milan, I will say a word further about it Veltiirino 
is a leng word, and a foroign wori^, and scundii aa if it might describo 
sometltiiig (I'll its reapectabU'. iloreoT*r, Uie phrase, "with votturino," 
describes a mod& of travelling in Hat!f.Wllv who haa travelled witb 
vetturino lias baun in tlio cnthatjted land. So the word has always 
stood ill ray raiuil for Bomethitig very romantic and recherche. But 
nothing could be loss so iu faet. Tlie vehicle is as good as a third-rate 
BtaffH coach, and no better, it is drawn by two horses, without relays, 
ani. traveb but tliirty miles a day. However, it ia a good way euough 
for soijiiig the country, which tlie dihgence and tliu mail coaoh are not, 
Bs they travel all night. And besides, you may lay anide all cart>,* for 
you may engage with your votturiuo (i. e. tho driver), to take you. way fi-ora 
Genov.i toMilaTi, for a gi-oss smn — (six napoleons, twenty-Four dollars) 
— ho i^arrying you, taking care of your baggage, providing and p.'ijiiig 
for your mcalii and lodging, and aetting yoa dowu at MiEaa, in ais uava 
and a half. But onougb of vetturini — who, by the bye, are a get of 
follows that will probably clieat you if they nan, ia tlie 'bargain — (mine 
ttskej twice as muub aslio took) — who are so civil before sotting cut, 
that they will pull off their h.it in tho sti-eet, if tlwy chauce to see y<m 
in the fourth story of your hotel, but who, it' you stay a moment too 
loiiR to look at a waturl'iiJl or a chateau, will he murmuring ** Sacrs! 
diaUel" under their breatii, as if the natural play of their hinga waa a 
Bortof ounutg; and who would probably foam at tho moutb, if tha

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The head of the TAk* of Geneva, which I pnssiMi aronnd this mom- 
ins^, is more pii^turenque tliau the lower part about tlie rity of Oeiieva. 
The mountain? arc rng-god and wild ; t!ie soft and dark shadowing of 
the morniug' upon tliom, ni<u]e tliem appear so much like masses of 
clouds in the hori/on, that il was diftiiiull at limos to ruKJ.^t the im- 
pTMEtoa; the Ui^ht haze of autumn upon thorn, gibvu a singular di«- 
tinctne^ts and dchneatiou to the suu'g rays ns they streamed in tlnoiigh 
the craggy d pinnacles and Jeep dc^files: and the reOetTtion of all tliiit 
scBnary in tho darkonoil mirror of waUirs wjwt no distiurt, that it sepinod 
ns if the world depicted bolow, were not ths counterpart of that above, 
but the very ruality. Really 1 do not attempt to describe, as tliiuking 
I shall convey any clear inipreflsion to you, but to assist my own recoU 
lection. But u-uly, what a thing — what an element is Jteter^and 
what Gcmie van ba complet^ oc an^hiii^ near comploto, without it' 
What images of repose and^urity are hke its stillness and its transpa- 
rent depth ; and w!iat life is there, in all nature, like that which gtica 
(brth upon its touched and tremulous bosom? But tlie waters and tha 
mountamg are uot the only things: for the shore also, about tlio head 
of tlio lake, ie full of wild ami romantic seciiery, 

1 vintod, in passiu^, the (.'astle of Chillon, most beautifully situated 
on this shore, near VilVuenve, It has deep dungeons, into which wo 
looked from above. Wo went into that where Boanivard, the Genevese 
advocatd of fieodom, was confined by the Duke of Savoy for six year«, 
and saw the ring in the stone pillar which held tho prisoner's ehaiii, 
and the place worn in tho stone by tlio ring, as ho passed to and fro, in 
hia confined walk. Lord Byron biis celebrated him. We j*aw the nania 
of Byron carved on oue of the ueij;hhoiiriug pillars. I asked the guido 
" Who did it?" She said, ■■ Himself." 

The valley of the Rhone, for some miles above the lake, is ono of tha 
most delightful ! have soon in Switzerland; and farther up towards 
Martigny, though the valley itself is less interesting, and tho uorrors of 
vretiniftm begin to appear, yet the " munitions of rooks," tho mountain 
ban-iers, are very graiid and stupendous; rising Bometimesperpendicnlarly 
from tho road, two or three tln.iusand feet, ami cutting tho sky, so tliat it 
has the singular appearntico of a single i^uartar of a hollow sphere. Near 
Martigny la a very beautiful waterfall.* with much the largest colunm 
" risKvache, two himdrcd aod eighty tl«t, lays Ebel. 
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of water tiiat I ban h«b in uijr of tbeea cwcadee Mooii; Ibe 

mountains. 

Bpeakiiig of lionrora — I iras cAndderaU;' nwred for aotnfi momenU, 
to-da^. wilti " the liurrorE of tbo last," as I took mj \a&t loulc of tliB 
beautiful Luke of Geneva: but I niiiiit ooiifi.'»9 that I was soon com- 
forted with the r«8eutiou, thit it WiW te&n —that the object waa occom- 
plialivd — that there was h> much more dvnc and finisLcd — to mauli lose 
to do. A mist-raWe stali> of miuii, ptirbajis, rilb wKicli to go througb 
Earope ; nerertbeless. it is mine.

niiaerable bttle village, on tlio wnj to tiia 8iinplau. The Talley of the 
IthOQO ab<iv« Martieuy grow6 uoiiTaw, bamin, aai Josolato; the moun- 
bftiiia Arc no bald and blunk. tbat I am almost tired of muimtains ; aiid 
tbe signs of porortj, aiid th» horrors of cretinism, niuUi)>1y upou us. 
Th«e horrors, a^id almost all otliers, are consummated a.t Mioa. a small 
torn upon the Khoue. It is suiToimded by walLi, with towor»; wan 
former); a Roman station ; has & otbednJ. a»d is tlie residt^iice of a 
bishop ; aud U still more notablo for the ruios o£ tlire« old cutlos, 
fcituated on tlto roi^ky heights to tbe ntirL!iea.''t of it. I bad an liour auid 
a half of leisure here, ajid spent it in icallting abtjut, I did indued 
"walk abfiiit Hioii, and ti.'l(i the towers tlioreof," but stirtilv with tiu 
feelings akin to Uio admiration fihallongod for Jerusalem, the beautj of 
tlio earth. If tho Bomaua plougltvd up the foundations of tho holy 
place, th£y haro left fouudations here to Trorse de^ocratioii: masairu 
wall^ of houica, tltat look &-« if thi^y might have atood niiux the maAt^rs 
of tbe world Foigu«d here, and old gateways, fit to have been Ibe ta- 
trancOB to court.yard« and palauos — but the strct'ts are l>emire<l with 
fiitli, and the gaU.'waj* lead to sta,bleB. Knt the chief horrors of Uiis 
place, and indeed of tlio wliolo upper vallcj, arc goitre and cretinism. 
Tho fonnor I buvo spoken of, but it exists Bbro in more ehitckiitg forms ; 
a,iid half of tiie female population are afflicted with it. The cretin is 
awulleu in the whole body — ilwaHt>d id stnturo usually— <!ripj>iud in tlie 
limbs — idiotic in eouut^aanee — the eyes near together — the mout^i 
large — the being, iu £ue, vomiug nearer to an animal tlian aD;^'thiug I 
over saw in human aliape. In short, tbero is a masa of pupulatiuti iu 
this upper yalley, the sight of whicli would be enough to make tlie 
fnin^'^t sGQnQ in tlic whole world paiuful to look upon awl bati^ul to 
remember. 

A» wu came up the valley, w passed by tho goi'ge that leads op to 
tlie hatha of I<ouk, or lioucvhe, and to Alount Cicnimi. Tho luceut 
looked fiighlfuUy i:ivit)iig: and. indeed, this is btia only further excur- 
•loD in Switzerland tliat 1 had a i-pecial desire to make ; but 1 mual 
yaa it by. 

SiunoN, Orfofisr 5. — Tho Simplon road ia ft wonderful Tork, btit I 
am too uncomfortable to write much about it. It is very cold up here. 
though it was lioteuotigli at the foot of the mountaju, aud — I was just 
going to Hay tbat I could have no firo iu my cbaiulter iH^-aiLto tho 
ohimney would ntnoke ; when in donioa ma b(mtia, the Slle do chauibro, 
aud «»ys it in all a mistake, and sots to making; thingi^ coiuforla))le. Ho 
now. wtat a flood will bo poured out upon you, from this thaw of my 
room, my hoarl, and my fingers, you v.an no more tell, tbuu tiiv»o 
Hwiss pc-mant^ what streams will come down their mouutaina iii spring. 
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I wan going to ea.)- some dJania! ward or two about tliia tiUbco of 
Himptou, uid tlie liolel — an buur's rido from Uie top of the moaiitala 
on uie fiiiUi of Italv ; but reallv this Ore waxes warm, and I hate not & 
heart for it. As to tbc i^olil, wh Imvu boon riding for aoino howrn amid 
mowy poaka, on Rome of whidi tho ^now was descending, while tlio 
vapour that ourlod arouud otLcrs looked cold, and chilly, and bonuiubcd 
— oltogctliiT making an npi>t-iinin(x i^iiougli iii unisoti with the alal€ uf 
llie atmosphore, ajid sufficitint to account for it. I wonder tlio troea 
grow hen; but ttit'v do ^uw — tlio brtnlocke, Iciii;be», and tiin fill tlio 
^afllea titd gorgei along wiiiob the Kimplon lond romos, and oljstioatoly 
piuL fsr up the mountain precipices and peaks ; yei, and men groir 
ocrOt and clamber and cliiig whcrt^dr ( I liad idinost suid) tlio cliaffiots 
can leap, or t!io eagle fly; tliey grow, and t.hetr boiisesi grow, and Biol* 
tiplv, ou at^p dticiifilies to wLicb one would think th«y oould bai'dly 
bold on, and aosmingU' iuaL-uossiUIo paUr hof, wticrc, tlio wonder U, that 
tliey ever got, or getting, ever lind tJioir way back to tlio world. Yot 
80 tbey live — a liardj niL-e, and, I believe, simple and innoouut. I could 
not help breatliiug my blessing upon tliein, ad I Hied ray ova for somo 
momeutfi upon tlie last grt'OD spot of Switztn'tand about Bricg^and 
luiugling ]irayers for them witli ray regrets that I shall proUibly uevcr 
see Swisi valley or mountain moro. 

The Simpion road ia evorjTFboro an easy ascent, cut out with im- 
neow labour and czpeuse from the ^id« of the mountain, and ^omotimos 
poeetng, by wliat are called gallcriea. through the very Irow of the 
ciomitiuii. Along the summit aro nine himsos of refuge, Bul.isfuitially 
bvUt, and oL-cupiod for tho jrunioso of providing sbdlor and relief for 
traT«Ui!r&, in tlio stonna tha.t, of course, in vrinter, rago hero with great 
vioibativ. lu additiou to this prorieion, uu immonsuty largo convent is 
erected for the Tct^idt'uc(l of monke, vlio are to consider tbomaelvos as 
pledgtrd to these offiofs of nieicy. It ia a problem wortliy of attention, 
why tho Uoniau Catholic religion fumitthos tnoif* examples of fa'friior- 
(fi'nary oierlions and sayrUicea, than any othor foi-m of Christianity. It 
ia a prohlom ; but I cannot discnsB it hore, on the top of the moun tains. 
I may lind time and iucbuatioa on aoutc journalizing day, to entvr into 
n difloussiuD of tbia and other moral ckiiiia of tho Bomaa Catliolic 
systoni. 

B<vi;sA, OS Lakb MAoaiORE, Octol/erfi. — 1 feel that I nra approach- 
ijig tho mighty lan<l, the I'ltima 'rhiilt- of my pilgrimago; 1 nm on the 
south side of tlie Alps — but to turn back to the route. 

I tliouglit it quite imfortuiiate as I rone thi^ uioruing, that tlio daj 
was ovei'cast with clouds, and threateiird rain; but the bright, fantastic 
raiats tliat floated arouud the lopi; of the inoiintaios soon prespnttjd 
aspecu that afforded eonipeuBation for tho want of a clear sky. hidoed, 
I had not eoon tho Alps before, nndcr ihoBo tiJ^pccts ; tor at (JriiidtlwaJd 
it was a dose and heavy vc-il that settled down upon tbem. Uut bore 
nothing could be more Kght and airy. Tiiere was no wind seiifiihlo to 
us below, and it seemed t,n if the mist were moved by some power 
witJiiu itself. Xow it sailed along witli a majestic sweep around tho 
mountain s brow; thon it plunged down into some profound ahysa, a*; if, 
lifco the fnrios, it bore a victim to tlie dark prison bolow ; and again it 
Kwe up, disclosing, but shadowing, the awful depths — ae it wore tho 
fbuudationi of the world. Other clouds floated along tho mountain 
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Hidoe, attractingr. repeltm;, pasMng And repiusiag, nungUng and parting, 
lik« tlic skirmULiiig forcos of au arm; ; and amnctitius mefttiti^, the; 
held a momentary cuiiUiot, and theu mouoting up, cairioiit tiie aerisl 
war into the rei^on of clauda — uaveiliug. at die aanie time, eome Bta- 
[wnilouB pTeeipico. dark and awful, as if it bad been blasted aad black- 
ened by tlie thunder of lieaveu. 

But it ia uselesd to t^j to describe, and I wonder that T renew mr 
efforts and feilures. Let us come to the road ; it is torra finna, and it 
can be measured — and jet not exactly dpstribed neither. It is fourteen 
or fifteen ieiLgues long (i. e. thirty or forty miles) and twenty-fire feet 
broad, and dBsceiid? gonorally about six or seven feet in a luindrod; 
and was ma,do in four yoa-rs (haTJng l>eoii commenced in ISOl), and 
einpluyed three thousand men, aud required oae huodivd and fifty 
thousand quintals of powder for bUsting, and cost, 1 know not tiov 
much — I ha.va heard it said to be eight, millions of crowns — and finally 
the expense was borne joicitly by Bonaparte and the Italian states. Ho 
that it is Bonaparte's i-oad only as he prnjected it, and by hit energy 
and iafluonce cu.uBOd it to be ua-niod through. The road this side of 
the mountain is, in the engineering rcqiiirod and tho scenery displayed, 
fiir more striking tlian that on tlm side of Switzerland. It passes by, 
and under, and through tlie most trenieudous precipices, among roaring 
easeades, and over Tsvines and gorg(>s that seem unfathoniahle; the 
passage is one of sui^h horrors as 1 har9 not aeon anywhoro olae in 
Switierland; the vidtaa, the depths, tlie heights — everything abOT^t 
bonoath, before, behind, and around ynu. is marked with stupeiidona 
and awful graudear; the rocks that lie aroimd you, and which have 
fallen from the procipitioa, leave all others to be slonoa or pebbles in tba 
cj>mpari4an — and yet you are carried along thia road, and through all 
theso objects so Eublimei and almo'st fngbtful — carried ae eoaily and 
smoothly an if you were taJtiiig an airing in the Regent's Park. Tho 
passage is completed at tlie grand bridga of Cruvola. where you enter 
one of tho beautiful vaUeya of Piedmont, and through it come down to 
the Lake Maiggiore. 

It is siugulur, but tbe moment you roaub the Tiueyards, oa tho eoath 
nido of the Alps, you find a totally different style of cultivation. On 
tlie north side, and indeed all aluug up tho Klione, vineyards look pro- 
eiiiely like nurseries — nurseriss, say. of maple trees, for that i« the 
flha|j6 of tUo Ih'af— about three or four foot bigli ; and nothing, cprtaiidy, 
can be K'ss picturesque than such a vineyard. But here tJie vines run 
upon frames, with groeu grass boncath, and present the appearance of 
a whole country of arbours. It i*. of course, far more beautiful. By 
tho byo, the only tolerable grajwa I have lasted since I came to tJw 
C'outiuoul. 1 bought yesterday, in coming up the .Simpton. Tliev have 
been, with other fruit, upon our tnlde cvory day, .and every dav 1 have 
tactod of titpm, and that is all. Indeed, the ripening awiaon Kas Ixwn 
very cold, and unfavourable fur all fruit. Yet so impossiblw do these 
peopls think it to make a dinner without fruit, that if they raised no- 
thing but apples of Sodom, 1 beliove they would make you up a dessert 
of tliem. 

(hi tho seventh, before sunriw, Iwa* on Lake ^Iog^orl^ with two 
cbanoe fellow-travellt-rs, to visit thf islando of Madre and llrlln. Tho 
tii%t ia laid out as a garden and plvasuru ground, and b witli the riev6 
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It — (i|)«iiing9 to whicli an Inft tlirongli the trees — very pictu- 
i. Yet a neighlwuring muunlain, clotlied witli LuaTUu's bmutj — 
tbo'iui* — was more than (ili tliftt tli« art of man cmi do. 

His art, by tliv bje, Itaa boeu vt>iy \>wrly exerled on B«lla — in thfl 
peraoii of tha Bt>iToinnn,ii ffi.iiiih-, to whom this lake, oiid tin vxtcnaiT* 
country about it bi^lutigs — fur liuUu. (tho hi'-iiutifiil) ik made by Uirraues, 
ruing uno ftlmvn anotttcr, and Icoiieniiig towai'dn the tap, to look v^tj 
ntDob like; a Chiii»^ paguda. We wetit ovor tht) pii]a<:o, wliicli i» lilltiu 
tntb poiutinj;^ tLit seemed to me, with the exception of a Cloopatn, 
luieerablo. But thei-e was ana tliiug tlia.t really niaiie the spot warth 
viHttins: and tliat was the bafiemeiit story, coDasting of a very uxtoti- 
ure suit49 uf rooiii)>, lliiUlii>id iu thi'' grotto Etyle — a sort of Tnot^liic work 
ID pebbUts and iilieUs, covering tlio ttaora and eoiliii^o, and aideB indeed, 
except where a, slab of inarblo wae here aj)d there inkid. These apart- 
tnonta open by window -door?, upon tliu rvry water of thu lakt-, inviting 
every brttiilli of air, and with neats aroiuid, Icxilted aa vt thoj might M 
the very retreats of pbxsure, in a nartn climate.

Sbsto, October 7. — It va» not till I gut to the lower or south end 
Lake Mazgiore, and fairly out of the mouutaiu region, that I began U> 
fod as if I were in Italy. I could not hc-lp thiokiiig it waa a epocimeo 
V6 liad, OH we passed oyer tho Ticino, just after it Issues from iJie lako, 
to !^8to. The boat wa^t u£ t'liimsy and trraisy a thing as if eteamboats 
bad never been heard of; i^ouaistiug. indeed, of two boats lashed trtgo- 
tlier, and diawn over \>y pulling upon a rope £tretch>ed and fa)«ten«(l 
ttom bank to hant. This was oc« piurt of the specimen. For thft 
other — whoa we iiad got under way, out stepped a tiddler, and, after 
twanging Ilia in^triuuent a little, gung and played several airi with gr«at 
apnarenl cnthu*ia,sin. It was a vury agreeable, and even touidiiug 
volcorae to the land i>f song — ay, and of poverty, too ; for tliia vas a 
mettiod of gaining a livelihood, and, 1 thought, a very ingenious onu; 
for tho mueie you tuust hn-rg; and 1 novel- knew anybody to refuse to 
pay for an offured treat of this kind Uut alas! how 1 have fallen 
away from tlie romance of the thing! 

Not far from Sosto, we psMod through the Tillage of Soma, in, or near 
which, is tliouglit to have biion the battle ijround of the confliot 
between Tlaunibal and Seipio." In the viUago stands an iinmeuHely 
larga and ei-ideudy rorv anciout cyprOBs, which tradition indeed would 
make almost old enougn to have seen the battle, Take your map. and

m9. Up tb{) Rlioue, then, to Yitftiuo, a amall tovn a little beloir 
Ljons. ThoD he struck for tti0 Alps, wbicli ho pOMOd l)jr Mont St. 
Bernard. He reached AosU. aud peuetracad, I believe, souuithiag 
ftirther into Italy; wtitn fioding that Tmiu would not submit to hhn, 
and unwilling to* leave an enemj Ijcbind, ht* turned bark to subdue tliat 
city. Ho then advanced again, and mot Scipio, it ia said, near Oleg- 
gio — near to whicli town is Soma, 

M1L&.V, October 8. — Tl;<j louto from Lake Mag^oro to Milan is not 
intereatiug; unless lictdd of Indian corn, and vineyards, and mulberry 
trees, and tbe chestnut, and bedj,'^s of acacia, aug'bt to make it so. 

The approach to Milan, ihrnuyli a visia of fine linden triios which 
Ma.polcoii caused to bo planted, is very fine ; and the ontranoe ia in bn, 
when it is ^i^ed, thiougb a maguiSeent marble arvh, coniuiencod by 
Uonaparto, in commenioratiuu of tlie gruat Siniplon rood, which is con- 
siderod as t«rmiiiating ]\tro. 

The priest and llio soldier are seen here at every comer — the former 
with a three- comtirod, cockyd-up hat. and a kind of caaBook, or black 
eurtout; the lattor in a white vostuute. They repreaeut. iiidc-cd, tho 
twufiild dospotism under which Italy is pufforin^. Tbij priests are 
Italian, it is true, but the military are almost cidu^ivt-ly Au^tnaii. 
TlioGe, howL'vor, who uish to throw off the yoke, seem quite as much 
to fear thp former ns the luttxir — for nil their jtccrot* are constantly 
haXih to bo betrayed to the priests, in the conles^ion&l. A mau'a foe«, 
indeed, bocjomo tlioso of his own houeebold — liia wife, daughter, or 
sister. 

Scenei in Milan. — (I crannot describe at length, but will Jufit hint at 
thorn.) Into the hollow square oi" court-yard of the prand Hotel dc 
Ville, on which my chamber window loolu, drives a eplciidid carriage, 
containing a lady (a lluasian conntoas) and little girl, tlirpe dogs, and 
oil the seat* (behind and before), threo servants. The l.idy getJ 
out, the dogB follow; but are soon cnught by tho servants, caressed, 
and put back again. The principal servant is dressed i la mode miU- 
tairo, mora splendidly than any general officer I ever saw on a review 
day, in our own country. The said servant uomos up to the carriage, 
cafu the dogs to him, and kisses them— dogs and man. chops to chops 
—■par nobilo fratrum. Another — in the same court under my window, 
in which the canaille figure. Throe poetihoiis are scolding in Italian, 
about some mattor in dispute, I know not what, Atid truly, I naror 
jioard a language for scnhling like this iLUian. It can bo fpokeii, I 
think, m«ro rapidly than any other, and theni i* MumoUiing wj 
deciilod and manly in the tonus of it— far more than in the Krencb 
or English. The threo postiUons, for about Kvc mirintcg, bilked 
all together, and all gcetui'od as if thoir niins utnst have had steel 
fihrejj, and thoir lungs were as much more en«)rgt)li<j Uian any other 
human lungs. &« Perkins steam guns, discharging a tlinu.'^ftnd IbIIb iii 
a minute, are beyond all other guns. Ohl bear an Itahan scold, if you 
Tvoul{l know what sofjldiug may bo. <!)rie of imr people, upon a tliou- 
sandth part of the apjiari^nt provocation, would have silently knockftd 
his fellow down. The Engliah canailEo, too, make a gi'cat noise in their 
quarrots, with as little result; but thoir noise, compared with tho 
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Italira, is as a )i«avjr liimberliifj coac-h, compared with tiio moat activo 
Md energetic st«am oai-iia-ge. Then, u to ta)](iiig in goiicrtil — Autvly 
it it thia pooplo's mont and drink. Tliis houso is a pei-foct lUWL 
^!ucU a TtiKkdi of vviuua iis coiiien frtiia tlio court, tliti stairways, anJ. 
(nsaagca, all the inj long nnd all tlie evfliiitig, I «fivor Itc-jini boforp. 
Oor Aniuricari iiitwrcount' it aliNdliita aili'iii;*^. compared with it. Onoo 
more to nioiinC up itgaiti into tlu) higher rHgioii«: a curriAgu is ap- 
proacliiiig tlio palace of tli9 vi4.-o king — (tho brother of tho crappror of 
Austria) — imiucdiatcly tho word is passed along tbo liuc of aoldiorj", 
Btationcd In front uf tlie ]>alaa;e; tlicj get underarms; the drums beat: 
the officers iu attoudnnce taJce off theit li&te and buw low ; 1 look to seo 
who it ia in tliu aatvinga that ii>aku« this sensation; and I diseovor, on 
tho bacfc sr^nt of tiiin sUitHy narriage, three little ho^fs! Tho streets — 
tli«y are full of peofle ; they aro full of talk and bii^liter ; thej aru full 
of liondon-liko cries; they aro full of caTriagea, with fine horses; tlio 
priosta, in sulemu robos, swectp by at OTury moment: tho djislung 
goldici'A are voutiuiially [rassing and repassing' ; feniftles, of good person, 
tanny of them wearing veUa on tlieii' heads iusteail of boiinfts, manj 
Veariog nothing, are eonstnutly promenading, as if thojf had uobhiii^ 
else to do ; but as many moro aru attending at t!iL< contiters of tho 
»liop<^; and the toll of men, with tho hammer, and tliii Baw, and tho 
lathe, and tlio silk spinning or vrvavbig'. breaks upon the ear from all 
quarters; tho chtin-li txjlla aro perpetually riugiug, as if evwy diiy woro 
a 9al>hath, and vobai'ioe are passing iu and out of tlie tenipli>^ ; Ihe city 
aeema to bo full of immonae palaces, built aroimd lioUow sqimrca, and 
some of thorn with curtained Imlcouiea ia tront. One would think, from 
looking at the outside cf things, that tliero must be great weaJlli here, 
Btid groat liappinose. 

1 abteitdc^d service veaterday iu the cathedral. Was it not a glorious 
thine, amid that rich but dim light, streaming throagh painted 
win«lon-8 — amid those statelv marUe coloimis, and beneath those 
majestic nrclii's and sculptureS wilinga — with the notes of the nealiog 
organ, and iaMnse, flung from many consera to baar tho soul up to 
hcav«n — was it uot a glorious thing to worship tL«rcJ 1 did 60, and 
did not desire to doubt tliat many others did. 

This (■athodral ia of white uiarhlo, four hundred aud forty-fivo feot 
long, two hundred and eighty-nine broad at the tran&eipt, three hundred 
and fifty-six in height — to the top of tho spiro, that is — supportod bv 
one hundred and aisty cotumna, eerenty-sevoa feet high, floored witli 
tfcv-tellatcd marhlc. ana has, in and about ib, including Ifignirea iu has 
roljff, four tlion.sand tive huudi'od mavljle statues. And yet — what is 
this mysterious priuuiple of proportion? — the sight of it does not swell tlie 
heart — not mine at (fast — with s-uch admiration as the simple, glori- 
oub York niinntcr. It is too broad for thu heigiit, Aud Uion, altliough 
built of mai-ljle, the walls are sadly weatlior-stain«d, so aa to bo fl^;arc^;ly 
more beautiful than ths eoarse stono of England. Its lniii.drtjd pinna- 
cle*, indeed — oaoli oue crowned with a statue, standing out m the 
bright skj, and kept perfectly white by tho action of the pura elomeiitB 
— ar« a glorious ?iHon. 

And amid what a sky wero they lifted up yesterday ! Wht lO wero 
there eyer such depths of splendour in any heaven. a« in tliis of Italy ! 
This is the peculiarity. Not tliat tho colour ia richer than I Uaro seen 
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in Amarica; but that there is a certain splendour wltli tlifr oolourii^, 
atraJispai'encyof eiJier.an illiiniiuatioQ opening into the deptlis profotiiid, 
that makes tlie Italian sky — unpipGctedlj' to mi-, I confuss — a wonder 
nnii a beauty uiiefjuaUed. as it is inoxpresiiibie. On thia point I aup- 
poae ttiero could not bo a moro unprojudicod witness, U hen 1 came 
to see the English sky, I thuuglit it vary bkolj- tliat the entboEtaBtic 
adiuiratjoii of tlio Italiaa, which we hear m niuch about, waa Eu^Iieh. 
80 mui;h bad 1 piTsuuded laj'self of this, tlint I had ceased to expect 
anj'tliiiig extraorditiarj'. 1 waa not thinking of anjthiug of the sort, 
when looking up at tlits cathedral y^stordn^-, itir attention was drava 
to thot43 bdivvene inexpressible, that ro:^c above it; and for an hour or 
two 1 saw nothing, thgught of uothiu^ eldo. It waa not easy to discri- 
minate : for my emotions came upon me like a deluge. Yet, rement- 
beriijg my preTious sceptici*iu, I did cot attempt to iuquii-e, what it 
was that BO moved and enUanned me. And I say Again, that the pe- 
«idiaritj of tl>o Italian sky does not couaiat in ita coJnuir, not certainly 
aa compared with that of Araorica, though u> the English it may he the 
most striking point of differonoo. Nor was it transparency oxaetly — at 
leu»t, not that tranaparenoj by which distant ohjccti are more diatmctly 
seen. TIu» i? what I h^re heard said, and it is true that objects are ao 
saau. If you cast your «ye to tlio hearing in tlis r^uaKer opposite the 
sun, at ten or olaven o'clock in the morriiug, though nothing le relieved 
again.it it. but the moat oommou rau^ of buildings ia tbe stmet, the 
definite character of the object, the nidcnlation. na it wore, upon the 
very sky, is nomething so striking, that you can hardly help pausingin 
your walk to survey it. But tliis, after all, is not to me the speciiui and 
Boid-entranring hoanly. It is that tranaparenoy, r.^tbe^, by which yoa 
seem to look into the beaveuB. The sky does not seem to be a mere 
cooctive, a sphere ; it does not seem to bound yonr thought, scarcely 
your visioD. but cai-ries them away to illituiL'Lbls depths, opening to h«a- 
vetis heyuiid. Wan it not EOiaething indicative of this peculiarity, that 
i saw the faint crescent of the waning moon this moniing, highupiatho 
akr, almost till mid-day ? 

By tlie bye. epeaking of t!io moon, I have been almost up to it to-dayj 
ill ascending the spire of the catliedral. It pnesents & ms^ificent view, 
ttroCchiug from the Alps to the Apennines. 

Oitober 11. — Having tlio day upon my hands, I determined tt> be 
my own guide in a etrvll through the city. So providing myself with 
the few Italian phrases necossary to in(|uire out the pkicea I wiehcd to 
see. though many of the people imderstaiid a question in French, I Mt 
forth.

The plains of Lomlrajxly aiui Parma 
create somethSng hke a fooling of homo in mp too : they seem but an 
expatieion of our own lUui.<%tuniot plains, with llie Alps fur our moun- 
tains, and the Apenninen tor our eastern ran^e of bills: but these ulaina 
are by no nieaii» an beautiful ; tJiey are too extensive : they eieoedingly 
want variety ; field sueceodH to field with its ranges at trees for tho grapo 
to run upon ; nor are these boasteil tieldx of Italy richer tlian our owti. 
Th* general ftuie of the people I nnher like. 'i'h« wumpii aptiear 
modest, I cau't my handsome — too dark: and the dark eye, wliicli 
tliey almost all have, niu&t be very briglit; and intcUigeut. not to be dull 
and unme:miii^, Tlie men apuesj* grave aud respectful, and not atupid. 
Thy aspect of their villages 1 do not like; and here, too, I find almost 
the whole population in ritla^ei. Wlicro tho houses are covered witli 
tho white liard pluntvi' u.'iod iu Italy, tljo appoarauco it fino ; but otlior- 
wiBc. the brii;k with which tlnsy build is very fifwr. and liie tiles, uni- 
vergaUy put on the roof h^i-e, are coarse, anJ careleNsly put on. so that 
the houson looj: an if they niu^t (tnitnblo to pioceu in k"!'* than half a 
oentary. lint more than all, there is something vory heavy, clumsy, 
■nd dui'k about tliuse long, unbroki-u raiiKos of village buildiu^E ; they 
look. Home of them, as if thev mij;ht be extensive penitentiaries i the 
lover stwiea, too, are comnion.'y grated, and the g;rale^ are ru&ty. and 
tJ>e pane* of glass are dirty, or tJiore is no ?IaKs at all in thorn : so that

of thing* Uiiiiither appears tn be the very peculiariiy of Sabbnth-koop- 
iog here. Fimt. thurD c-ame persons with violins, and a violincellu. audi 
then II military band; and the pctrfonnanoc of both indicated a cuUiv&- 
tion that we never find ia America, It will be loii^, in oar country, 1 
fear, boforo wo eaa havo anything like it. ThuH doijs pcrfacUon oomo 
pot ol' imperfection ; for it is poverty, and it ia a military establiiihmont 
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that hATeprcdnoetl thi!4 rxtraordinarT acc<:[n1pli^1lmct1t lu tlie art of' 
miwio, nlieii it cur rountrv to work out n, higher jtmblem; Mid U» 
show that uver^hing graceful in art may be uuited vith ever^thina 
utcfiil in ftwiety: luiy, that gww^ftJnes.*, beauty, perteotion inutf is 
one, ai»J not tlie leaat, of the iiiter^to wf society J 

BoLodst. Ociuler 16. — I called to-day nnon Professor I»— = — , and 
liad one of ttioso ■' iin«xpliciibi« duitili shows, ' one of tliosp all-unutter- 
iXAa iutorvicips, where tbe paitina do not agree in iJiitt dr'siraMe j)rer«- 
quisitfl, a common apcecti, You have heanJ of talks, and palavern, and 
oonferoDcee, aud cytnonna^wni, aye, and of poaComimrs, aad of lankiiuj 
unutterable tilings; and you hare, perlmpi, some idea of all tliese mode* 
of cominuinciLtiou: but of ^ the methods by vhieUhum.tn beings under* 
take to coufor togt^tlier, I inia^ue the most inconceivable ig this talk- 
ing i» an iiiikuowu tnngno, nr in a ton^e which one but imncrfoctlT 
understands. U is both distrea-Hiiig and ridiculous. Tlio dutr«u u 
ridiculous, and the ridiculonaness ia distrofiaing. 

iVnd which is hardest— whstber to ^leak, or to ht^ar a lan^ago you 
don't mtdersUud — I am no't enre. You strive tn talk, tiU you aro 
ready to ahjnre all ca'4c><i. declensions, t«nsiD!:, moods, and ^iipeffiaUj all 
adverbs and wnjunctioas. You talk and struggle, but the more you 
talk, the less &elf-pt>wpss«j yon an', ami tht- kss ablo to do justice to 
your own knowledge of the language ; and tlie more yon struggle. tli« 
more inGitri«ably you are involved in this confuunding network of 
idioms and phra«fologies. But the moat ludicrous thing is tho aspect 
of a compittity, listening to tlie unknown tdn^ue. Tlifr woi-ds roll with 
moat perverse facility and liorritying rapidity from tho Signore's lips 
— and what adds to tlie vexation is. that the less you underRtand. wo 
£wUir he talks — hipping up into dizzying confusiou this inaea of wonU, 
to help you to a compreliGnsion of oath individual one. Meanwhile, 
ono looks on, with a lacklustre eye, and dumbfounded oxproseioa of 
couuteuan>uG ; another tiiu every foature on the qui vivo of intenM 
<-agcrness; a third scem.^ I.n catch the uieaning — a ray of light falln, or 
seems to be about to fall on him : and not uncommonly, to fill out tlie 

Ciicturo, there is one in tlie bcuik-groimd, whot* cnuumnance weiw o 
udiorou* mixture of anger and helpleasness — "black as ni^ht he 
fltandi)." At length, after a number of tboeo pleasing efforts which end 
in total failure, the company, not daring to trust tliemselvcs for words 
(if mere civility even, luake their adieus in pan lomime— glad, all of 
them, as if they were raliuved from some spell of encbantmput. 

Bologna is at the foot of the Apennines; and I am glad to mo hiUt 
once more. Dolugna is built, like Heme in BwitxerUnJ, with arcades 
running all ovor t!io town. 

The churches here, a* well a« eveiywliere on the route, are Imilt in a 
terribly bad iasia; a jumble of all orders, or rather a confused and 
tilumsy mass of huiiding. without onler, and, as it would seem, witliout 
plan. 

The i-oad, all the way {ram tbo Alps, boa bocQ od a dead levd. Tba 
email riwrs. of which wu have |xi-i.ieil many, flowing from tlio Apea- 
ninea to the Po, have all of them, with their spring &e#heta. tnad« 
tliomsolveB great, widUj desolate paths of eaiid and stones, that look 
dimially. 

Tbe entire country is set out with rows of trees, mostly the elm. on 
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Tfnk'h tli« vino* ttiTi, and often bang ia fostoons from troo to tree. This 
is Uio time of gathering grapes, and the wlinlc land sint-llB of tlic vint- 
age. It is rather agreeable than otherwise. tlmugU not exautiv the thing 
to ezcitii vi>ry numantic ideas, teiiig an a»"-'etoii» fragrancL'. 

Thiw afternoon, nt dinner, wo liad a^in somn fine streel music, from 
three Wind iierformerB; one on the violonccUfi, and two on tli« noliu; 
and tliia evening, the same performers hapo hcou under my windew. as 
I liaro been writing, Mv pen haa fi^w^ueutlj' stopped, that I might 
inoro perfectlj listen, or because tho common- jiliU'O thoiigtiU tJiat 
moved it, alopped: for I have Bcartwl; everlieard, by the wajsidn, such 
itraius of musK-. For etwe, exccuti'wi, and grace, tfiev really reminded 
me of llie performance of tliu Germans from the Royal Conpcrvatorr of 
Mmiicb. which we had, yoa know, in Now Bedford. ALas for mo J — 
I had rather see the apire of our old churdi than St Peter's at Heme: 
and I had rather, 3.t this moment, hear oui* organ out ofttme, ttian tbs 
finest orchestra in Italy! 

ConoLUJO, October 17. — I did not mean to write thia evonin^, but 
tho sooue is too amusing to paee h^ entirely. This i» the usual resting- 
i^M, on the top of the Apennines, and, i[i the general tloi^ktng from 
Floranco and Romo, it is a placo of groat resort. The liouso is crovJod 
to-night, and the scene \s lilto ono of those hostelriea of former days, 
where eoldioi^ and uiinatreU, gentlemen and heggam, nobles and their 
retainers, were crowded togetlier in promistiaous confusion. People of 
all languages are here; waiters, hurrjing to and fro, are invoked in 
•very tongue ; new guests are ccntiuiially arriving; scene succeeds to 
socnc, dinner to dinner, talking and laughing, drmldng and Emokuig, 
crj-iiig childrou and anxious uuraes, may be seen aud hoiird all over 
the house. There were six persons at our dinner table here to-day, 
and wu made ourselves out to be the reprei;entatives of Kve different 
nations. Tiiere was an English mademoiflelle, and a liuGtdan, and a 
gonUetiian from ^iboria, and an Italian, and myself, an American. 

I waa intending, if I wrote at all this evening, to write a tirade 
against the Itiilian inns ; thia, hovFever, is, in some point*, an eicoption. 
But geuerally, out of the large towns, the inns aro dreadfully uncom- 
fortabhj; dark, damp, desolate plact^s, etone flours, without b rag of 
carpeting, even by the bodside; the waiters all mou — even those who 
make the beds and arrange tho chambcru, arc meii; aud the men, the 
cliamhei's, the floors, the tables, tlie dishes, dirty, dirty — everything 
dirty but tha beds, and tliey arc damp. I do not say. however, that 
thi> hcde are full of vermin, though that ia the oomuicil report. But 
for myielf, 1 have not found a bug or a tlea iu Italy.

It i* not 
Koat«, l<ut it ij to tho traveUnr tlio throahold of Home; the laat point 
of aiij toQg delfiT, liefiire reaching tlie eterual city. 

Dut to turn hiuik again a little : tbe mad from lIulocniL is ovor tb« 
Aponuioee, and it is very uninteresting : no Bcenerjr ; tliB Aj)euuiries ara 
best seen at a distance. On tho top, I S3.w, what I never saw beforti, 
t>rf.hards of cbostnut trocB. By the bye, the chestnut; of this country — 
two or three times tbe size of ours — constitute n. pcirt of the fuod of tbo 
people. In every town and villago, ipiaiititipa of ihcra are found at every 
coraer. raw. roasted, baked, and boiled, soliciting buyers, and Sudiiig 
tboin JD firHat: numl)er9. ^ 

The dpauent from the Apennines is more agreeable than any other 
part, aud especially aa tlio IravoUer approaches Florence: nx iniles 
trom which, the pliintattonsof oJive treescomraenceinidtovcr tlio whole 
country. The ti-ee is of tbe size of the pDai^h tree ; tbo leaf rcaembica 
that of our willow, oidy tbe green ia much darker. The tr©e§ ar« now 
loaded with fruit, iLppirently near tbo Btate for pickling. VVu piiSHod 
ucar tho ancient city of Fiosole, Ettuated on. a beautiful slope of coun- 
try, rising from Floreuce towards the north. At a uouvent on its 
Bummit Miltou spent a considerable time — whence ho represeuts " tho 
Tusoan artist" as viewing the moon 

"At ewningftom tbo top af PhKAt." 

The monoatery of Valloinbrosa, whose scenery he also oelehrat«s, is 
situated aU>ut Sieventeen nulos in tbo oouotry above, twenty milee from 
Floranoe. It is the eiirroundiiig wood of Atebelle. to which h« rofun 
iu tho well-known worih —

Oetcber 20. — Florence is a city of moBt confoanding irrrgidariiy. I 
have found my organ of locality ecmng mo very well everywhere else, 
but here it ia utterly at fault. ] am like " the man with tho tumej 
head." If I would reach any particular spot, I eeem to myself to gu 
directly away from it, '■ Ilemf the Cam|jftuile, tho Gallery, the Pnrta 
da Fiiiti — it i>i tliero," t say — aud then set off in the opjiosite direc- 
tion, it is really nnito uncomfdrtiible, 1 never fool myself &i>tt)od in 
a plaeo till i have njj;htly fixed tbe points of the conipa?*' It is jtraoge 
to me; aud J feci more than I oUiorwiiio mi^ht, that i am a .itranger. 
To have the ami rise in tlie west and set m the oast — it 1.1 as if tho 
verr element* had ceased to bo one's friends. Ala« ! thev ari> somo- 
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timoF tb« tntvvUur'fl oolr ■cquaiittaticcft; ts thST Aro miuo here* — for 
til die fri«iiiU tliut I tupi'cUtI to Usui hdrv aril Dud to Uomc.

— M if tliej wore looking out of a dark closot; and Bcaroely anything 
can be seen hut ths — an it w«re, not tho eye, but the meauiiig of tho 
eye, mystorionsly revealing it^lf. 

Sennenuli (a living artist of this city);— fresco painting of tho 
chamber of ller<;ulc8; very showy and splendid — bis fault seem* toUo 
in that direction. 

CliiaUi : two pieces— one the choir of the Capiicliins. and the other 
a funeral— wonderful perspective, like that of the Capuchin Cliapel 
•zlubit4id in Atnorica. 

A statue of a little boy with a bird's neat in tb« one band, and the 
other band laid on and aotainiu^ the parent bird: so joyous, tbat you 
can hardly help laughing out with him. 

Beautiful statuea in Ibe balhing-room. Some wonderful mosaics of 
scenery, with figures — the necessary lights and shadows effected by 
Btoaes of diServnt uokiirs, and, wltere it is rviiuiaite, by an esquistto 
atljuatmont of the different colours of the same stone. Fune perspectiTe 
i« actitajly mEide in this way, and very perfect Sgures of men and 
animals given. 

The ffolg Familitt in tiiis <oUectioa are almost innumerable, and 
many of tbem, certainly, arc very boautiful ; but tbe idea of niutotity 
among these painU^rs seems to b« ratlier negative — beauty, cAlmnosa, 
but no very high, intcllcttual, or mora] esprcsfion. Even of JiavJuuVt 
Madonnas I cannot but say this, Thoy do not satisfy me. They do 
not come anywhere near to tho bean ideal of saintly beauty m my own 
mind, and, of course, cannot satisfy mc. I'hc* calm, but eloquent, 
touched, enraptured »>ul, spreading its mingled light aud shaduwiDg 
over llie whole countenance; the lines of int*lkct«al expansion :ind 
heavenly dignity and dolicacy, drawn upon tho temples and forehead; 
the thoughts — (such as we maT suppose hers to have been " who kept 
all thetio eaying? In her heart ^') — toe thoughts that fill tbo depths of 
tlie dark eyo, too strong ibr utterance: thc»o tbiugs, aud more that 1 



enoceivo of, T do not ttnd in llapliael'^ M.vlorinn.'), Tli» ungraving-i of 
tho Mdilritiitn del Sisto. at Dresdeu, it i^ true, show moro '•( till thU. 
more c-ijieL-iaily in Uii? pyo, wlik-h is full ot a sweet and serious meaning. 
Uul wiiilc Uio MadonnM of IlApIiad lioro, aro all vorr, veiy beautiful, 
ttiG boitutj is luurtj that of furui aud colour, than of expn:»»ioii. Tbej 
have uQt *o miinli aoii) in thorn as somo of the nid (irwiaii i«iatni)it. If, 
indfiod, as is said. Raphaul ilraw th^ irlea of thd ^[ada!lna*!) cciitntnnaneo 
partly from tlin-l of tho J-'oriiiirina, it mi>;lit ho <li>uhted, on every ac- 
count, whethtr tlie result wtis likely to be vory aui>c(«>ful. In short, it 
is nut. l{»[ih;w^rH i;e»iui* tliat I so mu<:b call in qiieistiou \wn, lu thi' very 
ideas whiidi liav* thus far provnilfd miionp mea of gonius, aj» well as 
the world at larg^, of what Imavfrily Miiiictily is. 

Oetober 23. — I liaro Iwan to-day to sue a cnllortinn of paintings in 
tho poJaco of the Comni family, There is an Achillvti, IKiitor, and 
Priam, aud other figures; tho foot of Achillus on the dead hody of 
Hector, in which tlio doad IxHiy is Chu b&'tt part; for the rcist. liie 
colours too g'lariii^, and iu Ui'> couii teii.^uccs ton much distortion, and 
tw> little pairion. There are many beautiful Carlo Dol.;i^^, and striking 
Mulvutor Hobu'a — especially of the liirmor, the celebrated rcprosuutn- 
tinn of poetry— hcautiful cnougli, but nritli littlo cuougU of ingjunttioa, 
aa it strikiu me. in th« count«aanco. 

It ia curious to im how much mannonam all Vnma distinguished 
peintcrs hiive. Carlo Dok-i paints almost in chiaro oacuro — nothine 
out lirjhf. nhadoyi^: almost no colouring: and yet oat of tb« dark ground 
— too dai'k — of the hoaiJ and neck, ho dous tauso to como forth mnstt 
beautiful and natural facoi. HalTator Kola's pictures of naturo are 
dark, and sava;j3, and horror-strikiug, as wo miglit imagiuo it to have 
ai^warod to Cliin, after the munler of AbeL The ^me character ap- 
fisan in his bi^toriiral paintings, Th^ »ioa, imUitHi, when ho paints it, 
compeU him to throw a brigliter splendour, and a warmer glow orer 
tho canTais. Thon again, how dtatmctly to be marked is th« simplioity, 
the k-^piii^, tho quiet, nnprstonding naturalness, tho eK<]uisit« softness, 
of Kaphaol and Leonardo da Vinci. Btit KubtniK, poworful aa he is 
often, never paints without something; of " the raw liead and bloody 
bones" style; as if parts of his faces liad l>eeu flayed, before he jiaiut«d 
tliem. But I have gono far enough now, for n novico, 

A ^p'oat collection «f paintings ia like a groat hbrary. Thorn \t mudi 
trash* in both ; many tliiug^ ordinary, and eiime things glorious ; and 
Bome parts of a considtrohle number — somn najisago of tlie hook, some 
Sgaro of tho painting, or even sometimos only a single hand in a pici- 
ture — that is finely done. Ni^ither the great paiutor nor the great 
author alvays does things worthy of him«vlf. Both or^ artists ; and ia 
not the latter an artist with grtiater advant^igi^a i I'liis jtaintw can do 
littl^ more than exhibit ona tliought. in quo sinulo light: and it must 
be a thought, too. with which the world in alreadjr familiar. Hut tho 
writor may unfnM, explain, modify, eidargo. ungiiiato — give to Iho 
world new ejatouui oi philosophy, prwont riiheion otnl morab in new 
lights, wifold new regiooa of the beau tdeaJ auti tho boautifiil, and mi>

Tbore is 
Binotig us % reckless pai^ion for eoiug abroad, coiicemiag -which 1 would, 
while it. forces iueh' oil my uimd. mid befme it is forgotten, iii tho 
hoped-for happiness of return, record ray !.■«»««/. I say rccldesa. ftw it 
does not tount ttie cost — it does not apparontly auspect the aarrific* it 
is nbouC to make, lli Europe, thb is felt m:t^h more strongly. I do 
not dissu.-vly from foreign t.ravi'!, but I would have every one go with 
bin eyes open. I would bavo him. at least, see as mu«h of tbe case. 
and estimate as many of t!ie possibihties of suffering. a& lie oan. BoC 
ho cannot se-a or f^el all, till it ootdcs. Nn, let him not enppoae that 
hu kiioivs, or L-aii know, what it is to bo alone, till he hoe stood ia tho 
heart of « miglity city, and fult that not one pulse iu it boat to his 
heart— till he ha!< seated liirnHxlf iu the solitary (;hamber of his hotel, 
and amid a tboueand voices that issue from tha courts, the etairways, 
and passagoe, hoai-d not one that spoke his name, or bis laiiguage^or 
hoard, perhaps, from an adjoiuing aj^artment, the familiar sounds of 
doDicHtio recreation and happiness, but found in it a contrast tliat in> 
Groaned Ms loneliness — fdt that tbiu tiartilion erpaudtng' itgolf into 
mountains and oceans between him and ai! auch joya. Let him oot 
think tliat bo knows what it is to be a!^ne, till ho has been out in tbo 
streets of a strange city, an'l met thousands, gay and hapny in their 
companionship, but not one that cared for him : ur rt'turnod. and laid 
hiix head, fevorisli and throbbing, upon lii»! pillow, and Mt or ftiared that 
he might be sic^k and die among strangers — ^or, even if not. if never 
fooling or fearing this — till flung fnim the bosom of domeflic life, he 
haa been condemned lo pass some few evenings of absolute solitude and 
Hilence, in that most solitary of all places on earth — a hotel. No. nor 
lot liim suppose that he know? wliat he may have to suffer in a otmtig* 
land — what both sorrow and soHtude may be — till the blow of calamity 
ba.s found him a^pw*!— has fallen upon him where there is not one 
familiar ohjei^t to lean his heart upon — till he tum^ his tyes baclc to 
somo lovely countenance, which be left in tho full j,dow of lu'idtb. 
whicli he loft with forced ffaiety, saying- *' 1 shall <'ome soon again," 
and now *cce cold imd jmle. and wi-apped in tlie garmeutd of the grave 
— every fair and Kweet lineament of Lriith, disiuion^atednoss. thought- 
fuluesji. and affeotion. mark«>d with the rigid lines of doalh — never 
more to be seen, not even as it liec in that la»i sluop, prepared for the 
tomb — ii«Ter moroto be «e«n, till the resurreotion horn*! God send 
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fliat Iiour in due ^imel — fur u^iilwat tliv linjro of it, tivvf?!, motliiolia, 
would be treason to ever; stronger tie of life. 

October 28,-;- As tlic mwlo and eaiMneo of liviug in 1101/ aro fre- 
qomdY inquired after iii AintMLCik, I will iiiKlcrtitkv to tell yvu )juw, 
and fur liow miicli, I live }i*>ire. I liave a lod^ug ia oue of those large 
open places, which is called in this cniiiitrj a pi.iana. By tlie hye, it is 
a very convenient term, to whioli wu hnvo nothing an=wiTiiig in ?'iig- 
lislti for thU Piazza Nuova di ^au Maria Novella — for as long as its 
name is — is neithei' amiuaie, uitr a [M.ralleli)L'riiii], nor » riixk. iinr a 
cresrent, nor anj cither descriiisble figure ; aud it is plain that wu want 
a, general t*rm to tiuscribo au open spaoo in a uitj, wttJiout ativ rdtireMce 
to tho form of iL 

Thus tlivii am I situated; on one of tlio moet agreoablc piazza.s in 
tlie litv — 111/ parlonr winduwr* looking directly upon the churtli ol' Han 
Maria XovelJa, whitli Michnel Angelo is said to have admired so iiitidi 
tiat hn called it Lis ffv»i, and would sit, we are told, and gaze upon it 
by tho hour. If ihJB ha true — tJiough it is to mo very inoomprehensi- 
blc, for the front of the thuruh appcai'9 to nif very uj,'ly — I suppow ho 
would hare given b5 mncli fur one of my windows, as 1 give for my two 
apartments : that is thrive paule (abuut thirty-three cent)-) n diiy. My 
ruomii are ijnito spiciuus, earpettid (!) uud perfectly neat (11), and thu 
family who lot them to me furnish thom with chairs, »ofa, and lablo«, 
bed and bedding, and are l>e&idea very attfliitive to all my u-ants and 
wislios ; and all this for three {lauU a day. 1 have uiy bi'cakt'aftt sent 
1110 from a neighboui'ing ro/c '■'^ "*y dinuer from a Imtivria (eating- 
lioueo) near at hand, or I go to tliem fw my mfaU, an I ploase. I 
prefer the latter plan usually, fi>r it is voiiretiienl, in wandlenHg about 
a t;ity, to lake my fuod Just wlim and whor« the visitation of hunger or 
woarmess may find me. After a dolightfu) morning waJk then — at 
nine o'elock, stop with me into a eafii. and you sliall beiiold a st'«i)e as 
fcalftstic as may bo found in the liostehH«s of Arabia, and far more 
comfortable. In a suit« of rooms opcuiug into each other, twenty or 
thirty email tablts ate standing, aud sitting around them, twice ue 
many guegts, pt^rhaps- — all with thoir hats or taps on — wearing every 
variety of costmne, aud speaking ovi-ry variety of language. There is 
a good deal of buatlo and noise — the clattering of cups mingling witli 
the hum of couvei'sation, and tlio calling of ac-rvauts; but do not bo 
discouraged ; you sliall ensconce yourself, if you hko, in sumo quiet 
coniur. and you sliall have a bountiful cup, fir ImwI i-alher, of oafe an 
tait, and bread and butter to fonfiiiin, and all for one paul. A boiled 
egg, or a bunch of grape.', shall bo added, if you liko; tho gi'apea aro 
dcEcious, and will bo good for your health ; and if you choose to mix 
moro ru^tit^d witli these sub.'stauiial gratiliLiitions, tlicre is a basket of 
sweet-scented touqriets, hanging ou the arm of that country girl, who 
Ita^ come here in the very hope that you would buy one. ^*ay, and if 
yoa will not buy one, it ia very likely that she will lay one on your table, 
cvrtuiu that if you allow her to do Uiia oiia ov two uomogs, tha conw- 
tjuenco muht follow. 

WoU, the breaicfast ended — now let us away to tho GaUL-ry, or to tho 
Pitti Palace, or to tho (cardons of Boholi. After some Lours spent 
there, at four or five o'clock, one may go Co the trattoria (tho dining- 
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place) fitted up like tlie cate. oiid tnajr liare a mbstaatia] (finoer for 
two, tlimc, or four [uiuU. Aftur tliie inEiniior ou« niaj live in Ploreuiee 
for a dollar a day. 

Dinuer over, von may go to tlie opera, or if it be not too late, jou 
may attcnil Tenpers in some of tlic churufaes. Hero is the v^an Maria 
Novella just at liaiid^ I oftm go then<. But lut me t«ll yoii, I Jo not 
go »it(i Btoiit aiid sKini FrotestAnt crilii'Min« in my bnarL I am raltior 
oiiposcd to say, •* God bless you in these aneient, these eldest unctn- 
aried of Die i'tirietiaii faith, aud make you sini^nro and tiappy! " I 
CMmfes^ that tlie ridicule with which I liad many I'rutcat&ut travoUcrs 
constantly spt^aking of tlio Catholic, st^irices, sevuw to nie to W in T«rj 
bad taste nufl in a very unphiloiiophtual, uot to aay nnfihriitiaii spirit. 
The whole CathoHc sysleni, in a bioad view, pres^'uta, indeed, tatmj 
grare <|uoetions: but what do tho mass of the&e pccplo know about eya- 
toms ? Tliey worship as their fathers did — bcliitve as their fallierv di<I : 
and who ««i doubl that most of tiiem Iwlieve sincerely, and tii»l many 
who kuool around thci^e altars, in ^emingly rapt attention and in teant, 
worahip devoutly? 

Tho general i;harai;ter of the people is a difftirent tubioct ; and it is 
no doubt Irui* that tho traveller will meet with much di»l]oueHty: that 
tlio most (!aiiuiii olwei-ver will see a great deal of corruptioii, and tb» 
initiated frill perceive a great deal more. Bnt I am afraid that it ic 
not Italy, nor papery alone, thai famish evidence in support of the ob- 
servation, that a man may be very religious in hia way, and rery 
immoral at the kuiip time; though the immorality of ono nation may 
Ik) that of tibertiuiPTn, and of anothor the immoriUity of driiukenness; 
though one oation'e me may li« in its gaieties and another '« in its 
buAinoss, in th« indulgence of eulibh and ungenerous di»ipoeitioii.'<, or of 
cn»r«e and brutal passioua, Besides, h it xuMciently cou^dered that 
travellers in general arc conversant with only a certain portion of the 
population; and that a portion the most exposed to be diehonoitand 
corrupt. The great thoroug-hfarea of Europe, the Rhine, Switacrlaad. 
Kranoe. Italy, aro crowik-d with travellers, whom their t-iilcrbiineia see 
onee, and never ezjtect to ^m again. The iuteivrourse is, on b<^Ch iiicleR. 
deprived of those grand chocks — personal arqnaintauce and publio 
opinion. The traeeUer is too oft<u. not the same person abroad that ho 
is at home; and for a liko reaeon tlie entertainer iii not the same maa 
to hilt chance customer that he i« to his neighbour)'. ]% it proper tJiea 
for the pa^tsiug stranger to infer from what he sees of a country, tlia 
geuoraJ t')i.iracter of its population ? I t^hould not wonder, if the stream 
fcf travel had essentially vitiatod tho regioua through which it has flowed 
— if it had left it-<ii>linieuri the banks of the UIudd, in the cities of Italji 
and even iu the valleys of Switnorlanil. 

Hut to return to tho subject from witich 1 have strayed — whatorer 
eke may bo true of this people, they have certainly many winning ways 
witli tboiD, I haro Imon in affliction sini-e I came to Florence: and my 
host and ho9tcss, by vvcry di'hcuto uttt^ntioii to my fet<liiig« dunii^i; a 
few day.* of seclusion, soomvd to sympathize with me a^ it i had lieen 
tJioir eon or brother. There h soniothiug, too, among tliese iiorvaiits — 
a kindiinosfl b<vyond tho aoLiomptiebed irivility of tho English fionring 
man, Thu svrvant from tho notghbDonn^' tniltoiia, for inalancu, doet 
noi taJte Jtave afL#r hnving «proa«I my fe|>aat, without a bow, and wish- 
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injT I may make a good dinscT. M; Iiostcas, txaiden ft«(|nent inqiiiri(tt 
w)i<-ther [ ii«ed an)' tiling, ilot-s nut leavu mv uparUnenU, after luLviiig 
put mv aieepiiig-ronm in order fur the night, wiihoiit hvv /olke no(te — 
her goodnight. Jurt uov she jitit upcn my tabic a bouquet in a glaM 
of iratcr. The language, too, is full of i&cfircct tiiid dtlicato iiUu^ioiis. 
In r«sp«otfiiJ iiiteiTouriiu thoy iiover use the PL'coiid person in addressing 
MioCher ; as, " Will joii do this ? " but ihey sa^, " Will lie, or will the 
&igDor do this, or desire that? " Nav, as a still further compliment, 
thej put yon in th* ft'minino gi-iidcr ; tlius my ItalJau mastt'r, ou taliine 
leave, says, " La riverifto," " I jjay my ru:»p«ct£ to Iier.'" As to tins 
iudirccttif-Ks, I am s&ti^lied tlinl it is true to n»turo ; for J wiH remniiber 
ill my boyhood, that, in tny intnrcourse with persona oliler than mysplf, 
and wliom I higlily rfupeuted, I wan constantly seeking out such indi- 
rect *iproBBi<vns. If whftt i« said of tho growing for ward) ire? of owr 
young puvplfi is^ trtio, it may \jv that the prai.'tice aud Uic feeling aro 
quite w«m out: and that when the Btiu'dy yauiig i-epulilii-an is ankdd 
how ho does, he lias nothing to answer with, but " Vary well — liow are 
vou i " I do think again, nn 1 hace somewli^ro eaiJ out^o be^oro, that 
Doro 18 a diffii^ulty in otir language. Oor MUtcr does net seem to an- 
swer to signor and monsii-ur. We cannot say. " How doue the mister?" 
a! we might aay, " How dKC-i ibp signori" or, '" Moiuieur, Komuunt fn 
ptirte-t-if. " The ItaJian and Fioiicli tonna of a^ldross seem not to be 
liko our9, mere proftaea, bat rather like onr torme of oflice.* Bo this 
OS it may — Heaven avert tbat the rising geiieratJon among u» vhould 
lose that mostbtiantiftil trait of y«utli — nxulrsty — deference — roppect 
for age — respect for superiors! Let the manners of a nation want this 
— lot a people become lU-bied, eoai-so, and vulgar — let, especially, the 
youth (..f a country be growing more fomrard and presumptuous, and let 
tlmro bo no sense, ar refinement, or moral sensibility Bufficient to put 
a cbrek upon it; and rainly would such a nation claim onr respect, 
thoiigli t^lc sound of liberty worn in tivdry br«KKe, and parchment con- 
stitutions were piled to erery roof-tree. 

Octvlcr 20. — What could be more Ptrange than a trauslatiou from 
quiet domestic life in Amerira., to a scene like thie I I somBtimes think 
if I were suddenly to nie^it an American friiiml in the stiofit Lere, 1 
gliould say, ■■ How do you do. sir? Are you a bodily tldug. or a 6ha- 
dow<" For truly I ai't-m to livo so much in a droain, that 1 doubt 
about flurrouuding realitico. " Am 1 iu Florenee? " 1 jay within my- 
self. " Am I in Italy? In Itahf — and yet sitting quifltly in my room, 
as if nothing had happened to mv ; walkmg, and wnkiug. and sleeping, 
in the majestic old Uoman world, which in my Echoolboy days i as littto 
cxpeotrd to see, as 1 now eitpect Iwdily to Tieit tho moon ! ' 

The Galleuv or I'louesce, foundtd lif (Ac J/crfin.^Thero is a 
large collection of hmts of the Roman empmrors and their families, and 
as they arc real portraits, itiat have descended from the timea of the 
pcr'^miages whom thoy are designed to represent, tliey are probably in 
the main correct. It is surprising to see what a numbtT of these Ittmian 
ladies, the wivea and daughters of the emperors, arc just plain, sub- 
staatial-looking women, without any grace or Ijcauty — (tiiough seldom 
ugly, AM many of the men are) — without any of the cliarm» which might

But the grajid attravtioii uf the (jallury liiM in tiic Tnbnnt-, and in 
the secuiid rooui of tbe Tuncan Bdiool. In the Tribune are the oiijHna,] 
Venua do Medici, and the RoCat«ur or Grinder, the WrBatlors, and the 
Daacine Fa-uu. nnd also the Little Apollo. The U^t did not ftriko mc 
mucbi but tho other etatoos, it b co^y to admit, ore worthy of all thotr 
fame. 

Tho Voniii: iit held to be the model of beanty, and beautiful enooffh 
it b, and the beanty grows upon one at every repeated view. The 
Grinder i« st«optnt; clown to sharpen bi't knife upon a stone. IJij: &uO 
in turned up, and iiu is suppoi^ud lo bu hstening to t'omethiiif ahout tlio 
conspirauy of CatAliup. I do not know why be should be ovcrhcaiing 
a conspiracy, rather than something f-lse; but bis faco, certainly, and 
whole fmniu, are invtinut. with tho most virid oxpreawou of life. 

Tho finest paintings, tDi>, aru in tbi^ room; and the tincst of tli«m 
ail. perhaps, the lini«t of all MadnnniLs. 1 think (I do not say it, cguita^, 
ib Andr^ di;l Sartu*s Ma/lontia. atandin^ on a pi'dL'at;il, and C5t. Juha 
and fit. Sebastian on oitliur Kidc. Tilixn's Vonu&eH here, beautiful aa 
th<>y are, do not aeem to mo to Btiow so much talent as bis Vluus at 
Daimi'taiit. In the soctind room of tJio Tuscan subool, iluriut A Ihtrti- 
ntUi'a ViuitatiHjn of Elizabuth, BiUcorii's Jo9«pli and Potiphai'o Wifc, 
and Lows Carxii'i Murtyrdoniof 8t. 8t6pheu. are things that btandin 
no UKwl oi a memento to save tliem from b«ng ever forgotu^n. 

As to the Pitti Palwii. I mimt L-onfpss tSiat Ihave been ili»n,ppoint«d. 
J may be making a record, perhaps, of my own insou.Ml>ility or i^iv- 
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ranco; Imt I woulj ask. wlioro in tliat collentiou are tlie jwiiiitiiigs of 
]Mwvr U) Ntriko tliv \miri or Diiill tliu fruitie, ur tu reu4.-li tlio fotiiitAina 
of Ccar^? I luLTo asked a distil ia:ui9lie(l aitiat t!io (juestton, and lie did 
nol uame one. Now all tUo arti* — oloijueuuo, poetry, iiiunii:, sculpture, 
painting — anj uothiiig ele© but modei* of addreesing tiie mind. And 
tlie thteu llmt-iianied ai-L» i^an all furnisti nmuy productions that do nd- 
drcu the luind with all the tlirilling and subduing jKuvtr, that 1 «■ 
pected to find in tliii^ i;«](?l.>i'at.tid coU'.xtion of line paintiug!) in Floi-iinto. 
Ought it uot to be stated, in fact, as tlio distiuctive mtnit i>f thu I'itti 
GaUetj, that it Laa remarltablj ft-w poor paiutiirgs. thut it eihihiL-t a 
vast dipal of the finiah and perfutrtioo of the art. hut not of its hijjLest 
power? Thus much I distmctlj' poroMvo and feol. Iiut no miirn, lii- 
flrfrd, there are to nio miitOi more ]M>wi>rful paintings in the (Jailer/ of 
KlorwiCT, tlian in the grand dukc'u palace. 

The diundieg of Florence I like not at all; aeitlitT tlif outsidu nor 
the inside, neither tlte form nor the finislt. They arc of no known ».ly\e 
of ardii lecture; iieitLer Gren-i.xn, nor Gothio, nor anything else. They 
are built, the most of them, in the ciithodral form ; that is, with a higli 
central aovc, and a lower range, or nave, on tiUier t-ide ; and they ro- 
quii'o the Gothic finish and docorutiou, to bear out, or to relievts thtu 
eMeittial dufomiit/ of this kind of structure ; hut they liave it not — not 
(■no of them. Theu th^ fiuish and au{Kii!t of thi; interior h gouerally 
tawdry; altartt of various coloured marhles, and Virgin Marys dre^i-^d 
out in eilko. aud eating, and Bpangles; and. worst of all, the beail^ in 
many of the paintlnp hav^iiig' uiisoraUe tin, ur puf^^ibly (it is all the 
aaiiie) silver crowns stnrk upon them. The interior of tlio cutheilral 
is iixieed au exception ; the pillars ar« of tlaik-coloured litono, and tho 
general aspect is grave and BoU'iun. But thi-n the exterior ia as moti- 
stroua a maa» of ugliueas as 1 over eaw: a huge nionntaiu of » thing, 
checkered all ovf?r, if it can be credited. witJi intfinuinglcd wldte aud 
Uaek strips of marble. It is very mufb as if you shoidd atti-mpt to 
bsautj^ a mountain by drosaing it with eliecked f?ingh«m. The andti- 
t«ct mu^t have got hi» idea from eome mautuomaker, or magazin dee 
modes. And yet the Y«rk Minster ouuld nut have cost one-teath aa 
inm-h a^ this cathr'drul. 

Indeed, there has been a rage for praiJJng I'lorencG, whicli I cannot 
uuderntand. I give my impr(va»ton vlh it is — Uiinking honesty and in- 
dopeud^iiuo ab.<oItue dutic-s in a traveller. It may be 1>ocau3C I have 
BCtui Kloruiice under autumn (douds, or under some other clouds ; but 
certaiidy 1 have been tempted to ask whether there be not some eit/a- 
nm>us aiaw fur tliis nuci^uallt'd admiration, either iu its history, or its 
gri^nt men, or in the tact that it is the fir^t grand specimon of nntiqnity 
that iiieetH the traveler pomine from the north ; or in a fftuhioji getting 
curreni-y iu the world, nobody can teW why. For the houaea aud tinblio 
building of Florence aro not loRutiful (1 oxcupt iJie Crunpnuilc, aud 
th« uiwor of the PnliiKso Vetchio); its squares are not beautiful; its 
fitreeUi are not beautiful; its cnviruiiH — willi Iho uieeption of a single 
rido down th« Aniii — fLre not beautifnl. It rcpfvses lathar graccfnfly, 
indeed, in the lap of surrounding hills; but those hille aro covered over 
— there are no 5taf:ely trees — covered over with the least beautifnl 
foliagu iu tlie world, that of oliv*i treew. Tberu are some vin«yaids 
too ; but these vineyards are, like tliose in G»nnuiy and Switterland, 
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Itfrfectly iiniiifcnreHtiiig. Th« olire und tlie tiim; Are namea of ronumco 
to uii in America ; but tlie^ compare not at all with our orchiinls tmi 
our moadowa. 

1 hftvo been to-day to "th« lop of Fie»olft" — to tltomonMtory where 
Miitoti spei;t some weeks. Wvnt into a cbapt^t near hy, aaid to iiaro 
been a toraplo of linci-liuB. The founJatinn and pillars of such a temple 
mail I'sro befn left hure, to exptrioiico t!ie Hiii^lur fate of beitig cooes- 
craletl to tUi.i now ]>ur|M>ii<) ; for fiosolo was an aiHTJiMit lloinaii towu, 
and somo ruhis of it are !<tiU to bo <«on. Cataliae'e amtr, Mono tiiuo. 
bad iU camp at Fio^olc. The view from tlio top, of an oxteiisive 
country, (lotted orur witb white bounes. niniil the <iiirk uliroii. is nrj 
Htrilcing. l)otlt the ]tr<Kluce inu»t Im great, and tli«i moA« of living 
frugal, one would thiok, for so dcnso a populaliou to be sustsiQed upon 
this tract of country. 

NoecnAcr 1. — 1 rodv a miloor two down tlieriJi: of tlie Amo to-dur 
— the country too low, and too lovol ; and ccrtaiuly not to bu L-omparcd.

Rom« fhtiuiooi of 
Masaacio, in the church d«<l Cftrmine, and a Madonna of bis in tlie 
dotstcir of the churt^b del Aoniiaciata.. that are much odmirod, and are 
to Die iJm! hr.'ib in fix'scu that I liaw seen. The idoi-tU-jf, I may ob«<.Tv« 
here, are not tlie ntJtOuiIoii \AAtA^ 1 liad Ijeeu led to «smcL On tlie 
contrary, thoy are flpon to the public. Tliey are around an open and 
hollow equaro. within t-ho moBastcry. and built in tJio form of jUcoto*, 
or rcce^i^is, under thu urelii^s uf which arc pared walks. liui'O tbe 
mniilu walk ; there ii< always* a nuiiuy side in a cool day. or a .ihaily .^tde 
in a hot day : and here aiiyl)Ddv enters who pleads, to look at the fresco 
painttti^ with which the walla are usually oovorod. Sutno of thoM 
paintings ropi-esciit, in ^erios, tho life of a laitit; hi* 4;onrer.«ion, saffer- 
in^s, mii'ai'JeH, ti,-;..; others are eniphiyed npon otlier sar^red tlieiiie». 
Bad phwcs they flcemcd to nie. when \ considered tho Military, weary 
lireit tliat are worn out liore — a single cypre^x, Ktandttig in one of tlie 
Bqiiarea, with its dark fcditLge, Aud tapering, iimlntad farni, Roemod to 
to mo tlie very genius loci — tbo emblem of humanity in tlieso dcsolato 

The nioiik^, however, us they h&k» about tlie Htreeto, do not look like 
an unhappy B^t of ppajde. The FrancURSJi*. enpeeially (though they 
do taki) tlioir naino fruni such a dismal saint !u tlK> ptiiiitinH, at least, 
Iiavfi ropri'SftiiWd Nt. Francis), appoar very ^:llelll•fui, and are said to be, 
in ^raat favour with the ocuple. The moiikiih drt'cs ooimi^Ia of a tuuiei 
or g^own, and narrow strip of cloth hanKin? i» front, called the Bcapu- 
Uiry. and a capu or cowl, a; the case niiLv bo, falling on llie 8houldera<.J 
That of the DoniinicvinR is whito: that of the I'raniiiaeaiu brown: the 
fabi-ic of both a coarse, thin wulloii. Souim of the monks eoit\i\ m ueor 
beiuf; barufovti'd, that thoy wear ouly saiiduU. Thoy live partly on 
chanty, and |)artly on old fonndationa — many of which, howcvor, were 
broken up by Bonapartv^llic great rara^r, dospculer, robbsr of ibp.. 
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Contiiicnt. ^Viid yet pictures. hu»ts, stAtuei of him are OYernrIuir», tu 
if \h> ha<l been the world's great l>eimfai;Uir.

On Ihf inoniiiig of the tliird of Nnvember. some UmQ befora day- 
break, I took XR-v ptrat ill a coarli for Rome. As tim light dawned, it 
dteclMfH], fippo^iu^ to me, tho full but strong and maatT fntonetf m 
rouQg Domuiicaii fi'i&r. Ilis amiable coont^nance oud geotleman-liko 
Morin^. at once awakeneO aji interest in mo, vhich wa^ iiot a little 
incresMd when 1 san liitn, an tlie light became sufficient for ihe pur- 
pow, take his brariiiTy. and with art nye losing all ita firu in the deepciit 
•adnMS, htigin to rend the Io<;gous of Uie ilay. I think 1 uever saw any- 
tliitig more touctiiug tJian the sadness nf that t>ye. There was suioerity. 
I could not doubt, but tliuru iras eTideritlj grciit uiihappioess. Yet ie 
wa* uat tlir uuhajiiiiiicsf of conscious guilt: but it sf^cmvd to me the 
unutterable distress which an hoiier^t miiid must feel, in {wrfomunr 
heartle»« and rc^hivtouC deTotiouj. iDdced, that it was a (.■ommasdea , 
acrrice, and oti« that li« was obliged bj his vow to perfomi, bo dirt' 
tinotlj intimated to mo in apotogr foi' thus occupying himi^elf. After 
he had read about an hour, he saildtnly shut the Tolume. clappiug the 
uorera together witli both haud^. like a schoolboy lii<i ipoUing-book ; and 
the olo^ug of tlie breviary ^oemed to act ss much tike a speH upon him, 
aa the opouing. Ilia eye instantly brighteued, Iiia countenance roco- 
Tcred at once all its cheerfulnes-g and amenity, and we begau w cotifor 
together like '" mvn of this world." I iuiiuired of him concerning his 
oraer, and its dutioB and piuauits; and learned that he wwi going to 
Rome to puriiue hia studios, though ho wag already 30 far advAn«<<d 
that he wa» twrnutt«d to preach. 1 told litm that 1 too waa vn yrvie. 
" Ho," he said, " ut, miniHro. " Ho here wjus an opportunity, 1 suppose, 
if my Italian had serrod for it, to enter into tho whole controveny be- 
tween the Cntholic and Proteatjuit charches. 

Bat there wa:^ another question, 1 confess, iu which, for the momeat, 
1 took a deeper iiitereet; and that wa« about tlie eifecl of hia duties 
upon hie own chanictor. When he unden^tood what my nhjcctji iii 
travul were, ho .taid, ■■ You arc going t^ Rome for p1uaam%, hut I am 
going for prayer." "But." I aaid. "will you not ww llio ruins, the 
galleries, ttiG pictures, and xtatuos?" l[o seamed to look very indit- 
forontly upon tliwc objoots ; Enid that h« might sco tticm, but that wim 
uot what ho went fui:; and then repeatod the tltjclnratiou, that he wcnc 
for prayer, while 1 was going for pleasure. " But." I said. " prat/er i» 
a plea»uru. " Ho rcplieil i;niphatii:ally. pointing tu his heart, " With 
tho miud — yea :" and ttien laying his hand on llio breviary, " but witli 
the book — no.'" Poor follow! hu must uovL-rthele*? pray with the book. 
aud with that eye of unutterable sadness, an hour every moniing, and 
I kuow uot how mui^h beside, liow diflicidt it ia to sLatlv tlio <itM3tJon4 
that arite betwoon Uie form and the spirit of duvotioiil AaA it it uot 
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iinpussiblt'. in t«*:t, to lav down anii ruin that, aliall eiiit all caneu? I 
liavfl no doiibl. ttiat. for almost all ni«ii. funiia are good, to a eertaiu 
exUnl — bul w]ia.t tliat uxUiit ii^. imist dtijjoinl oii iimiiy (.■niiKiiipi ration e 
— tilianv^ter, cilt>«t.ina, teiiipnrnmfint, oin: urns tan uce, Autl it u not 
unfcrrtuiiute, pci'biipa, tti&t Uki-i'« aro ranous dispcriviiticiiLa uf Chris- 
tianitj to meet those vari«ui waiit/<. All <:ould not, in the present stale 
of imsu's miudR. be iiiU'rCHtnd in llie ssme ilixpc-iisatuiii. Were it not 
better, iheii. Utnt (iifTci-eiit Bocts, instead of kopniug up a |ior)>oHial 
itrifo, ehotil.! hamonioiisly t-otisuiit tu diffur ; ami tlitw walk in brotherlj- 
lovfs each oiio iu its cLoscii way, to licavL-n i 

Unt to l«avf tlie rwiisiilcmiinii «t' the gieat iiilgritrwige, fur our jour- 
iioy : 1 found Uie upper valo of thei Amo a pleaaaulor country tliaii any 
J had bcfors seen in Italy. iiwiM I li'tt Luku Kliiggiuii'. Vvt ther« ift in 
this country noun of thn autuniual bnauty of our trve.i ami fonwts : tho 
Turidy ni trcva is waiitius heri?. and probably tho sliarp aud »udduri 
fnwli*. As for variety, tirld after (itid, indo i»rt«r niilo, and day aft*r 
day ffor two or threo days from Kloreiiee). prosniiU'd SL-iircely ajiytliiug 
bat tliG olive and a jiccuiiar six^eiea of popbr. planted and tnniniud for 
the riii<> U) itin upon. I'or ttiis mrjio^e tliu tnv4 ai'O cut into tho sia- 
gnlax .-tliapt) of cu|>e ) or. taking tho trunk and IraiivliCB togctiicr, uf a 
wine;;lBSS. 

Wu expoctiid to ri-acli Arozzo tho firet day, but stoppM for tlio niglit 
W« niiica short of it. The next morning we passed throiij^li Arcxzo, 
and spoilt an hour or two in valking about it. It is the birtliplauo wf 
Petrarch, and of tho paiutcr Vasari. We saw I'etrardh'a bouae, aad 
tilt painting by Vasari, of tho baaqiiet nf Aba&ucrus. This painting is 
in the abbt'y of lheuiotil;« of Moute Csasiuo, and in the cliurcli of this 
tbboy is " The Cupola in Perspective," a very wondcrfiil painting by 
lli« Jesuit Del I'osiso. A Hat ceiling is over your head ; but you find 
it diflicult to persuade yourself that it is not a dome of tho depdi of 
twenty feot. Thu cathi'KtriJ of Arej.xo is a Sue building, and the inte- 
rior, fi&pceially, is gravo. solemn, and impreftsive. Tha entire ceilin;^ 
is covered with pniutinge in fresco. 

C'onTONi wo passed by, and I'tuaa on to Paseignnao for tho night. 
Tljl.t villafre ie «iimati)d on the Lake ThraHymene, tli« scono of tho great 
hattlu between Ilatniibal and thv Consul Fluminius — a liattte .'^o fiercf^ly 
contested, says Livy, that although there was an earMniuaku tbat day, 
which was f«it tliroughout Italy, and shook down boiis«a in tho tititm 
wid villages, not one of tho combatants know of it. Tho battle ground 
in clearly described, aud plainly to bu aeon from Chfi rood. TtiQ lake ia 
a largt- and fine .■>hent of waWr. 

Pekcuia. — The &ie-it churches in Perugia are the cathmlraJ, the 
ohuruh of llm Hominiuaug. with a ma^iiliiMini window of stained glass, 
atid tha church of Sun l*i<-tri>, tilU^d witli pavnttngq. Among tli«in are 
eoreral of Perugiuo, tlie eaily ii)a«ter of liaphaul, aud several too of 
Haphocl before hu had escaped front tlio hard and dry mannvr of Pe- 
rugmo. Still there is about I'crugino a softness of toui^li. from which 
Kaphael doabtless derived tbat rumurknblH trait of \m manner. 

Wu ]wi*»iod As^isi. tiiv birtlijilace of Motaataaio, luaviuj; it on the loft. 
It is niiMtly iuhiLbitt'd by I'rauciHcau monks; noinv of whom we naw in 
llie ohurch of the Madonna dcgli Angeli, looking dii^niully enough. The 
ibuicb was undergoing repairs, the dome having fallen ; buc oiuid 
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noiae, and nihtitah. and dust, vero to bo seen, in all directioafl, ikew 
IcnAeUng monks. 

B^tweoD Foligno and SjmleU) is the rir^r and vallev of tlio Clitiim- 
iiHK : and here is a nnall ancieat building now conrertM into the cbopol 
of San fjahradore. which U gupjxtsed to h&i-e be«n the t«m}^ «f C'li- 
tamnus. In the- t&Ia of ClitDiDnus, cattle ireru fed and htioood for 
Bacrifices. It has lieon tctt ^trikin^ all through Italj, t« find tho cAttle 
cither wbit« or cream-coloured, ^uch as vere ancieatlr prefeiTBd for 
fiacrifii.'«s ; atid tUoy linve a faiihiou here, of dr^i^^tog tMir boads after a 
manner like the u^o «f the ancient lillet? vhkh hcaai. tbe bead of Uw 
victim — a relic, prolnbW, of tliat cimtoiu. In this neighbouri»odi ai 
Aroeria. iras the birthplace of Roscius. 

At SpoIolo iLpre ii an ancient catLedrnl, with Bome good patntiiu;*; 
n Tpry lofty aqueduct ; and in the vichiitv, fine wild scenery. The bUIs 
are entirely covered with OTorgxcen oak. 

Tedki — situated on the Niu-, or Niiri. Tliree or {our miles aboro 
th« town i? the cotobrated cas"'ade Del Marmore. It U on the Vdeno, 
n river or canal which convejs the waters of the Lake of Luco into tha 
Nar. The groatoftt of the thrm falls liore is three hundred foot, and it 
is vei^ well worth a walk or ride from Tenii to fee. There is a powerful 
descnutioii of it in tlic fourLli canto of Uliddt) fliii-oUl. A.-' I cAine homo 
from the falU in earl.v evening and bcneatli a clear fikj". I tltought tho 
splendour of the evening skj m Ttaij surpassed that of all other dimes 
I had known, as wioll as tliat of tlie dav-time. 

The Vale of Terai is pretty, hut neither this nor that of the Clitum- 
nuH 19 as beautiful as tho Vale of Tibar, below Otrii;ulo. The name of 
Tiber may doubdess ajtread a charm over it; but the windingi of the 
rivur aro cortajidy very graceful, and it« banks are moro liko our owu 
moodowB than anything i have noon in Italy. These three vaioa would 
scarcely have drawn my attention as aueuery, ualess it were in a coun- 
try BO entirely destitute of scenery as tliat part of Italy tlirougU which 
I have [lOSKed. Thv rarLgi^^ of t)iu Apeiiuiues. however, which are 
pasned over on this routo. and especially about Nami and Temi, are by 
no means so barren and tame as thone beyond Florence. There are 
spote, romaotic and wild, and quite like SwitzErland. 

Civita Ca8TELLi»a, Noecviber ". — Our Itemiiiicaii has boon itl dur- 
ing the whole joumev. On the secoud day after leaviug Florence, be 
was attacked with a low hiliouB fover. with which ho has travelled tho 
whole distanco ; and tho way in which ho has got along witli it, is worth 
mentioning — the rather, a» I tldnk it is coimncm on tho Coutiueut, ia 
all casea whore diAoa^'D ia not violent. It is romarkablu tliat peoplQ 
here, eitlier from beiug iiiittruutvd on the point, as our people are not, 
or fVotn use, or from some cauHe. a<lr>pt iu oU such ua^ots, itA did the ' 
Uominicnn, a ntrtain plan; and that i« (n Ml noliiing. He took noj 
mediuiae, and he eat nothing on the whole jouruey but a little ti»*p 
maigrc. llu irnrellcd almost the ontirc ihstanco from Flonsiice ia 
RoniD. with a fever that, in Ameiira, would have put him in bed and 
undi'i- thu hmids of tho doctor. For tho day past, he lias been deciditlly 
improving; and I dn not doubt that to-morrow evening wo shall leave 
him in Rome neaidy recovered. 

Yes, WD ehall Icavo him, to bury his mind in the rubbish of loiic- 
accumulatiiig prescription ; to p<Hx; over ^ic dusty tomes uf sdiolaBUQl 
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tJicology : lo draw from tlio anuoiies of Bcllaimiiio and BossttOt, woa- 
jioiiif wlierDwilli to Bght hcroucs; to struggk- on with Iiis broriary. anil 
nis beads, aiid hh ollicos; to mcrgo his iiiriividiialit^ iii uii order; to 
sinlc. a drop inW tlie ocean of the i^liiireh, and to be home wherever tlio 
currtnt of ltd Diiglity will direi:t3. And yet my niiTid tcUs irm, tbnt 
tbta man wilt onn dav bo n distjaguishod member of that <:liurch, or ite 
more dis'tinguiahec! adversary. May he fare well! 

Tliis i« tJt« last slcepbg-jIWce ou the journey ; thirtTf-fivo miles from 
Unnio. It is thought to he the ancient Falerii ; wliero the sclioolniaster. 
according to the Romaji legend, offered, in timp of siege, to deUver up 
ta Camillus hia pupils, uoneigting of the uobkst faniilivs of thu uity. 
Gamil]ui>, 93.73 the acrouut^ caused the youths to be seut ltii:<:k, and the 
mtwtpr to he soundly flogged.* 

Civita Caatellaua took its iianio, I euppoee, from the (laatlo, ft massive 
and noble stnutiire, Tliere ia a sti-ange-Iooking old cathedral here, 
Oio front of wliicli was built, 1 belitTe, out of an arch, and atill rotnins 
th« «ame form. The entrance to the city, on the side towards Tenii, 
is 1w a bridge, over a tremendous ehnsm. 

Our road, thus lar, has been the aacient Via Flaminifl, but wo loft 
it here for thfl Via Cassia, which leads throogh Monte Rosi, Ba«cano, 
and Storta — places of uo iuloreat. Indeed, on leaving Tuscany, aad 
especially in approaching Home, the country and the rillngcs ham be- 
come more dcsolato and miserable. The worst Tillages I saw in Ireland 
are not so dirfmnl. 

<M the oightli <lay of November, fi-om the high land near Baccaiio, 
and about fourteen miles distant, 1 first aaw Tlome ; and altltou^li tliere 
is something very unfavourable to iinpresaiou, in the eipcctatiou that 
yiMi are to he greatly imprcssod. or tJiat yon ought to be, or tliat auch 
13 the fnshipn, yet Home is too mighty a nanoe to bo witliBtood by any 
such, or any other inflneucee, Let you come upon that hill in what 
mood you may, the scone will lay hold upon you. as with the Land of a 
giant. 1 scarcely know how to describe the improsaioii — but it seemed 
to me, ns if something strong and stately, like the ^low and majestic 
march of a mighty whirlwind, Ewept-, around those ctenial towers; the 
Btormfi of time that had prostrated the proudest mgnuments of the world, 
:^eeined to have left their vibrationR in the atdl and solemn air; ages of 
liiatory passed licforf! me ; the miglity procDsaion of nations — kings, eor- 
suls, emperors, empires, and generations, had passed over that sublime 
thflfttro. The fire, the storm, tho earthqiiako had gone hy ; but there 
voa yet loft the atiU small voice — liko that at whiuh tbe prophet 
" wrapped his face in hia mautle."

Novemher 10. — Tlio ontrancip to Rome by the Porta del Poptilo, or 
fJnle of the People, prosfmt.? a view tliat is noblo mid iporthy of the 
Etertial Cit;f. A Ifirijo square, or mtlior circular open space, spreads 
boforo Toii, from wliirli tbrpe streets run divei-jnTig, aiid penetrate into 
tlie city — tliB Corse in the mldiUe, tho Bulitiino on tlie left, oiid the 
Kipctta ruQiiiug a-li^ng tlip Tiber, on tho right, Ou tlic poiate, iKitween 
thwe etr&eta, stand two small but beautiful churches, lu the centre of 
this place — or Piaitza del Populo — stands au Eg-yptiau obtliiL On 
ooch side of the pia^zza. arc fcruntains, and over thopc fountfiiu^, and all 
along upon the surrouuding walLi, aro atatuea. It is rcallj an appro- 
priate introduction to Rome — or to what jon feel lliat. Bomo ishould 
bo. Should bo, I saj — for, ftla?! Rome, as a city, sojuintts from its 
works of art and its ruins, is a dismal, dirty, diaagrceOrblie plavo. Ita 
Btreota are narrow, dark, damp, and, ahovo all, filthy, to a degree tliac 
is insufferable and inexpressible. No writer could darn to defile his 
pogo witli a desL-ription of the Uorribly iudocL>ut ueog to whitrh tlio 
streets, squares, and public places of ^lis city arc put. Besides, in 
walking, you are thrust down to the lowest lovul of the vU-eota; there 
being no aidewalkii in Koiue. escept upon a part of tlio Corso. The 
people in the streets genera3tj' appear ill-clad, poor, and dirty; and 
beggars present tbomselvoa at every point, and at every moment. One 
gota to be absolutely afraid to look any miin in tho feioe. lest be should 
sti'etcb out his baud aad Ijeg. Amidst all this begging and fildi. a 
hundred fountains spring up in every port of the city, HiificiDiib to wash 
the streets and the penpitt : pity tliHy are not applied to both purposes I 
As to the general countenance of the population — I havo kwu prevail* 
ing gravity and dotprosrion boforo — biit never did 1 soo such a cloud 
upon the tux of aay people, as Uut wbivh baa setUtid dowu upoa tbe 
Itoman brow. 

Xun'emher 12. -^I have been four days in Rome, aud ani jicarcelj 
convinced, yet, that I am here. I seem to have arrived at the nontiain- 
mution of my dreaming, i wall: in nnv sloep altogether. This eom- 
fortablo fir*side at the Hotel de Londres— this pleasant chitchat — those 
agreeable friends; no &i^ of dt!H>latii>u bcvu; no soimil of its mighty 
footsteps; how con all this bo in Rome! In truth, these common sigliU 
and sotiudRof dly lifo aud biistl», the«e common avocadong and aetion«, 
rixing in the moiiiing, nuilcifig one's toilet, eating one's breakfast, and 
wjdlciiig abroad, are so at war witli all one's imprcsfions about the won. 
dorful, glorious, tnius>.H-iident, and inaje»tio of ttomv, that it i.i difE«-idt 
to bring tliom together. ^-'ootTOftE here hcighteti impreBsion ; aud tliey 
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bciriiten it to anothw reHpoct. For I Uiink it \* not only tb* adlOCil- 
boj e imprcsuon «liii!li vm mtcrtajn almnt the glorv of Home, but it is 
tliv Khoolboj's wouder, in part, whiuh we fcol at baing hore. " Ahl 
Utde tbouglit I," saje lluiront —

1 said it was tlie £chuulboy> imprussivn tliat otic hujt nlmut Rome, 
and GoufonDalilv to tiiia riimark, I found my Gr^t voluntary Htapi 
(firccted to the Forum. Circunistuticus befbro thin carried me tn pam 
two or three liuurs at .St, P»iUi(''k, of wliicli I will ntdy »aj now in paes- 
iag, tiiiLt it is a structure of RtupcndotiH tnagniSccnco (that i« tho cha^ 
nctemtiv fO'aiturc — udt Milcmnitj. ucir sublimity exaolW, for mw is not 
Hwarc of tlin siio), and tliat it dti-s not, at fir&t view, offend Uic ojp. m 
I expecti'd it wonM. Ttii:*, indtntiil, i* fur loss than wv unglit to bu 
able to say. of a building of such boumUfss eippnee as St. J'ator's ; yet 
I caunot aoubt that thoro arc scvoral atnw;tnros in l-'nropfl, wbif^h, from 
tbcir general fona niid arebiti-cttiro, atrord a hiD;lie>r plcanuro tliau this. 
But to paws tliiH by for the present — what aluill i sny of tho Forum, on 
and about which I have parsed the la^t two day»? Dononiinated nov. 
U Campo Voccino — Tho Cow Pasture: vastn aud dtiealatir, or trodden 
by a set of wrolchfg omployod in digging into its mins. and not worthy 
to dig up the Tii'uia of what their anreatore built ; a tiulil, thu wry sotl 
and snlfitjuice of whirh arc tJie niouldorod dust of amricnt glory; sur- 
ronnded by a (vw colittnna and purticoes, that stand tbu niouniful laiid- 
marka and witno>ui(>« of wbat it once was — who c-aEi Inok uprtn it without 
feeling a blank, a die appointment, though he had known all this before? 
Where was tho Rflstiuin? where the Comitia? where did Cicwo plead? 
There ia not u etuiiu t« tell. An entire portii'O of ono tflm[)Ie is staud- 
itig; Ihrwcfihimns of another; but of tchit temples is matter of dicpute. 
Three otiier coIudiiie tiftthuir bamitiftil shafts in tbt^ oppufite quaiter 
of th« Forum; but to what they belonged is not certainly known. — 
Tfaoro ii not cue locality of ancient Kome here, but it is divputed. 

J went this momiujf to the top of tie Capitol, from whit;h all Ttomo, 
modem and ancient, is visiblu — tlie hills, ihu distant nniis of temples 
and tupirdiiotft. the Riirrounding Campagns. In panning the eye Along 
from east to west, the 8oven lltlls cemo in tho fnUnwiiifr ordnr: tho 
Aveotino (lyinfr from the Oapitoline southeaAt), tbe I*a]atmo, tho Co- 
tian, tiio I'lMiuiiitie. the Vimiiial. and the ijuirjnal. Somo of tliem 
appear from this pouit of vii'W Miarctdy ua eluvutioiii!, cov(;it'd as thoy 
ai'o with hauKe^f. 

I diwwnndpd from the CapitoL passed through tho Forum towards 
the AveutitiG, and found tho temple of .Tftnus with tU four gntowftyi — 
n boautiful and mivflsivo ruin — tho Utile aich of HtptijuiuM jnel bv, aiid 
fiulhcr on, tlic (empliis of Veebi and Fortuno. I theu wont to tiie tup 
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of the Aventinc, aiid como iXoygu across tliu Circus Klaziiiius, \jiag be- 
tween tliat and tii« I'alntiiiu — tlie !«ceno of tlio seizure ol' lb« Sabitie 
vomea hy the Uoman youths. 

Ntynembfr 17. — Three or four days ago, I veutont on the Appiaa 
^Va,T, once lined with TDOuiim«uts, appeniring now itself hko a longtb- 
«iivd tomb — with nothing liviu^ upon its ^ilout and do»>rted courBu, 
with scarcoljf anj- relics indeed to ti>ll what it ouLie wne — the street of 
mausoleums and temples, through which lh« Roman i*oplo, <k thev 
todo, wero reminded at ovory st«p of their mighty dead. Wo riaitdil 
the tomb of the li^cipio?, and, with th& aid of lights and a ^ida, traced 
out its Buhterraiiean passages. It wae a family tomb, aud M;vcriJ of 
tho earcophiigi remain imUmubod; though the fiuest of tliem, that of 
Coraelius Scipio. is removed to tlifl Vatican. We next lode to tlie 
heautil'iil anil msyostic monument of Cooilia M«t«Ua. tlic Inrgusi Rouiau 
Btructur« of the Kind Fcraaiiiing, I believo — except the monument of 
Adrian in the city, which ia uow converted into a military ebtahtiahmeut, 
and called the Castle of St. Angelo, Stninge use of a tomb it is. but 
Btill more strange thsit the tomb »>f a lovely woman ttbould liaTc boon 
converted to this use, as was that of Cecilia MetoUa in tlie timea of the 
middle agos.* Lovely wtiman, I eay, for ho one is apt to tliiuk of her 
to whom Buch romoikable honour was dono. Xothiug, indeed, ie ac- 
tually ttncini of her, but that ah« was tlio wife of Crassiis, I'oMipey's 
competitor for popular faroar. and afterward his culloagiio in tlie flfsfe 
triumvirate. One hai» IJttlo ruspuut fur him. indoud: Iho curly voDtesC 
between him and Porapoy wa.* esaentially a contest holwscu wi^rtlth mid 
talent, and his after course was not honourabk. Tho most r^sptivtabla 
ootioiL, to my mind, which we know of him, is his building tliis Dobb 
moimment. 

From the tomb »£ Cecilia Metolla we went to the fountain of Egeria, 
a apot which, in formor days, when the country about Rome waa cul- 
tirated. may have been beautiful enough for the resideuoe of the Muses ; 
but alas! tnorv are doubts about tlic locality, ue therD are couoeruing 
abnast every tiling ebo here. 

?fovember 22. — This evt^oitig I went to sea the Coliseum by moon- 
light. It is ind&ed the monaruli, tho majesty of all ruins — t!i«r« is 
nothing li)f« it. All the associations of the place, too, give it tli« most 
impreasivo charaotor. Whon you enter withm this stupendous circle of' 
rniiiou3 walls, and atrches, and grand t^^n-acss of luaMiiry. riiuti^ oito 
above another, you stand upon the arena of the old gladiatorial comlKtts 
and ChriHtiaii inartrrdoms ; and as you hft your eym to the vast ampbi- 
theatre, you moot, in imaginaUon, tho ^ya of a hundred tlion^ijuid 
Romans, aasombled to witness tho^e hlooily apeotaulee. \Tlukt a iiiiil- 
titudo and mighty array of human boinjrs. and hoT little do wc know 
in modern tJm«K nf great aiisemblies! One, two, aud tlm«, and at ita 
laat enlargement by ConHtantine, mom than three hnndrMl thouuind 
porKou3 could be eontod in the Circus Itlnximiis! 

But to return to lite Coliseum — we w«at up, uiidvr tho oooducb of a 
guide, upon the wuIU, and terraces, or ombaiklnnents, which sujtuorted 
tlie I'aiige* of soat^. The i>eHit have long since disappeared ; and gran 
overgrows the spots where the pride, and power, and wealth, and liuaatj

ouruWeB ajlent, and. fur a womler, tliu gui(kt sili'iit too — there woh no 
wuud here but of the bat, aiwi iwiiio mjno from without but tlio rrill of 
n distutit caiTiiijje, or tL* couveiit bell from the flitmmit of the iiuigli- 
bouriiig l-'^juitiiio. It is scarcely jJOBBiMo to describe tlio eiltxt of 
mooalight ujmjti tliif^ ruin, Througli a. hiit.ulrcH.1 rt'iits in tha brnkwii 
WflU* — thrciudfh a hiitidrod lonely archas. and Ijlaj^keuod j.iaBjJdgo-ways, 
it sireamod iu jmre. bright, goft, lambont. and yet distim^l and (iloar, 
as if it came there at oucc to reveal, and choer, aud pity tho mighty 
dosolatiou. But if the (Jnliaeum ie a mowriifiil aiid duKiiIato aiicftoclo 
as Keen from within^ynthont. aotl especially on tUo side whii;h in in 
befit pregfvrvatioii, it is glorious. We pixsaed around it; and, aa we 
loftfccd upward, this moon shining througli ita arcfiea, from l.ho oppoaito 
side, it appeared aa if it wero tbo corouct of tbo lisareaa, ao vast vas it 
— nr liko a gloriotis crowu uimn the brow of night. 

I fuL'l that I 'lu not and cannot dnacribo tliis mighty ruin. I can 
only say that [ i^ame away paralysed, and as passive as a ciiild. A 
soldier stretched out his hand for " vn don(^, " as wo paaaed ihe guard ; 
and wheu my compauion ^aid I did wrong to give, 1 toM him that I 
ehotdd have givcu my (doak, if tlin luau had asked it. WoiJd you 
break any spell that worldly feeling nr selfish sorrow may haye .spread 
over your mind, go and sw the Colisoum by inooulightr'" 

Noevmher 23. — I have s.]wut most of tlio day in w-itidcring alono 
over tlio E^quUitio hill, thouglij except the ruins of the hatha of Titus. 
there is little save rccollccticms to make it iuteroating. They uciupy 
tlie spot whore tlie house and gardens of Maacenas stood, and near by 
wore the houses of Horace, Virgil, aud Propurtins. Holy mount: 
dwelling- place of geniusj and of its noblo friend and model patron — 
who that walks alono oyer your eilout and dosorted summit can repress 
hilt HudiiBaa, as the memory of the past, and the sjiectacle of tlie present, 
contend for maattry iu Iiis miud, aud with all the power of contrast, 
make the vision brigliter, only to turn it into the deeper darkness! 

Jfovemher '24. — I have Ijeoa this afternoon to the Chni-ch di Stofano 
Kotondo, said to have been built by Agrippiun for her husband Cbu- 
dill,'*, destroyed by Nero, aud rebuilt by Vespasian. At any rate, it 
retains the fonn of an ancient temple, consisting of two conccutric rows 
of Ionic pillars of granite, with one transversa row apparently to aup. 
port the (lomo. It h circular, aud tlio waU \s filled entirely round with 
tresco paintings of orery hoi-rid epocios of martyrdom. 'Such is the 
ohntigc that has passed upon everything iu Rome. As 1 camo tlirough 
the Colistiuin. a, company of friars were going arouud in solemn proces- 
sion from altar to altar, and performing religious service on tho very 
spot whoro tliQir elder hfothroii by thousands had poured out their blood; 
the mighty walU seemed to &owu at the triumpn af the despieed aud

Ifnnemher 21) — to the top of St, Peter's ; a very ea^y thing to do. so 
gradiml is the a*ceiit maJe. Our view stretched from the M^ditepraiiian 
on one »ido, to tho ApeiiniiHis on the other, over tlic wholo wi<ie and 
desolate Campagna.. This tract of countpj eonsists mostly of pasturage 
laJids, unenclosed, with a broken stirfiice, and few bonses of trees. In 
tho com para tivrly small tract-'* upon it. where tillage is attempted — and 
it is atteinpt.cid ntily hy monutaiucers from the Apouniiie^. ss I am 
toltl — many lives nre aiiimally tho sacrifice. The diseases cansed by 
this malaria ara cbieflj bilious and intcnnitlont fevers, and being so, 
I see not why there is anything moro mystenous about tho malaria, 
than there is about tlie marsh mi:i^tiiaof our own coiintrv low grounds. 
Tho city is choked with ruhhixli ; thw hmU want drariiing. But to 
rotiim to tho top of St. Fetor's: we w<snt up into tlio ball on tho t«pof 
llie dome, antl fouinl tliat, although it doet* not appear much larger 
than a man's head fi'om below, it was of a sizo sufiicient to hold twpnty- 
two persons. Another fact mny hotter sliow tha immensity of this 
Btrnctnro. Tho dome of St. Peter's is as Urge as thw l*anlhflOii, Of 
rathvr larger indeed. That i^ to ^y, it is one hundred and forty fvuC 
in diameter at the base, and one himdrcd and seifftuty-uiae ieet high.* 
Michael Angcio l>oaat«d that he would "hang the Pantheon in air," 
and tliis cupola is raised more than two hundrod fe^t above the pave- 
tnont of tlio church. But what i* raided? Why, a ma** of ma*onpy; 
not a wDodtiii dome, but a cupola of hnck, twenltf-lhrce feet iu tlilcknt-t<»! 
The passage to the summit is within this wall. That is to say. as you 
go up tills stairway, you have Urn ieet thickuess of wall on each side of 
you. Tho whcilo wail i« eqim! in thickiiesa U^ thu width of most nf our 
fiitT houses. And this stupendous maM is " hung in air." It in not 
001^ pnttiug one immense church on the top of another, but with »u?h 
waUs, OS were never perhaps pub iuto any bnihling standing on the 
ground, except the Paintheon. 

Niivetntter t^f). — To-iay I walked two hoiim oil Montfl Hndo; the 
weather so mild, as t« be almost too warm : and a haze over llll^ city 
and surrounding country, rery lilcu our ludiou summer. There was

heeenibcr 2. — I hav*^ liooii to see Michael Angplo'* MsIdhrntiMi pnint- 
iiig in tteaco. of the Last Judj^iueiit, and 1 am out- of tlie ui)lin]ipj- 
(liGscatcra from the coiiimon opininii. In tiw first plico, I mu&t liaro 
Ieavi> to dtitiLt alwut tli« dv»ign HliDUtitLi^r — ttiat of rc|)ras('iitiiig tliu 
Koiturroctioii «»d Jiidgmoiir,, by a. collection of dintiiiclly drawn fifrTircs. 
It learee nothing to uie imagination. Tho iityle of Martin's pictures, 
it eoems to me, woiild bo far better, whatever maj be thought of the 
oxocution. Much should bo thrown mto olnsfurity. But to tho noxt 
place, thero sliotdd. &t any rato. bt> given a fpoat deptli. an immeii^u 
per-tppedvo, to euch a piolute; tho field of viwon ehotild stretch away 
as it were into infinite epnce, Hut my eyo can find notliing of this. 
Here is a wall, the ontii-c end of the chapel, filltid with figaii-cs, and thoy 
ull seem to be in thf samo mathoinaiiuul pliLnu, oiio directly ahorc 
niRitJier — drawn with a »ljiniig <li>.lin<;tn(j»s of Uohl ouUiuo and nitiscular 
fonn, iind thrown togetlier in n strange ronfnw on, so Uiat tho Judgninit 
appcftrtt liko a phyt^ical ooiiflict, a rude melee, a scone of di/iorder, 
ntbcrly at war with the aalcmuity and majesty that bdougvTcn to tlia 
popular L-aii(!<^tiona of that o<:carfion. 

December 3. — To-day I have Ijoon to Tivoli, eighteen milfs from 
Rome, on the Consular road. The watorfall here, on the Anio, aided 
in iU effect b/ tJte grand cavern adjacent, railed the Grotto of Noptunc, 
and by tin- violcnec iif its dashiu^ u|»on tho racks Ijelnw— tho wrostling 
of the ftirious element iii the abyss lo wliidi it is pliuiged — may be said 
to be almost sublime, f*ii tlio brow of tbo prOL-ipiec abwvo, and abovo 
this war of tho wild (dements, iuuids, appropriately, the temple of the 
Tiburtinc Sibyl; «nd near it, Vtsta's ttiuiilir ; both tho moat ajieiont 
ruins, in ajipcaranc-e, tliat I have aeon in Italy. They arc both smaU. 
but woll preseiTed, and the latter especially in one of ttio most cxiintsitu 
remains of anti([uity, I stepped into the former, to look at tho seat of 
the wild and mysterious prophetess: it is now a (Jhriatian chapel I 

The villa of Mieceoas hero — once tho seat of taate, if it be his — is 
Qow a blai'keaed forge. 

The irilla of Adrian is, if leas charged, even more dtwilate, The 
Theatre (tor tli* villa waa seven miles in circnmfcrcnee, and included 
many buildings) is now a cabbage garden; the Maratinio Thoittre is 
oover«.td over with bramhIeH; the temple in imitation of that of tho 
Kgyjiliaii Sorapis — with tho covered inches for the cratdoa to speak 
forth from — and tho temples of ApoUo. of liiwia, ntid nf Venus- — in 
tho laet of which, the Veaua de Medici was found — all of tlicm have 
bat siugJu mouldering arches stajidiiig; tho quarters of the I'rctorinu 
Gnard« are silent and tenantlcss — the porticotts are all fallen — not a 
column, not a capital romainB; the Latin and Greek libraries now 
teach wisdom oulv from th*ir ruinous ret'oeses. through which overv 
rtorm rushuB; anJ to complete iho picture, that most striking of all 
tlio images of duMilation ever recorded was realized to ue;* for as we

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trero looking up at the niin of thv Greek librar)', a fox appear 
top of tb€ mill, and nai^^ed down ujkiu the otber mio. 

Tie Villa D'Eete m Tivoli lias many fantastic foualain^ and cmcaijgs, 
and pr09vnt9 a noblu view cC t!>o Subino liUls ou the nortb, autl <^ tbu 
Campu^ia, uxtvudiiig to Uuniv. Tho Ciimpii^n bordering the billa 
about Tivoli, is more amootb and moailow-liku tlian I havD seen it 
elsewlere, 

DecevAer 4. — The RoBpiglioai palace hasasmalJ collection of very 
«r© p^tiiiga ;— 

Ouido'K Aurora — a freaco — very celebrated and Tcryjuetlj. I have 
scnrcety seeu any fresoo like it. Tlie cbariot of tlie morniug, direct4}i] 
b; PbrabiiB, preceded bjr Auruia scattering flowers from her band, and 
EurTniicdod by tlio Uours, ia iLdran<;ing amid a nriin^on cloud, upon 
tJio wide, blue ocean, while in the diatanc* of lUe line perspective, 
tlio horiiifm is glowing with the Brat steps ef coming day. The 
coiinteiiajicoa of aomo of thff llotirs are rory lovely, and a littlt; study 
will bring thorn, out, ho ttx aliaost t« make them rotiiru your glanco. 

Ludwko Carracai'i Di<&tli of Samaon. Ho b tepresentod in a 
baiiquetiiig-IiaJl, ^ taking held of a pillar, which is broken in his Rrasp, 
ibnd the builJing, olrundy BhattorotL ia cvidoutly about to crush him 
mid Wis eobiuiea. His muficiilar form, and t.he expre^^ou of horror aud 
agony in bin face, as well aa of fear ia one very lovely female counle- 
nauce, together witJi Uie rich tcino of thv vholo, inako this ono of the 
&aest paintings 1 have snea. 

Dfunenicluno: Garden of Edea ; Adnm. a, (me fai»; Et«, witlioitt 
being handsome, a countenance marked with feeling, and full of eiprus- 
sion ; the landacapo dark, as if the sliadow of a thunder uloud had come 
over it; and so, I Bupposo, it is designed to be represontod ; for it is 
attor tbc fijl. aa 1 judge. »inoo Adam is apparently gathering leaves 
from a lig-trou, and prestiutiiig them to Erf, 

Ifome-nkhiiiii : Triumph of 1-lavid ; he is represented M a very delicate 
and Ijoautiful youth ; the hoad of Goliah borne by a page Iwforo biui ; 
while tlio song of trianip)i ia t'hauted by tlia procession of women, that 
" came with tai;irutfl, wilU joy. and witli iuHtrumouts of music." Uut 
the Saul is above all maguificGnt : a tall and noble llgure, a imti bead 
and cotiiitenanL-o, and iuoh an expression of dix^ippoiiitniQut and mitow, 
that though it ho called vnvy, one caimot help respecting it. 

Itiibeiu: The Saviour, and Twelve A'lwstlps — sopnratu picture*, and 
very riohlj and claboiutely wrought; with a freshnoss una vivacity «f 
(tnlonririg froo from extravagance, and a auftnesa and fineneea of Umch, 
ML-ldom seen in tho paintings of Rubens. 

From the Koapiglioai p^ane 1 went to aee tho tomb of Caiu* Cestius, 
juit by the Porta di .San I'aoln — a boniitiful pyramid; and thencu 
to that most vxtraordiiiary hill, near the south wall, called Monto 
Tcatar^no; and ho (%iUi;d frum its having Imen formed of broken vaaes, 
ciwkory. Ac. thrown out hero during a oonr*o of vrars, or rather age*. 
I mturaed homo by thu Tiber, and passed the htll*.' remainin^r ruins of 
tbo I'ona Huhlicius na called from tlio wooden irilpi whidi siip^x>rted it. 
It wa* tho firrit bridge built ovor the Tiber, It was on this bndgo that 
Horatiiii5 (_'occlv« i« rtlatcd in Unman history to have stopped tbcai'm^ 
of ror.tunna, till the Uomaiis hwl di'stroyod tliu pa.rt iK'hind th«ir 
h'ad"r, and Ihon tlir«w him«itlf into the river, and nwam to ihc city.

of a life, signalized beyond all otiiors in the world's great history. Oan 
fei'Is that It would bo mi appropriiilo lifo liorc. to sit dowii. like Marina 
oil tliw luiiiB of Cartluge — or to burrow in the Coliseum — or to pitth 
ouo's tent aloiie, in tljo waste and eilont lieldij, Etniid the rank griiwu iir 
Lite thick and toi^eriug re^ilB, that have ororgrount so largo a portion 
of the ancient city.

December 7. — I have been to the ^'ati(;aTl tn-day to sco two p»iiit- 
iiigs. sonietimos siiid to he tho greatest in the worhl: namely, 

lia-^kad'n Ti-ansfiguration, and 

Doiitenkhitto's OommunioD of St, Jerome. 

In Raphaid'^ picture, tho tran.'flgnration occnpiea tlit upper part of 
tliu canvasa; while on the lower is a painting of the mauiao ynntii, 
'brought to the disciples to bo healorl. I nniat confess that tho lower 
part IS, to me, tlio finoet pictnro. There is a vivacity of Diproseion and 
rividuoaa of colouring which 1 have not seen iu any other oil painting 
of Raphael's. The Commiiuion of St. Jerome, too, is a wonderfully 
fine, ncli, deup-toned painting. Tet, although to aitists, Uic^o paint- 
ings, as eihihiting light sind shade, composition and colouring, may he 
tli« highest achievoment* of tliu pencil, I cannot fee] aa if those were. 
or ought to be, tho grcatfist productions in tho world, which are capable 
of no more highly wrought expression tlian thope. They certainly oro 
not the tno-it niioving pictures in the world. And yet even to my incs- 
jjwrienccd ovp. they are so l>eautiful. that I was faitly weaiied out witli 
^plCftSUl'C and adiuiration in locking at them. 

ihcvMiber 'X — Again to tho great paintings at the Vatican — tlie 
gnaUtt, as thoy aro called. 1 feci, the more I look at them, tliat they 
•Tfl, indoed, groat. Tliu swlenni and iublime expression in the count«- 
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Diincoof the osoondiug Sayiour — (in Rapliool's TmuhfiguratHm) — tJio 
lightness uf the whole Ggure, appviLnns as if tC]ia(lDO{iliy<ioal wvi^lit — 
(bal 1 do )u>t like the Mii»«»ai)i] EliiLs) — tlie snft tniii;!). the liit^iknelic 
milJaeas in the I'ountcManoe of Jolin, vXio, vitb cbo oth«r i-ko disctploji, 
is prostrate on tbo mount: and tlicu, in the lower pointiHg — the poor 
idiot boy. tlie grmip Arountl Iiim, i^ita.ted, anuoas, iin<l implorutg ia 
various »'a,y*. suited to tho several chai-aj-.lora^thQ beauty fif Ow 
woman, tlie mutliur, I EUppufici. wtio kni!«Is beMdu tiio child, aitd. poiut- 
ing to iiiin, looks nt tlio iii^dplcH with a.ii ujo li^ iiinko one woop; on 
th« other h^ud, the disciple^, irn-'solute, likff James and Aivdrev, and 
tlic fine with a Ixiok — a fine figuro— or like Judas, who, in triitli, \n 
liku no othor, dark, cold, indifTeroiit. and contemptuous^ all this lircs 
upon tli« onuvass, and muat live lUwajs m tiio memory nf (dl vho haro 
BCPii it. So, abo, tho Domeiiichino — Communion of St. Jpi-ome — 
th«u^h the figure of tLe a^ed »a.iiit, wilh his uakod body, bloodlesij, 
lirid. lifeless, and almost dead, is disa^eeahb, yet is it powerfully 
drawn: mid i\\v fiwros of tho inun l>y his side aru nharlod. sad, and 
lovely; and tlio little light that does till upon tliom is wonderfully ro- 
pr^'BontL'd ; and tlidfo in about tho whole, a triitli and deptli of folour- 
me. wliiutt make* you ft>el as if tbo paiutiog could uovor falo, but waw, 
iuilced, deitjned to that iminoi'tality, whivL the arbet hiki figutaiivctj 
gained by it. 

From thsBc painliuga, 1 went to the Camere di Riiffaelo (lh€ lla- 
phael Chambers), to boo his uolobrated frescooa; and I lield entirely 
to tlio ubst;rvatiou. that tlio powvr «f ICapluu-l is uot kuown iu liis «il 
|)aintingfl. 

The School of Atliens here, though it is usually singled out for 
•iimcial admiration, and some of the Bgurea aiid heads ate, douhtleaa, of 
tlie first order, yot appears to bo much iujoi-od by time, and I cannot, 
tliough I have etoou a great wbib bfforo it today, feel it to be tho 
^ireateat thing here. The llfliodoius, Ilor-suman and two AngeU, in 
the sai;oad chamber; tbo Parnawms in the same; the Conflagration of 
tlie Borgo San Pietro, in the fourth ehamber: and tho Victory of Con- 
Btantinc ov&r Masentius, in tbo first cliambcr — are to me the meal 
works. The horseman, ospociiillv". seems to me a sort of Apollo li«lvi- 
dcro ill painting. We baa rushed in, sent hy Heaven at tlie prayer of 
tho high prioFt Oniaa. to arengo tlie intended EiU'rilego of (loliouunis, 
prefect oi Sdeui'n*, in the pilhigo of the tomple. In the liack ground, 
tho interior of the temple is optinvd to view, Mid Onia.* and his breth- 
ren arc flofin kneeling in prayer. It is nn the pavoninnt in front oF tho 
leraplo, that tbo horseman appears, roady to tramptv beneath the fiict 
«i \\\% uhar^or tbo pro«trftto IltOidilurui^. Min bbto luontlc HiiM )ka(;k 
over his «honldor, givinar additional hfn and cx]iva*>iiin Id tlie mugctdar 
and energetic frame whicli it recoaU, Uut it is in tho face thnt the 
groat power lioH. His dark eye \s filled with sorureign indipiutioit ; 
nis» lipi art' ilothuJ with trimnpbant wrath; bi» Hue countonanoo « 
ttiaiitli^d over with an iritonso expression, which ! eamiot better charac- 
t«iriKt', tlian by calling it tbo beauty of power — of powor to puniali the 
fiucpilo^ous intruder. Tho two angels iliat accompany bim are ako 
esqiiisitely painted, enpuciiJIy in that apptnianco uF %htiiosA — light- 
ncss of step, in particidar— hy which they seiein scarciily to (uuoh the 
paveuiont of the tutnplf. Th» fDar-*lriekea group, too, about Uelio- 
-"■-■IS, in admirably drawn. 
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-Iflliglit go on La write mnay pages about tlif ntlii^r pictceo; but I um 
aaoriUe llint you will i-a.«ilv <.-i<:iise micU vain AtumjiU a.1 deRcntiiiift 
wliat. after all. never caii Le dL'suribeiJ, any m«re lliaii oiio out lake an 
oration of DcmoetlLiiD<>», and ti-U in otlior Iiitigiiaeo wliat it i». 

December 11. — Yesterday 1 went and lingui'ed owliilc on tlio Tiber, 
ia ft aort of drtain of dotiljC wliotlior tLiH could lie 1 — or vliothei' tliiii 
ODuLd bo the Tiber by which I was walkiap. I pnfisfd over tlio river, 
and Kiuna bfuik by tliu bridge of Oe»^tiii«, tJiaC coiiduutH a<('.roKs tlio l»la 
of Tiber — wlui!U was funned by tlie shfnvoa of TarnuinV hai-vesl fitdd, 
tiirimii into the river after hia eipulsion : SO say, at wast, the old ann&ls 
of tb« early and half- fa bilious history of Home. 

Oil coming over Uitt bridye, 1 turned lo llie left into llie Jews' 
qiiarter^situate on Uie baiifc of tlie river, and walled la from the rest 
of the rity. It is ciu'iou* to see how (lecidiar iiffurytliiri}; is in this little 
district ; the womon fairer than the Komiui women generally soon iu 
the atrei'tJi. and all at them haying the Jewish female tountenanee — ■ 
the koun and dark ej-o. tli« cnlnur in the clieck: luid the men all show- 
ing the iiatiooal jirojieusity. the loveof gain — saying continually, &s I 
poAsed ali>o^ by th« ghops, " Hoaundi, siguorc." 

To-day I havo boon to the clmruli of San Orogorio, to see the rival 
freHn>(.'a of GuiJo and Uonienioliino ; but they are rery much faded, and 
tlicy will, doiibtJuss, fade iVoiii my memory — unless it ^c by a sweet 
boy of Danienic.bino's who. iu Ids fear and agitation at the fiagollatioa 
of Hi. Andrew — that is the subject — has. pressed dowo up to his 
motlier. and stands on tiptoe. We saw aUo the tablo olf which firoffory 
13 said to bare vateu; and » fi'esco ropreBCudug his sending iniB^iou- 
nri(M to Engbiid, 

Oecamln'r 12. — I have been to-day through the mnseum of tlia 
Capitol again, and ]inva beeomo a ei^nvort entirely to the Gommon opi- 
nion about the %ing Gladiator. The truth is, I did not take time 
euouj^h before, and espfcially, not enough of that muuta.! time, wliich 
is quietness — liaso of raind— leisure of ibo thoughts, to receive the 
impression. The gladiator has fallon. hut with the laat effoit of his 
unconquerable rosolutiou, lid BnppoFta himself with his right iiaud«.iii 
ana, and seiims to contemplate his sad fate with drmnes:^, but with n 
fooling of inezpro^aible bittoruess. It is not, howovor, the bitteruoss of 
un^er; fur death is in his face, and it hits tamed down tliu fiercer pas- 
siun?. and hsft no cixprtissiou iuoouEidteut with ita own all-subduing 
powoi". Tliougli ho nppeafF) as if he might bo a man of an humblo and 
hard lot, yet there ia a delicacy spread over tbo Gtronger features of bis 
counbenaaoe that laakos it almos^t beautiful ; you feel a.s jf there were 
more than the wbiteiMws of the marble iu hh pale cheek. But while 
he thus yiidd.-i to hi^ taW, while the Iflouil Hews from hi& wounded side, 
ftud the uul«<.'e of bfL> are faint and low, yet ho still eut!taiu» btmself; 
his bftud i« firm aud strgiug; hin brow is giith'l-red into au cxpre&sioEi of 
imeoniinLTahle resolution as well an of uiiaTailin^regi«t; and altliimgh 
when ycfu look at the parted lips, it hcema as if you could almost hi-ar 
tbo Iiard hreathing that issuer from them, yet about tlie mouth there is. 
At t)io »amo time, tliu tujt;»t osprof^fiou of iudomitablo will and invin- 
cible forlitudo. [u lihort, tliiij li the triumph of mind orer the siokinga 
of naturain ita la&t Iinur. Evorythin;^ bere invites your robpect, rntlicr 
thau your pity : and ovou if you should find yourself giving a umr tu 
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tlid (l^iiig gladiutor. you viil feel that it is given <iuitQ as mudi to ad> 
miration as lo sympatlij'. 

Dttce-mher 13. — I liavo Iwen to-da.v omong the ruins of the squcduots, 
CamcalL'i's batlis, and tlie palace of the Caesars. I haro been, in tiie 
wu^ I like boat t€ go, alone. TIiltd is soiBetliing in lite presence of 
ihese miglitj vdics tliat consorts wnth no hiimiin presonco. Thej re- 
present paat Bgea. Tbey strike tlio miiid with a sort of av«, that 
makes the ordinary tuno of ctjnvcfsatiou aeeiii Vi be iirovereiil and pro- 
fane. Let auv one who would feci these ruins, scb them alone. Let 
liim hat(!M only to tli^i wintor's viud, a^ it sighs tliroiigh the leafless 
tresB, or rustles in die tall reeds, or sweeps around broken columns and 
taUing arches, (thrill ami mouniful, as if tlw voioe of ceutanes past and 
goui! breathed in its melancholy tone. I hke to walk about in sucli 
places, as if my feet obeyed uoimpulsBlmtthewayu'a.ril spirit of my con- 
templation ; stopping or going on, as that spirit movoth me ; now laan- 
iup against a wall, and thon drawing 6tie etop after another, aa if ihoy 
did not bolong to oacb other, oud sc^aixL'ily beluuged to mc -, iinw muEiug, 
and now gazing, with none to disturb the act; now breathing a sigh, 
and tlien ottering a prayer. Ami surely thcro is cause enough for 
both. For who can refuse the trihulo of Iiis xaduo^s to a dosolalion so 
stupendous, socompk'Lc; or tan help praying Bometinafle, in such ^'oeneiK 
that everytliing earthly, low, and selfiHl], may die away within him! 

Tliese aqueducts are gloriou* ruins, especially as you rido along tlio 
Cainpagua towards orDning. and soc a glowing westaru aty through the 
long line of archos on whii;h thoy arc raised. These immense works 
tbcu Seoul to bk-ud with tlic vastnes'i of tlio lioriiiou, and to partake of 
the sublimity of naturo, The site of the |ialacQ of tho Ctcsara is worthy 
iti it^ naina; the Campagna and the Apc^nnines ou one sidi3, and on tlio 
other, the whok of Koino: beaoathit. on tho loft, tho Forum: on Uie 
right, the mighty Coliseum, With temples and tri;imphal arribcs filling 
up the view aniuod \\^ base, whn.t mnet it havo been, and what ideas 
might it havo awakened in the mindsof anybut tliodogeaerate emperors 
wlio long inhabited it : 

Deceniher 11. — 1 attendod corvice at the Ooau o Maria, to hear an 
Engli&h sermon ; about which 1 have nothing to r«mavk, except that the 
proacher cou^tautly trant^lutod the word "repent" iu tho new Tceta- 
mtrnt, by tho wonis " do penance ;"' but at the same time tixplfiined it 
aa the docitrine of bis cburcli. that penance implied jieuil«nce as its first 
principle, its very esseneo, and that, witbdut which the Catholic church 
held no penance to be eatisfactorr. 

The mterior of this duin.'h. like that of a hundred otiicra here, is 
covered witli precious marble, and filled with statues anfl paintings. 
Not a few of these works of art aro, to bo sure, quite ordinary ; but I 
couhi not help being struck, to-ctay, with the aspect giv^n t« them in a 
devutiouul 6«rviuo, by the aid of a little sontimeut and imagination. Aa 
1 gaied around upon tiiim. during the Tolinitnry on tho organ and tho 
singing finm the «rdii.'!*tra, it >oemod as if every statue, niid the coun- 
tenances in eFory painting, were c!i>tho(l witli fivefold greater expretuioa 
than U'foro; one might futd aa if tiiey represented the hoita of beaven 
joining in tho worship of oartb; or, breaking through tlie barriers of wall 
and dome, be might Ijobold the gpai^eg of die universe liUud witli choirt 
of angpU, and resounding with voices of thanksgiviug.

I flrsl w«nt throiigli the famous Vatican library, iii wliicli the tiling* 
tTint int^rfjsteit me mcht, tieeiiloe tiie imEncneo amount of baaks and 
maiiuM^ripta, and tlie c-itont of llm rooms, cue rjiugo of whiob is twelve 
liuD'ireJ I'eob Ioi)g, were a, frnsco of Moiig?, and in a, ainnll imbinct. a 
female head of hair, taken {mm ona of the earcopba^ of the tomb of 
the Scipios. 

Tho TnuBonm n{ statuoa nnd of anuient, reiiiaina U immenBe. You 
first cntvr a Loll of auciout aarcopliagi and iuscHptions. Muny of these 
iiiHcriptionE boar atfoctiiig; trstimouy to tUo sorrows of b«roavement — 
iho s&nm in ail agts. •■ Dulcissinite," "C'aria.''iman." "lieuo merenti," 
"Venustie Conjugi," " Optimo Tiro," are words of frequent oecurruDce 
in these tablou. 

lu poei&ing on, yoa como to the ce]ebrat«d torso: but I nBVflrcan go 
into etiataBia'i about the baah of a man. 

Bcforo coming to this, however, jou may turn to the left into some 
rnrmis of ariciont busts. ma,ny of whinb aie admirablo. Thera is a na- 
turaJness of expreasion in them, that I have novcr aocn in anv oolleotion 
of modem busts; and a variijty too. Tlio obtuBO, tbo intellectual, th* 
dill], tbo gay, paea before you in successiou ; and there is. cspeiually, a 
finiilo upon some of the foiies— ugmn one youth in parlicidar, who sliows 
hia vhole tootli — that ia unite irresistible. * 

ThePB are, indeed, many Btatuos of civildrcii. of various agee, in tbo 
mosttum. which are so full irf all the Ufe, sport, droilory, and roguish- 
nefta of children, that it makes a collection perfectly charming, " The 
ancionts loved cliildren," said a coaitoisgeur whom I beard remarking 
upon tho^o statues ono day; and though it may aeem a simple remark 
enough, one is stract with it, in looking at tbciTi. 

i^<]uulty striking and untural are the statnes of aniinala— dogs, 
sheep, goata, ewime. &c, 

The collection of objects, antique, curioug, rare, and raluablo — of 
Tases, candelalira, baths, sarcophagi, ia all kinds of beautiful and po- 
lished granite and marble — is immense and indescribable. At any 
rauj, thoy liavo novor yet been described. The Fren«b, when they 
were hero, put numbors on all the worka of art in the museum, in pre- 
paration for a catalogue; hut like raauy otlier things whicli tliey Twgan. 
whilei they were masters of Italy, this lias failed to be oumpleted. But 

I 
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tliat wliich interesl«cl me most, umoDg this class of objecta, w&s a llM>- 
wiii; flonr. from Cicero 'a Tusottlon villa. Thnugli it is railed iu. I vai 
reaolred to wallc ncrtw* it, wud so I iliil : miil doing so, was moch more 
euro tbut I Imd trodilea on Uib very ^pot «ii wliioh Cicero had sUxhI, 
than 1 ahall bo, if I visit the ruins of Tusculum. 

I muiit pass over a great uumber of statuci<, to aay a word of the 
Laocooii. and the AiwUo Belyedure. I hare one remark to apply to 
both, ftnil that in, tliat tho origioal work, the marbla. in both caM«. is 
far more powerful Uian any casts I hare seen. 1 did not expect this. 
I did not sec why the cast would uot give the general, the mmn erpr&s- 
noD, intendod to bo conroyed by the original work. Aud so indood it 
docn : and when 1 saw th« cast of the Apollo, in the Boston Atheueum. 
1 thouglit nothing of tlie kind could ever strike me more. I was ar- 
rested and thrillud through by the very Qn^t sight of it. ss if pierced 
with one of the arrows of Sie god of light. Bnt there ccrt.'utily it con- 
veye<L by the marble, tliough not a new idea, an ezpieaisiou of Uio great 
idea, which is clearly sti^onger than can be gained from the cast. 

What the iM?auty and p<iwer of tliis niieijualleil statue is, it would be 
utterly impogsihle for me to express : it would be folly to ftU>oiupt it. 
No Kpctitiou of visits, no pre|>aration for the first visit — no prais«i 
beforehand, &o prejudicial to the effect of most other works of art^-can 
alter, diminish, or dull at all. the impression of this iuccmparable pro- 
duiition. There it stand*, in it^ umJiallenged sovereignty — a god. 
indeed, in the dominion of tlie arts — commanding the homage of suc- 
cessive crowds, as tliey paes before it in successive centuries- — without 
an equal, ririd, or cumpotitoc, in all tlie works of tlio human band. 
What a divinity of beauty, what & sovereignty of intellect, what digni^ 
of conscious power, is stamped upcin every foaturo ! What an intensity 
of e3(pro93ioii concentrates itself, as it wore, upon crcry point of tho 
t'ountenauce, and yet spreads itself over the whole! )ou van hardly 
persuade youTself, aa you gaze upon it, that there is not an actual jJlou^ 
upon the ch»ek and brow. For my own part. 1 am paralysed by tbia 
wotidei-ful work, so often as 1 see it. 1 i^it down and gaze tipoii it, ia 
a sort of revery, and do not know hut I BOmetiraea say alnud, " Oh! 
lloaven! " — for really it is diflicolt to resist ezclamations and tear«. 

Lecember 11*. — This morning I parsed two or three hours at the 
l^ugliah College. It is a Catholic inetitntioo, designed to eiluuate young 
men for servi^ie in England, and has twenty or thirty students. As I 
happened to be with Dr. Wiseman, the rector, at the "dinner hour, bslf- 
psst twelve o'clock. I went down with him to ttie Commons' Hall. I 
ohserred. as we entflretl. that one of the young lucn was reading aloud 
from a desk, and found, on int^uiry, that tlii»: is tht^ir cn^toin, both 8t 
dinner and supper; though the rule is suspended when a strangor ia 
present, At the closo of dinner, wo all passed from the hall to the 
chapel, where they knelt down for ten or tifteeu minutes, in rilout de- 
votion. This serrice ia voluntary, both as to the duration and the 
meditations of each individual — there h^ing no hturgy or form for the 
gntdance of thoir private thoughts — and 1 confess it seemed to tne a 
■my Iteautiful and touching service. 1 wish religion were stamped, 
more than it ia with ua i*rotestAute, upon the whole face of life. 

As I passed by tlie Famese palace. I went into tlio court to see the 
aarvuphogus of Cecilia MeUilla. Ala» ! to " wliat abhorred uses may 
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wo" and our tmtili^ "come! " A bolo was bi'okeit ihroug^h tliu marble 
in one M^o nf tlio sn.rcop1iagUii, nuJ it appeared within — yoit, evfln 
tiicTH, where tlie form, perchance, of beautj- and lovt'linosa wajt 
oace laid down to its Uoly reat — as if it wero the Iiabitatioa of 
vsmaiii! U vr&a ooci} dupu^iu-d iu iti proud mausobum^ girded 
arouud, and guarded from cverj prying eye, by walls twDiitj feet tbitk ; 
it it now subject to the inspectiou of whoaoaper may please to turn aaido 
hia foot for tho purpose: it stands uegl^L-Led iii ths waite aud cpcn 
court of a Keapolitan palace.* 

I wenf; ti>-dn,j a^aiii to tbo Tarpeian rock. I do not know bow any 
doubt tiJM be raised about its being of sufficient beiglit to caima tbo 
deatL of criminala precipitated from it. / stood upon a part of it to- 
dar. from which the descent must be seTcnty feet. 

My lost object tn-day was tlio Mamertinc prison, in wbtcli it ia said 
St. Petur W3S i^oniiuod by Nero. It is & very deep duTigeint, worlli 
visiting on its own account : but I cprtainly had a great deal of faith a* 
I Etood in iC£ dark and narrow caM, tliat th« eye of the genoroua and 
&9ectionnte apostio, whom waToriug on'-fl mado sti-ong for ever, had 
gaud upon its glootnv iii'uli. I do not woU know what evidenoe uan bo 
stronger than an uninterrupted and iincontrarlicted tradition. Hero, 
too. is a church eructed over tliis priaon. to commemorate, to fix this 
vorr fact. But a atill further domaud ia mado upon our faith. In 
dogocnding to tho dungeon, tbero ie pointed out on the wall the impree- 
sion of on« side of a mau's head and face, and the yisitor ia told that att 
Peter descended tlieso stops he waa stmck by one of the attendants so 
a^ to bs thrust against the wall, and that tho wall miraculously softened, 
to prevent any injury — thus recoiving the distinct impr&ssion ol the 
apostlu's oouut^nancd. 1 could not help remarking — ^let that prove 
what it may — that the profile in the stone very much resembled that 
whinh is given in all the paiutiugs of St. P«tor. After all, 1 wiali it 
were Wue! You will think I am becoming a Catholio outright. But 
MiioUBiy, I do nnt wonder that some number of thoso who visit Rome 
no boGome ao — especially artists, euthnsiastic persons. &c. I have 
uarcoly apokpu of tlie-se cbnrrbes yot; but 1 Iiave be^come a perfect 
church worshipper. 1 pass some hours, of every day iu these places — 
places moi-e aacred in everything that belongs to the appearance, ar- 
rangoraent, and keeping of them, than, any other that I ever saw. Whoa 
I am weary in ray wallts I turn aside ana sit down in tlieni : when I am 
dostituto of an object in my rambles, they are always a report ; when I 
am — in short, there is no atato of mind iu wbieh they do not invite me. 
Nor do I ever fail, I ihiid:, to be sent back to tho world again, a better 
and hatipjei- man, for havin.s entered them. But I muat take in hand 
to speak of theiu more fully at another time. You will jud^re, however, 
from what I have said thus far, that 1 have none of the Protestant 
horror at a Catholic chinch : not a partide of it^ 

J)ri:ember 20. — I have been to-day to the garden of Sallust, the 
Roman historian. It waa an immensely large villa, on the east aide 
of the city, originally within the walls, and 6tret<;bing from the Qnirinal 
hill to Monte I'incio. Only ruins remain of the house, circus, a t«inpl«, 
&C. From a terrace on the grounds, is the finest view of Rome that 
1 liave uen. 

• This palace belongs to tho court of yaplea. 
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Iiidroil ono nooda eomrt directjoa about tho heat points of view. I 
Iiad <i {p'aiid odd jrestertlity from tbe top of lh« T»r[icnfin rock, bat I 
stumbled upon it. If. fliauraccd the whole mrath part of the acoieiiE 
dty, now a waste. Tha ruins of Caraeallti'a baths, the palace of the 
CiD*ars, the arches of Constantme and Titiie, tho Coltsciura, and the 
majcetit.': ri'iiirtinn oi tint Tmoijlo (if ['euro, stciod beforo cie, ranged in 
the ordnr iu wliirh I h.ivo raontioiied them, and tho Rolitarj i^mnanta 
of tho Forum wcro at my feet. From no point havo tlio niins of Rama 
becu ao com pletely s]>rGGLa hefore me, and trom no paint, for that reason, 
porbape, liiT* they appeared so majpstie. 

Decemlfr 21. — Tliere was an ordiuation to-day at St. John of Lato> 
lan's, of nt?urly a hundred yoiiiiig men for the ofHcfs of priests, deaooQa. 
ttc. and I spoat half an liour there. I ccaroelj over witness any of 
thosD Oatliohc cor«moniss without thinking how much might be mads 
of tbem in the proper huLd* — in tho handa, that is to eay, of persona 
of talent, taste, auit Rvneibilitr — which the prieets and niontu usually 
are not. In the &crvii:o to-day, for instance, music was frequraitly 
introduced : it made a part of ttic service, breaking in at iiilerraU every 
few momfints. How powLTful, how ovorwhylmiuK might it luivo boon, 
if it had beeu diBcriminating and appropriate — if it had been a choennir 
tone, wheu resolute puvpose and couiageoua faitli wcro expressed on Lho 
part, or on bubuli'. of tho camlidate— if it bad boon tender and sootliing. 
when hia coming trials wfsro held up before him — or if, whtm his 
holiest and deepest vows were uttered, it had been a strain low, solomn, 
and full of awo. 

December 22. — I have viaited to-day tho mnEeumg of TlkorwaliMlen 
and Camuucini. Tlmy arc ImlhroUocUons of paintings by liviuj^ orli^itti. 
Thorwalsden himaeU accompanied ns through his rooms, which, by the 
byo, wDro uo other than his own piivato apartmonts, iuolnding even hia 
bed-room. Ho appears to bo al>out ^ixty years old, of a moKt luniablo 
coutiteiifuioe, aud aintplo, iniaifiiicWid iiismooifl. His collection is rory 
rich, es|>oi;iaUy in paintings of taadscapos and ruiu.t. and in the minia- 
ture Dutch Btyle of common life. Of this last cla*» arc two pieces of 
Meyer's — (Oerman) — " I'lio [.otter written," and "The I.«ttcr 
received " — capital. So in landflcape is tho snow-clad scene, aud iu 
architiectural painting, besides other pieces, there are two of tho ruiua 
of the Furum, that are inimitably line. 

This afc^rnoon I heard, at the Ooau o Maiia, a very eloquent roun; 
Irish pruai'hor .• His voice and maimer wcro esceodingly good; his 
whole nnaring and etjlo were simple, di^ificd, and effectiyc. In short 
it was, in style and mauoer, the heat gfiuipld of [iroachiug that I han> 
heard since 1 came abroad. Hid subjuct was tha Ij'laiins of tlie Catholia 
Faith ; and he especially urged upon Protcgtants, that ihoso wlio be]iev» 
in tho doity of Jrsiis Christ ought, for Eimilar aud stronger roofions, tA 
believe in " the real presence." 

December 2!3. — The gi'eat ^easure of to-day has beeu the eouag of 
Guido's Arcliaiigtd Michael, m tba Church della OoncoBinne. A part 
of tlio design, it is true. I dislilce. Tlie devil, into whom Michael is 
about to plun^ hia Kword, i» represi^nbod am a man — strong, muscular, 
grocs, pasaod mto years, if not old, and with tho hcnd bald. Michael,

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who IB rejpresBiitod as a yotitliful mtgc-I, iua hit foot vii (Patau's head, 
aad [o tail) pert of the di-pii^ I object. It 1.1 the focvt of youth and 
Btnogth iii>on the aged h^ad. I <l(i not liko a ilt^i^igii wliiuh prfiHttnti 
Midea aa iiiigrat«ful : uud 1>o«ido!4, the wholo n|)[>c»mii«-ri of Ss-tan is 
rather diBagrcoable and roToltiiig. Bat turning to tlie Miohool, uo 
form or fuibtiirc» «:q>rc8iiira of youth, and hoauty, anil ciiorry, a»d 
i-ahnueBA, and triumph, aud pity, could he more perfoct. Tho frame is 
full of oHPrgy in every muscle: llie lifted hand granpiiig a. swurd, is 
etrong to ojtecuto tho commisaioti to cleetroy; tlio feet, oiio xipnn th« 
liwd. and the other upon tho grounil, appear aa if ho had just alighted 
upon his victim; and the fnco — but who bIioII describe what it isl Ho 
youtJiful — 80 Jeliiyiteiu iti* ymuhfuliiOBfl ; with tiw fairoat poftsiblo com- 

filexioii, aud wavy golden ringlets; 50 resolute. &o aasuretf in its ro»o- 
iitenoas ; eo i^Uiu, a.t the siimo time ; but abovo all, ev pervaded vith 
bexprcwible, beautiful, angchc, puto, youthful pitjr, with iu softithad- 
iag about tlic oye, and its eniotiou almost disturbing tlio finii dectsioti 
of Uie lip* — and niltogeither so surpassingly lovely, boautifiil iu might, 
orerpoweriug in gentleness — it is not Salaa that he coii<]^uers, bnt 
ovory beholuer! 

I attended a eerrico this morning at tho English College, in which a 
priest, recently ordained, chanted his first mass. The flervioe was iii- 
toresting, bu<1 tlio nmsic, in part. fine. V*'zs interesting, I say^and 
yet who can ttll, when music, strain aftor strain, wave after wave, is 
pasaing over hi* bouI, now drowning it ia a delirium of plaa'turo, and 
then bearing it awny into loonjk'ss rovery — wJio can teU whether ho 
judges rightly of iiuy of the thing? or theniea that coino before him? 

December 21.— I visitn-d to-day tht- Church of 8t. Nicolas in Carcuro. 
bnilt over the prison where the Moman dainjhfer is Hiiid to havo per- 
formed the cehibratod a(!t of filial piety, which saved iier fatlior'a life, 
and eveutnally procured hia pardon. iVe satisfied oursclvitu with look- 
ing down into the urisou, into which then! ia no donoent but by a torn- 
porn.ry ladder: ana, in the moan time, believed aa much a.t we could 
about tho story. And, indeed, I tbiuk it is much the widest part to 
boHevo, iu most of tho coso^, of interesting, wido-spread. popular 
legouds. Why shaaM not many of theee thiaga he trae; and what »o 
well accounts for the origin and preraJonce of a etory liko this of the 
Roman danghtor. aa tho fact J Tho extreme of scepticsm is quite as 
weak and unphiloi^ophieal as tlio extreme of taii.li, wi^out being half so 
agreeable. 

The town is all .-Jive this evening with the approa*:liinjj festival of 
Christmas — the belU rin^ng; tho people abrua^); Rcrvicos in the 
churches. Wc h.^yo Just boeu to one in the 8ietine Chapel: and so 
miK'h doe^ th« spirit oi the time possess uh. that we are going at balt- 
pa^t four aV'liMik to-mnrrivw morning to a Christjua^ nioniing coremo- 
iiial, at tho y, Maria Maggiore, 

Bccc^mhcr 2.5. — This morning wo went to Maria Maggiore, an hour 
bfifore day-hrL'ak, aiid were repaid for thi: ti'ou.hlc. It was one oftho.se 
sights that one must cross the ocean to see — I might sav. rather, to 
aee anything hko it, It is n,n immunse chnroh, dividnii into three 
navc-i, 3npportod hy a great immber of marble and grauito Ionic pillara, 
having large and splendid chapcle on eafth aide of it, mid all lighted up 
this moniing with row.i of <:himdvlicr!! and innumerahlo wascn tapers. 
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Still, Uowever, thflnj was left enough of obwnrity in tbo vistas aud 
roofe i>f tLe ua.yes to mako the church appear twite as lar«e as it is. 
Among these pillars, and under these extended nuigea of lights, and far 
awaj beiiflath these dim hut gilded roofs, wt-ro to be seen a va.it, multi- 
tude of pe&plc, ill various groups, aud iu almost all po»^ible costume? 
tuxd attitudes, Thero wer* soldiora in their uniforms, in two columns, 
strotching through the whole central pavement; tbore were nriesbi in 
tJieir various dresses passing to anil fro in the diaobnrge of their various 
ofSvos; aud groups of persaiia iu nil the variety aod liburtj of tbe 
Ita.Uau oostumes. la one place were a company of people kn«oK&g 
before ou altar ; in auotber, lying by the wall, or at tlie foot of a pillar, 
was a small <:lu5ter, weiyr and half asleep, of people, looking lik« » 
family of wild men and cliildren from the mountams; other parties 
were walkicig to and fi"o, as we were ourselves. Meanwhile the Christ- 
ma^ chant sounded out from the Chapel of tho Sacrament, somctimeis 
ia a thundering chorus, and theu in a softer strain. On tho whole, the 
noens, 1 must say, hiid no apprupriaUv impressivenoes ; but it waa ne- 
vertheless very interesting ia its way — that is. as something bizarre, 
wild, and fanta^tio. It seemed as if the place were not a chuiwh, but 
some vast palace or mighty faostetrj, described m m Arabian Kigbt's 
Entcrtaiumeat, 

At nine o'clock this morning we went to tbe celebratioD of the higli 
mass by the pope at St. Potvr'x. Here, again, w%h a ceremonial of 
oxceedmg Ejilendour, and in an eutirely different stylo. All hflro was 
order and golcninity — more appropriate, though scarcely bo Btriking, 

St. Peter's is the place of all places for a great relipous celebration, 
where bodies of military are to be introduced. All other places they 
always seem to eacumher; hero a cotisi durable body of iroups were 
paraded in different division.?, and in different parts of the cliur»;h, and 
there was ample space for them, and for all the multitude besides 
One of tbe moat striking proofs of tho immense magnitude of tliis place 
I noticed to-day, in the souud of the military music, which was soft. 
and seomed di»^taat, as if it had come (Vom a field or a ti-a«l of couutry 
coofiiderably removed. Indeed, this music was the most iateresting 
part of the noleinutbiea of tbe day, with the exception of tbe olevatioa 
of the liost — when the whole multitude, including the military, knoel 
unoQ ttie pavement. This prostration of a mighty multitude, and of 
aU the power and splendour of it, before the symbol (aa it \s regarded) 
of God 8 proMni^e, is, indeed, a very affectiag spectacle ; and when it 
takea place in the noble piazaa in front of St, Peter's, on owoaion of 
the pupe'5 benediction nt Ea:9ter, and tlic multitude is almost couutlcss 
— wlicn every knee bnws, and aa immoiise body of troops full prostrate 
on the pavement, as if awo had struck tbera like death, 1 can easily 
believe what a gentleman told mo, that he bad known a man r«mark- 
ably dovoid. of all religious emotion, to burst into tvors at tho sight.

J)«;etnb«r 26 I liava ridden an Iiorsebfick to-day to the temple of 

Fortutia Mnliebrie, four inileB out of tho city. This is tlie spot which 
trftditioQ aaagas for tho meeting cf Coriolanus with his wife and 
motJic^r; the teniplu was creutoil tn cDiumemorate theii' tsucceas, and 
Homo's delivornnco; and, to inaik tho formei', was caUed Fortiiiia 
MnliohriB, or Woman's Suwes». aa I should render it. The tc^mplo 
itself is a ^moll and ruiiiouH building of brick, that would Ecuroolv 
attraet attention ; but wheti I r*flocte<l, that it wa* on that gentle swell 
of land, perhaps, tliat the aturn Coriolanu? stood n.ud tocetTcd Iiih iiu- 
ploriny wifo and miUliar, and there yielded to their tears— tliere passed 
through all tlia struggle and agony wli ich brought him at length to those 
memorable wordi>, " Uli, ray motliw! tliou haal saved tiiy country, but 
thou hast destroyed tliy son!" it needed no ruin oi- monument to 
avukken imagtnatiou, on n spot Uiub consecrated to one of the DobU'st 
and most touching aceues in history. In the old Roma.u history, in- 
deed, it stands quite alone. It is the only iustanco, I think, in wliivh, 
on a public theatre, the old Romnn haughtiness ever yielded to the power 
of the sex. And surely a nofalor victini was ueror offered at its uirine, 
than Coriolanus. 

From this s^hot, we returned on the Via Lntiua. and passed over to 
the Appiao Way, to visit the catacombs nnder tlie church of St. Se- 
bastian— or rather, c«mmeDciug there — for this subterranean burial- 
place extended for a number of mites, (juite into the city, nmniug 
under tlie Fornui, and having an outlet in the prisou under llio Church 
of St. Peter in Careers. The spnt is very iuteresting. for having been 
the refuge and re&idence of tho early ChriBtiaas, in times of poreecu- 
tion. It consists of narrow passagea, cut out of a spongy rocb, which 
absorliB nioi.'^tnrti, and thus renders the place more habitaMa than 1 
could otherwise well have thought it. It was far drier tlian I had ex- 
pected to find it. Before, it was always a mystery to me, indeed, how 
men could live in such a place. The guido took us to a small eiwivn- 
liea connected with one of the passages, where was a rude chapel, hav- 
ing a cruciliE and a ptaco fur the altar at the end. And here it waa 
that tho sad. and trembling, but true-hearted company, kneeled down 
to plodgo their ftulh and trust in the name of their rejected Master. 
But the limes efsuft'criug for couscicnee. the times of moral martyrdom, 
&re not yet parsed; and St. Sebastian himself, to whom this church is 
dedicated, felt no keener arrows in hia body* than those which often-

oerer been bom, or had oorcr died" — little did he think th^ tini« would 
ever come, when hie proud ma,U9(>l«ani maet ho searched for, or whcai 
fotmd at lut. would bu found Mirrounded and hidden almost fixtm sight 
by otlier houiHM — itself a stable and a tannery, I aaked a |»ukot of 
6oldi«TS within fifteen rods uf tiw gjvot ; and witii (he habitual ignoruuM 
iLiid iiniiudeDce united, of ih« common people here, ou such points, the; 
would havu stent nio first to tbe ColiB«um (a mile off), and •Amu to the 
Castle of hi. Angclo. Of tbe mausoleum of Augustus, tlier knew 
nothinR'! Man:«llua. llio nt^pliew of AtigutJtue, ceU'brated by Virgil, 
was Ijuricd in tliin spot. 1 ocaifess, it interested rae moro, m tlio place 
whurc tlii-i prumiMuij youth, the hope of the people, was l»id down to 
ru^— as the phtce where Ortavia poured out a mother a tears — than for 
any auociation» with impimal graudi-ur; lUtliough in Augustas it bad 
a noWe- raprasontativo. 

I went to tKto the .'VprJIo and tbe Laocoon to-dfiy, and gazod upon 
tUem ^cspuoiidly the tir^t) for a whiU-. with the sntl Icoluig, that it 
might DO my last look. Yet thu Loocuon. much as the other has tlis

Decrmbey 31. — 1 vieitcd this morning tJie studio of Camucctni, one 
of the moet ct.^lobra,tecl living painters. He has great talent, and Iiiii 
rtiidio preaeotfi many tine pnintiugs, and yet liner sketches. He lias 
takm holil. too. of tlie old Romaa siihjecti*. ao much neglected in 
gwicml — Kegulua. Iloratius Coccloa, Virginias, Curiup DtmtatwB. 

I'hi* aftsmoou I (ittL>u(!ed a sOiTice at the (iesu, cppropriated to the 
close of the yeai-, con-^isting uliiefly of music. Good Bingiug, though 
too Doiay — that is the oouatant fault here: great eiEuntion on the tirgnu, 
of which they have three in this church; a stupendous assemblage of 
people, Ming thi* immonse temple and sill the eha[>elB to oTerfloning ; 
the church itself, a rich and solemn edifice, with gilded ceiling, with 
paintings and statues, and marble piUars, antl pilnnt^rs, and altars: 
tbo dim arches and majestic dome, seen obscurely by iho light of the 
declininfr buu. and afUtrward, of itmumerahle wai tapers — all this, 
with the oecasion to help it, made it a seene not feaaily to be forgotten, 
J wish wc liad more of Uieae things with us Protestants. Meet it is 
• tiiat thv opoclis of this mortal and luonioiitoijs existonco should be tiius 
aaliisedi 

Janutfrj/ 2. — We attended a party Lttely at Cardinal W— — -'s. As 
wn do not. know much about cardinals in America, and as they oro tho 
highest officere in a ehurch to which the most of our people feel a 
iupcretitious atraugeuess, tbey may bo looked upon, perliape, as quite 
a prelvmatural Bot of bMiig!(. Il<: it known to you, then, tlial a cardinal's 
puaoe is very miirli like other mansions of the diiitingiiished cla^isoe, 
and tliat a cardinal!* parly is very muoh like a gi-eat New York op 
Bo*lon jam; that is, after you make your eiitranco: there is much 
mortj parade on being iatrodmxjd — a tromondous throng of carriagc«< — 
ooldicra in attendanije — and a noi.sy, repeated, and etimotimes ludicrous 
announcement of the names of tie guests as they jiasB through tlio 
anteiooro*; Indiirous, boc^auso hero are names from all parta of tlio 
world to tw pronoiniced, and a tnan will sometimoa find it difliciilt to 
know his own, iu thv mouUia of these Italian nthere. A large propor- 
tion, ladticd, on all ihEso ocoafiione, is (English ; and hero wore sevrrnl 
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of the Etifflishmvbitity j(Mtla<I in tliecrovd, andbearin^notMn^in thdr 
maaiier to diatiiiguiKli Uicm ftom others ; sim^flJdt^ is tito order of tLo 
day. Ai to a t^arUiual'a uuuiuerx, I ciin onlj siiy, tliut iu thti porson of 
our entertainer, thej- were eitremGljr simple aiifl kind; it wag as caajr 
to converse with liim as with vour nest ueighbour. For thB rest, a 
cimliiiid is one of a conclave of sATcuty, not aiwn.jn full, that clpcfa the 
pope; is one of tlio pope's secrot couucii; weai-s & r«d hat, rides in a 
roil can~iage, and has the liveries of his Hc»rvaata aud of liis horaee of tiie 
name colour. 

A eai-diual is mio of the popa's iwiincil. but I beliovo tho pror(>gative 
is rather nominal. The pope is an abu>lut(3 HoverQigo : and it ie found 
quite impossible, I nudorstand, to rosti-ain the presout pontiff iu a 
course of eipenscs, that UireatL'n the ruiu, in temporal power, of tho 
papal set!. It is said lha,l tlio annual expent«es of die govemmout now 
exoeed the iuoome. by about three millioDs of uiaBtraa. To meet this 
dofiisifncj, till' revenues from one viUt^e and district after anothor of 
tli« Roman ehtto, are plod^d away to tho bankers from whom tho money 
is borrowed, without any prospect of redomption; and I am toid that 
ten or twelve years uf extravagance like this, must leare the papal 
exfheijuer in a state of couiplete bauStruptcy. 

It might be inferred from tliis, periiapa, tliat Gregory XVI. ia a vory 
ambitious pontiff, Yet he affects vory UtUo Btate; ia ootdtepoeed d 
exact obiierTaituo, and Lringa his pen«oual and household expense's 
within the niost modeiato allowance. He wais formerly rector of tho 
Propaganda ; and the studenU of that institution tell me. that when 
they are admittod to auiJieuoe, ho often telln them that he is tirod of 
worldly care and grandeur, and wishes that he could l» their rector 
a^in. 

Hut with all thia simplicity about the world, I suspect Uiat Iio has 
a great d^al of epiritnal ambition. One or two cireumstances will 
illustrate this. Ho wrote a book before his elevation to tlic i)o(»'dom, 
which rained little or uo attontion. He ha& since caused tliiii wurk to 
bo published in every form, from tlie folio to a small pocket volume. 
St. Paul's Cathedral, a mile and a half out of the walls, was once built, 
I Kuppo£o, iu Clie midst of a populous ueighhonrhixid. A few yearc ago 
it was doBtroyed by fii-e. The pope is now rebuilding it, at an immense 
expense,* in what is nearly a waste field; and for no ostensible reason 
that 1 can see, but that he may, by and bye, write upon its pvdiiueiit 
"Ors^riuB XVI. j*?difiravit banc haailicam." 

January 3. — These two days past I have taken walka out of the 
walls. One of them was to the ohureh of St. l^orenxo, a Strang© old 
boildiug, on the Mte and partly of tho materials of an ancient t«mple ; 
with an old mosaic pavement; with pillars of all eize»t, cut otl' and fitted 
in. with most admired incongruity: but especially with a colunundv alxiut 
tliu high idtar, of most inaguiticeiut fluted Carintliiaii pillarx of I^'an 
marble. By t!ie bye, tlie number of aneieut pillara now standing iu 
Rome, aud mostly m the churches, in immonsoly great, 1 have soon it 
ettitod, 1 think, sumewhere, at sixteen thouKand. 

To-day, I went without the wall, on the west side of the city, aod 
found a variegated and piotureBque country. What a glorious spot thi»

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must hnve htyan. when tSio maliiria was not hore; nor liad miBrale, 
misery, poverty, dogradation, faUoii hor*, with the weight of a thftusani 
cuiees. The wliuLe C'aiiipa.gua, strutchiiic to the Kea <)ii oito tide, and 
to the mouutnuis ou the orJicr, was fUIea, was almoi^t Bwanning with 
dwelliugs. maiij of them the villus of wealthj' and noble Romans — for 
these sS lived, or had villas out of the citT; Rome mid its neighhoiirliocul 
waa filled with temples, balhs, foruios, arches, eolumna, colonnadee, 
statuee ; and it was Uome, the sovcnigu queou of n&tioits, tho mistrosa 
of tho Korld. She wtts the central pomt, fi"cim which radiating linea 
went out tlinjngli all the earth. On those divt-rglug couraea, couauls 
anil generals went fi>rtli to commnud provinces, or to conquer new 
nations ; upon them, they rotumed, to colebrato, in solcmu procession, 
tb«ir triurDphs; upon these grea<t ways of empire, arabassadvi? tra- 
velletl in state, to give law, and coiii'iers fame hack to hrmg inlelligeiacfi; 
and Eow, so secluded, so Holitai7 among the nations is Rome, tliat ono 
of our partj, in writing a letter to-dajr, inadvertently said, "" We ara as 
much out 6/ the w^oWdhcre, as if we wore in the moon." 

Ill coming into the city, we passed br the m&guiSoent fouatain of 
St Paul's, and visitotl the cJiia-ch of San Piotro in Moutorio — the spot 
assigned by tradition for St. Peter's martjTdoia, There is a littlu 
circular temple, separate fi'om the eturch, ereirtcd on the partif.iiilar 
spot whore tho croas on which he suffered martyrdoui is supposed to 
have stood: with s,a upper and lower, or eubterran&au chapel. It la 
surrounded by pillars of very dark — or, as they say iu the b(H)k», blaok 
grauitfi, and i9 a beautiful object. 

Among the most beautiful things in RomG are its fonntains, and 
among tho most striking things are itii oTxilisks. 

Thtj fountains in front of St. Peter's especially, are really glorione. 
They rise tliirty or forty feet into the air, and come down in a shower. 
The quantity of water tbrawn up in so great, and the streams, as they 
spring out from the basin, are made so to diverge, that they present 
thfl appearance of two treps, ono en each side cf the piazna. The 
fountaioa are partly rosolvod into drops and mist, and a rainbow may 
always bo seen in tho direction opposite to tbe buu. Every tiiuo uua 
sees them, they seem a new mystery and beauty : and when the sky ta 
BO fwr, 80 glorious a thiitg, that you foel almost (as you do some days) 
zi if yon could kneel down and worship it, they appear hke a cloud of 
iueense— pure, bright, resplmdeat — offered up to that suporaal aplon- 
dour and purity. 

As to these Egyptian obelisks, of polished granite, pointing up to tlio 
sky from ahnost every S(]uaj-e and open spac-o in Rome, and with that 
hand- writing of mystorious and vet unesiilained chaiiicterfi upon thoir 
eidea — what could be more striking'^ The antiquities of Rome arc 
'3/ounff, by tJieJr aide, Someof tliemwerebuIllbySesoBtris, by llamesep, 
between, three and four thousand years ago. Tbey saw ages of empire 
and of glory before Home had a being. They are also iu the most 
{)«rfoct proservalion. So hoautifiilly poUgliod, and entirely tree from 
Btain, untouched by the storms of thirty-five centuries, it seems na if 
they had not lost ono of their partitlus, since they came from the 
ijuarries of Egypt. That very surface, we know, has been gaxiiil upon 
by t))e eyes of a tmndrttil saocesgive generations. Sneak, drotid 
monitors! as ye point upward to Kearon — speak, dark iiiornglyphiu 
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ejiubob! anil tell as — ara;r« not yet eanicioiu. wfacn conscious life bui 
lievn fluving' firouud jciu for Cbrae tliousaitil vcarsf Mutlitiika it were 
enough to peiiotTRte tlie bosom of granite »ntli flniotif-n, to linTO wit- 
neseedwliat jouhavfiwitaessed. Mcihink; tbat the ett-ru and inexorable 
mjBterr, gra\en upon yoiir miglitj eLaft*. must brimk silcncD, to tell 
that wfiicli it hath kiiawo of wvai. iuiii wuo. i>f change, diMtfli-T, blooiJ. 
aiui crime!

I wish to convey to yon rome idea of St. Peler's — of its ma^itude, 
at leait, tlioitgh I cnuiiot of its magnificenoe. 

But one word, first, in ahatement. Though St. PettT'a is the Urgest, 
atiil fHr tlio moat «x|>onxive st^'ucture lu the world, it faila entirely iti ita 
GXtcriar appearance to make any juet ituptxisaion bs apiece of art;hit«c- 
turu. It h\U from two causes. T'lrst, because the front is lueaii, aud 
totritly unworthy of mioli au edilii^B, It ought to have Iiad a Rtajwiidous 
ftortit-ft. according to Micha*'! Angelo's iihin. And e^t-nndly, hoc-auee 
it is hemmed iii ou vaxb nio by other buildings — tlio Vatican c>n its 
left, aui.1 the B{i]ttiatary and other hnildings on fliG right — m that from 
no pritper point of view can this mijhty stnicture ho spon. The first 
feult is owiug to a want of means, and iliei-cforo not Ln txt hlmiied ; but 
tho last is an nnafcountaldi!, an almost inuredihEa fsnlt in tho original 
plan of thia v!xat structure. Surely thorc i^ vrAsto laud cuough iq , 
lioine, und has lieeu for agoe, to opun a viuw to the most mngniBdoni < 
ttiuiplo ill tlie world. Why was it made thus vast, hut to prcwluco au 
impression hy its size, and espwially by its exterior appnaraniie? Why, 
but for this, have such iniilions n^on uiiUioiii;, untold, and luikuown, 
and iuoolvulublD, almost to tlio rum of th« papaJ ^av, bv«n expundcd 
upon it! And yet St. Peter's, as &n citerior hLiilding, m not seen! 

Hilt now let U.1, crossing tht area of its uoblo pmzf.a, — oleveti thou- 
naiid aTid lifty-five fu«t long, or l#ji at-rei** in oxtetit probably — snr- 
ronndcil by it* «iri!ula.p coloiiiiaiio. contemplato iho groat olijoct iUolf. 

It^ front is oiko huiidrod &nd sixty foct high, and thive hundred and 
nin«tj-six foet wido — that is, twLiity-fvur rods — the tliirtceiitli of n 
mile. It i* «ix liuiidi'ed and serenty-three fiHi — forty rod* • — long.

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■ad fcrar liiindml and foitj-four foot — twontj-Fovoti rod* — at the 
titnaept. {^^ nideat part : tliat in tu »ay, it oovern about imvea nc^res. 

Wiui lliene geuHi'ul iiiea.1 nf the hnilding let us ont«r it. But jou 
Hiynt ouce, " It does not appear so oxtradrdinarily largo." True; that 
w because tbe proportions aro so pnrffirt, it is odiiimoiily ,*uitl ; but I 
think it is yot more, bwviuhe wc have iicTer seen niiv liiiiMirij «) Lir^o, 
and tbe visual imprcssioii ia affectt'd in its estimato bv what wr !t<in« 
aeon. Bat we fiooii luorri to correct tliis imprexsitiii. Wti iiiiiin>diat(ilj 
obflorre. on tlio right, audleft of tho door, statuog apparently of eliildron 
— cberubs — that auatftin marblo vason of holy water. Wc approairli 
tbinn, aiid liud that tbey are giants, moie than eix ft^ct lii;^h. Wo see 
at a little distance, on the pilaatcrs and just ahiivo thn iMtilrstal, sculp- 
tured doves — the emblematic genii of the place — and they appear to 
the eyo of uo very extntorrtinary sug. and we t.liiiik th.it wo tiaii easily 
lay our hand on them. We approach, and find that we can scarcely 
roach t(i tuuch them, and they are eighteen iuuhos or two feet Iwug. 
Wij aiivancc along tho mighty central iiaTC, and wu see, nearly at the 
termination of it and Ixtiieatli tho dome, tho high altar, saraionnttid ty 
a (".aiiopy, raised on four twisted pillars of bronze, The pillars and 
tanopy seem to he of very suitable elevation fm- Llio place, and yet wo 
Boon loam that thoy arf ninety feet high. 

1 liaro Iwforo ?]iokoa of tho size of tho dome, with its waits twenty- 
throe feet thick, its own height one hniidreci and sovunty-ninc ftot. and 
itself raiaod two Lniidrcd and fieventy-Beven feet above tho floor of the 
rlitiTch. Tliis dome \s euatained by four square pillars, two hnndred 
and twouty-thrto feet in circumferencie. That is to sjiy, ca*;li one of 
tliese pillars, or masses of masonry, is nearly Mxty feet on each xide, 
and therefore as krgtt as one of our common-sized irliurches, if it wer« 
raided up and set on the end. There is a small church and an 
adjoining Iioubo on tho 8trftda Felir.-e ia Koine, di^signedly buUt bo as 
to bo togvtber e<\mi. to the fsizQ of one «f tbeso columns. And yet tbeas 
coItimuB da nut aeem to be in the way at all ; tbey do sot bociu to 
oraupy any disproportionate space ; they do not encumber the mighty 
pavement! 

With regard to the objects within St. Potet's, I mm notice only two 
tft thr« tliat struck mo moat. 

One ot" them is the monument to the laat of tho Stuarta. C'harlas 
Edward, and hia brotlwr Ileury, the cardinal. There qj'o two angels 
of death — it is the work of Canova- — before which 1 have sjient honrs. 
So ox(]UBitely mouldtd aro tlieir forms, so delicate, thoughtful, beautiful 
are tUoir fax:*5, so sad. too. as tliey ar« about to extinguish tbe t«jrch of 
life — -as thoy .^tand leaning thoir checks upon tho reverse end of tho 
long, blender stem — so sad, iudeed, but then that sadimss so reUeved 
hy Ijeauty, — inttillectnal. contemplative, winning beauty — it seems to 
my farioy, at times, tva if tliey would t'ertaiuly appear to me at my own 
d^atli ; as if thoy weidd Hit before tho — perhaps failing — purliaps 
dclirnufi — imagination, and reconcile tho bouI to a departure effected 
by a ministry so beautiful. Ah! blessed angels! I may one day 
«tret€!i out my hands to you, and ask your aid — but not yet — not yet. 
But sicliiioss, sorrow, deprivation, caJamity iu aome shape, may make 
you ■welcome, before ono thinks to be ready. 

Among tbu mosaic copies of paintings iu which St. Peter's is eo rich, 
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tlicre U cnfi of the IncnxliUity of Thomas, wtiich lioB aliravi inade we 
uf ni; sUipi>iiig-pkueB, in Ukuig tlie vusbniiitrj t;tn;tiit. Toe eaemiDSB 
of Tliomaa, the calm dignity of Jesus are Bno : but the fecc of John, u 
he stands just lieliiail Tliomaa. and looks upon his ni«h act, is one Lo 
romenibor always. It sooms to me the very persouifiiKition of forboar- 
iwce. lie aubmits calmly that Thomas should do it — fJiould mtisfy 
himself — but yet lie b esueedingly aorrowfol. There is oo surprise in 
Uis countenauije; Le knows liuiiiau frailty; Le is not astonished at 
unbelief or hardness of heart; but it seems, at the same time, ta if hit 
owu beiii't wvvif broken at tho Bp^tavlo. Tliere is not tbo fdiKbtest 
robukd iu his beautiful eountetiance; but sut^h a union of ludu^icnce 
and aorrow, aa one miglit well pray fur. at tliat altar — (it is aa oltor- 
picce) — tnbeawnJceneuin Ai« mind when liQ stands by the oFil and Rrrin^r. 

A v:alk in St, Peter's is* something by itself— a tliing^ not to be had. 
nor auytbiug liko it, anywhere gIsg iu the world. The iraraeui^ity of 
the place; iu immenge, unequalbid magnificence; the charming tern- 
peraturo of the air, prcaoiTod Ui« same the year round by tlio Ta3tue»s 
of the ma^ of masonry: the incense -breathing walLs— .for there is 
literally an odour of sahcticy always hei-e, from the daily burning of iii- 
ti&nna; the rioh, beautiful, rariegated marblo columns; tbo altarg, Uio 
tombs on every aide, the statues, the pnintinga, the fine medallions in 
marble, of the heads of saint; and fathers of the church, which oro s«t 
into the sidos of the columns in great uumbera; then tho arche.^ on 
arches that pres«jit themselveB to the view in every direction; and, if 
tlie walk bis towardii evening (the only rijjht time), the niitiric of the 
vesper hymn, now swoiling in ftdl choru.i upon tho ear, and then dying 
away, as the mosic cliango^, or tb« walk lead.") you nuor the chapel 
whence it proceeds, or farther from it; all this, with tho gathering 
shadows of approacliing epeniiig — the sho/Iows elowlf gathtjring in 
areh and dome — makes a walk in St. Poter'w like nothing eUe! 

Janmrif 8. — I was present at the celebration of high raaas in tho 
chapol of the Propaganda, a fow days since, and. for tho first time in 
Rome, was gratified with an air of dolitwration, digiiity, and aomething 
like delicacy, given to the iwrformauce of this riw, The pnncipiU 
perion oflifiating was iho Billion of the Sandwidi Islands, lateJy or- 
dained, and soon to depart for his distant home. The studonU of the 
Propaganda were all dressed in white tmiics, aud their singing, and 
their decorous behaviour, aji well hs that of all the ofliciating perioiis, 
who. insut.id of luin-yiug through the liturgy with indecent haste, n- 
puatod it slowly, and. instead of bowing and dodging about the altar, 
really knec-lod — all this made it a very beautiful fMsrTwe. 

In tho iDomiug of tlie dame day, there wore common massen ^aid in 
tbo cliapel, in various languages. It was very striking to see, in sue- 
co)uion, the bearded Greek, tbo black Etiiiop, and the swarUiv Arma- 
nian, oJliciating &^ pric^t^ at the altur; and some of tlie personH^Enoeling 
areund the altars —monks. I prosume. from the £a«t — looked liko Ui« 
TOry personification p of criantal maceration. 

there i« something very imijosing tn thi5 gathering of all nations into 
one fold. Fifty languages aru read in tho Propaganda. One of the 
things at St. Power's that makes yon fool the majesty of this syBtem ii, 
that thoru are oonfes^^ionols at St. Peter's for almost ail nations, ta tbeir 
respective langtiages, 
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Jianuaiy 10. — V^o went to-dny witli tlie roctor and some of tlie 
students «f the PropULgniuin, tlin>ugli tlie Vali^ian libi-ary. Wo woio 
roeeired h/ M. Mezzofaati, who haa immoJia.!* charge of Uio librnry, 
an aged and very learned mtm, wiio speaks fortj-two IJiiignagos — him- 
self, therefore, to me, the puatcfit condor lu Lliu Jibjarj. Ilv shuwed tin 
somtf very old niAimscrifits, a Virgi] and a Torei)«), each of the fiftli 
oeiitTiry ; a most gpleadid laaiiuscript of Danta oii vellum. heautifuUj 
iUumitiatij^ ajid painted; and dunio cunouK uiiLograiili luttors fiuiu 
Henry Vlll. to ilcne Bolejn. 

Afterward vo vera ehovra a loj-^ cabinet of cuiiositica taken from 
ancient churclivs, nud from the cutaconihs. consisting of iuitniments of 
torturo, a.nti<iiio lamp*, bronxe Lixisses, and silyer ijlialicua. They w«re 
cbieSy Irom the catacombs. TTpoii thoBc eljjefts, tho eyee of tho perse- 
cuted and doT'ut.cd company, in cavos and duns of the earth, had 
rostud ; with what emotions, how little aru wc able to c^inprebcnd ' 

Janitarii 11,— Really, the Itomatt luarionottoa. aliag puppets, nhicFi 
we liave boon to see this eveUiiu^. are worth a duscription. They are 
of the siie of griiwn mi^u and women, ajid Uipy ar& made to perfftnii 
an untiro play and ballet. Tlio dialogue is read by persons out of 
sight at the sidoe ol the stage, while the puppota " suit tlie action to 
the word" with stn'h propriety and gi-nce as are perfectly !turpri»ing. 
Tbero aru few spoators who might not take lessons from tlieir gnstures. 
Then the bsJlat wa^ performed atmest with the skill and ai^^cunu^y of 
opera dancers. But that the strings by vhicli thej are suspended and 
moved are too mu^b in &ight, one might scarcely siup&ut, in looking at 
tJiuse curious and amusing performerii, that they were nut real persous. 

Jawtary 12. — To-day (Snuday) 1 ha79 been wandering among the 
churches. First, to the Church oi S. Maria di Vitloria, opposite tho 
Ffrntana di 'lenuine. In this church is the celebrated statue of !jt. 
Cecilia alniut to be piorct-d by the dart of the angel of doatii, by Bor- 
niai; but 1 have nothing special to say about it. Next, to the ceigh- 
bouring churclies, butlt on ibe Baths of JJiwletiaii. Ono of these, the 
S. Maria dogli Ang«li, is in the form of a Creek cross," and, in ita 
proportions, pleases me more than any church in Home, and is, besides, 
a splendid struutnre. 1 have visitod it many times ^iace 1 have btjen 
hero, and it was with quite a sadness of spirit that 1 took my last look at 
it to-day. In the Cliurch of H-t, Bernardo, at the other end. and on 
tho foundation of the Baths of Diocletian, there was a I'eltibration of 
the mass this morning; and to think, tliat on this very budding, ouve 
doTot«id to the pleasures of a pagau emperor — ou tliia very spot, where 
were martyred, in cold and wanton cruelty, [.lie forty tbeusaiul Chris-

Luke painting the Virgin, ih cotiuderocl 
the princijial object, aud it is not unworthy of Uapha^iL The differonc* 
botwoon inspiration in a rovary, and inspiration engaged in n fixed 
eftiirt. is finely markod in tho c-oLiutouance of Luke. There i» a sort ■ 
of tiled ('runpreaHion about the lips, Riich as 1 have seen in an artist ioj 
the act of painting; and yet the eye is Ml of inspiration. There are 
in this av&ik'iny a unnibor of beautiful ^luall f ivmium tast^, aiiil aoiiitt 
datightful pcrtraits. 
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After this I wont thrtwigli tbe Fornir. almiff the mins of the i^ala- 
tioe. wid lo the top of tbe Ooliaeum, und took my last motanoholy look 
at tlie»R mclancboly objocta. 

On coining homo tiir'niiih the Corno. I oliserved a rollectiou of oar* 
riagoe alxttit the (Jtunli of St. MarccUus. and ou going in. faund tho 
(ihiireh lighted up — it was just at pvoniiig — with ton or twelve cban- 
deliei-a. and a great Tinmbar of wax ciuidl(^*, creating a splendid iUiimi- 
nation. It was dre.<scd «ut with tiie usual decorations of a ftata — 
curtains liangina; in festoons before the aJtars. &c.— fiUod witli a crowd 
of people, and mled. too, with glorious muHic. This— I mcdii music, 
not always gloriaus music, howewer — in the prlnoipol purt of ai! mlfl- 
hration* of saints' days, &c. Thf) present ceremoiiioa, 1 loarced, were 
for ^t. Marcelhia's day. The muaic was austaiaod l>y tho organ, a hand 
of performers on instnitnents plajiiig with riiro dolitiatiy und ftjio mo- 
oution . and an iiiiuirt»*e rlioir, aome of tl lera singing with that wonderful 
oombination of high falsetto, ninning almost beyond tho power of a 
wonuuj's voice, yet without any of its shritliic^, whi<!h is scarcelr '^Tor 
attained, unless whore the pliyaical nature h Bacri&ced to it. For mv 
purl, I go heartily along with these onhihratinnfl, and wish that aucn 
were intrfldiiced into our Protestant churches. 

Jontiuri/ 17. — [ went today to the piaz/a before S. Marist Maggi- 
erc, to witness the siiignlaT cer&mony of llessmg tlte hitrses. The dny 
iivaUttd >St. Aiitlumy's day. Tho coremoiiy is simply this: Carritig* 
tiUii oamago drives np boforo a chapul — so it was whilo 1 stood to 
observe it — a priest corner forth drcsaeil in Ids mbes, and, after utter- 
in^ prayiTB or Ijenedittionw (I know not which— nobody can know 
what a priest saya, unless he knows it beforehand), ho takps a bru^h, 
and dipping it in tho vn«o vf holy water at tlie door of tho chapel, 
•prinkles it over the horses. 

January 19. — We weut to see iho mosaic raanufatitory, in the base- 
ment tiory of the Vatii-.an. CInmuooini'a painting of the IntTcdulity uf 
8t. Thomiw is there ; and it is a (;«riouB iv^i, that it is not equal to tho 
mosaic of the same painting in St, I'ctci'a. Thia moeaic work is tjuite 
"wondcrfal, fur it comes very near to the pcrfiicfion of painting, Tito 
mode in, to hHvv tt strong fianio of iron, on which 1;: .spread an amalsam. 
and into this amalgam are sot the stones which form tho inowiio, 
rTtieee «tonce, by tho bye, aro themselves mauiUiawtured. Thoy are a 
flort of vitrilied suhfitance, made of any given colour liy certain exai;t 
j)roportiiius of the neccs.*ary ingredients — the receipt for ea«:h one 
twing recorded in a niainniol.h vohimo lying upon tho table. Itasto- 
l^ijiboil mo to Hud. dopoaited and numbered, in tlio immenso repftaitory 
el tht$ catablifhmDiit, eighteen tiinntand different shades of colouring. 

Janiutrff 2V. — I do nnt know that I can take a mui-o appropriate leave 
of Home, than by a uolice of its cburehes. Notliing ia Rum* has as- 
tonished mo BO mueh. Tho works of art liavo. if anything, fallen short 
of my cspt'etAtion^i that i>4, a* a unasa — Mtmo thmgs cannot di^p- 
point. Tlie ruiL.-.. with the exception of the Colifieurn, certainly hnvo. 
rhej are mostly briuk mins ; and a brick ruiu is tho Irast interesting 
of all i<emaiits. And tho dnircliw. latlnowledgo. have very little in 
their archi tecLuiB or oxf-erior appoiiraiice to recommend them. The 
front ifl fre<iuently nothing but a ilead hri*l: wall, However, it has one 
recommondation ; it is a comploto protection against street noises.

There are three hundred and fiftj churtihra in Kome: and smj one 
of ku bundred of them ia eu(;li » wouder aud be«utv, as, {.-laced iii Ajdd- 
rioa. vould draw Ttaitere from all pasts of the country. 1 speak iinir 
exdnsiyely of thti' intmor. The tmtirv iiit^iur walU of manjr of these 
fliurGh«e are ulothed with pnlhheii, aiitujuo marMe. Thej ar« hung 
Around with uaiQtings; and filled with marble piUan, statues, tomtMii 
and altars. Theaa altara, built often cf jasper, porphrr^, Uid UwmMt' 
precious aiiciont marblos, arc <xniiiiiaiilj> placea in recesses or clupeis ^ 
on each side of tlie church, so that tbej ofTer some retirsm«Dt to tlw 
Totary.

wttb m» in this. ^Vc have oAcu said, that if it vere uot for tbo air of) 
pretenaiou it would h&T« to xay of our aciitiaiutAiii-eR who might chaoc* 
to pass, we certaiiilv shoidd do it. As we were walking in St Peior'a 

to-oay. said, " It does not agnifj, I do wish, iu wihoua earaestt 

that I could l>e a Catholk." My own feeling is — and iu thi« wo 
agreed — that if it wor.; not for the faith, I should like in;u>v of the 
furms rery weiJ. These eyer-ope:i cJiurchea, tlieso ever-iiNcending. 
prayers, the deep fteclu=ioa and silence, " the dim religious light," the 
Toicos of nwroiog nmss or rosper hynju, tlie sacred tht-mefl depictod 
upon evtry wall and dome, and again and cvemion;, tlibso holy ultare, 
wltOAe steps have been worn hy ibe knees of the pttgriiun of ages past — 
all these things commend them^elres. not merely to the imagination, 
hut to tho mo^i uuaf&cted sentiments of derotioii. 



CHAPTER XXI. 



THE ItOMAX CATHOLIC BySTBM. 



On taking^ leave of lionic, 1 ehaJl make it a toxt for some tltougfata 
on the geueroJ sntnect of the Catholic rcli^rion. 

Of a dispensation of Christianity, embracing more coutitriet, and 
numbering morn ailhereuts thaa iniy other, it cannot be at anr time 
miiaiportaut or uniiiterCisting, to form a correct judgment. But in ad- 
dition to this, thcie are uircuniatances at, the present moinunt, whicU 
give the subject a considerahle prominence amouL' tliosi) tlial iiivita tha 
public attention. Tho old I'rotostJirit horror agmiist Poperv ha.? been, 
for «omo tinw past, gradually dying away ; and althongh circumstancea 
have recently kiudlod up a temporary e3citi>uiGtit on tiio subjcctt I 
think it cannot l>ec»me general or lasiing. The papal svo has loit alt 
poLticaJ power and iraporLance: it is fast parting with iu roremies; it 
DtnnrniAlly atioiiating u> \muk<^r*. parcol by pareol, the very pstrimonjr 
of St. Peter b; it no longer giv^s any I'ountenanco to those worst oor- 
ruptiooi which brought on the Protc^tuut I!eform»tiuu ; and it it haa 
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nBt altflgettior witlidniwn its saiiction from the In(|iiUit:iou, it nn Innger 
CTicouraptis the npplication oi thoso tortur-es, which, when lliey were 
first iinTtiiluii to the knowicdjrii«f mankiml, sontagroituof sjnipaUiizing 
liorrov through t.lie world. Then, witli regiird tfl the iiriiphudic* concern- 

g Fopciv, a feMiiijj is prevailing in the worW. that their doom is at 

Dgth ftd^oit, in the atmihiliLtiou of tlmt jrignat\c and avoriiha.dowing 
ilu!:poti»iii. The foot of llome is no IcBjfor &n the neck of kinga; on 
the contrary, its very head is bowed to the dust, hufore n yowcr that it 
once c;omnian(ti?d. Nothing noiild bo more doplorahlo than its conditidn, 
The vials of wrath are indeed poured out upon the very seat and throne 
cf the papal hierarchy; tha nohles of tho laud ar^^ rcdiicod to poverty, 
and tho poor of the lind to hi(>gE;ary; its fields, it* pliii)is, otif'.e culti- 
vated like a gardoQ, and covered with villaa, mow lio wasto. dispnojikd. 
desolate, under tho pestilential bi-cntb of the malaria; ita villages are 
falling into ruins: the moment you crons the boundary line, you rocog- 
niee tho places that belong to tho patrimony of the church, by tlieir 
utter iaisei7. 

These drciimstaiices of the roli^ioa, at its very toniitaio lioad. mu»t 
satisfy, it wnnld aeem. tho most confident dejioimccr or interpreter of 
Heaven's judgments upon Popory; thoy present a combination of evilx, 
calamitios, and wiws, whiah cannot fall much shftrt of a fulfilment of all 
the maludiction^ that can have been found or fancied to exist in the 
propheivioa, At tho same time a profoimdcr study of Scripture lias had 
the effect to bring some doubt upon those exact conBtmctione. by 
wliiuh iiumbor^. and daUts, nnd pcisoug, and places, and oveuts, have 
boca so particularly laiil down in tho chart of tho expositor. So tliat, 
oa tho whole, there is a largo and inci-caf^ing number of Proteataiita, 
wlio do not feel at liberty to pursue, with pity or horror, tho Catholic 
of the!^ days, as if he were a mark for the disploaaui-e of Heaven. The 
conseqasnce is, that the Catholii^a are coming, with many, to take th^ir 
pUwe among Cliriatian eccta, and to be Judged of with that degree of 
candour, limited enough, indeed, which differing sects ore aocuatoraed 
to deal out to one another. 

AnotJier circumstance wliioh invites attpntifn tn this suhjoct is, that 
the Catholic religion soenis, at this moment, to be making somepro- 
gt^ss in the world. It is, indood, a. siugular fact, that, at this very 
moment, when tho religion is dying at its heart, it is fioiirishing in its 
membor*. It lia« made some di^tiiignitihod convertB in (lermany within 
a few years pudt ; it ia jraining rather than losing credit and infinence 
in Great Britain ; und it i.^ said to be (gaining numbers in America. A 
good deal of apprehonBiou, it ia well known, haa been fpit by some 
olaxMS of Christians among us. concerning this spread of the Catholic 
faith in Uie Tnited Statoa. The groat pfl'nrt mado in the Atlantic 
LitAtea, to ostahUsh Sunday .SchooU in tho Valley of the Mississippi, 
IptDtijr, no doubt, ffoni thie apprcLenBiou. It has ovorrated, I hayo 
110 doubt, both the means of the Catholics and their increase. The 
increa«B lias bwn ocf;a>iioni'd by emigration, and tliereforo is no in- 
crease; or by tiio natiifnl growllt of popnlation, and therofore is no 
flridonco of progrtjsa. Ut actnal conversions to Popery, I imagine there 
ate very ftjw in our country, for it is not a country to favour tLem : ajid 
even if there were more than tlipre arc, or are alleged ta be. I still 
should not ^[lartake of tho general alnrnt, heoaui^e 1 beliere there iit a 
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spint in oor imtitatiooa whicli wiD sooner or kter control the 
and correct tbd error*, of cvrr^ BOct. There mar be a e«ct in our coui] 
try. tod a Uirgc and flouriihins oioct, di-ncmiiaatcxl the Citholic; but it 
is not, and nerer can be, the aes\>ntv; iiiHtitiUion thul it has brvn in 
other roiintiies. Its power over iu own members moit oouRtantJ v rti"- 
cUne. Than, lu to its niL-ntig fr)r prO[Migutiiig its Isitli, the report nf 
inuneiUA approprintiotu for thU purpose, h; the mother chtirch, was 
norer auTthing, £ beliere, hut roiuouri it ia not of a oature to be rmi- 
fied : and tbn excliequer of Rome 19 too poor to giro »n/ colour of pro^H 
babilitv to the etatemeut. ^H 

The ^'rowing irnndiMir, then, of the Protc«tfliit wi>rM. tind the growing 
(trnngch of the CathnUc interest, hare both prepared the jmldic miii<l, 
and preucd it. to oxaroiue the claimE of thia form of OhrietiauitT. 
And I mean now ite cl&ims. not to iufallilnlity, not to suprcniacf. not 
to b«iug. in preferencB to anv other form of Ctirii'tta.nit;. a Heafeu- 
utpointed institution — claims, which the Fr>otestant world is jieareely 
disposed to eonaider — but ita claima, in common with other modee of 
cliurcb order, ritual, and usage, and other means of spihtasl iofloonnc 
and prauticnl virtue, Ui the ccniinnon reipect luid sj-nipath^ of Chris- 
tian*. Ic tut peculiar usageH ; and it .leta up preteiuioai to peculiitr 
virtue — to a virtue thut Bprin^s eiclueiroly from ita own system. Thia 
IfiBt, too. is a p^tiiit whieh hu mmie an impression on the mind* of somo 
good Prete&txntj; u-itd it it), muraover, and most truly, llie meat inte- 
rentiog point of inqiiirv that could arise between the two parties. For 
if thora be samettiin^ m the Catholic Kyst«m, or aume divine inSuetice 
etfpociiiUj' GounduLud with it, which producoi^ a virtue superior to all other 
virtues — if this bo really aud undoubtedly so — why, truly wo hnve 
nothing to do but to return aa hat aa we con to the bo«om of tlie anuieii) 
mothiT chureh. 

Now. this Is pcocisBly what tcany Catholics allege, and sonie 
tanta seom di:epriso>I to admit. I do not say thnt thia admisoon .hw 
been publie, or liu!^ aptn.'ai'C'i in any wrilinge; but 1 have observed id 
con vernation, a.rid I tlniik otliers must havR observed, a growing diepo- 
■ition to do jiistici;, and, as I eomx'ive. mom than justico, to the virtnen 
of the Catliulius. It ik, in pfirl, a reuition. no doubt, from the old 
WToriCy; but I think it ariiic*, in part, from a neglect to make tliepropn 
diflcrii»itiati»ii(i. 

But what are tho virtues, in whoso bohalf this (iUim of superiority is 
set up? Ther may im stated faj be generally, the virtues of d(ivot«!es. 
and of the rehgioiix ordem. Where, it is said, h there aaythin|f like 
the virtue of tho Sisters of Cliarity, a society of females, eompowd 
partly of tho high-born and wealthy, partly of the young uud l)«autifld 
— whoso membere deroto thumAolvi^n to the litmible^t olHcea, in ho«pitala 
and iilin^hritites. without lemuneratiaQ and without fhmc? 8o, agaia, 
if the trnvr-ller finds tiim.iflf upon Hoine lonely desurt, or upon &onw 
almost ioaccoeoible raoiintain, where Eie is llahlD to )>o overwhelmed by 
the Hand* of Africa, or tho ancpws of Swttzerknd — if, Isay, the traveller 
fliid^ in eilhi^r .tpot a hou!*e of rofugo, nnd good people living tlicnt on 
purpose to rescue him, tho hoii«o uf refuge, it i« liktly, he will dii<cover 
to bo a inuriastory. of tho onJer of St. Ueiiediet, or St. AugUBtine. 
What hosts of missionaricB, again it is iaid, has the Catholic church 
lent out into ail part« of the world — compared with whieli, thocompouj 
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' TVotMtftnt tni^innarie-i it a. mere b^ndriil. And not like Protestant 
miotioanrica bave tliej gflao out, carrying honio and Imiistilmld gods 
vitJi Ihem, but alono have thej goao an<] liyod amoiig tii« hnaUioti i» 
tbeir ffLmiUci^, mid luiiruud tliuir maaiiertt, iktid thus giuued over tlieiu 
the grisatvut inflti&»ce. And nhn-t, it 18 said etdll further, wtmt arc all 
Calholic miosu but misaionaries in a sort, subject to tho abiiolute com- 
mvid of ttwir EUpi'riors, going fur or iioar, without !ic>«lUiLiuii or i]i]i>Mlii>it. 
aa th« iat«r(r:^t of thc^lmrcli rcquiroD — jToing alone through life, williont 
domestic vudoarment.'*, willioiit liotni), niUiout tliriiw first gTattliaiti'aiis 
of the heart which all other men dc^niaiid as tlioir right? How often, 
too — and this is tliu plivsiciau's tetitimon; — how ofttni is tli» Catholic 
priest fiiund by tliu bcdu of the dying. s]>oiiiliiig hxurs, aoiiictimes 
days and nigUts tltero, Uiat ho may adiniuiater the laat rites of hii 
r«ligioa. 

Far be it from mo to detract anything from real merit — far be it 
from me to dotriLct anything ficm its jiut mf^UMtre and it^ ftill divert, 
wherever it may be found. Xny, ii«t to detract fri>m it ia little. To 
acknowledgu virtue, to enjoy it, to dalight ia it, to bless, to cherish it 
as the richest troaauro of tie world — let mo tread wliat land I mayi 
Catholic or IVitDstaiit — Ut me dwell lu Home or in Genera — this is the 
spirit in whinh I would soo manldml owrywhwrc. Tlint there are vir- 
tuos amoo; tho t'atholi.'s which deserve to be thna regarded, I hare no 
douht. But it does not follow that tlier are auporior to the virtuos of 
all other Ciini<tianFt. And ^inc-e this nt an intorcnce which t^onie aro 
dispoaod to think vt^ry jilausibli; fiom lh« fatU. 1 nhall turci from tlte 
ploisiini of boholdiiig and admiring tlio virtues of mv Catholiu brettiren, 
to tho duty, much less agrcMWe oprtainly, of making soma strictures 
upon them. And I oonftisa that iny douhte about tno Catholic <:Iaim 
of imperior virtue. Rxm upon thn very point whcro its main strtss is 
laid — its peciilianty— its (.'stmoriiinanuets. I do not know thn.1 Ca- 
thoUra say, or that anybi^dy clso sayn, that tboy are better men than 
olhors in tlw ordinary dutioH and r«litti«ns of life, liut tho pohit that 
bu boon pressed upou me in tho coUcges of Home, and tliat is put 
foi-waril elsewhere is, tlial the special services of religion ai* nioro 
faithfully attenijod upon by Colhohcs, that (extraordinary sai-rilieeii and 
«i)torpriMis sro mora eommon amoog them ; timt no other ehur<!h ean 
»boT religious orders devoleil to charity and prayor, Xay, it is so ar- 
rauged among tho difforenl rthgiwus crdcrB, that prap-ers rIio.II never 
cea^c — some rising in the ni^rht wat4:ho;t tn cuiilicnio trK^m, m that the 
devotion* of tbo church may bo iniint^rrnpted and porpetual. 'i'hia, 
then, is tho case ; and I fraiiJdy bay Uint 1 do not like the aspect of it. 
It ia not well or safe for any sect to t^c tliia Rround. Tin; strms laid 
Iwrc ii the grand error, as tt i^oonis to me of tlie Cathuliv syotem, i:or- 
aiderod iw a religious system. 

The most rom:irkabl« tiling about Chrittian virtue, wli«tlier we iw 
it iu tiifl preeept or the eiarapl« df iw great Toaeher, ia its fair order, 
ita ftiU cruportion. its oasy adaptation to all ciruumetances, ita fidelity 
to all relation-- and truntf, iu mio» it6 simplieity, cou&istcncy, and uin- 
rcrsality. It ia alwav» riotiig goo>L It is always speaking, it is always 
acting, rightly. It is so constantly manifesting itaidf, tut lifurcely to 
attra^it any notitie. Thi« evon and unvarying t«naur of a good life ha« 
not tho Bplcndour, tho glare that btdoDgs to 6omo ou« d^'partmout itf 
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fecaenlent eiertioa : it does not, thcnftira, diav ai micli ofawivation 

Jm it; it is Dot so nnKh admired; bat ws read, that " tl» Inagdofs 
bcftTcn 'vmctfa not mth obMrration."

aad fiMting, and pr«7«r, and ererf caaoa»ed nrtue, will t»il fiu-behbd 
iL The worth of traae Tiitnes I do not deoy. I 00!; drar their daim 
to nperior wurth. I <l«n r ttiat tbev am lilnlj to b« loperior. Xav, 
i oootend that extraordinuj virtues are vety liidd« to M partial and 
defeotire — that iitej an tvrj liaUe to pa^ some o( the peoaltiw Uiat 
uaaallj attarh to vhat is extraordiiiarT' m character. How often w 
great zeal for rdisioo dofbrmed hj pawtoo : mucli prajing ixautected 
vitli much witriinnea* : gmt taiKti^ niarred b,v e<)ual prido, and 
sinriilar plnlanthn>)>y tointM bv vaaitj and affectation ! 

I diitnist, theretore, tlie claim of tb« CatboUc to Bapecior rirtoe^ 
procisciy becaiuo he puts that cLuin upon axtnordiiiaiT groond — upon 
grottnd rcmorcd from tbe ordinary path of life. Ana certainljr I dis- 
tnut all nmilar pT«tearioiu set np br I'rote^tant sects, for tlio «ain» 
naooo. It u ssrptisina to obaerre vfaat stress i^ laid, in Catholic dts- 
ODones, opoa the sitt^ nrtue of almtg^ng. It eocm« to be «a- 
forced, almost as if it vcre a rahstitiito for all otlirr virtuc.<, as if it 
oorered a moltitude of aim ; aod I fear it b often pr.-icu.'^-il with a view 
to its annrerii^^ both porposos. It is said that mendicants throng tho 
church doors, in Cathnbc countries, in confident rehaoce apon this veU- 
koown fact — Uiat good Catholics oftoo Icarc their dvcllin^ to attend 
church, with a ruw on Clicir own part, or on injunction frum ^eir coa- 
finsor, Co be«tow chariL/, right or wrong, widi cai»e or without, on 
Bomdwd^. Now, Burel^ the real tjue^tian about virtue is, not whether 
a nuui does one thing well, but wmith«r he docth all thJogB weU; not 
whether be is a good dcTotcc. but whether hv i^ a good and derotod 
mail in every re^tton and situation ; not wliether tliere are MH»e good 
and <ii>li'- den Ting monlu and prinstd in ('atbolic conntriea, but whether 
tho wholi.) popu&tinii of tliusecouTitripB im t^ingularly self-denving, andvir* 
tnous. y&y, he who ithut*) hiiusclf up in pirctiliftnty, witether jndaical, 
Popish, I'rDteotaut, or Puritanical, so hir cut-* liiuuM'lf uff frofn die 
mean* and opnortiinities of a noble and zeoorouH virtue, tltt who »e* 
teota a parCiciuar sphere of operation, sndBtiau up all his virtue iu that. 
OS also he who retires to a monastiTy, flies from tbu great coitfliet of 
life, from Uie hatUe-lidd of virtue — fiies, 1 my, from the vt-rr fifh' 
where tiie moot glorious deoda aro to be done, and the most gloriotu 
victories .ire to w gained. (Vad it is at>@urd for liim. or his friends for] 
hini. to demand admiration ; he ought tn be coiiU>iit, if lie eau ttscxt 
eeniiiirn: it it as aboard for him torhallenge admirntinn, a» it would I 
for him wlio Hed before hie oountr^'^ ctiomieA,'to hy daim to similar 

hlHUB(^. 

In fact, I must ask, wh^lier theMi vaunted virtues of Calliolic pietji 
ore uot very npt to tio taetitiou«'; Suppose, for instance, that a 
ahoold do a right action, under the fear of inst^it deatli for disol 
•uoe, or in tho certain hopo of heaven, as the reward nt hie fidelity ii 
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OiU nngln instance. Tli« virtiio, in s.ucli a cikM, if it could Iw calleil 
rirtue at all, would bo cxlremoly factieioiiR ; tho fear would uat t(>art) 
the nuni its moriil freoJom ; the h«p« vrould l^rin^ a sort of hallucina- 
tion orer tlie moral Realties ; tho etate of surh a miud would be ulto- 
(Father iiiiQBtiirul : the virtuu would bu artifioiuJ. Now, tlio princi|ildi 
fliuatrated in tliis cxtnmie cane, seom t« nio Ui be applii^ahle. to a cer- 
tain oit<.iit, to tbc derotesi of the i:atholio church. Il is (.'ominou in 
tlic hwcliiu^ of Uiat church to iiiak« a wido di&tinctiou — a <li«tiuution, 
wide almo&t as tliat botween ^alvatiun and porditiou — between Mwietjr 
andMilitud«; betwwou the world iiinls«^clii»ion from the world; bfitwnen 
the OTdinarT ticR of life, and tho pctRidinr relatinuHhip of a religious 
ttritr. la it strange, tlum. or does it imply anjr great virtue, that a 
joung feiKta, uudcr the iuiluence of vcuuratcu »upcnoni, auJ per- 
suaded, tliat to retna'iii in tlK' world is almottt ciertain |if rditicm, lihould 
rush into Uie order of the SinUtrs of C'liaritj, or liito a monastor^, 
where all is aaiietj, antl oertauity of tlio Wise vt heavvn f Bow many 
are there amon^ lu, who would frooly give up their piitiro for- 
tunea for tbo oartaiutjr of btiug happy for ever! So, alio, for the pro- 
tiBOtod attendaiicu of the OatTiolio yrmt at tlie deatlkhnd. thcra is a 
inotivi*. which may l>e temiiid a Tioleiit motire. and which, if it wore 
admitted amoug ua, would juat as certainly carry ovory Proleetaiit 
clergyman to tho same ptacj>. Tliat is to say, the Uatliolip prioK be- 
liovvs t)iat the future stnto of Uio dupiu-ted soul much depends on tbeao 
la«t ceremonies. It would bo tlie most unparaJloled cruelty, therefore, 
for him to fail of his attendance. The truth is, and so it de»<;rTu« to 
bt! stated, that instead of it« being any great merit or fidelity iii bim to 
bo present, bo would be a monstvr if be could Ikil. 

Tbp daims of the Catholic prie^tliond to admiration, on other 
l^rotiiidK, I would willingly bo cxuused from disctis&iitg ; slnoo it is 
soarijoly possiblo (o discusH Uiem with tleeornm and t-OTU'tii^iy. I s|M!ak 
wow of tho priests in Eui-ope, and especiidly in Italy, and 1 would not 
allude oren to thorn, if it woi'o not that tlieir virtuca are oft«u urpod 
upon our notice by tboir admirers, in contrast witli the indulgeiiccfl and 
luxurieH of the ProtestaiU cli>i-gy. 1 Mm tlio niiira unnrilling to «uy a 
word on tli-e suhjoet — the allogwl self-don ials and stoic Tirtuea of tin) 
Catholic cWgy — because tknow, and ^lodty admit tliat, notwithatand- 
ing all die d&ngei-s of blieir position, thiro arc mnny indinduals among' 
them of tha great^^^st purity and dignity of clLanu;tor, But surely h« 
who slionld coitt4>iid that tliotr pt'culiaj situation — their socliiitien, that 
is to say, from domestic companionship and iniercourae, is, or isi found 
to bo, iftvourablo to the purity of tlicii' lives, or the reBuemeut of llicir 
nuuinera. coitld do so only in total ignorance. IxitJi of tho weak und tho 
strong points nf hi« cause. Let him (li"«:uiit at much at largo as ho 
pleases upon the holy anti<]uity and the beautiful sorvicos of tus church, 
but with the knowledge of whnt exi&t? in t)>o oUleiit awl most venerntod 
abodos of that dnirch, lot hiui say oa little as posuble q[ the s^lf-doniuls 
of the Catholic pnesthood. 

The trutli is. tiiat the great cliarm uf the Catholic system to many 
— and not a few iVotestfliite arc Cathwlios in tliis respect — ia. th.T.t it 
offers to tlieni a course of snocilic and difiiiito wrvines and pxerciaes, 
in>t<wd of tho great, general, and iadeGuite taak of virtue. In rehgion, 
multitudes choose what Uioy consider to be safe bondage, in prcfcrenca 
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UP daogCTDU frmdun. Tlie Catliolic — I eioept. of eaarw. am 
li^toned penoos of tbtt claas from [Its Nnuifc — bat in geun 
Catholic bae s monitar in his prieet, e<m attoA d^ to tmj, ** tio*Uc," 
and "Dotfaat." Us is toft Ur rtn^^ vith so qocstioMs « doabtt of 
suj kind, add thus, as tl tevma to me, is talBSD oat of tha hM& af the 
tine vpiriuul di«ciptine. He ha^ bia tdigioai dstits cxactljr wii^wd 
out to him, and if in an^ point bs &tb, if rirtae tiok n thm Male^ kft 
has pMianow and alnolotions to rectors the balance. Thna aQ ta mea- 
nuM, and mad* oxaet and definite: moro dotaita, I beliere, than snita 
the dudpHne of rirtuc. Thus all Is pkuu and «asj : oo gneatiiau abost 
Eaiih ; no douIil« i.lmiit dittjr : to obej'. not to itu^iiiro, is the grand i«- 
quiutidii : docilitr. submissioQ, arc the oharacteriitie nrbMs «f tho Ca- 
toolio tyiUim. riift c^ct apoo the iffD(«airt is bkeir to be montal 
l^varr and iU{><iretiUoD ; uyoa tho onughtcaed, it often ia. I fi»r, to 
set reugion apart from tbo Bve action of tboJr own nunds. iuto i)i« carw 
of tha prieatbooil : or to reaolve that whkb should be the <»nstant our- 
tun and food of lift, into the temporat^ exdtenwnta and nptane of 
oathodnl voralup. 

I am not oov aajring that ibo CatiMlioi am woreo than otlior Chris- 
tiana 1 I am ohIt speaking of witat nema to be tlic bmdeades of the 
tytteta, and I think I niav, without aaj l>reai'Ji of tvimitj or candour, 
do this, in repljr to the assumptioiia of that cbarch. It mar he. that I 
do not. and cannot epeak impartially on such a eubjoct; but without 
iutendinK anv diarospcct to tiio inanj «iiligIit«nod and ejcelliiiit men 
wEio Ijeloiig to tliat comiuiiEiioii. I will venture to tiav uf the sTstam, 
that it Boems to be the childhood of Chriatiaaity, while Protoetautiam 
1 consider to bo its maobood. And although thie nuahood has ito own 
noculiar oxposuros, yot fi>r the same* reason that I would advocate 
fn^cdom in ciiil affain, would I advocate fr^dom in rcligioa'* aJbirs. 
The repiibhcatiism of Climtianit^- U Prottt^taotism. 

I havR thiu been led, from conv&r»itiou nad obsorration, »iuoe< I h&ro 
bedr< abroad, to put down nomo thoughts od the Catholic rtligion. Bat 
thoro ia a i]utistion at>out tlio gonerai Hinl^ontJ and spirituauc/ of Ca- 
tholic dovotdtms, wbiuh, I find, is oftcncr riusifd in Protestant cooutritui 
than d,ity olltrtr. (!i>R<;(Tnitig the rtiligiun, aiid to wliivh, th«rvfore, I will 
attempt to give a briof aujwor. Tho rehgioua Mrrioos of th« Catholics 
iu tL«iir clmruliee are uommouljc thought, ainoug U6, to be avxh as are 
euforccd bv their Bnperiors, nr m bo more compliances witJi forms, held 
by ttiL'm to be nvcesi^ary ; and, there&ire. a donbt very iiatui'allj' spiiag* 
Dp. cDuconiing both tJieir biuc£rity and apiriluality. 

1 can only say, with regard to the first, that there \i every appoar- 
ancQ arnoa^ thv attcudants ut thoir chuichoe. of tlio profouudost retM-- 
euco and eiuucrity. Bu^^idos tlie appointed survicve, tJiere are man^ 
wliich ara rolnntsu-y ; and at every hour of the day, at mornijig. uoon, 
and eveniug, he who enters tiw ithurches, e»pe«ially of Italy, will find 
worditpper^ iu greator or l«ea number, knooling b«for« the altan, in 
siltiut devatinn. If th'cac samcti< be abi>iniiiatioiii>, oa eome eood Pru- 
teataiits wtU havu lliem to Iw*. 1 could wii^i the niauticr uf tlicm. ac 
bast, in some Protestant churches that I liave obaervtHl. woro iniituled. 
There are few ^pectnrlea more touching in tbo world, perhaps, than at 
early moniin;;', ere the lost \oi\ <il' night ha« deparUnl A-om tho aaiicCu- 
ary, vr iji Uie er^ning twiLi)[hl, whw. tho lirst shadow ef llw coming 
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diritneKt baa fallen npon the boly plooe, to behold, eeparatelj, Hilentlr 
kneelirj: upon ihc altar a stepe, or the cold iiarotnaDt, tboEo wltg hftvo 
aeamcd to seok tlic Lour of sccliKioa from tlm world's grunt throng, to 
poor mit tliotr pravetit aiitl tvaiii — to jMiur out [Jieir )oj* iu gi-atitude, 
or their sorrows in fliititni^ioi], hel'nm Ilini, who boars the iuaudihlo 
«igh, and undoraiamld the unuttered Uioii^ht. 

Witli rn^nrd to tba ohar^ of fonnolity, I i-jumot help pvitiK job 
tlio unswci- wliicli [ onco racoivod from a luanicd iuttl UiKtiii^uished cc- 
cUiuastiv, ItiaviiiL' you to judge of it a« ;/oii m&y. I had preFiuiited tliit 
charge of formalit)', not so miicli ast my awn, perhaps, as the (lonunoa 
Proteetaut charge, and aaked him what he w&uld »a,y to it. lie tiaid, 
iu r«ply. " You bavc been iu our churiihcs; yon have witnciwod Uio 
coutinuiil n^'^orl to them ; &iid I can tiifunu vou uf what you may noC 
hnve obiicrved, that every morning, almost the eiitiro popuUition of 
Komc comes to nia^s; Miu whulo body of Uibouri'rs lux-ariubly uttund 
the moiuing scrricc. before tlicy go to thoir cmploymcuLs : tmd yet thcri> 
is no cumpuUion whatever in the caso — it is purWy voluutary. Dooe 
tlti*. then," he liaid, " deserve to be called formalityi" Nay, ho went 
further. aiKl. 1 confess, witli some show of reason. " When I liave boon 
in Protestant countrios," he said, " the thing that has struck nic, has 
been tho apparent abstiicv, dunnj; sis days of the wuek, of aU religion. 
On tho seveiilli, iud«ed, the people assoniliki in thi-ir chuiTkeH, but it in 
by appoii>tmeut. it is in compliance with custom : and if anything could 
seem lilcu a furood aad lunnal muttur in Religion, it would bu tliii^. ' '.(it 
Protoiitantit sue to it, I say, that tb» oliarge against them 1)« not found 
true; and if tliey do not daily resurt to ooiiie public altar. let them not 
fiul of using equal endeavours to cultivate the spirit of devotion — ]t;t 
tlieni beware leat they treat their religion as if ihcy wpre ashamed of 
it — above all, let thorn carry tlio prayers of the heart into Uic practice 
of tlio lilb. 

But my concern, at present, is irith the Catholic religion. 1 am 
ohligeil to obserro, that with tlii» fail- show of de¥otii>n in the churches, 
tbero is, iu moat Catbolio countries, a striding and staggering incon- 
gruity in the moi'iilM of private life. Still I do not foel it ncut'ssarj? to 
brand IhoH- dovotions with tlie charge of supi;rslitioti or hypocriBy, 
Tho great evil in the (."atliolic rotigioii — the great evil, 1 mean, nhicli 
is usuihiu-J in its pnicticul results — is. that imagiiiatirm and seutiincnt 
aro eub»;titiitod fur real fotlttig and virtue. This, 1 should »ay. Ls the 
great ovil in the present stnto of the roligiou; I do not say it va,i iii- 
touded or ia abetted ; the atrictui-e, I njako only n-ith tliu freedom oud 
candour with which 1 tJiould »pni^ of any otlior fomi of Cliriatianity. 
The defect, I tldnk, has aiiseii from circumstance*. a& most defect* ni 
riHigiotiH bodtci« an»o. Thosu beautiful climxrlies, on whirh the wealth 
uf s^s and empires has boon lavished ; those tombs and relics *>{ saints 
aad nuutyr^ on every &td«: those pictures and &tatuec, mokitig ovory 
temple a sort of gallery of tho arte; tbc proccssiLinf, and ritcn. and 
memorialji, markiug almost pvory day in the year, and thus putting 
u]K>u almost every otbcrwise commou day tlio suunp of some venei-a^lo 
ii^e or holy recollection; tho services o'f the church, too, so fitted, in 
tliv iiiuaie, the responses, and the fornix and oU this, too, amidst diody 
burning tapera, and the voioes of a Hirango and long siuce dead tpevch, 
niid tho varied and splendid costumes of the ofRdaling priests — >o 
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flttad to aaehain aad coelmit the irmiginiilMm : afl lliia Unds •«idmlf 
to cnM» ft fetfog about ratigioa, akjo to the tt^ag that u H«fc«BM 
t^ tbe art! — imagia&tirv, ni^>cifioaL tmuient; pl^sta^, pethuM, aad 
eren fervent for Uie time, bat not operatiT«, not effbcbul, not ucliiig. 
TbMe CkUiedra) iuflaenoM tend Ui make s Mil of catlwdnl r^ ' 
bat not tbe reUgion of utoal and actire lilt- : the rvligien. of eon 
plation, snd foocv, aad rerery, and sentOBent, bst Dot tb» religioa 
Bclf-rcatraiot. aiid of a etrkt consi-ioDce. and of a rigonHu 71111 
Than ars, faovsTer. fomu aoil u«agt» of Uu- <_'ailH>lic cbureb, whic 
Mcn to mo not liable to all tbat o&jc«tioD vhuib w« I^rotestants 
aeetutomed to bring agaiiut tbcm. 

Tbe pnctto«. for inaUoce, of caUiug tb«ir efaurehea by tbe itaino of 
some apostle, taint, or mar^r, which fa&s been considored ropcntttioiu 
bj some P rote flCa nt a . imwars to me. not oiilv tree from otjection, but 
to be rery proper and desirable. It e^ems u> in^ a kind of dcgrftdaiioii 
to a tomipla of God to call it br Uie naaica of iboso persons vho, froa, 
time to time, officiate in it. What would be inon proper than that d 
cburcli «hould bear oiiwan) from age to age the name of some noble^ 
mfferer in the ran$c of religion — of mtrm heroic apostle of truth, or 
bri^t model 1^ rinoe! It would then b« a tind of inonum«iit to that 
moral grcatncBa which ie taught within its walk. 

On« of tlif ioterostbg s«rncf«, indec), iu tlio Catbolic calendar, ooa-j 
>isti of a periodical celvbmtion, a kind of festtral ct>li-bratiou, of tJierir 
omnfforingf) of the saint, or mar^r, to whoman v portii,-Mlnr ohorch is dedi- 
catcd. There arc pra^-ers and thaiiksjirings approprintt to tbe occaetonr 
there arc ancliems sang in commenioratioii of former dajs and deeds ; tiie 
chnreTi is illnminated, and dotliod with dcconilione toaidtbeeAeet; ind 
ereTTthmg i.i done — perhaps too much is done, to make the ceremonj'„ 
aa a c«reiiionv, attractive to the people. However tLb maj be, the ser^ 
Tice in itA nature sceme to me pertinent and intorcning. If saints and 
mar^rs liave byeu held in too much reTereiice ia former dav?, that 
sopms fivarco likolj to be the fnull of these Cimp^. W)iile many ttung ~ 
ancient and veneralile are passing away. I would lav my liand on ta 
reoordaofauciuiit. virtue ana preserve Uiem: i would spread tJiat brigli 
pi;^ before tho pc^ople from time to tuni^. and " giro the sense, and3 
cauiie chom to understand the reading." The virtues of the world are 
the Crcasurea of tbe world. I would enshrine them in sacrod rit«e. 1 
would embalm them, as manv of the bone^ of saints actuallj oro pro- 
eerved ia the very altars of tlie Nuictuory. To contemplato virtue b 
the grand means of gaiuing virtue. To praise it, is to coniineud it to 
tho reftpaot of others. But wc never contemplate it so feelingly, nor 
respect it eo deeply, as when we behold it clothed with the beauty and 
power of example. Let then. 1 would say, not only goodness, hut let 
good men be remembered in times, and seawns, and sen-ices dt-volcd 
to that purpose. Let holy rites sot forth — let holy words recount, their 
deed.4 and Kiifforing^. Let their virtues be borue up on the breatli of 
muiriu, an olTi-ring, and a tliankagiving to Ueavt-u. 

And a fcatival, t^io, mich as is obacrrod in Calliolio countries — a fe»-J 
lival to coniniemorate, not one alone, but to commemorate off taintM- 
a day to reniemU^r 41II ^ood mon — a seamuii around which is gathor 
the mighty host of ttKu« who, in faith and patieni^e, in Huffonng and 
tnumpli, fiavo gone to heaven — thi.^, I confe9^ strikes my mind at 
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xnnethi&g most meet, suitable, and ^r&tefiU. Our Protestaitt religion 
is too naked of supIi assofiations. Wo arc too rcBorvcJ. I think, in ox- 
presfiiiig our regard towarils firing worth ; we are not likvl^* to give t(.io 
much cxpnitsioit »Tid osprcssiou to our C[it!iii3>ia«iD for itin lioroit!>iii nnd 
sanctity of Ibrmer days. It t«ac!ie3 a needful lo.*son to those -who aro 
xtrugglin^ against the tido of tltia wor'lJ'.-t tcmptatioiiH i it teaches a 
beautiful lesson to the joim^, r.he ardent aspirant after virtue — to 
knciw that tho pietv and fortitude which, in th«ir daj, wero humUo, 
and oast down, and' fearftil, and despised perhaps, havo como to llTe, 
amidst aath«in and prayer, io tho momory of all gononttiuus. 
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KAPLrs, January 22. — I traTelled post &om Rome to Naples in 
thirty [loiira. not stopping except for the detentinu» and vcxatinDe oeaa^ 
eioned by paasporte and custom-houses. We left Fraacati, the aucicat 
TuBcidiim, fill the left, and paaeod tlirod^'ii Mola di Uacta ; at both which 
pIaoc» Oi«-ro liad villas. With these localities to bring him to mind— 
travailing na, or noar road^ which had so often roaoundcd to hits chariot 
vhooli- — travelling, t«o, over the Pontine mar^h^f, in the vicinity of 
vhkh he was put to death, it may he easily believed that it was his 
image tliiU possessed my mind — his shade that secnicd tu flit before 
me, amidBt the T^aniug twiligtit and the liright moanl^eams of tlie silent 
Wight. I saw him n proud and joyous traveller from the oKcltementa, 
the studious tolls, and the loud applsusea of Komo, down to his country 
seats. Tlten I fancied him in these lasurious retreats, aurrouuded by 
friends, and engaged in high discourse. But a change came, and again 
1 saw him — bonio upon liia litter with the steps of fear and (light. 
' Tho aBBOssins approach — (I looked, perhaps, upon the very field — a 
monument markg the spot, said to bo Ulo place of his death) — bo com- 
mauils the litter to be set down; he finhmita with caluo, with Roman 
dignity to bis fote; with word and with aption more sublime, perhaps, 
than lio ever used before, he bids them do their office. So, atloa.it, 
would I think that a great man dlt«. For I cannot think that a grfat 
man over died meanly, theiigh in eorae moment of temptation, of vanity, 
or passion, lie may have done meauly. Not that any act of his deeervea 
to bo so qualifiod; for I think that inucli injastico has been done him. 
His proeonsulship in t'ilicin was as maguauimoue as his eloiiueuce in 
Rome wa.* nnrivallcd.

that 1 woniler anvbodr who can ?ot h«re mjt ia Rome or an) 
eUo, beyond tbo time iieces^ry itri siglit-Mteiug. Mj window at thil 
botcl oomnuadj tho bay : and wbetlia* by the Uglit of day or by mooikil 
light, tlio Bcena ifi such, that mv eres are never sated with gazing upon] 
it. By day. thero is thft far-ezt^ding and winding ^hoiw IidmI with 
riUiM and Tillages, tho bold islasd of Capri at tlio mouth «f the bar. and 
abore ita shore the Apennines rising in beauiifut penpectire, bke ao 
amphitheatre, ;ot irregular and pjcttirevqae : in the orening VesariufJ 
stao'Is forLii — an appnUiiig objoct — to give the aid of contrast to tbi 
wronity and bcantj of the woe — a nd stream of lava pouring ' 
Ufl aide, and accitniulating, at tbe terminatioa of ita cour^, into a ' 
a pTe<:ijiic« of tjlackening cinders and interior fires — like a bt 
brow of wrath, frowning over tbe peaceful moonUt waters beneatb. 

January/ 21. — Wtlliin two day^, I linre been tlirongb tbe immeosa 
Kdyal Mudotim — a c<>Iiection mostly of objccu from Hcrculanetnii, 
Pompeii, and Famese. Tho objects arc ancient paintings in freaooij 
Egyptian nionomcnLi, among which are four finely preserred mummiea( 
tlie PaniOif;ui IlL*ri;uli<». and the gronp of tht^ Farne^e Bull; «tatiMe ii 
bronze, some of tluini capital ; kitchen utensils, in which I 8aw ovcry-3 
thin^ Kg use, except th« gridiron and the tA.-u ting-iron; a spleiidiil col*^ 
Icctiou of Etruscan vases, the papyruses from Herculaneum, &o. 

January 2S.— To-day I have becri to Poeeuoli and Baia:; both upon 
the bay. Tho riiiriii about Baia; are of the most extraordinary cliai 
tor. For two or three miles, brick walk, arches, and staircases 
won jntting out in every direction from tlio steep hilla alwig the «hor 
It »eeiua tia if Mome mighty liaitd had kn<:adcd vholu villages into il 
soil on whidi tlioy stootT; or a3 if the thunder of heaven liad ploughai 
up tbe whole region, turning villas and palaces, like stuhhio, into \vS\ 
nighty furrow. And eo it wru; for here tli« eartbijurkko and tho vol- 
cano have been; and hero wore tho vitlas, palacos, pleasure ground 
and hathn of iTie mrty Roman emporora and their most di«tiiigaiBb< 
•uUectt. Thii old Roman! cho»o these shores as the 8cat» of reluatie 
and enioymont ; Cit-ero had a villa upon the bay, just Iwlow Po7.7-noli,^ 
1 stood upon the Kite of it to day; I hc*ard tho same wavo break «j 
tho «hore that hn heard ; I stooa beneath tho prorripe point of tho be 
vens wbeiia bo stood \ but iioiff, tiinc, and Uootl, and fire, have £Ct isuci 
marks of deeolation upon this whole dhnro, as would make the faoart 
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Rinlc tfl behflld, even if tliey hud not written dofttructlou upon ttic very 
giarr of tliQ aacioiit worlU. 

Jestntarn 2i). — I inapt tuki) leave tn Iw rexj statistical on tffo ortltroo 
topics oil w\tK\\ it would be very easy to Ixt isoiitimcmij and ronifLntio. 

Vesuvu'b. — Tlio aisOTut. a part of it, i» over fieldti of lava, l)lai:!i. 
rough, ilesnlatc, witliout a sj>ire of grass, or a alirub, or atiylliing tliat 
Lrcatbos of life, k U a stem and awl'ul spcctftulo of deatruction ; it 
■nak(6 one's rory ucrros prow rigid to look upon it. Tlio luva aopours 
in oTerj foi-m— in streams, in ridges, and in sLiii,pelo8!t ma**e)*— jiist as 
it was loft by liia trcraendous element. 1 ascended to the higbest 
point— Uifi edge of the crater — gat dowu upon tlio very margin of tiia 
tierj cauldron, wlicre, howover, tliere waa no fir* now, but from tbo 
boitora of wbich tliure wore several eiiiptious wliilo I sal tlicre, attended 
■witb aliugc roaring almost aa loud as tliunder, and sondinff up sbowors 
of sand and etwnes, and sbafcing tbe oartli on wbicb I i*at wiili Tcry dis- 
tinct, trfmhU'iiiciu da t€-rre. The guide took nic to two placos i>!i the 
Dido of llie mountain, whero wore openings, two feet in diamot^r, into 
tliB molten and fiery mnsB of Inva. It was really fearful to \iio\ down 
into it. There it wju'*, within two or tbriie fodt of you, a nia>» like 
molten iron, jlonriug down the side of tlte mountain : tvtid yimrvvlf ¥cpa- 
ratGd by a cruBt of lava, not more than a foot tliinl!. porhapa, from the 
trcmcodoiis f3i-c» of Vesuvius! — fires tliat yon Imd ruad of with a sort 
of druad :nid horror, at tUo diatouce of funr tboiuaud ludett from thuin ; 
fires tbat were burning, for aught you knew, to tlie centre of the ejuth. 
And hi^ro you §taiid directly or^r tbinii, and feci tlicir boat burning 
your very obcekl There wa'a another opeiiiuj; wliero tlio Lisuiig' was 
w loud and sharp that I could hardly staud by it. Smote ascended 
froiuvarionp points around us; arid the euicll of the gn.? that eacapod 
from tbe.sQ iiiaijcs was eitrcmely pungent, and almost suffocating;. It 
seemed as it it euC tho very Iiui(;s, it was so sharp. For my part, T was 
glad to get down ; and felr a» if it were almost a templing of Providoneo 
to be there, from motives of mere corioeity. 

I understand, this evening, tJiat since I was tbero. the lava has over- 
flowed a, part of the very path on which I went up ; niid that the cole- 
brated goidi* SnlvRtiiro lias griveii notice, that it is not safe al this moment 
to attempt the mountain at idl. If so, t}io moment of mv going up was 
fortunate. I ol>eerve this evening, that the atream of lava i^ bri(;iitcr 
and more distmct than I have seen it any eveniug l«jfor(\ It is, indeed. 
and without any taagge ration, a river of fire, flowing down, for tlic dis- 
tance of a mile or two, fi'om the !op of tbo mountain. 

HiiKCCi.ANenM. — 1 want down a very long Right of modem etops be- 
fore I ieui:hi:d the passages that lead to tlie theatre of Ucr<:ulaneum, 
the only part ttiat remain.-< f-tiravatod. It waa ^traugo. indeed, in this 
subterrancun theatre, oik'c the plaf^o of concourse, and the seat of plea- 
pure, to beai' tho roll of carriage* r'ai- above, in the streets of a new vil- 
lage. Now all was darJc and silent hero, savo what light our candles 
gavo, and the formal and hackneyed sentences of the cicerone, &s ho 
pointed out the various tocalibice. As tlto viLl^igcs of I'ortici and KeeiuiK 
are built over rienuilaneum, the excavations cannot procck-d. 

POMPEti.^You have a strange feeling in walking Ihrough Pompoii, 
u if you wero a<lmitted into a kind of *anetuary- l"'or sevcntooa liuu- 
dred ye&TB, it was hidden from the sight, and almost from the knowledge 
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of th« world ; tfiere wtii^ a t«j1 of mjtterj ujKitL it, thick idiiioBt aa that 
which Vesuviiii Hprea<i ovei- ici) dwoltin^, in tha darlc and flwrftil dftj 
of their overthrow. Thoy are now oponcd afi-esli to the e^«e of ^v 
world, o.uci it socms m H one were admitted to the knovlo<l}p» of snms 
secret, iti being alloweil to tTOns their tJirdslmlds, Iwasponnitu-d. l>y the 
pohUitinsii of Uio sTi|*eriii tell dent, prociivod li_v a letter of Mr. St. Aiigelo 
of Naplea, to enter a room where the cxciivatioiis where going fnrwai-il 
A pfti^ of a ttutc WM thrown out whilo [ was there; tind a niiiall fresco 
pttintiiig »f a tiger on the wall wa? uiipeilod. The la^t timo it woa socii 
tv:i^ Eicctrly two tliau-tand years a^o; the eye ttint IiLit li^oked upon it 
was thiitof the afliightod Ofcupaiit of this dwelling: the next — moment*] 
1 was about saying' — in whirjh it is swtn, is to-<Iay ; and the next pereoB 
who sees it, i" mystlf. It t:vi.'ni? as if that man were Intt s stop firom 
mo ; as it' a thousmid years were, iudi^nd, hut a day. 

There is an amphitheatre here, a large fornm. seycral temples, and 
many fitio hotuug. Que of Cicvro 's lavourito vilhis was heru. Near it, 
at the !iort»o of loomed. I (completed my two boitrit' walk, and in DJo- 
mcd's gardiMi, heueutlt the portico tliat aurrouuded it, 1 sat down and 
ate the dinner I had brought with me — a glass of Gxcellent l^aleiniaa 
wine a^iftitig at onc« my philoeophie ajid my physical man — my ina- 
diuiioii upon the past, ami oiijriynuTic of tJie prciiunt tira«. f 

The Alfehgo hei ForEiii h a vast establiahnient in Naplea, which 
ou^ht not to be csdled a poor-hoube, but an immeuH) manufactory and 
school for the poor —for that is its flmractur. The building is ^tiooa 
hnudrtid feut iu front: and )uu at proKDut more lliaii six thouuiiid in- 
mates. Kvorythiug i» iioataRd in fine order. The mililary ttyxceni ia 
which tlie boys arc trained, sorvw tt once for rwpea.tion and ex«rciie. 
Tliifl cetiihlishment apeakn well, find promiaefl well, for the Neapolitan 
state: tpeah wpll, I ought, perhaps, to say, for tho miniater of tho in- 
terior. Mr. ."St. Angflo, tor it faJU under his department, and owa* its 
presout impi'OTod oondition, 1 understand, U> him. 

The To.vin op Vmuie.. — Un the vory edge of the grotto of PattaiUppO. 
jn wliJit must haro bcru, before that ^otto or road wae cut Uiroa^ 
the hill of Pausillppu, a derp and wild glen upon tliu hill— looking 
out upon tlio bav of Xaplos, and eommouiliug a view of tho city, sttauds 
tlic iimall, ein-'ular muimd of britilc, tiio onlv retnaining portion of the 
tomb of VirgiL It i» a rural and romantic epot, litly ebu^vn to hold 
tho ashos of him wlm " sung of horde and iicldn. " ho mie, with a 
8i:Ii«olboy'» rctuolli'ctioii, and with the lea»t faith iu the identity of tlie 
spot, could sULiid tliere without eniotien. \'irgil. among the Homaa 
writers, is pro-omiut'utly (he (^lassie fathor. Cicero we aclmiro as tho 
^oat mau. orator, and pliiluaophor. Iloracv was a writer more a»tute 
and keenwitted, uf a gciiiun moru ra*7 liud original, ihau the poet of 
Manilla. It is porhajw for tJiia ?ory reason, because orrrythiiiK i§ so 
moderate, niild. and gentle, iu this ^n-at niastnr of our luily discipline, 
that I stood, with an almost indoiu'.rihahln fei-ling— ait if 1 bad txten a 
sen — upon the tomb of Virgil. 

Chitbcfieb is NATLBa. — Saa Martino — a perfect bijou — the very 
counterpart of St. Peier's at Itoniv — really not k-wi splendid— with ft 
Qumber of tine paiittings by .Spagnnli-tti. but o-iimcuUty with lueh a 
profti;>ion of fine work in marble, as I never saw in an equal compass — 
with suvh a floor of tosscUatcd marblo as I novcr saw anywhere. Gottx 
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^UOTO, Tery rich and !*cautiful iii its way. S. Geniiaro. tho catlicJral ; 
vith a great iiuinbtir uf )>ilver djriiK'M and iii)U(,'Cs. lit tliu CupollEi di 
S. Sicpcro, are tLo two <.*!<! Ijratcd voiipd <!tatiio« — ana nf MinloRtj', an- 
other of tlie dead Clirist — amauiiglir Hue. Von could ecaa't^-ely buliere 
t.liat tJ>e veil wae uiarble. 

Thk Carnival. — To-dar I rode through tho Tuledo and tlie Sti-auda 
Xova. a distyjiue of two miles, iii a Ime with humlreds of rarriagOH, and 
amidat prcihabl^ not 1<>9b thau one hundred tliuiuaRd pcioplu iii tho 
atreeta atid haluoiiioa of the housc:i. AlatJcs ore coRimou vn thoiH} ocwa- 
aoas, and tudwd eouvciilent; for tbeamusL-muiitiCun^iftB in pelting ono 
Altotlwr wit)j iiiigar-[duin», and little bnll^ of ]itiisl«r and hmu, madn to 
KBemUie Buga!--fdumH. It is rather a jioor and common- nlatsB way 
of making merry, thongli tlio king liimseli' takoa part in it. Kcvcitlio- 
less, the wbulu tiling is <iuito awusiug; porhape tlie inorv k>, hecauee 
it is huiug amtiBod with nothing. At any ratt. I partook of tho sport, 
and enjoyed the spectado highly; and onr p^rty caiui- bock to tlio 
Crocollu. lotiking as if we bad eoiuo out of a flour miU. 

For a parting word of tlie Neajiolitans, I wiU sar tliat tlioir beg^ara 
are tbo moat importunato ; tlielr choators — and they are everybody vou 
deal with — are the most unuouscionable aiid persevering ; and tueJr 
popidaljou apparently the most idle, gay, and joyous, that I hive soen 
in Europe. 

On tlio thirty-first of January, 1 Udl Naples for Marsoillus, by steam- 
boat, stopping at tJie following places; — 

CiviTA Veccuia — of which nothing is to be said but that it answers 
, the purpose of a seaport to Rome, 

LEoaoHK — is a well-built, ^ood-loobing city, with a better diessed 
&»d noat<?r population than is Been in tno^t of tho Italian cities. 

Pisa — to whic'h we made an excursion From Leghorn, and passed a 
niglit tliere. The LoaJiiug tower is a very striliiig object. It ia one 
hundred and ninety feet high, and declines from the perpendicular thir- 
teen feet. Ae Vi till) quoetion wlietlier this deviation from the perpeu- 
dicular is owing ti> design or accident, I judged, from lookingat it, that 
wLon it was raised to hiiLf tlie heigiit, the leaning took ['lace from the 
insufiicionry of the foundation, and then that the remainder was built 
with reforencfl to tint loaning. For the deviation fi'om the ptrpendi- 
culsr is much less in the upper half; wliile the appeaianee at tlie base 
dhows that the depression there vas accidental. Tho cathedral, of 
which tUo loaning tower ia tho caiupaaile, or belfry tower, is a grand 
old pile, with a profusion of paintings of no great value. The Canipo 
Santo i» a sort of cenieteiy, a repository of old *aix-ophagi, &c. ; but 
waa (juilt for t)io particulm- purpose of entilosing a portion of sabred 
earth whicb waa brought from Momit Calvary in Jurufiaiem, in the time 
of Kicliard Cceur do Lion. The sacrod soil waa to mo tlio must inte- 
resting thing tioro; tli«ugh llie building, with it-i interior range of 
Gothic arcades, is fine loo. 

Bcforw roadu'ug Leghorn — not many miU>E from tlio port — wii 
piUfied Ujc iehind of Klba, and saw Corsica in tho distance. 

GBNOA^gives no idea of what it is. h-om thi.i harbmir, for it seems 
to be jammed down under the surrouiidhig hilL, aud looks meanly — 
but it is a city of palaees. A large proportion of the etreete. however, 
an not more than eight or ten foot wid«, which makes the wliole city a 
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icunonitT. »« woBtuiroogit loor or im panecs, TlMjarenot 
neb in yuutmga. The Scm Iuboo, li9w«Ter. bu OM oC Um richest 
roonvi tn Europe. Tlic oiilv rerj floe, flnt-nle punting I saw in 
tifliuia, it (jialio Ronuuion Slut^Tdoni of Stephen, in die rhuirh of 
SL Stephen. It wu dengoed b^ Itapliael. ana the tn)j>«- port, it is 
M^ VM pkial«d b; him. But the impres^T^ partis Giolio Romaiin'ii 
—St. Steplien. Iiii> murderois. aod Soul vlio " kept tho dotli«9 of tliem 
tlut stoned litm," aud vliose ooonl«mnoe is dotlwd villi a Sae air of 
tagtrutm tail (WofldonM, vithout m&ltgrutj- — all of wliidi U wrj cliar- 
icterittif! of him " vho verilt thouglit tliat he ottght to do aamy tliiiwa 
agwtitt tli« mine of Jeans." The glory of th« picture, Itowerer. is we 
fiiee of StoplicQ, u he " looks ftoad&stlj up into hcarcn, and bdiolda 
Jevu stontlitig on tlie rigtit Iuiik] of God." T)i«re is »ucti an tmioa of 
tendorness, aiid pity, aiid tnumpli, and mpluro to hb <.-ount«nance, as 
cauiioC be beheld iritlmtit strong cnKrtion; aud I lingered before tlio 
pictnrfi OS loo; lU i coaM. 

Ill uking leave of it, I felt a« if tlte last glory of Itilj- were tiding 
from my night; jet I also bohold it die away, in die beam« of Ute set- 
ting sun, u[xm tlie liilU betweeu Genoa and Xice, as wo sailed atoag the 
Heditcrrati««it elioro. I vie ccrt^nly not unwiOtag to leave Italy ; yet 
I could not altogutlicr hu-lji mingling aiglis witli my adieu? to the land 
of 80 many treasares in art, of Mmaiiy glorious recoUectioni, yet, alas! 
of so much depre«sion, porerty, misery, misrule, and (uspotisu. 
Twciro »«parate governments, as absolute as aiiy that ever existed in 
tiiu woHil, all- si> tnnny wheels of torture to poor Italy; while tlie great 
wheel of Austrian deipoti^m grinds everythitig, eovemment and people 
alike, into tlis duit. It is Rome eomfort that dte indignation against tliiii 
ayatem is tmiversal.

It IS oftnii Aiiid. tliAt the artn cannot nmiriali tii a icpublic; aiid tliis 
it «aid. in the fiu* nf »udi examplna ;is Atbcnst anil KcpnWiraii Romo. 
But why (^aix tlioy uot'i 1 a^k. Want of pationagc is tlic rcBsoa w«u- 
ally ussi^eil, but to this reason tliora are two iiialej'iai I'xceptiaiis to bo 
taken. lu the first place, the nits inay find patrnnn^ in tlio goneial 
spirit of a country, as wuU us in loyal or priiictly rcveniifs. I.nl there 
be iiittflligence find refinement nmoug any pcwple, and tli« patronago of 
tlwj arts must follow. And 15 it not wifer thus to ti-nat tbo encoui'dgo- 
nicntof tho arU U> tlie intEilhgem;e anil free wm petit ion of a wKoIw peo- 
ple, llian to a few individuals, kiuga, or priurea. who, if they have often 
fostered genius, havH •sometimes erainpoii and enslaved it? WonM not 
a generous ai'tii:t ratliev take an inlellig«iit people for hig pEitron, tlmii 
A king? May not the fine arts, in tliis respeut, be anfely and adrau- 
tagoou»]y ».uhji>;ted to the same oi-iloal m litcfaturc. We havL' wealth 
eiiuugb, vfi hure intftlligence in America, and 1 am willing to roly upon 
ibeso for tlw inovitahb toiiiequonce. But in tlio n^cst place, I would 
iiol trust patronage alone for tho prosperity of tlic aite. 1 sliould place 
inoro rolianL-e upon the gouins of a people. Nothing eonld repress sucli 
a derelopment among a people like thu Athenians: nutliLiig cuuld elicit 
it amoii^ barbarians. Onr country Iia.« ali-cady works to sliow, wliiuli 
may vie, 1 will ventuTe to say, with any ('ontrrapornneaus works of Eng- 
lish art. The bnd^apes of Cole per.ttia(le us tliat the days of Claude 
tnav comw haj-'k again. In Mount and Darand, as painters of grotesque 
anil i;oinmon life, wu haie arti«l« ibat enable n,^ to luok at th<! works uf 
Tcnior* and Wilkio without despair or discoiii-ngetoent. I doubt who- 
tlitr tho best |)oi-trait painters amon^ ua, nuw tliat Itjir Tin>ma» l>aw- 
I'ftjice iagoiio, are cimlcd anywhere in the world. I'ligo and Flagg 
are very yoiuig artists, but full of promise. AUstoii lias already a fame 
in Kunipe, and the publte are aiixioiisly waiting' for a production fi'ora 
Iiim iu the dopartmciit of lilatoricftl painting, wliicii will give us soino- 
Ihing to quote in this loftiest department of the art. fireniwugl], too, 
we claim as an American artist; and 1 wish tliero might be prosenteil 
to him, by more iiifliiwilial voices than mine, the liendtit he might con- 
fer oil hia country by coming and living among as. If he would open 
a studio of soutpturo in Boston, or \cw York, or Philudclphia, it could 
not fail to have a decided effect upon tlie publii; taste. 

It would be sad, indeed, if the allegation were true, that the arts 
'■onid not flourish in a ropubLi'j ; for it i» precisely there that tliay aro 
wanted to complete the sy&teni of social inttuiiiices. 

It is a mistalce lutn vliieti noriccs full, to suppose that the art« are 
nnfavonrable to morality. The trntli is, tliat uil this is conventionaU 
and ImwePor a gallery of pictures or stnt.utM mny utrikc the unaccua- 
toin«d eye, it all aoon tomes to be regarded as itidifterontly as the vario- 
titut of eoatumo in tlio living person. In fuct, llw fini! arts have 
usually been the hEkudm;iids of virtue and religion. Moru ibaii lialf of 
tlie great painting* in tlie world are illustrattvo of religioiB eubject^i; 
and embraeing mythology in this account, more than half of tho 
statueK are of tho same eharai-^ter. .\nd to refer to kindred artf — ar- 
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cliit«rturo, too. hiu built it« noblest stmctares for religion, sud mnne 
hat c:oinpo«ed tu uiUtinest jtmios for the naetauy. G«ntiu, indeed 
— tlist iaapiration from hMv«n — h^a aiw&ya ahown its deacaat from 
above, bj this lUroction of its labours 

TliQ InUmlactioo of (lie artn iiitu our coaDtrv. tiusa. a not to be 
dreaded on the adOre of moralitv. la it not on crery auuount g;r«aUy 
to be doaiRd! Tlio inoet mfthrial d<>lici€ii<*v amonj; us, p^rhaps^ 
next to the vsnt of nrtue — U lik^lv to b« the w&nt of retiocmrat, 
Tlicre is iiLtid aiiKnig un of objects liat IduiUc up admiratioo and viithu- 
uofun. tliat avakcn thu seitse of delight aod woader. that break up (lie 
hftUts of pAtLjr cak-ulation and sordid iiitvre^t. aud bieatfae s libenl 
and gflasroni itoul iutii tltc people; and tliiit iiocd tlie art^ would 
samly. 

Afpuni it is too truly i^d, that wo are a people dcrotod togaiu, that 
utility is tbr griuid Uw, uiid woalth tlie grand distinction hero ; and 
that iieiltier tlie law nor the disdoction is loftj enough to train up a 
great people. I object not to utility ^ a ruta oj aodon — bot I object 
to the oommon constnMtion of the rule. That is not useful alone, 
wlud) cooduous to iiiiinvdiate comfort ; that ia as tndj so, wbicb con- 
ductia lu giinoral culture and nifineiuvnt. So that a Rue p^nUnir, or 
statue, or building, ta aa truly useful as a canal, a railroad, or a sliip. 

It is raid, moruover, tliat our p<Jiticid aud uooiiual eqttality — lit4»nl 
and actual equality it cannot be, though foreigu vrittird are oontinuijly 
confounding them — that our ec)uality, such as it is. Ifods to bring 
down Gur whole people to tlie level of the lowest ; tliat it 16 tbo parent, 
not of iin,'>rorenivut. but only of preteiuiou aud of seif-t.'omplacvnoj ; 
aud, in finti, that uiiditr all the^ e iuflueiiees, the lofty euttim^awit of tlM 
pooulc ie d«^tiei'ating — tliat the beau ideal, tito beautiful, tuid the 
iu.ttjime, are sinking under tho voi^bt of tlie (iractjcal, the papular, aud 
tbo vulgar. 

If I w«ro diacussiug tlieiio poiuta fuUy, I certainly should argue 
against iha tmqualifled (jhnrges iii >|U9stiua. And yot I should, and I 
do wufe9.s tliut tlicrv aro dangers lu t!iu»e roupects, which ucge upou 
us the iniportancQ of settiug up every antagonist pituciple that wo can 
find ill education, literature, am] tlie arts. In this view, the almost ex- 
cluwivodireutioii of uxpenditure iti mir vities, to purposon of fa.«hint)ablo 
display, is eitronEiy to be regrctced. It is not of the oxt«nt of th« ei- 
panditure, imt of itit ten dene ic?, that I complain. 1 rejoice ttiat our 
citiiceus have superfluous milUous to expend, ami tliat they arc disposed 
to expifui], r»,l)i<>]' tlian to lioard tLcmi. If we are a people eager lot 
gain, though 1 hap^ mi doubt t!ial. thi^ national trait t« ex.'^gerated, 
yet it cannot be doni«d that wo are cqaaJly willing to acattc-r abi^oad the 
b-uita of our industry. Mi!aaucs», certainly, is not ono of our national 
vic£i3. If we talk miieh about duUars, thonu:K rually I caiitiut, in this 
respect, ««e much dtffereuice between ua aud other nations, except in the 
value of the caE.:hword coin — •■ im aovi" hi France, ••uitpaoJo" in 
Italy, " a fhillin;,'" in EngUnd, being .iboiit as coiispiuuous mcODTOr- 
sutiou aa " a dollar" with us — yet if this uiducky word does roll with 
such provokiiii; facility fram our lips, where, I should like to know, does 
the thiiijE^ itself roll so fre*^Iy from the hand, as iu America, f I*ity it it 
— for I earo niorB for improvement at home thiui rvpularjen abrinid — 
lliat something more of tliis bouudlois profusion of expense could oot

(» diverted from its prcaent course, to the cncotiragemwit of tho art* I 
Tlie rJrl^safts of a foshiouablo Amerk^an lady, for a singlo yt-nr, would 
place a Iwaiitiful paititiujj on her parlour wuJI, wliirh woula roiitributo 
to tlio inqiruvciiipnt and pleaaiue »f herself and her friends for lH'o^ 
while lior drosses contributo to nobody's improvement or pK-Jisure, but 
lior inillineifi and inantuamafcn-^. The jiilcs and [lynunids of confec- 
tionary stuff that aro placed, iti tbe course of ayciiruijonasinglc table, 
miglit buy a sUttiif).* l)ae half of iLat which ia now espeiidud in soihb 
of our uitiGS for ephemeral superfluiiies miglit. In aqnsrtttrofa (.-tnturjr. 
fill them with statues and paintings : neitiier wnuld that deductiou di- 
minish anything fi-MH tJiG true prnco, ologsnco, and hnppiiioeii of life. 
TIk^ii might wo liave sometbuig tor a visiter td soc in our citii'p, besides 
a great maas of brick houscB. It is really mortifying to fiud. an Bucb 
an oftanioii. how littli:; ono has to sIlow bis friend from a foreign coun- 
try, or from a distant part of his own. Would th;it some CJii-ard 
amongriis might think of founding n gaJbry of the ai*ts! And what a 
bouofit niigbt any man of wcaltli, however moderate, confer on society, 
if, insUiiid of filling liis (touge with eideudid funiituri". and entertain- 
TDflnt^. he JihouM leave all that to tho regulation {jf a dcporoiis mid dig- 
nified eimplieitv. and fill hifi houeo with objects that wnuld give a tboii- 
sand times more pleosnro to erory visiter, who is not a hloekhead : and 
wuuld contribute, at tbe same titnc, to tho so much needed inipvovtmont 
nod ndinoaient of tho wholo couutryl Whr may not our acudemicit of 
ftrta in the various citii^s uadortuikv to estal^h^b |icruianoiit gEiUeric^, and 
Bncec&sfully ma-ke azi appeal to our citizens to aid th«m ; Grant that 
the heginniug wito diacouraging. and tlio aeoumulation slow. Evdry- 
thing mu:jt bate a begianingi aad agood entcrpritie had hotter proceed 
slowly, tlian proceed not at all. The bare foci. too. tlmt thero is s 
permanent dujiository for the preservation of the works cf ait, would 
naturally invito aiid indue* tho gift or bequest of suoSi work.a. 

In this eenijcxifln, 1 cannot h^lp dftTiiig uno suggestion, for which I 
am indebted to a geatJeman of disti aguish ed taste, tliat deserves, aa it 
seems to uie, ilic att^mtiou of religious congregations. They ^-a ali'eady 
eiist.ing combinations for religious improvemeut. They ar<i able, with- 
out burdening auy in<!ividiial, to place good paintings in nil their 
churehcs. Suppose— and tiiifl is tho suggestion — that any congrega- 
tion shoidd eommeiiee tbe undertaking, by a collection in tlic chTweh, 
or by individual eubsnriptions, and when a eufBcieut sum is obtained to 
defray tho eipenso of a paiuliug. let tbe purchase bo maih; hy a judi- 
cious committor appointed for that purpose. By such n. plan as ihi* 
for suijceasJve auqui»itLon.t, carried fin from generation to generation, 
tbe country migtit ut length bs fillod with tbe fineet productivus of ths

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])«neil. Oiir nim lulisu vould immediatelj feci the tdmnlaa at Um , 
call, Aod the c«utritmti«tii «f genios abroad vould be broogfat viUda 
cur reach. The eficct opoa tiw poUio tasks could not foil to be gnak 
and strikiug. The elTect opoil derotioa vould be oo 1m« silutwr. 
Paintii^ u s Uncage, at tralj' as that vhich U heard from the pulpit. 
Whose mind woidd not be touched lunl el^ratod. if, as be took lus seat 
in ehnreh, and vait4'd a few monK-ntn, perhaps for the scrrice — better 
•0 than tiwaenioe eliould wait for him — he could fix his ere upoo mow 
Scripture scone Itnng upou the canvas^ — upon ecnne aant. rapt and 
entranoed in heareiilj cuutempljttioii. or upon Mme noble inartjr, tri- 
nmpliiog tliroujfh fsicb over the agonies of death? The dlent vaUs 
'would then teach us. We should worship, as it wore, anndst the inna- 
nunble cotnpauy of saints aud oijgela ; lh« thoduwr fonns of the 
renefmted deml woidd fl^em to hoT«r around our altar* ; sud we shoald 
meditate and prav amidst the opening %-isions of beareu. 

Let it not bo thought aacrilugioas to npeak tlius of ndoruiuc the t«iii- 
pies of rdi^on. Lfit the deront roan look amiiTiti him. Where will 
he fiud pictures to c<]ual in eplendoiir thos« which are painted on the 
dome of hearon ; which are huug on pillared cloud and mmmtwn wall, 
aU around tfaifl might; u-miile of tlie unlversQ? Nor let it be tkoaglit i 
that among the meana of a nation's imprOTement, influences of tuia^ 
efaaracrter are beneath attention. The svstem of things in which heaven 
bas placed us, is not couSuc^d to t'OlpabW and immediaU ntilitj. 
"What sliall w« cat. and what eh^dl wo drink, and wfacrvwitbal sliaQ 
we bo clothed?" in the cry of a barharwis people and a vrt/rtdly ^;enera* 
tion. It would be indeed au iotobrable reproach upon a civilized 
people, to say that it had no taxtos, but what cojnforuble hoasesj 
crowded j^onarlvs, and stored cellars could supply. And nature, in- 
deed, haa as trul/ made provision for the culture of enthusiaitm. rttfiue- 
ment of ta-«tfl, and delicacj of sentiment, as it has for tlie supjtly of our 
physical □ei^essitii's. The Autlior of nature has shown that it was not 
Mneatli Mf caro to provide for the giatification of seutiiupnt«, prociRcljr 
timilar to thuw which arc aildre»sed by th« arU. The woilU, vompotted 
of hill and dale, mouinaia and valley, not one boundless ploughed field 
to yield food : dressed in gar and bright livenc><. not in ont^ eober-fuited 
oofour; filled with tho music of its streams and gii.ves, not liooniwl to 
endlo«a monotony or ovorlasting silence : suph a world, the dwclUng- 
place of ii.itiuiie, the ecliool of tlioir discipline, tho temple of their wor- 
ship, plainly !;how3 that they were not destined to )« pupib of cold audi 
•tern utility nlnne, but of many and diversified influences ; of gniceful- 
De**, of elegance, of Ijeneficence, l>eaui^\ and sublimity.

Marseiiles.— Oa tbe sistt of February I amTed hero on my way 
to Pari^. This is a, large commercial citj, well built, atid witb a good 
many fiiio public walks planted witli trees ; yet, on the ■whole. 1 do not 
find ocMiasion to dissent from the remark of a genlleraan, on wlioin I 
called, "timt for one coming from Italy and goiiig to Paris, thore n 
nothing in Marseilles." 

Lyosh, February 12. — La belle Fr&Doe] La belle France! — poop 
Mary of &uoblaiid'ii tequoiit exclamation — baa created in oU travellerfi 
fluob an eipect-ation about tliia couutry. tliat I Iutb heard many eipi'OSB 
the gre,alest disappointment, who havu pas8<.i[ from Ma.rMul]es Xjo 1 luia. 
This boa prepared mo to bo disappointed the other way. Tli« vall«y of 
(he Rhone through -rhich I hiive travelled a hundred and fifty miles 
from AvigaoQ, ia s fiua country, and iu the proper floasoii must be 
beautifuL 1 cannot say this of the Tillages, which, like all French 
TJUagea, and all others tliat I tiave ^e-a on tiie Continent, aro nuBerabla 
How is society to bo regenerated, till people are more comfortable and 
moro happy than thov can be, in tho cold, dark, dirty, uuSoored, and 
comfortless houBoa which compose these villages — where the iuliabitAtitB 
are wedged in together, in close barricadda of buildings, with narrow. 
damp, 6Uhy streets, and everything, one wonld think, to mak» llioia 
aick of life — erorything to preclude them from iiaving any juat ideas, 
anyjnstphilosophyof iito: and by everything I mean ignorance, poverty, 
misery, toil without relief, and oxi«toiico without object! 

At Avignon I vieited the tomb of Laura, tbe object of Potrarch'fl 
unfortunate passion. Thie was all I could do, though tbe guide hook 
eayg Iliat " every traveller of taiite and seusibihtv will epeud a day here 
to visit the neighbouring vnlo of Vaucluae" — Wtrarch's residence — 
but I had objects more attratitive ta me, in the shape of some pareola of 
letters a mouth old, at Paris; and ao consented to pass en, though pasS' 
ing for a travellpr of no taste or seufiibillty. Laura's remains were 
interred in a chunili at Apignon. which was aestroyed in the Revolution 
— somo fine Gothic remains of which are still standing; and tlio spot — 
the immediate place of the tomb — ia designated by a cluster of cypress 
trees. Fit emblem! and yet, how do the sympatbioapf maukiiidduator 
around every instance of absorbing passion, fortunate or miftirtunatul 

At Lyons I have viaitod the old Gothic cathedral— and glad am I 
tOEee the Gotliic ai-cbitecture again — there is nothing like it for tm- 
proa^ivencss in churches. I have beon to the silk manufacteries ol^oi 
tliat of velvet ia very curious ; for the rest, tliey are very mnnh liko Uie 
cotton factories. From tho heights of the city, thoro is a fine view of 
the neigb1>ounng valley of the Rhone. 
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Thu, I boli«re, is tli* bat day of th« eaninl ken. Tba »trMt< ve 
fiUvd witli peoplfli MaiAnl pn>oea9ioiifl, witii mnsic. are paeoing ja 
various quarters : madcapJooEiitt feUoirs in ma»i.s «rc nuintag about 
with troopa of bors at tbeir hew: nMrnmaweni ami KltfigliUof-Iiand 
rogues an eoHeeaag drclm aroand them, in the public s(]aares ; and iO 
the dav pasaos. TImm spevtadeB oonf-tantlj' eoggcst b> in« qoeetWKia 
on tho Kiibjoct of popular rocrcattons. So ihey he imiocenU Uie; innsi 
be desirable for utij nroplc. Th«»e are i^tporeotlj inuocent enoiigh in 
all coniii:ien(!8 ; Iiut I douht whether the people (n America vovM be 
Batisfied with things no trifling. 

I'ahis, Fthrunrij 16. — Let (u»j invalid traveller, coming from tho 
south of Europv to Pari-'< at tins eeaaoa of the vear, luol well to hia 
vardrobo. I haTR literally doubled ercrj article of my wearing apparol 
ou t)ju way from Maneill^s, and vet lure »uffi;red with the cold. 

All thf! modot of pitEilu; nouvevam^o on tho Coottnent of iiuropo, ex- 
cept tho French mallo poste, are extremely diaa^^reeable. Tlio Italian 
v<itturiao drirea the same hordes, day after day; aud wiahit^; to spare 
Ilia cattb by stopping two or tlin^e hours ut tinoii. be gtiA you up an 
hour heTore day-break, aiid, when he is not afraid of robbers, driven 
you quite into the eveoing. "Well," you eay wiUi yourself, while yoo 
ani yuwuing and groiuiing ^irough your Itiuty toilet in tho morning, 
" tsike coura^ti ; this t«dtou.<( journey viU bo tho stroaor over.*' But, 
alas! bore yon reckon witliout your host — your vetturiaoj for tlw 
niiscry of tlm thing is, that after all this ado. yuii only get tweuty-lira 
or thirty miles a diiy. The Frvnt^h diiigonco. in many caftes. indeed, 
drives p/>3t — that is, baa relaya of horsea — but tlio trouble here is, tJtat 
Toa dnvo on, on, on, Aay aua uight, night aud day, till you rcovh yoar 
journey's cud. Yoti stop for notJiing but to eat, aud uot very oft«u for 
tliat; otdy twii;«, Hometiiiitf< but onre, in tweuly>foiir houn). Meau- 
while. thiiigB go ou rury sadly, both with your outward and itmer man. 
Tour beard is un&havoa. your hair is uncombed, your ftwp i« miwaslted ; 
your bu'jta want Wnokiug, your clothes wntit brusliiug, your coUac 
ehriiikb down n^liaiiu'il ttehidd your cravat; your very scnsc« gradually 
lopB •' touch and time ;" your fingers grow clumpy, your legs stiff, vour 
feet strange to you: aud von twla ?ort of inuiwity . whmi you pull off 
your boota, to too thniR old arquaintancoj again. Moreover, tlie mail's 
wita get into very perdous diaorJer. Ue holds Btraiigo coUoouie* with 
himself about matter and spirit, VEiking and sbeptug, tliitiking »»<l 
dreaming ; t1i» kmndurie^ of thought sf^cm lo have Ix^L-oine shadowy and 
unvurtuiu. " Is it fancy, or is it fnct^" he ^ay^. at fiume tCrangt! ima- 
giuutioii Hit* bofero him, in tho twilight of a lialf-shnulwrlng half- 
waking uoiuciuuniien^. At k-iigtli, on the third or fonrtli uioriLiug, ho 
ttumhled out of the diligence, »caii;ely kuowiug what ih left of him. or 
what planet he has %hteJ ui>on. 

Paki*i, KotiinfjcKly «;ivf, in a. plH<:e where Ihflre tit no human want, but 
it can bo supplied. 1 Ii;ti! a gratoful proof of this, two minutes aft«r I 
got out of tliO diligence, ill ttio cold gny dawn of tho morning, fatigued, 
chillod, aud vi)iiU'ortlufl>. -Vs I ntopped ahmg thi! iiidu-wulk. while they 
took dowii tho luggage, a !aan a*!iiojt«rl mo. aud said, in Prencli. " Do 
you wnut ari^tbiiiKf" — "\ti> I want anytliingl" I answered: "ye*. I 
want everythnig : 1 want a i^liamlior : 1 w:liil » fire ; I want ^'Ome csfS 
an lait, and brcak&st." — " There," he repliod, pointing to a door not 
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III fiwt off — "thdrc!, monsieur 1 jc\i can lia-re them." And, to be 
rare — retoraitig fur mv 1>ag^g9 — in leu miiiutuH 1 vaa in a ueat 
chambor hy a ciniifoi'liilJft Rro, and in ton moro, caf6 an lait, accompfinicd 
bj bread and butter, v/as aiuokin^ on my talit«. 

Fetruttry 22. — I have ridden out to Vofsadles to-da^ — a palac.o and 
a citj — tliB cilj built for the pfulacL' ; and it onco cmitained one hundred 
thouAsiid inlmliitanti. Ali tliis was the work of Louitt XIV. who 
expended immonse and untuld ^umi) of monoy bere — sunia for wliich, 
irith other foUies, hia euuccasora laT« l>cea callod to a bitter nckottin^. 
Yes, it wfts from tJiis palace tliat Louis X\'I, was dragged to tlio 
gnilbjtine in Pa.i'ij^. It vns on a luw balronj of tbis palace, tbat Maria 
Antoiuotte came fortli witb hor children, tbat the spectacle of their 
hplplns5np*s might apponao tbfi infuriated mnltitudo below; and which 
did turn tlioir liclt^lc hearts, fur a nkoniOAt, towards tins beautiful repre- 
ecntatiTC of feniale loreliucsa and fallrn rovaJtj. I confess that tliifl. to 
me. was tbo most interesting spot nbont ttie palat^o. /nto the palnco, 
however, I did not gain admittance. Two or tliroe rooms aro now 
being put into thu condition in which tboywore left iij J-onis XVI. and 
for the time t!ic palace is shut. Wo wont OFor tbo imraonee parlt, 
however, and riaittd the two smaller palaces — (lio (iroat and Littio 
Trianon. The Little Tri;»n(.m was at tioios tbe i-esidenco of Jnscphino ; 
her Eloeping iihaniber. and the bod of her own arranging, were slmwa 
to us. This, again, was a point of luttrd^t ; for Josepbiue wa* not loaa 
lovely than Maria Antoinette, and b&r misfortunes were scarcelv hst — 
divorce, to ber, being au evil as great, probably, as death was to hor 
predecessor in tbo occupancy of ihia roynt lodge. For this was a 
favonrite spot, ton, with Maria Antoinette. Tho gnrdon. wliicli, with 
itji hilb, tDclis, lakes, and stroama, id altogether an artilicinl work, was 
laid out nitdcT her diTection. There aro throe or four ^^wi£s cottagM 
iu it ; and here, the condadeur over tho gronnds tnld ii», that Lonia 
XVr, his queen, and dieir childitio, used sometimf^s to enact the part 
of Swiss poasautB, selling milk and cheese, and giving fetes r.kamfflreg 
to ono an&ther — and onvj*iug, perhaps, in tiieir hearts, Uie simjilicitj 
of a pastoral life. 

Jf'iWaafy 'I'i. — Tliis morniiig being Sunday, I detormined t<> go and 
meditate anifing tlic tombs. 1 went, that is to soj, and ae you will 
anticipate, to the cclebtalad P^re la Chaise, the great ueincteiT of \'a ris, 
Ij'ing on the east side of the city. My anticipations of all tiiat can Iw 
intcTBriting, romantic, appropriate, and attractivo in such a t^n^t, scarcely 
knew any bounds, and I must lay that 1 was disappointed. The groimd 
vhoatni ha-'i not near the oapabilttics of «mr " swoot Auburn." U-ing a 
fiinjfle hill or ridge of land, and it does not aeem to me to bn laid out 
with auy i-omartable tasie. Thoro is no natural growth of trees upon 
it; trws. indeed, are planted along the pnucip^ avoiinf?!) ; hut tlia 
olace is almost eutii-ely uovorcd with a plantatiou of sicklydookiiig- 
urclics, or eome otb«r evergreeri rrsembling it — for they aro not 
oypri'.'ises, as tboj ouglit to be : they aro not fir ti-iies : thpy ai'o not any 
trees ; but mei-e shrubs of a unifonn aspef.'t, oigbt or I«n feiit higli, that 
lw>k a« if they would never grow higher. Bnt the (fr^at^nt ohjettion I 
feilt, was to the crowded aspect of the place. The tomhe arc ao near 
togotber, that there ii» scarcely apa«e for anything pioturesqne ; and the 
bad effect of this arrangement \t incrca»ml by the little squEue paJJiigj

them. Tbero are moonnwots, indeed, which have more sfiaee, but 
Btill th«j have not space eooogb. H* poiiHt>n of thte spot m iodeed 
etiikiu;, tor it otcHooIu INui*. You lovk from tbir citT of tli* dnd, 
dirwUy down upoo tlie cit^ of iho liTing: from ihe nudkt of moaitOTj 
cmbliDu and maiUe nlenoe, upoa a citT of pWa«urea and T^uutSea; tho 
gajeat and (ha moct ticiout, pr«l>abl,v. m tho worid. 

Ab jm go op to Ibe cem«terT,' th« street br vfajch too MOMd 
bMomea, on the ^jfiraach u> it, abnost filled vita sbop*, ior the salv 
either of maiUo monumontc, or of ihow little vhapteti of amaranthhia 
flowen. of which jou liare ao often heard. I uw raaoj bajing and 
otben bearing time offerioga of mnembraQce to the tointH of their 
friends. Of their friondB, feav; jtt it wa« etribi^ toobefrrre that 
the tomb of Abelard and Eloiae — the 6acst, bjr tbe b>-e, in iho ccmetoij 
— was loaded witli mors of these offeriogft titan any niher; sudt is the 
taitimmi/ «r human natare to ita affections, wild and wajrwanl as thoaa 
affections may have baen. 

On coming from Vlre la Chai**, I j*aw<!d tbiougli the gArdcQ of tho 
Tnilerieii. Nutliinj^ in I'aiis Uaa a^Uaiished and di;lifhl«il tne more 
than the magnitude, and in that rciipect the magniiiccnce of iu pnblio 
rardena and proinenado«. The {;ard«ii of th« Tuilen'«9 and tbi» Cliampa 
Elyniktt, iyiag contiguon* to it, or separated oa\y hy tlie Ilaee of 
Concord — rtrotcliiug alonf; the Hei&o vo^tvard from tho palaco of Iho 
Tuilones — these gardi^iifl toj^othor ecu tain not less than a nundred and 
forij ac-rcis^a hundred anu fortj' uorus of plmf^nrc grounds, thrown 
into public walks, and plaiitod with trees, in the rery heart of Pari«l 
Nor is Uiii) nil. Thoro aro othor public placoi — tho garden of tha 
Loxomtiour^ — the esplanade in front of tho Hospital of Inralids, and 
the Cliamp do Mar« — nimoet ae Urge. These places are all crowded 
OU Sunday' aftornooi) ; and wht-n T came tlirough the ^:ardeii of tho 
Toilerioii to-da^, niid paiiMtd to gane upon tho Bpectaclo. I did not 
know whether to think it more beautiful or sublime. The whok< spaco 
of tlie gardens wa« aInKixt literally tilled. Tens of thonsands of people ' 
were wuking here — well dre-ased, clieerful. well behaved, quiet — noboa/ , 
spenkitig ahoro thn drawing-rixnn tone, which in Faria ia rcry low — 
uiniily groujiK, parents and uhililron, oIl) and loiirtg — and all seeming 
to Diijov euoii^li if) t)ie bare walk and conversation; all, nnleaa it were 
tlie children, who wuuld rua around their parents, pursuing one another 
io eportivu cirulo*. Kurclj' it was iTeautiful — oTorj separate group wa« 
so: hut wlieti I looked abroad iipovi the comitleM, mighty, morinc 
mukitudc, it jteeuied to nie Kiibliine. Alt the olhor public places, I 
was tald. were just as much crow Ji<d : and. indood. I saw tLe Luxem- 
bourg, and found it bo. Our p<.H>pIo in Amerii-a know nothing of 
enjoying out-of-door reereatious, ati tho |)Cople of klurope do. 

Felrnttrfi 23. — It is unfortunate for mc that the LnuTro is shut up. 
but there in a fine gallery of paintinj^ at the Luxumbuurg, in whioh 1 
havo upoiil two or ttireu lu'urs. Tliern are throo capital piocos tii 
Quoiin: Oaiii, with his Wifi) tund Children; the wife js exquisitely 
done: it is the poUrr, mi u> it^H^rkk. of poetry and tho arts, to inako bee. 
iMiaiitif^d, as it cnhau<»:!'. by vuntraat, the atrocity of Cain's deedi^ 
Al»o a niredm and llipimlytui*, very great: and Marius, oHcapd froni 
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tlio phersooutions of Sylirt, and on returning homo, fiiniing his wifo dead. 
But I cannot ontor into detaiLs (jJunnu was. 1 tiitiik. a gitiat man. 

I liavo visited, to kciow for mjaelf what tliej are. the Mis of Paris. 
Tliesc ore the great gamblicig-iiuusos. Tho thing tUa.1 Bti-aQk me must 
ia them, was tho apparenl: al)^«ru;e of everythuig like what the nnina 
imports. Tlie scene is marked witli t-ntire decorum and niodeatj' in 
the mr of the women, aud composare and gravity on tlio part of tho 
men; and jet tlie cumpunr cnnaists of tlto moj^t viirious pers'ijua of both 
Rflxea. So ftii' ia this dttwriim caiTJeil at I'rascati's, that Berpants were 
in attendance iii the atitechamber, wLo look our hats, ftvor-coata, and 
over-shoos, as if we vvxti to eut«.'r an uidiuary party. This was to me 
the most iu&tructive filature of tlio aceno: for aft-ei' all, I fiiippono it ia 
true, that hell is not foimd so much in physical li'irror?, in lurid flamoa 
and ft-ightftil (;oiiuteuau<;es, as in smootli-tactd, denorous wiijkeducss; 
not eo much in groans, and sliriuks, and impiwatioits periiaps, as in 
soft words and fair pretouaioas. In Bliort, TPhero holl b, dooa not 
appear to Uiq outward rye, anil, pcrliape, it iiover wilL Hut who. from 
the silent depths of the soul, with the eye all spiritual. Las not i)crt£)ivcd 
things worse than any outward form can show, or sceue exhibit, or 
words esprpas? 

Sevres ia the seat of the col^brated manufactory of Sovres porcelain. 
By the aid of a private letter of introduction to Mr. Uronigiart, the 
sii[iflnu bin dent of the oetalilislmient, we wi;re permitted to go over tho 
whole of it I c.iuiniot <>iiu>r into any minute d<!EcriptioD. 8ulli<:e it to 
say, tliat the poreelain day — it is mixed, by the bye, with some 
sub&tauce which is a secret — is s, most dwctiio subatancc — ia moulded 
into its various forms by tho hand — in baked with extrcmw attention 
and care — is painted with peculiar metallic paints, dissolved iu spirits 
of turpL'ntine— is painted oxijuititely — with as much labour and talent 
as any other painting can he — and the result, sueh hoauty thitt I have 
scarcely admired anything in Europe bo mugh. It is said that a fusion 
of the metallic i>Eiint takes place iu the prot'e^s of baking, »q that thero 
ia a softness in the picturo that no tenth of the pencil can give. 

With the Sevres establishmeut I munt conu«:t the Ciobelin manu- 
factory of tapestry, which I wtnt to see to-day. Thej are both, ^n 
paiaant, royal oBtablishmentg, and the products are too expensive for 
almost any but royal revenues. If I was delighted at Sevres, 1 was 
aslonifht'd oat of measure at tlie Gobelins. Here ia tapestry — worsted 
and silk — so wovcii. wrought, or what you please — it is not woven 
eiaetly, the process is something between <'m|jroideriiig and knitting — 
here it is, eo perfect a copy of painting, that at the lirat glance you 
would scarcely know the diiFereiii;e, Tho artiet — for so he deserves to 
bo called, rather tliau a workman — hits the painting to be copied, behind 
him. and the warp stretched before him; and info this warn — lookiug 
back every moniuut at tlio painting — he eonirivea to insert liis vamus- 
oolouTod threads eo exactly, as to produce tho amaziag roeult of which 
I tell yon. 

Of St. Cloud — which I have passed hy a moment, to speak of the 
Gflbelin raaimfai;tory — I liave not much to say. It is a beautiful 
palace, wi miles west from Paris, commanding a fine view of tho 
inelriipolia and atirroimding couutry. It is of moderate size, ftirnished, 
and in the snmmfrr much rosortod to by Vbt royal family. St. Clottd

My last sentence u ratlier au odd sort of leave to Likn of Paris, iuu\ 
HO I will add a tenXemx more appropriaco to ila cliamcter — for Wn% 
19 liko auytliiiig but aewau iu a poiid. TIks gratid cliamctepisiic of 
tliis mctropobs is, iu tliort, iU )>ouudW4 initiietrAtioti to ttio p«iUic 
eotcrtaiuiDcnt. Its uticqualli>d pulJic gnixlciis .iiid wnlk^; its uaincroii4 
tlieatn>»; iijttiiiiuincrableeafiMtuid i-c&tauratilA: its juTpoLual conccrtB. 
boUi), iic. ore all of tliis natun*. 

But let rae detain the reader a littlo oil leaving Foil*, witli smuq 
tlioughtt oti Uie subject of recreation, tliat often proseiitoi Uicmsclrcs 
to my mind nniid.'«t Uie kcum wtiidi I liaro witne&5«d on tlie Cnnuiieut. 
It is a subject wliich among us in Amorita. seems to need sonieUiinx 
more than a posting comiaviil: w]ii4.>li iioeds, indoed, a more tliorougu 
discussioo tlion 1 cou prc^nd Uvrv to girc it. 

Tliero are oUtcx Uiin^, indeed. iK-longin^ to tliis life, oud cou-stitatinsT 
the largest portion of it. Tliere are crave duties and serious ' ' 
There are ttio tmU oT industrv, tlio ci&u)atiou» of btuiiwfs, tlut 
that cprius frotn the domestic relations. Tliero are liard studios; 
that DO \eni ititenso energy of iniud that is reqnii'cd to meet tlioso 
of virtne, or those as.^ulu of cilamitj. which, in one form or anotlwr, 
it is the fatQ nf life contiiutally to encau!tti>r. But Heaven lias not 
Orddned. man vannot cndui-c, perpetual application eith«r of tla- bodily 
or moutal powers Amusement, and the cultivation of ta'^te — llio 
indulgencu of our natural st-usiWlity to what is boautiful in form, 
deh'glilful in ^ound. and graceful in motion — was as truly designed to 
liavo it* place in life, an lalwur or study. 

Tliat a plan i>f lilu (.'Ribiiu-itig these objccL; ie accorlant with Heaven's 
wisdom, b evident from iUdwn express and reconhrd ciample. Wht-n 
tlic Supremo Itcing clio^e a people to he hh pe<:iiliai' care, lie did not 
limit hiH wiio supervision of tlieir aRatrs to tlie purpose of making them 
on tuduetriouH, ci>mfortAble. and vcalthy people; but he added revi'e*- 
tioos and cinhellixhmciitd to Ufo. 

The Jewinh featl^. feittivaJB, or liultdays, lot it be remembered, w«ro 
of divine appoiiitmont. Thoy wore nunierou*, al*o, cominircd with our 
Protestant mdul^nccs of this kind; being eighteen lo^tiraU iu tUa 
vourse of tho yoai-, and some of them continuing for sevenil da. 
They were ocnasious for devotion, indeed, bat aUo for bu«iti<^«i> — 
ansvering the purpose of tho great Kuropean fairs; for mutuol and 
friendly nitorcoui-se among the tribes -, and for fMUting, music, and 
daTieing. " Tho Iiai-p and the viol, the tabrvt aud tho pipe, and vine, 
were in lltetr fe.itiralf:" and Miriam and the ilanghlors of Sbilofa, ths 
boantiful oues of tliK land, led forth their dances. 

TliP eipodieuev of su'h inlervaht for recreation hat boon aolEnaw< 
lodged and actc<f upon bv all nationt, and ve are the first that hara 
•oomvd to donbt it. Labour grows wearisome, and hfe grows dull 
wiU)oui amusement. The geuL-ral health, the physical energy of a 
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pooplo, dertaiid scasous of relaxation. It is an obBurvaiion of philusf)- 
jtUora and pliysii^iins. and it is too olvious, iuJcoJ. to uocd their 
authority, that, iu pTOpmtion as public sports and gnnic:' dii; out 
aiinnig a, pcujiks it loses llt<xi)iih<)- of ueiTO, *U'(iiigtli of iiiuBiio, and t!io 
power of ailapt.itioii to tli« vai-ioiis omergeiiuies of war. danger, aurl 
di0ictiltjr, such as life is Lontiiiuailv tlunwing in our patli. And tlw 
mind, in lilio manner, is liablu to becomo too rigid and contractod in 
tlm pcrpcliial elfort to giiisp the same ohjccts, the same studies. It is 
liable to want floxihility, to want expansion. It is tikidj t« bt'cuine tho 
rpsidciico of low i;oui;oil, of tootod prejudice, of a .stoni crocd and u soui- 

If ilii'se general (ibson-alioiis are just, tliejr certainly do not lose any 
of tlicii* [iropriotj in appltoaLiun to us. We are snid to be a people, 
more eagerly than nny oilior in the world, devoted to tlio accumulation 
of property. Wc arc cliargt'd, also, with what is called a republican 
tendency to vulgarity of liahils, oiid maniici-s., and ways of tlLiiikiug. 
It is intimated tliat evwrtbiiig wants freedom and expunsion ainongus. 
but oui- good opinion of oui-selvoi* ; tbnt our mind, onr luaiinors, and 
our very ."speccli, are pressed down and cotitiairtod under sonio weight, 
eithar orgtitieraJ eiamplc or public opiuion ; and soinctliin^. I confi-s^. 
has occurred to narrow and flattei) our iiatioiinl upei^ch. and tnuc from 
tlio force and fulhioss of tliG uoblQ Eaglirili dialect. And ae to tlio as- 
perity both of pohtioal and rdigiuus disputes, tho lioiidapo of prejii- 
dicc, and tlio bitterno^s of party apuil. it is ccuimuu to ackiiowicilgo 
that we have (jnite t'uough of them among ns, 

I (.'onfcas, at any rate, that 1 so far yield to the truth of thfgo nlle- 
gatione and admissions, as to tbiuk it dosiralJu tliat more cheprfnhioss, 
more liberality, more freedom of inind from the anxietiei^ of business, 
and a moro expansive social feeling, should he introiliwx-d into our 
natioiin] character. Tbis expansion of social feeling we ai-e particu- 
larly iiiible to want. The tendeuL'it'.^ of society among as are to exeossivo 
private and domestic ambition, to reserve, jealousy, and distrust. 
Seaeoiis of public Bimisomcnt, lu wlii(.'Ii all tias-^cp engaged, would tend 
to hTcak np social elanshiiis. mid 1o soot.be angry (.■.oUisiun.s. It has 
been said that tbe holiday sports of the old time are dying out iu Eng- 
land; pai'tly from the pi'ovalence of a morn jt.>alona and aiistocratic 
spirit in the upper c:ia,Bse9. So l*ing as t!ioac clasaea were fenced 
aroiuid with exuluHive and audtfiputoii titlea to i-eapcct, they had no fear 
of comproraisiug tlieir dignity by mixing freely witli the peoplo and 
with tJioir pleasures. But as tliese imprescriptible titles nre fallinij; 
boforo tho marrh of modern reform, thoir po)=ses8m"3 are surrounding 
lliomsulves with other barriers; and tlie eUoiigcBt barrier they could 
seek, is found in the reserve of their manners. The Ba.me causes are 
at work in this country, and tbt!y work in abi^oluto freedom from all 
the modi^tig infliioiif.cs of hereditary rank and entailed estJitcs. A 
die tingwi shed writer abroad once said, io conversation, " You, iu Ame- 
rica, are the most aristocratic people in the world." 1 was .stai-tlbd with 
the observation, but I confess there is some tnith in it. The f«ar of 
compromiiiiug one's dignity in our society, the fear of what oiliors will 
say, the coaseiousness of being amenablo to public opioion. makes men 
lealoud, resoiTcJ, and distant; it acts, in fact, as a restriction upon the 
whole freedom of private life and feeling. The consequence is, I know. 
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ihM iC w extnsMly <fifleaU u> tDtrodim poblie hoHday aoMMBMnts m 

oarcotuttiTi bat it u eqn^jr, and Dooe the k« oevtaia ttHK tiwr ■» 
rerjr asaon oeeded to spread a eomnun and a Jdadljr fedbg aonwd 
■mooi; tlia peof^ aod to consteiact the teoAmaeB to socU ddnsire- 
OHt, pride, and JiiiMiioa. Aad the dajr maj cooic wlien ve thdl 
find maw iaaiaa a m men d angw oiB to oar prosperitT. and to our verjr 
unioD ai a peofte, tban an; leritj', aye, or any ricei, o^oulertd bj tab- 
lie amuMments. Kay, and if tjie miteriM of lifis an peeper aolyecta 
to be (lealt with Iit im moralist, this b mch a satgecL For 1 bare no 
doubt, tliat directly or indiiBctly. ooe lalf of tbs mtseriee of Hie in ear 
tooMrj Bpnag from pride and eoonwtition, and from the eztnnganee 
IB tipMiM*, and the irritations «f w&ag, «oiuequeat upon them. 

Tbcre is aiiotIi«r \\«w m wUicb tlie subject of ainu.i«nieut?. light as 
it may be tboagtit, gons d€«p iotn all queadons about onr oatioiial im- 
prrOfeauDt and happinea. Wu are xaakiag threat efforts ia Anierien 
to bring about mnoos moral rcfonni. At tbo head of these eoter- 
ptiMfl atands tb« temperanco nrfonDatioa. And the pabbc attention, 
aa wan natani in ihu appaOiag circnmatancm of the ca«e, baa \»xa rory 
raui:h oerjiiuicd witli thu iiiinwdiata an), aud the obnom nuiUiods of 
BOi^yin^ the reiniHiy. Kut it kcrib to me that it is time to go do«por 
into tbiit matter, and to inquire boir the reform is to bo carriod oo aud. 
KHtained in the country. " By ombod^iag tbo entin) naticm in a tera> 
penooe wciety," will it be uid? I tliiuk nut, ctcq if that point could 
M gained. We must bavo ftomo stronger boml tlinn that or formal as- 
sociation, some stronger pronsion than that of temporary habit to r&ly 
on. We mufit lay tlio fouuilatioua of pennaueut reform iu the prioci- 
plM of human nattiro, and iu tlie verr framework of society. Suppoea 
tliat lIuiM nntien and every indiiidual in it, were now tt^mperate. now 
are tlioy to be kept bo? Tha zeal of mdiriduaU in this cause will dio 
away ; the iiidiviiiuab tbomaelrca will die ; how u the people, ^uppodiug 
it wore mndo tcmporam, to Ijc kept bo? There was a timt-. in former 
dayi, when our puoplo were all tvmpttr&te^wheii a sin^ bottle of 
strong wut(-i-« ■'iilla'flu for a whole army — when, tbnt \* to s^ay, anlviit 
■pirits wcro us&d only as a medicine. Why, from tlie!« early days of 
pristine virtuH and ri^d pivty, did tlie nation fall away \uu> intemper- 
ance? And how. I aiUc apain, are ve to expect to stand, where our 
fetlient fell ? 

Jn answer to this qnoation, let mo obBorro, that there ig, in human 
nature, and never to bv rootud out of it, a wont of cjtcitvment and ox- 
hilaration. The carc^ and luljutirs of life i>ft«u Wvo tho mind dull, 
and when it is relieved from thciii — and it mmi be relieved — k-t tills 
I>u rutiiemht-red — theru must bo Bca^ona of rvlief, and tiie queation i», 
how are thcso Mianona to bo filled up — when the mind enJoyB relief from 
it* oc'cupBtioni', 1 »ay. that rehef muift come in the sliape of something 
cbeeriiiy aud exhilaratiug. The man cannot nit down dull and stupid 
—and lio ought not. Now, siippoi'ifl that «)cJ«ty provide* him with no 
(iheei'fiil or attracttvo recreations, that society, m fact, fi-own» upon all 
ainurienietits ; that tho importuncbto epirit iu business, and the eaneti- 
monioiin fpirit in reh^un, and tht< aupt'rcilious spirit in Guliion, all 
nuito to dtfrmmtenance pnpular nporl* and spectacle*, aud thus, that < 
all clivnp aud freu oiijoyinimts, tho halo, lirortv, holiday rooreatiotis are 
out of uKt'. Riiil nut of rpa<?h — what row wilf the man, set free from 
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bufiitifiiiis or labour, lie likely to iluf lie asks for relief and exliilaratioQ, 
he asks for csrsiye fruni Lis cares and auiietios; society in itii arnMigo- 
tnent8 oflfers him none ; tlie tavern and l!ie ale-house propose to mipply 
the want; what io likely as that ho will rciiort to the tavet'n aiid the 
ale-house? I have no cfuuht that ono ruajsoii why our comitry full into 
BOch imusiLoI iutomperaiice, was the want of simple, iunocHnt, and 
authorieud rfiirt-atioiis in it. I am fully persuaded that some mRas^tire 
cf this sort is »o>c<lfitl, to give a natural and stable character to the 
teinijerance ref'wrm. 

The reason why the French are not intemperate, is not, as ia eora- 
mflidy thought, that tlioir only drink is wine. Thfty have brandy. ea\t 
de me, and it is ov^^rywhece clrauk, hut usually in inoilvration, jVnd 
the reason of tliis is partly to be found, I heiieve, ia their cheorfoliiees. 
in their ajjorto and spectacleB. in tlie resorts everywhere provided for 
siraplo eutertaiuraent. 

The same principle is thought to be applicable to the late progress of 
intemperanco in England. With reference to this point, I extract one 
or two paflsagee from the London Mvt»huj Chroitkle. 

" The evideuoo taken by the select comraittoo on drunkeunesB. 
provoe but too clearly the proposition, that the want of agieeable occu- 
pation h the great cauBO of that beastly vice, the diagraco of oar nation. 
Savagea are uniformly found disposed to intoxication, which enables 
them to escopo from the insafferftble burden of lisLlessnesa. All sorts 
of mental cultivatiou — whatever ocjzupies the mitid agreeably — coun- 
teracts the tendency to drunkennens. Mr. George Garrington, of Great 
Miasendcn, Bucks, tho bou of an attJng magistrate, whoso evidence is 
commuuiuated by Mr. Chadwick, says, ' If the labourer ia aulfered to 
go from his dally work like a farm-horse, with nothing of liia own to 
think alhout. ho will find amusement for himself in some way or other, 
and will fall into bad habits. I need not enlarge on the evil« of tho 
public-house and tho heor-sliop.' Home very turious evidence of work- 
mg people who hail been in trance, Switcorland, and Germany, takeu 
under llie factory coininisaion, iUustratea the beneficial tendency of the 
liburty enjoyed in these countries by the poor." 

Again: " But thongh we contend that in no raso ought the «a« of 
anything not positively noxious to be prohihitod on account of poaeible 
abuse, and that in matters of eatiii|: and (Linking, tho legislature ought 
never to interfere with individual liberty ; we are not the less sensible, 
that of all indulgences, that of drinking to excess is the most pernicious. 
The drunkard is not only miscrnble liiuigolf, but ho ia a tiuie^auirc to all 
with whom he is connected. He is a. bad servant, a bad father, and a 
bad husband: and when he has owe parsed the Rnhiron, he is, we 
boliove, iitttrly irreclaimahle. This we know, that no consideration 
would ever induce us to give any employment to a man or woman 
addicted to druakenncss; and the mo&t charitable wi^h wo could 
utter for a dnmkard would be, that hi« life should he aa ahoit as 
possible. But drunkeunesB h tlie vine of people who aro liEtless. and 
betake themselves to Mie bottle for roliof. The iudividuak moat ad- 
dicted to drunkenuCBB are not tho gay and the cheerful — the men whoae 
minds aro occupied with any pursuit, whctlior study or diveraiou; but 
tint heavy — the phlegmatic It is the same with nations. The nations 
that cultivate music and darning are comparatively sober. It wait 
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pemarkoJ during the I'eaiiisular war. that the Gorman soMiors, vno 
had a vni'ioty of nnmaoiYiciiti?, were riPvor di'iink on duty; vhilo tho 
crcitt difficulty wa^ to keep an Eiigli.-'h soldier from tlie wiue-houBC. The 
Oormaiia arc naturally as lioavy a. people as oiirselvea — tlicy were once 
iiiDtorioii3 for thoir doep jiulatious, Thoy are now com para tivtly soher. 
lu (ivury village are to lie fMiiiil niu«ii; clubs. Tho stiiig and tho daiitio 
are frequont. But no pDO]>l() are more caroful or iudiutrious tliau the 
Germans. " 

Let it not l>e said, as if it irorc n fair rejily to all tiiie. tlint muD Bre 
iiite)ii[ieni.U' in the midst (if thoir rt^iuratiuita. The (luostinii i.« not whtX 
tlxoy do. witli their virnoun habits already aoquirud, hut Low they camo 
by th««e h;ibi In ; ami tin.' i|uo8tiuii agahi u uot, wliethor a iiijiii may not 
fall iuto iiiulinuty, ainid^t the purest t'cci'i^ations as v^'vll a? whcu ftway 
from thi-iu, but what he is Hkftt) to do, la sUoit, to do jm^tirc to the 
argument, it should he suppoaed that a [loopb U pL-rfoctly temperate, 
aail thi'ii may fairly be voiisidori^d the r]utrKlion-~h»w il is iiuist likely 
to \n> kept GO. It 13 nertain that there ia no natural ajifU'tito for 
s];)ii'ituoud drinks; but for aportfi aad B.pectaclcs, for niDsic and daucing. 
for gamas and thoatni'al representations, thoro ib a naturaJ inclination : 
anil an inclination, which, thoiigli oft^m ptTVLTtt^d. itiui^t bo allowod, in 
tlifl original elfnients. to he perfoctly iuiioiwut— as iniiCL'unt as Uio 
sporliveness of a iihild, or its love of beautiful colours and Sue shown. 
But grant that tho tendencies to intemperance were cijually natural and 
Rtrong: yrt. 1 aay. il'tlicits wltu araoii^ atiy punpki. authorised LolidayB, 
and holiday ^poi-u, if there wrre ovenmg assemblies, and a jmrr: theatre 
— if there Wore in every village a puhlic promBnade, where niu^ic might 
frequently bj licard in the ovGoin?, would not these places be likely (o 
draw away mauy from the reeorta of intompcraocc 1! 1 confess, when 
I hav(? i^L^en of othiT uatiotis. tuns and hundreds of tliou»ajuh abroad in 
the public idat'es, without any riidenes-i or not anion^ lliitm, witltout 
otio single indication of inebriety in all tha crowd ; when I have seen 
tliis a^ain and ajptin, day after -day, I hai-o a&kpd w'hat thorc ie to 
prevvnt our own more iriCclligout people from cuuduetiiig them««Ivcs 
with similar proprieiY- lu suvou nioutlis upon the Oontiiieut. of Europe, 
though living amidst crowd.a — though living lu taverns, in hotels, in 
piihl 10- i muses. I have not seen four intosicatod pDr^oiis! Rot I have 
seen in pai-k*, and gardcna, and places of public iw.'inmhly, millions of 
jfersons, exhilarated by music, by speiitaidea, by ftcoiiory, flowers, aud 
fragraiico. cheerful withnnt rudeness, and gay without l-scoss. Thoro 
are mar.iliNt* and prL-achers among us. who tfll us tliat we enjoy great 
advantages in our freedom from European amusoments; but I very 
much doubt it. 

lu »ayiug tliU, I do not shut my eyes to tho dangers that spring from 
recreation ; but I think these dangers aro greater, for the ban that ia 
laid oil the littlo reereatiou there is among us. Souih, indeed, are pre- 
vontod from i)artakinff of it; but they probably aro no better for their 
obstiiifiiioo, and m.iy ha worse. They may be not a whit more virtuous, 
and otdy somotliiui; Kiiti* proud and uncharitfkble. Auoiher ila*j of 
persons doo» partjike. hut partly by stealth, aad with a wouuded con- 
science; and is jn,.t a* bad as if it were doing wrong, though it be 
actually doing right. Another idii-t* •"till partakes and holds it right to 
do so, and so ia not sinning ngtiinac its own conscicnco; but I amirait, 
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wliethftr amuiinDcnta vhich arc not niitliorisd liy tlio puhlic rvligioua 
Bentiment uf u i'nniitrj', ase not likely to <lo sonio injiu-v to tliONO who 
iueut, iKXiraver flonsiiiontinnsly, upon eiijoyiiig tlioni, WiU not plflasiires 
bo iipt t*> be takeu in cxcoss, which ai« taken in llio spirit of ili'liaiico t 
And if not, vrt will uot tlio4(> whu partake of (iishioiiut'lu umti^oiDriitii 
be hkv\y U> i':Liik tlieuiac'lvi's with tlio iiTelL^otif, anri iiiMiiiiSkiMy t^ set 
OKido tlio oliiig,iti(iiis of religion ? Are thuy uot found saving some- 
times, wliori thot-c ol)li}|;atiojifl aro nrginl tijvm iJioiu, "t.hiit nil tliiit may 
bo well (fuough for auch and f-ut'li persons; but for their pnrt tlmt tlioy 
do nut pi-etcnd t<i lie very aliict, or rdijjious?"- Wlm.t intist be tlie 
stale of that man wlio feels as if it were a sort of hypocrisy in him to 
iway? There is a principle of winsisifm'.y in ■■viiry miml, w)ii<:b 1md» 
It to cniloftToiir to o^t tip to its asmiiiicd i-hai-a<?ter. \Vhjit hntttT mn 
wo oipeot, then, than timt be who as-sunies to be of an iiTeli^ous ulaea, 
fthoultl 1)1) irreligious? We talk mucli about parties iu Uiw country. 
Tbert' iiro no (lurtii-s iiniung ii.", poMHusseil of aucli (leop-si;at*0, niutunJ 
didiko, anii doing ro much mutual injury, as tli» religious ajid irre- 
ligious parties! 

But it may bo eaid, and probiibly wiU, l>y some, " Wo are afraid of 
holiday* ; w do rot (juite like to have Hii.s liingimge of patronflgo and 
indulgence extended to aiuuaements; tJio world is tlioughtleas enougili 
and Imd enough already : tlie human paasions are ontninniuK all control 
in BTcry direetion; rpstruint, roHtraiut, rtBtraiiit, is wlia.t niaukimi want 
itt eTcrylliiiig!" Utally, 1 muet beg that tlm^o who undertake to s^&s^ 
OH tbis i-iibjte^t, would gne us sometbing boside.i their vaguo impresaions 
and inapplicable sugsostious. Let them take some dei:idod ground. 
Let thom ti>ll ii£ wliat thuy u-cfiki liave. Mon cannot kbour or do 
busino^i; always. They must have intorvals ofrelarntion. Wliat i* to 
bo doau witli llieC'e intervab? This is the <iuc^tion, and it la a qtio^tioii 
lobe ftiiberly auswcred, It is to bo met, I repeat, witb aJiswcra. and not 
with surmises of danger. Men cannot sleep through these intervals. 
What are they to dof Why, if tb'jy do not work, or sleep, they must 
liave retsreation. Aud if thoy liave not recreation from healthful Bouroea, 
they will be very hkely to take it from the poiiiciaed fountains of intem- 
perance. Or, if they have pleapureis. wbieh. though inuoeent, are for- 
bidden by the maxims of public molality, thuir very plfasiirea are liable 
to become poisoned fountains, la it possible to rQAi^t these eoncluEioiiBf 

True, we all wish to aee a virtuous and happy aoeiety. The question 
ie, how is gucli a society to be formed? Is it to be done by eieiudiag 
bU amusements from it? Is it possible that that mixture of healtliful 
labour and i-hu'eriug riwreation, whicli aeema go evidently lleaveii's 
ordinati'in since it is man's iioeeasily, should bo wrong? Can that bo 
in itself wrong, which hclongcd to the vory system of Jewish polity 
onlaine^l by HeaTeii? 1 have said that the (juestion i?. how a virtuoua 
aud happy society is to bo formed. But I am not sure that the real. 
ulthuato question, after all, is not rather tlii^, what is a virtuous and 
iiappy society? I am not sure but a very fonmiou opinion in the 
country, on diis subject, ie ono which would exclude ti-om ita choaon 
spbero of life, all ainusemenf, properly ao called— that, is to Bay, oU 
games, sporte. and 6]iectacles. I am not sure but there are many, who, 
huiieBtly and fonseieiitioUFly thinking much of another world, and little 
of this, or thintciug of this only as a wihlemeBs of tomptatious, do 
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Miioiwl^- hold that DOthing is right, rmtsonablB, or happy on forth, biit 
dirtrt. iiitflut, religions luitiftti o( thh mind and life ; wbo would esdude 
eT^rjl-liinff that tlifv t^aU g:aiet» from ihr world; wIkwh' oMnntial idea 
of u bagoy Eodotr is of one tliat hni^ itF vutti-ti t-mpltfYiuL-iitB divided 
Wweeiii latxiur .iikI rL'lij^ioii.'t 'C.ivroi.soi: of one that bos no iitt«rcourHe 
but what IK sirictlv religious, nomniQiicing and closing with prater ; and, 
ill flnv, that sullure every froo inavi'iiii;tit uiid liuovaiit tinevtion to bo 
tioiiDd Afiwm Tinder tliif cloix^nt ngnnn ^f n piiri tanio and ascetic diicipliti«. 
Thi.i witli iniuiy, I sujiyOM.-, in a ttcrlurt, happy ciimmiiuitj'. Tbeaeora 
the ideas lliat bclany to it — Imsiiiess. prajcr. ruodin^, convorsation — 
aiid nothing nioru. If thuro U atij'thtiig more, ic muat ba rwreatioD; 
and thi^ admitted, thon) really <^n,n No no serious difference of opinioa; 
because all reflectiH]i[ men must be aa desirous as tbflv can bo, tnat the 
recrcntionE of jjoiietj should bo simplo, pure, aud woD rV)^Utvd. Bat 
if tliey <lo e3i«;IudL- all amusements from tliiir plan of life, as I believe 
many virluaJly rin. thou lot nie ask if tliey do not err on their own 
principle. For their piinuiplo is. tliat they would havo Bociety tlio must 
r«)i(pous possiblo ; that they would havo a society in which there should 
b« tlio highest energy of virtue, and the loftie&t eluratiwu of pit'tv. But 
is tliis to be attained by tlie eivlusion nf all recreations^ Will the mind 
or the lii>&rt rise to the liigiiest action of vhich it is capable, by being 
ooDtittuuUy kttpt upon tlio strotch — I do not t^ay couLijiiially in action, 
but continaally upon the stretch f Will thobaws(>nd tlie fitnbaatamnr 
that ifi never unntrung — tliAt, even when laid aside to rcat, i» never 
unstruDX? It is a conceded point, that the greatest aniomit of bodily 
labour is aicvomplisked by thu judicious interposition of seai^ons of relaxa- 
tion, I know not how it is pnatiiblu ruu^oiinbly to doubt that tht« u 
equally true of the mind and of tio heart. Twll rao of a mind or heart 
that ifi always the same — I mean not in i>rini;iiiilo. which it should bo — 
but tho same always in act, and cicrcia*. and stat«: and you giro mo 
tbe nurost critorion and the clearvHl. definitiiLiu of n dull mind and hearL 
Tell me of a community in which there is no cheerful or joyous recrea- 
tion, and you tell me — ^you t«U all tbe world — of a dull comiutabity. 

Whutlwrnomething of thin dulnoss is not stealing over ilie na^onal 
mind — whether intent txcupatiuti i^ nut weighing it down to xa mi* 
wonted and luuiatural seriousneeK — wlioLlior thi^ oiio idea of bii^^iiioHs ia 
not absorbing all tlie enterprise and enthusiasm of tho proat body of 
oiu youth, ia a question whtuh I have sometimes revolvRd with myadf, 
licnvover trifling it may ?0Qm to others, i wua riding in a coach oao. 
day l.'ist year, with some young men from tho country. They wore oa 
their way, I beliffvo. u> one of the great city marts. The c-onvenotioa 
turned npon aniusoraoiits ; and I confose I was etrui.k witli the maimer, 
60 diftorent from that of formor days, in which they expressed thcm- 
aelres on tliia subjoct, and that with s tone as if tliey cxpresMxl the 
feeling of the whole uommunity. W'ith all the gravity of avndic*, tJwj 
pi-ononneod certain *|ioiU and (^'itmoe of tlio old time, wbicK 1 am ftnre 
were held in very good repute not many year« ago, to bo "undignified. 
Thfty had other tlauRa to do, beridctj playing with bat mid ball! They 
Iiftil etliur things to think of. at their time of hfo;" for iliey wore all 
twenty-one yearn of age, I bvlieve — voters. I suppose, and trading on 
tlieir own aecounl. 

The soriousnoHa of tho national mind, indeed, tlirowt diSk;ulLio« oror 
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dole sudjewt of racrentioa. It makes relaxation dangproui, and 
I one scmietimes to doubt whether hc>liday sports caa lie, with safety, 
tntroducMMi atnoog us. I fear that rouroatioQ vitli ua is Acinally more 
abused llian it is among' anj other peopla. It ta rare sn<l strange, and 
therefore is made too much of. brmg* with, it imdue eiciteraont and 
iiiiroaa&uablB cxceBS. If moii partook of food but onoo in forty-ciffht 
hours, hunger would urge them to a madnegs of gratification. Tho 
Uomnns, 1 uin incliimd to believe, ai'O tho Rarest atid saddest people 
ill the woild. I ehoiild judge ao from tlioir general appoarauL-e. Bat 
the carnival, whtin it comes to relieve the loug peiit-up passion for 
nmitbtiiuimt, is a sootio of tha TPildeaL excess, fuUj, and dobauchory, in 
Earopo. 

I am seosibls, indeed, that our people cannot be amuaed with such 
triflcB as many of those which Boem to satisfy the popula<;e of EuropB. 
Punch and Judy could starcciy get an audience in America. 1 am 
glad to observo that Lycoum», scienti&o lectures, and ruadino;, are 
bocoming more aud more commou reports and roliefe from the toils of 
life. But these are still serious omployments. Thoy do not directly 
promote chcerfulnoas. They do not promote health. They do not 
give buoyancy. The ouui who is always either worttng, or riding, or 
hearing lectures, never aulfors the bow to ho relaxed. The nalioual 
mind, and body too, if tliaa treated, must loso strength. Would the 
Greeks ftTsr have been, what they were, without Uioir races, their 
wref>tlings, their g-ymua.stio contests? 

Domcatio life, especially in our country towns, ia in distressing need 
of reliefs atid recreatiouK. In the winter evenings, thero are lonr or 
Qvo liours of loiHure, to ho employed in some w^y. Suppose that two 
or throe of thoao houra are spent in reading. That i» very well, and it 
is very commou, tfio. But would it not be well followed wilh some 
reDreatioiJB— games, or music and dancing? Would it not be hotter 
than to eiuk down into a dull stupor, or to go to sleep? There ia too 
much eating and too much eleeprng in this country, I verily believe, 
because thei-e ia too little amu9om<]nt. Yes, and worso evils tlian these 
spring from tho sanio cause. What would not happy homos do — happy 
evenings at home, with music, entertainmeut. clieerfulnea?, hilarity— 
to prevent mauy of our youth from etrayiug into the paths of ruinous 
disaipatioQ? 

In fine, let mo say that tho influences under which a great pecmle is 
to be tiTiined up to intelligenire, virtue, happinesji. aud glory, should be 
liberal aud ceuerous. Nothing should be omitted — nothing s!ionld be 
thought indiS'ereiit. which can contribute to tho great end. The system 
of Providentie is not a total-abstineuce eystem, The plan of virtue ta 
not a total -abstinence plan. The system of Providence is profusion : in 
nature, in life, in our aiTeoticms, our pa-saioue, ourpowerB, our (.'apability, 
it is so-,-aJl is overflowing abundance. The plan of virtue, ju this 
wono, is not, I lopeat, total abstinoiico, but moderation. We are to 
use everything, eajoy everything, in the right plaoe and in the right 
Qieaaure, aud iu the ri^ht seoaou. Wo are not to extract eujoymont 
from Hfe as men estract alcohol, and make it an intoxicating poiaon. 
bearing di-^casp and misery in its train ; but we aro to take enjoyment 
as it i£ naturally mixed up with tlio sconos of life, with tlie fmita of 
^nature, trith tho bleesingE and bounties of the whole creation.

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In our position a» » tuiUon, in oar mtural siuudon u a conntrj. 
things are armuged for na on n scale of equal mngnificsDce, wealth, and 
beantT. Verily, we hare a goodly hentage. W« are pUced amidat 
boundlcsf plain*, noble mountain -nuigfls. stupcudous rirer-cQurMs, 
loTclv viillvrs, aiul scenes of perhaps iiever-durpa.«seJ beaut^v. Mar our 
naliunal rharn'tcr lake its impression aud hue from tli€^ buunti»s of 
ProviiJnnce, from this glorp and goodliness of nature! May it bo 
generous aud liberal, may it be lofty aud lowly, maul^ and b»iutirtd, 
strong and graceful, powerful and free! May there bo m us aud amon^ 
us, restraint without sourness, freedom wiihoult licentiausaes<i, refine* 
mt'nl without effeminacy, virtue without aloici«m, aud religion without 
guperstition !

LoKDON, March 6, — Once more in England! Ouce more in Either- 
land! Once more Gurrounded by the blessed accents of my iiatire 
language! It takes a weight from the heart, a burden from the senses, 
a spell from existence. The air iuto which the sounds of a foreign 
speech are for ever riKing, ia the very atmosphere of exile. 

1 came to Calais iu the raallo poste, and &om theuce in a $teftmbo&l. 
The first I found a very agreeable convcyauoe ; the bmt, far less so Uuui 
our own. The Etiglish ideas of comfort do not seem to have readied 
their steamboiLts. And, indeed, ia it not roi^ curiouB that ICngland 
should suffer itself to be so compIetcJy sui-pasBud as she ia by America 
in aU water craft — to be surpassed iu sliin-building — to be surpassed 
on her own element! I do not profe&s to oe a judge in those matttrrs; 
r only know from constant olwervation, that in the beauty and Miihng 
of ntir vesftpU, we leave the English far behind. That tho Kolf-stylea 
mi.atre«s of the ocean elioutd permit tliiB, is very extraordinary ; and 
one asks for a special lauso. Tho canao which I assign in my own 
mind, ia tho prevalence in England of lotig-established ideas and 
usages; while lu our coatitry, ovei-y itinovntioii that comes in tho shape 
of improvement, finds favour. We may hava our faults and difflcultiCB, 
and I do not, for my part, think hghtly of thoui ; but certainly tliere is 
not, and never was a cnuutry, where iraprovomeut has opened for itself 
a career so broad, unobstructed, and free. It pervades everything, 
from the budding of a farmhouse and tho ordering of a village school, 
to tho planting of states and the forming of their constitutions. It is 
the very buuu ideal of the country. To make a tliing better tliau ll 
ha^ been made before — this is every man's ambition, from tlie hnmU«st 
labourer to the high&st arci»ui, from the nuiker of a plough to the 
builder of a maiiulactory, Tbo alt-hnoicirig and iu([uisitivc epirit of 
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our people, Imwever unbecoming and annoying at times, is of servico 
here, fnveutiou ie not ilio prerogative of genius iiTnuuguB: it, is an 
eadowTBCnt of th*^ wholo pe(ii>le. Wiile ^le mass of tlie people in 
Europe is content to dw, each man like hia latlier bcforu liim — each 
man to plough. (4ud reap, iiuJ Ijuild, just as liis father did — tho aim of 
evfiy man among us is lo do better tlu.n those who went heforo liira. 
I am BtruL'k witli observing what Bacrificos to publii; iraprovtmieiit am 
continually made, and wLat Hsks are l&kcn, among a people prudent 
and ualciiJatiiig as we aio .'^aid to he, and doubtlewa are. 1 remember 
tlip time, a ftiw years ago, wlien it came tn be a settled point, that the 
building of tumnikes was an unprofitalilo undBrtaking. Everybody 
knew that tumpifeo shares always turned out to be Liad stock. Well, I 
said wiUi myself, thore wUl be ng more turnpikes made. But cot so, 
by any means. Still tliL-se enterpriaes were engaged in. The people 
would have Iwtter roads ; and they had them, without that grand 
Em"onean requisile, the aid of government. GoveiTUnont does com- 
paralivcly nothing for pubhc impi-ovemeats among us; and yet they 
constantly advanco, witli a rapidity unprecedented either in the history 
or expcrieiife of any other nation. Our reliance for everything of tins 
nature is plaired un vwluulary individual oiortion — to an extent that 
many among us think unwise — and yet th& result shows that we »mi^ 
justly put great taith in individual latoUigenoe and enterprise. We 
are at tliia moment, accordiug to the ratio of our population and means, 
building more railroads, and digging more canals ; we are building more 
schoul-houaes and eollegee — nay, and we arc, witli nothing but tlio 
voluntary ptinciple to help us, buildiug more chyrehos, than my other 
tiatioii. We are building more churches than England, with all hor 
tmmeuso ecclesiastical endowments and revciiuos. I know this, because 
J have eeeu it. 

But to return to my steamboat — I observed that a considerable 
number of pa^^engors carried a comfortable picknic Ikis or basket with 
them, and spread their own tabic. "With some, doubtless, thia proviaion 
pi'oi.^eeded I'rom a fattidiouB taste tiiat feai'ed some poisonous dirt would 
be found iu the cwmiaon fare of a steamboat, But with many, I 
iinesume. it aro^ from a habit, whitili presents a marked differeaee 
betwoen the people of England and of America — I mean tho habit of 
economy. In America we are ashamed of ecciuomy. It is thia feeUng 
which would forbid among us aueh a practice as that reterred to, and 
not only this, but a great many more and better practices. In England, 
economy stands out prominently; it prasidee over tho arrangements of 
a family; it is opeidy professed, and fears no reproach, A mau is not 
ashamed to say of a certain indulgeuce, that ho cannot afford it, A 
gentleman says to you, " I drive a pony chaise this year; I have put 
down my horiic aitd gig, because I cannot pay tlie Uul." A man who&0 
invorae, and expenses, ajid Btyle of living, lar eicoed almost anything to 
be foimd among us, still says of somethmg q^uite beyond him, which his 
wealthier neighbour does, " We are not rich euongh for that," One of 
tbe most di-ttingnishcd men in England said to me. when speaking of 
wines at his table, " The wiito I should prefer is claret, but I cannot 
afford it: and ao I drink my own gooseberry." I have heard that 
many fauiiliGs carry ttio principle so far, that they determine ciairtly 
bow many liinnors they can give in a year, and to how many guests —

We were stiown the spot on which the ecaf- 
fuld WHS built for tbe exevutioti of thoso who wore in former davs 
bnlurmlfid witMn tlio Towor. It is juit in front of a small chapol, in 
wluvli tbe otiudettiiied bad the eaLTiunent of (he •Supper adauatntored 
to tbetn boforo tht^y Buffcnxl. Through tkbt door, tnon, had pasaod 
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Edsox. aad Ajine Boleyn. and Lady Jane Grov and her liiisband. 
Litdy Jaiiffl Grey 'a apartment is over tnia spot, and conuiiaiids tlie view 
of it. Those parts of the Tower, aleo> m which Eliz&botb w&a confined 
bj Iier aistor Marj, and where the young sons of Edward were caused 
to be put to death bj their imclo Richnrd. aire pointed <iut, but tho 
TiBiter li not allowed tn otiter them. Soni« of the buildings within tlie 
Tower wall — for it is quite a clusf«r of houses — are usod as armorioB. 
inimeuso hall, moro tlian three hundred foot long, contains in 
,tiful ctrder one hundred thousand muakets. Uthora aie Med wiUi 
HETai and military traphief. Que of them is appropriated to the c«]o- 
bmted exhibition of tiiigs aud kniffhts on horseback, dressed in ancieut 
annour; and to bo sure, the dHgies looked grim enough. Thej tnuat 
hive had ether thews and einews than the men of those days, to wear 
Buoh annour. But they wore trained to it from childhood. Wc saw 
Boitsof armour — quito an entire clothing of atod plate, that is — for 
Email Ixtyti. 

A»ril 4. — To-day 1 hsTO visited the Tirnuel and Greenwich. To 
Niwfi the Tuanel, you deac«nil by a circrUar etairway, ono hundred utd 
fifty foet, I should think. You amj then on a love! with the tuouel — 
which is a finely archod paaeage under the riyer, reaching, as yet. not 
quite balf.way across. The work is Buspeuded, at preaout, from 
want of funds. It is ouite tromoudous to think, aa you walk along a 
hoautiful road, h^htod with gas, iiitder an areh of hsmitiered stone, 
that a large river ie flowinff, and mighty ships are sailing, above you. 

The Tumiel is lower down on 3ie Thames thaii the Towor; and 
Greenwich, the seat of the celebrated and very beautiful Marino Iloi- 
pital, is fartlior down yet, I might perhaps describe the liao Green- 
wii^h park ns well as tio^pital, if I had not visited them nt a season 
wliich o&red more eutertaiuing mattera. It was the tini« of tlie Greoa- 
wicli fair in tlie Easter holidays, and I was very glad of an opportunity 
to witness eome of tlie Euglish sports, common on such occasiouii. 
They were certainlv of a very hunabls description, like those of all 
Karope. It waa uhiofly a Punch and Judy sort of cshibitioa. Ptmoh 
und Judy, indeed, inpropfiiepcreonH/Ks. figure among the principal per- 
formers on thpso n<>wi8ious. We passed through a crowded street, half 
a mile long, lined on one eitle wit!i i^mall bootlis. for tho sale of loy», 
trinkets, cakes, and gingerbread, and oti the other, with successive 
stages, fillod with moustelxiiikB and low autors in h&rleqnin dresses, 
bande of musiciSDE, and troops of dancers. Other methods of eiiter- 
taimnont were swinging coss, resembling carriages, which swung up 
fearfully high, till, indeed, no angle was left between tliem aJid the 
horizon— running down hill in the park — and a game, within s ring 
forme'l by the players, iu wliich the principal businoE^ and ri^sult seemod 
to be kinging. There wa^ a pubiioity iad geosia.^ss about it, to which, 
I am sure no young doimtry girl of oui's. Uiougb of Uie humbleet okes,

The great subject, I think, vhich a wmt to England presses npon Uw 
ftttntion of t)iD Am«ricaii traroUer, is (be ftll-en^o«eitig thomo of Ut9 
age— politiua. The clistiiKition of niiikii, the difforotine of ooniiition, 
tliQ c.viUh and llie hnvcl. the lord and hiM liveried alton^Lajtti, tha idler 
aud the laboari<r. couCiiiuidl^ pr»»ent themsvlTiiH to th« ti'UTi>ller's notice, 
and provoke eompojison^ aiiu r«flectioD3. AmeriiJS knows iioUiinfi of 
Bucb marked contnuts, Tho idler, tlie l&rd, the caatle, the cntiulod 
eatatv, the bereditarr title tohotitmr and power, huTo ao place withua; 
and while &II this falls iu tritJi the natural course of an Eugliahmoa's 
idoax, and Beems to him, perhaps, as if it were amoug the ordiiiances of 
nature, it appears to an iVjuorioan, strange and unnatural, if uot unrea- 
«onablo and tinjuRt 

Thori) in iio aij iii the world, perhaps, whiuh proseuta, in broodor 
contraatf tho extremfls of tho human i;onditini] than London. Kffgent's 
Park, GroBveuor Square, tbtt whole wt>Mt «nd, shows liko a city of tbs 

Sdsi St. Giles and Wapping npiMar liko Uio babJlalioiis of dovils. 
en. women, lire Uiere, whose aspect, stripped of almast every lineo- 
mont of humanity, fills you with horror, ana hurripa away jour inro- 
luntary footst«pg as you look at thttm. Iu Loadou, Ujerc ara twentjr 
thousand persons, perbiLp», who live in all tlie luxury that their imagi. 
nation can devise; and there are twenty thousand wlio know not, wmb 
they riee in the mornings, wlioro they ahall lay their heads at ui^Ut. 

The e.am« <;oiilrast«, only in loss striking forms, ajippar tbrougrhout 
England. If yon take a journey into the country — no matter in what 
direction — you will Bonii fiud yoiirwlf travelling along an extenstra 
park, surrounded by a high wall or hedj^, running for miles in length. 
At a distance, within this raagnificcnt domain, half bidden by embower- 
ing groves, h^ seeu across the Bmootli-jibavt-n lawn, you will deeory tho 
stately mansion : a flag, perhaps, floating from ita loltio&t tower, to show 
that tho loril of tlio domain is at his caatlo; evorylhiug, indeed, indi- 
cating- that liu krepa the stato of a priuco. Ton turn aside, perhaps, 
to visit lliifl abode of grandeur; you pass through a uoUo ftvonn« of 
majesitio trees, to the grand portico aud portal; you aru courtt-ourfy 
odmittod — vou aro takon through ranges of aplwndul aii-trtments — you 
find tliem fiflod with tho works of art and tlie devices of luxury, with 
paintings and aUitnos, with ftoft couchoa, and gorgeous funiituro, aod 
costly hbraries ; vou behoM a scene rii:hor, if mero cost ia coa»idered, 
thati i» often spr^l forth in the palaces of oriontal magnirttienpe. You 
are tikely enough to rotiro from this fa.iry «oene, in a mood to muse and 
KOdtatCi aiKl it will not be strange, if at every steji and turn, you 
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meet with somotbiiig that, wi^jt upon you, in some now form, the rorj 
questions jou »re con side liug. \o« take up j^our route a^ain, and a 
^v miles, upoa one of the smooth and heautiful roads of Bnglaiid, 
Ijrings you ta a village, whtcli prosents auwlhor contrast to the «ilon- 
dour that suiTi'Uiid* the nobles of Kuglaud. 1 terta inly speak of this 
epleiidour with no ntitind feeling ; it spread* a fairy sceL* fnp the oyo 
tod-well upon; 1 speak only of thefaot. And for atiotlier feet of tho same 
nature, enter tlie TiUag« inn, aud listen to tbo newij that it) circulating 
tliere, and yvu will hear it aiinouncod, very likely, that tlie lord of the 
neighbouring i:agtle is about to come doim to the country : and it will 
be annauncud iu a tone — 1 do not say disproportionfd ta the impor- 
tance of tho event — but yet in a tone as if to shake ttie wholo country 
villi the anticipated roll of his cbai-iot wheels. 

And now who is tim personage, that cannot movewitliout making all 
tliis sdr and sensation in the country* lie is a poraon, probably, who 
is Dot distinguished either by talent or virtue, or any other merit, from 
tbotuands of his countrjTnen, The consideiratiou iu which he is held, 
is conferred upon him eutiroly by tho in^titutious of eociety. It is fac- 
titious; and it must be admitted, tiu^t iu the same proportion, it t:i 
nQJOBt to tlie rest of the people. There is an aristoeracy of natvre't 
ordaining; the aristocracy of talent, of virtue, of accompUslunents aud 
mauuers, and of wealth, Sigaim^t whi<!h no such objection lies, Th^ 
distinctioaB of merit are but juat to individual eiertioa, and they aro 
beneficial to thu wholo people, There is the descent, too, of a good 
name, and of property, from father to sou, which is the order of Pro- 
Tidonce; a special promiiira bestowed by Heaven upon good conduct. 
But that feudal aristiocracy, that trausmi&sion of bere^tary houoor, 
probeobod property, and actual power, from geueration to generation, 
which obtains in Europe, is. in theory, most manifestly unjust. It 
takes away from individual respectability and influence, to bestow them 
upon a favoured class. It deproases the many, ttiat it may raise the 
f&v. It tends to deprive virtue of its just rewai-d; nay, and of its 
Mgkett earthly reward; I moan social honour, human approhatiou. 
Let it be proposed to any people to take a fifth part of tliuu* property 
from them lo make a favoured cla*9 rich. Would they eoni^nt to it ? 
Would they not say, that it was depriving iuduBtry of iti fair reward ? 
Would thoy not Jiwd it to bo intolerable opjiresgiou ^ Bwt ia property 
the dearpet treasure in the world; the higheet reward of good conduct 
that is bestowed on earth ? Far from it. The respect of our fellow- 
beings is a more valued good. There is nothing on earth whicli men 
so oarnestly and universally desire of one another, no reward of f^*nd 
conduct which they so eagerly uovet, as rospOct, eatoem, admiration. 
Now, it is iiiis special, tliis higheat earthly ti'eaauro, which the priniriplff 
of a feudal aristocracy invades: it is this, of which a ccrtaia amount 
is taken from the people, to make a particular class among them groat. 
Nor ia this all; for it is equally truo, that hereditary power is given up 
to this cla^; and it ia equally true, though it may not bo so directly 
manifest, tliat property is giv«n up to it — at least it is manifesliy gar- 
nered np and kept for tho favoured class. 

If any one can doubt about tJie essential injustice of this system, letmd 
ask him to go bm^k in hiB thoughts to tJie origin of society. i>et me ask. 
him to suppose that he, with a thousand other persons, all standing 
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upon lerma of eqiialitj', werealmul to reconstruct Howty. or to fstoblisli 
u colauy on BomQ distaut abure. ^uppoHU this campany ascembled, at 
the i!omineii(!oaiGut of tliiir euterprise, to ftirm a oivil (■onstitiitioii. At 
tbis lueetiu^ thuy all stauj uyoii a l^rel. Nuv iiuagLiiii tuii of tliuHu 
oulouists tv jiropoeu that the}' should IfO iiiudu carls or loitls ; that tttpjr 
should Iw iiiiKltt a[j heroilil.ity braucb of t!ie iugislalart', with a nega- 
tive upon the wishiw ami intt-reHt* of all the rest; and tliat. in order to 
»ocuro thoir pormamont respoctabilit^, thoy Blicmld bo pGrinitted to bold 
thoir estates in c-ntaili. A proposition -vavy palatable And plcosouC tu 
the tea, dDiibtk-.'ts ; but could tho n)i<t of the coinpfiiiy IlMton to it? i 
put it to cho veriest Tory iu ttn; world to say. whotbor, aa ono of that 
comuauy, Its would )i«t«it to it, I pnt it to him to tay. wlielhur lie 
would con^sent that lotii should bo ca^t, to dotsnniiio on whom tha 
mantlo of nobility should fall. 

It ffoidd bti aiDuaiiig — for eerlotisly thu case nerur chq ho conttJiiiphttud 
—to ooiuiidtT the arguments witli which tho ten would support ttwir 
proposition. '* Good people!" they would say. 

" • Ord<>r 16 uiaveu'e first law. Mid tbi« amfcmoA, 

Some iiro, aud must he, grouter th&ii thu nit.' 

Sodoty uomiot be ootiatructed without iti hose, its oolumns, and ita 
Coriuthian capitals; tae propoae to bo thoBo capitals. Vou waiit ob- 
jects to reTorBRfio; wo offer ourselves to be those objectfi. Wo propoM) 
that your eons shaJl rovorence our i^us, and so on, iu Hucove^ivo gene-- 
ratiois. to the end of time, Not that our eons will certainly bo any 
better than youi' suu^; they may Ite woiaoi tlioir situation wiU Iw 
likoly to make theni worse, because they will be more independent of 
public opLuion than yours; but thctn the groat poiut will bu^inml — 
your children will hare Komethtn/j to revoroui^o; they may even learn 
to hold tho splendid viuea of ouri iu rosDOct! — but tliou, the gi-eot ui- 
sential paint will bo ^ined. Besides all this, tho iuHtituuou wo rouoni' 
mend will be au iudUpuusable rLr^traiut upon tho popular will. You 
cannot bi> trusted wi th the iiaro of your own interesu ; we propoKO oor- 
aelvea and our aucooBsora as a kouae of lords to hold you in perpetual 
check." Now if all this would ho ridiculous in a now uoustruvtioa of 
society, what i;^ there in the coasent of ag«g to make itanylcBsubtiurd? 
hoe» the perpetuity of foil/ make it wisdom? 

But I fiupposa it may bo safely said that uobody maintains the aris- 
tocmtiosystom to bo ati'ictly just. The Tory diwtriue i», thatitwsx- 
podiout and uecessary. That it ie so for many iiivtious, 1 odiaiU Tliat 
govornmoiit i^ to bo cousti'uuted or changed, always with roforfiice to 
the character and capacity of tho ptiople to bo govornod. is undouhtodljr 
trae. Tho question is, Are there auy uatioiis in modtti'n tin\c« thntvaii 
bear % muro impartial syacom? Can huniau tmpeif«ction never Iw 
tra»t«d with tho trial of republiciui inatltutioue'i' 

This is a question on whivh the minds, not oiil^ of statesmen, but o£ 
many pnvate persotiH, both in Knglaud and America, are tno^l. earnesUjr 
and anxiously omployed; and one on which I shoU venture to offer a 
few Bug'geations. My limita, tho plan I am purxuin? in these voliiuiWr 
forbid any thorougli ilifieuKaioii, eren if 1 wwe capRwe of it. Llinta 4ro 
all tliat I shall vouturo to projKide ; and even tho^ra, I anticipate, from 
my Uahit8 of thinking, will he^r much more refercrtee to tho perils of 
liberty, than to ilie evils and wrongs to which it i« opiwKod. 
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I fiixl ill coit!itant coiivorsatiou, uot «ul}' in Kugland, but iu Amei-ica, 
tliat thero aro two |)arCJcs to this gruat politicul question of uiodcni 
limes. That it sIiohW bo so iu Eu«;laini is ni>t siirpriaing. But I 
slioiiM he gliiJ to a.^k. t!iB American Tory what grnund ho dw* tnbe. 
Would lie bavt> aa heroditarj nobility aud a king? If ho wohU, if ho 
ia such a thorougli ndrocute of the uristooratic system, tlial lie would 
cuDsenl to tliruw himself iuto the conimoiiidtj', zwd kia childrcii for ever 
alter him, tlmn is lib iudccd an bonest aud coiisistetit Tory, and ho is 
eoUlUHl, doubtUiss, to employ every weaiioii of argument aud lyitiro 
sf^initt tlio jiopulftT system iii America. But if he would not take this 
ground, if ho is the fnimd of republican iustitutione in any fcim, thou I 
TTould humbly Gti'bmit to liini wlivthui' tbu course lie is taking is aj^rou- 
abl« to tlie lughest wisdom and patrioliem. "'Course!" ho will sht. 
perhaps, "' he la titking no courBo;" That is partly what I complum 
of; for Anidrican Toryism manifestn itself nhieQy iu irregular atlaitkit 
Upon the inBtitutiona of the country, rather than in any eottJcd plan for 
tlieir amoiidmeiit. or improvemoat, or dusti-uction. But then I eoL- 
ceive. also, that there 15 a course iu uooFcrsatioD, as well as in uctivit. 
" Well, aud must not wo talk* Is that your fi-oedom?" Every man 
may talk, indeed, if ho pleasoB ; hut that libnrty, too, must bo c;ott«:oded 
to the RtEiwst, the Wa&phemer, tho coiTnptor of society. How fiugkt 
a, patiiotiu uitison to tulk upon points that ii^LVidve all tli« Lopf^R of bis 
country? 1 must tliiuk that the laagiiage of his distrnet slioubl still ha 
kindly. Iielpful, and admonitory to tho people, and not bitter and dis- 
hoai'teuing. 1 speak not tbig dist'eftpeiitfully. If there be any one to 
whom my language might be thought to apply, vho is my Beiiior — 
more experieucud. learned, aud vise biiou 1 — to eunh a one Ispdak not. 
But if J could speak to the young men who are rising into Ufe at this 
inonientons jierlod, J would say. " In CtoJ'b camu eorae to the help of 
jtouT eountry in its great trial aud peril ; and stand uot aloof, coldly to 
prophesy gpiI and ruin to it," 

III abort, I cannot uuderatand the conststcmoy of a man. who,, liaving 
adopted tlio republican system in tbeoiy, prtu.*ti(.-«]ly gives it up to tlie 
Tory asBailment. by admitting that our free instimtions are too fi'ee 
for kumau viituo tu bear; that all Jreedom bears iu it the markK of 
inevitable destiny to evil. Let liim say that he takes high ground, that 
Le 16 a rcpubticau ef the school vi Watdiingtoii aud Hamilton ; aud I 
objeut iioljiing to his position. Let hira say that all changes in govern- 
ment or in law should be gradaal aud cautious, and he will spi?ait 
wisely. Lord Bauon, iu hi^ Pohticai Easaya, ^nye, that "it is im- 
proper to try now oxperimcnte in tho political body, unlo6S the uccosBity 
be urgent, aud the utility evident." And again: '■ Lot oil novtdty, 
tiiougL it cannot, ^jerhups, be rejected, he hold suspected."" Ariatouo 
eayB. that "even the rust of government is to be i-espccted, aud tliat 
its fabrii.' iscevorto he touched but with a fearful and tTembliughaiid,"t 
Theso are the wiso suggestions of great aud wise men. Improvfimoi.t 
should be slow, experimouts cautious, the popular tfindencies cai-elully 
watched; but all this i^ very different from sayine that tliey are tou- 
demotes to ineviliable evil— a langtiage from America most dishearten- 
ing and provoking to tbe fHends of popuhir liberty in the Old World; 
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wIm) say, " Yon havo began an ©rperiment on dvo institutions, and VOtt- 
Imitc not the couiwu t« carry it through ; you have invited us to loUoV^ ■ 
and 70U ar» yourflelvcn mi^ilimiimouhl^ giving upthv cause; Ivt it thon 
ba for hravo and hud; Englisli nifn to du thu work."* 

Bui let nj» nee wliat aro these inevitable t«nfJf>ucieH to eril. It in 
uid hy toryism in the Olii Worid, and partly admittt'd by some political 
creeds in toe Now, that tho people, if sct'froc from proecripHvo and 
aristooratic authvritj. will ntrt long coiitinuu to ^o^pect the ri^ht* of 
pi'ojjerty, or the authoritj of the law. It is a leawir count ta the 
mdit^tment . but iu my judgmetit not a, Htnall one. that all maununt and 
tflHtOfe, uniliT i'(ipubhcaT) forms, aro tending to the level of vulgar inu>- 
lenoe and ignoranBe. 

The people will not respect property? U that true? 

It is en^y to say it; but where is the evideiico? In it in America? 
We have been fifty years a nation, luider Uie complete rule of ihia reck- 
less and uuprincipled multitude. Was property over or anywhere more 
toeero than it is in Araerica? " But in Ameriea," it is said, " thcro 
is OS yet no presfiure of want, to urge th« people to invade the proper^ 
of the riL'li.' Is tliore tlien iu England any indication whatever of sucn 
a. purpose, or such a tendency of the popular wiil? Some legislation 
then* may and will 1)0, unfavoiirahle to excluBiye monopolies of property. 
whether in chumh or state ; but this will affect niily that public property 
which ought to be hold in trust for the welfaio and improvemcot of tlio 
wlioto people, Some legislation there may bo. that will itidirecUy bear 
ui>o[i dt« private fortunes of tho rich, I would hope not : and certainly 
no such nrcpoEiition has ever been entertained in America or ICu^land. 
I would impe not then, and yet I am Tilling to admit that eome retalia- 
tion, some occasional wrong may bo inflicted in this way. Dut tltat 
any civiUzed people, as a mass, should openly lay violent hauils ou 
property, seems to me, 1 confess, not within the bounds af any reanonabls 
npprehen&ion. I hear the ]s,neu.a.gB of this appreheuHion, but I listen to 
it as to men tallcing in their dreams. This enforced ngrarian division 
of property would be an a<]t eo perfectly and plainly suicidal ; it would 
"be striking a blow that mugt so certainly and iuttaiittj renct upfin the 
striker, that no civilized and readiug peuple<. no people cxpahle of a 
month's foresight, could [wssibly be guilty of such foUy. hhwides, iu 
America and in England, who are the holders of property? Tliogroat 
'iyoir, eight out of ton. of that very people, who are to be struck with 
euch uuhoard-of insauity. as to anse in its fury and destroy that very 
tenure, that very seeui'ity of property, which constitutes all its value! 
Nay, I maintain that Ulo rich few, and uot the poor many, havo olw&ys 
bwn aflsailants of tho rights of property! 

Indeed, this extfumo distrust of the people, implying an equal confi- 
dence iu thu wealthy and uoble. seems to be very ill justi&ed cither by

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present events or pastt historj. Wo have always read of dospotic kiug^ 
and grasping barons, who have sacrificed the property of their stibjeuts 
and vaaaaU to scheraes of onacrupulifu^ ambittou or pleasure ; but where 
has been the counterpart? There liavo h«cii popular tumults, it is trua. 
In sudden outbreaks of publiv indignation jvgaiiist tlie loriilj cpprijwor, 
liis CHtates hare been ravaged. But where. I ask emphalicaU^, hiui 
thore been any settled plan \yn tho part of the camnujiis, to laj oppressive 
and unjust taxes on tho rich or tno noble?" In truth it would seem 
that eoinothiiig of this ezcesiiive jealnusy of the many mi^htbo rcHfinred 
for the few. Never was political power so little abused ua that which 
has fallen, in modern lini^s, tuto popular hands; while the hisUiry of 
monarcliifal and aristocratic power in all ases, has htxn but a history 
of its abuses. With such fecti before ub, rcannot account it rashnoM 
aud folly to be wiUiug to try tlie people; andthb, especially, when tlicir 
very midtitudo, their very divisions of opinion, the vorj' atjifc* of party 
passion, are i-estraints upon their violence, and guamateee ior their 
mofleration and jii:«ti(;e. 

For my own part, I am not ashamed to say that my Ejmpathie.* arc 
with the people, that my sympathies follow where tho mightiest iutereat^ 
lead. To me tlic multitude la a sublimer object tlmn royal dignity or 
titled state. It is humanity, it is uniTiirjial man, it is the being wheso 
joys and sorrows, hopes and feafB. aro like my owu. that I rBspect, and 
not any mere comhtion of that Iwing. And it is arouod this same 
bumanity that geaiu^i poetry, philosophy, and eloquence, have meat 
closely entwined tlicmselvefl ; it is embraced by the very fibres of every 
tnily noMe heart tlmt ever lived. But not to dwell on considerationB 
of tliis al)Btra(;t nature, I look at facts ; and iacts, too, that aro enough 
to stir the eol-dest heart that ever lived. I look upon this fellow-hoing, 
man. in the aggregate and in themasH, and I see him tlio victim of sgea 
of oppreesion and injiiatice. 1 take hia part ; tho tears of my svmpatJiy 
mingle with the tears of his suffering: and t care not what arfstocratii: 
ridii'ule the avowal may bring upon me. My IJuod hoibf iu my veins, 
and I will not try to still their throbbings, when I think of the handed 
tyraonios of tho earth — tlie Asiatic, Assyi-iaa, Egypdan, European — 
wliicli hare been united to cnisli down all human interests and lights. 
This is not, with me, a matter of statistics, or of political geueralities. 
DowTi into the bosom of eot^iety. down among the sweet dcinestic 
charities of ten ti)ousa.nd million homos, down among tlic sore and 
quivering fibres of human hcai'ts unnumbered and iunumerabto — tho 
iron of aciCurRed despotism has been driven; At length, from the long 
dark night of oppression. I see the people rising to reclaim and assert 
their righta. I see thorn taking th& power, which to them indubitably 
belongs, int« their own hands. I rejoice to see it. I rejoice, and yet 
I tremble. I tremble leet they elieuJd retaliate tlio wrongs tlicy have

I botionr tbcm stil] tnore. t firmlj believe in the eCDecal 
oispoiition of the paUic mind in America to do t%fat. Pants and 
dangflp) tb«re are among as, and on tbete 1 mean to connnent tnely : 
but that there is an/ geoefal teodeney to l&wLef«D««e and tm1mm», 1 
nttttl/ tlaoy.* 

Bat there h anottier point in the Tqtj ailment vbich t viafa to 
eoDiiidior. It is aaid that all rarcnocc must die avaj amidst tbo rale 
of the many, and especially all revorcnco for the laws. This is indeed 
a meet nial«rial pomt, and one that it most deeply oonoeins oca* Men 
petnile riglitlj to apprehend, irbatever use maj b« nude of it hj foreign 
critacM. 

What tlten m tJie I«ib — aa it is to be regarded by a free people? I 
an«w«r. that law is the expreenoo of the pablJc v^lare. Tbe Ttny 
reaion of the lav with nn, u, not ibi antii]uity, not ib( impoeiAon bgr 
otboTK, but itd acknowledged utility, it« adoption by ourstareB. Vui 
IB Uic rery ezpreuion, 1 repeat, tbe exponent, tbe image of tbe paUie 
velf&re. Cannot friwrncii resptM:t it u heartily, as other men hare 
rerBrancfld the will of an a.t»o1ute mouarch, or the poww of an ariato* 
crac^, or the bayooeU of a standing army i 

On tbe duty and DMeccity of «tnct obodioDce to the law. I thall httva 
HimRthinir to aay in aiiotbpr place. I «peak now of the TeDeratilnN« 
of lav. Tliv Btrougth by wluch it is to be maintained, I allov. is » 
(liflBront thing. Hut idea* have I>c<« flung oat., which toucli the rerjr 
fovndation on which it is to be supported — I mean its iotrinMe reBpect- 
slnlity. It is said, for instauco, that the people viU not vmcrate tbe 
creature of tbvir own will — the thing wbioh their uwn liouda baro 
roade. This det^laratiau, t (Jiink, ia?oln» a sophuim, which grently

takn of ttie pukliii welfure. Men will uot venerate, it is ^id, what, tiirir 
ovn bands liav« mada; in oUior words, a free poo{tlo will iiot venerate 
the Uiwa, Vt-cause they Imvfi mad* ttem. In tliis declaration, as 
»pplitjj to the eubjuct m baud, there are two mistakes. In the first 
place, it is implied that law, iu a republican gorcrnuiifliit. aiid all that 
lav is. is of hoiuan creation; that all the authority of law is dcriroi] 
from human will; wiiich is not tru*. In tho neit plau-e, this false 
meaning is furttier dist<iTtcd by tho fake colouring; of Luiguago ttiroutrli 
which it pneses. The word "maike" is vommonly applied lu utv 
LKiiiUfi^t eien-iaoa of liuman ingeiiuitj. Men make plougb», atiii 
flcjthos, and steam engines, and tlie wheels of tlicir maEufactnriea ; and 
becau^u thoy cannot v<n<?rato tlioee, it is sought to bo infcrreJ ihia they 
<^nniiot venerate the law? tliey make. It might as well bo argued, that 
because tlie glorious works of art, that because psuiting^ and etatuos, 
becauBC imnicrtul pticma and evor-daring templea, are productiong of 
human lia.ti(U and minds, therefore it is innpcissihlo that tli«y ghnnltl lie 
objects of hiimnn .idmiration and reference. Men ordain what Rhall 
bo tho Ihw t« tlifin, <jr rather they chooso tho wisest nmong them to 
ordaiu it. In ^avc cuid dtlibcrative assemblies. kiUi luuch i^ationt 
dificuaeion and mutual conreseion. thej nrdtiio what tho law shall Iw — 
not make it. as tilings are made in the turning lathe or on t!ie anvil. 

But the otJior is the' gre;iter and mwie serious mistake. It is implied, 
I have said, th.it law, and ail tlie authority of law, proceed sololy from 
the will of the people ; that law has no dignity, no winction, no binding 
force, but what it deriros from the voice of tile multitude. This in not 
tme. For what, I repeat, ia the law ? It is the riTpreseutative of tho 

Siiibliti wbltaro. It iii-orlainiB, protwts that welfare. It demands our 
lumage for this reason and no other. Has the publi« weltara no 
authority with us but what it derives from our own will? Naj, tlie 
authority of tlie highe-'it power in the universe is no other than this : the 
autiiority of ita ju8ti<;e and bcueliceuce. Wliatevor, then, is just as 
botwoen man and man, whatever ia Iwneficftnt for tlio whole community, 
is clothed with the authority of Gml himaelf. It is not our will that 
^vea tho Banction to law ; its rectitude, tt« utility is it« sonetion; thtH 
la mado to bo a sanction to ns by the very power that created us, Our 
wiD only gives a form to law; it determines what kind of aGtion3 shall 
be held to be injiuioos to the public; good, and shall be punished as 
»uoli. And it is tlio eonsent, if not the expressed will of ^ery nation, 
that gives the form to ite government and law. Suppose the government 
to l^e despotic, or ari.'^tocratic, it cannot stand long but in the aoqui- 
esucutu of tho pooide. And that aequiesctinoc. unless it is blind and 
ser^'ile, is founded upon nothing but the seuseof the puhlii; good ^ upon 
tlio convictiou tliat it ia better to take tlie fovernnieiit as it is, thau to 
run the risk of change. This h tlio only intelligible sense in which any 
hinffiiOD busaid to reiga" by the grace of Goth" he reiguBiu thestrengui 
of this conviction coucoming the public welfare. This is the only 
roasonable authority iu tho world. And this authority, I say, is stronger. 
and clearer, and higher, in a republii'iin ^iivernment thau in any other. 
There b no form of authority on earth so respectable, bO veuerablo, aa 
Uiat which a whole inteUigent jieoplo has e&tahliahed for the public good. 
If any government can be regarded as the minister of God, if airy form 
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nf ptnTsr no be Kgarded aa tlw voioe of God. tbst goffnuneok nuui 
be iba one wkioh k wbole pcoplv has cboeen and ftamed Aw Uw ^aneriL 
food: that mice mtut be the tnigbt^ and moldtadiooas rote* of tiio 
fllectiro fraacliii«. 

We are toM that a p«ople viD not renGrnM tlM poircr vhich tbev 
themsejrm hare eet up, tlie lav vhich thejr themadres hare establisbea. 
Bat vtiAt b the bet ! I maiataui that there dbtot was a people in the 
worM that paid more rei^ptct aud reoentioa to the law than our 
Ameriean people. There are people -vfio fear power more ; hut there 
ia no nation where Uw u more thoroogldy rorercnccd, more wisely 
admiubtcrpd, or more eswtljr executed. Our fore^ critics maj lament 
that £omu nf tlie iruignia of office, the ermioe and the robe, are laid 
ande in our courts : and they msr be right : I contest not this point 
witb tfaem — but dare tht|j prettuia that our timplo and Tmerable beneh 
of juBtiefi is (Kcessiblo tn bnbes, or that it ehelters fraud, injustice, or 
crime? S»j, aad with regard to the bet, I go farther, and 1 maiutain. 
not onlj that the Uw is reveneoccd with us, but that it is lea rereresioed 
everywhere, just in proportion as meu are Una tree. Look at tli* 
opposite extreme, the law of degpotia rule, the hle^^ed state of porsr 
anmiied, aod onqnestioned le^tunacr, around which tlio imspiaatiou 
of to mauT ia the iHi. ^V(»rid, and of some Lu the New, are ctinginif, 
Thf Uusstan — does he rererenco the law that maiee hitn a serf and a 
bondsman ? Tbe Italiaa — does he euiertain any beartr esteem Jiir tha 
powffr that ninds hhn to the dust' The Tart — does he vmersta Hm 
orhitrarj oider that costs his neighbour into prison, or extorts tram bin 
half his posMsaioos! The Sponiaid — does he respect the akade, aa 
the humblest mafi^trate ia, in hia office, respected in .Vmerica? On thft 
contrarj-, a coutempt for office, coupled with a slavish fear of it, is 
interwoven in the nrv UtenUure of these nalioux. Despotic Uw. law 
iriioM only Mnction is tbe will of a mlcr, whose only reason ia that it 
lias exiHtea for agee, is, to erarr seneible and aciilo people, a mockerj 
Bod a cheat; it has lost oU oignity with &ucb a people. It may ba 
terrible, but it is not reoerable. It may be as dreadful as tlie gmUoUae 
of Robeepierro ; but so far will it be from being rerer«Q<;od, that men 
will hoot, and mock, and dance around its most horrible rxocationa. , 
SlaviaU fev ie not aa ftUmcDt of true Fenoratioa. Hereditair aad 
abeolute power is not wi olifect uf true roDeratiOn. None but beiieficenfi 
power is so. And snrdy ^ power most likely to be beneficctit. is thmt 
which a people choo^eg and establishes for its own good. And I «bould 
not fear, on the ground of this obeerration, to compare our uouutrj 
with the beet examples of hereditary and enforced authority abroad | 
with England ood France. I bcliere tJiat no clergy iu tho world ai 
more truly retpected ihwi ours; uo hereditary aristmracy more, than 
the natural aristocmcy of our coantry the men of iodustry. talent, tad 
wortl) ; no goremment more than our govemmonL 

But there is another cotint in the indictment against rvpuUicK. 7%cy 
AdM no mattntrt. Rveu [hoogh propertT could be secured, and the lav 
BuataiDod, yet the graceful ameuitics of life, the beaotifu] tics created 
by motnal protwtion and dep^niieoce, the hieh>bom dignity on tbe one 
hood and the lowly respect on tbe other — a£ these, it u said, will tw 
trampled under foot by tbe moltttudo. Every nuut will stand stilSy up 
for what he calU hiu righto, for the social coudid«ration aod respect 
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vlikl) he cnuceiTOs are dcie to hioi ; auJ nil glow, flGJuhUttj, and mw 
of mannpr. the finest graces of life, will be gone. 

So iinmli am 1 disposed to tidniit tliat tliore is Jangor of a dooline, 
fw a while, of national mannors, that 1 am mora disposed to turn to 
that quartor, than to tho op|)Dsito poiut of ilshnce. Yet I do i-oiiceice 
tliat there is a higher itnio of tnamiers. than that which is produced by 
fouilal distinctions. These courtesies of mere coiiditi-on Beem ta me 
much better to befit tha childhood of th-e world, than its niaturitj. 
Thoy ought ever lo exist beticBea parents and children. Authority uid 
proteotioD on the one It^nd, and revercDt:e and giatitudc on tlio oilier, 
arc here proper and heautiful. And so long as tlie body of the people 
ai'c in a state of childhood, wb feel that t!iere is a fitness and a chaiin 
iti tho old fttudal homages of the hamble to the high. In fjwt, the 
)M!rfoctioii, the liighflst tact of manner, oousists iu its adaptation to 
uii'CumBtanc^s and rcIation»hipa. The mauuers of a- la^ly's ignorant 
pago to hie accomplished mistress ; the deportment of a, feudal retainer 
or tenant-at-will towards tlie master winj fod, clothed, and by intellc-ctual 
BiipHrioritj ruled him, would not hocome those who stand nearly upon 
ait <!'pndity in iiitfllei-t and tlia indcpoiidonco of couditioii. It would be 
tih^urd and impoa^ible to kdop up a style of manuera directly at variance 
wrtli tlie a«tuai meuUl rebtiona of men, Tf ] had a servant whom I 
supposed to 1x5 very ignorant— with only half of the intelligence of a 
wkU- educated cliihl, twelve years old — my deportment towards him 
woiJd naturally asBunio a wingledl air of peremptory coramanil and 

Srotecting kindness, and I shoidd expect from him unqneetioniiig 
efereiice and implicit t-'oufidence. But suppose I ehould discorer that 
my first impressions* about him wore foimdeo in eiitiro mistake; tliat 
ho could read Greek, and was courersant with literature, and was every 
way a3 intelligent and cultivated as I might be. Is it possihle that, on 
thi? discovery, no change would tako place in my maDnore towards thia 
man^ Would not respect mingle witli them? Or should I cspect or 
wish precisely the aame deportmtmt from him, that I should from the 
humblest and mo£t ignorant menial? Should I demand that he tdiould 
forget everything elae, all tlia dignity of our common knowledge, cul- 
ture, taetet:, and of humanity itself, ui the baru circumstance that he 
was poor, and I rich ! * 

I suppose, indeed, that most mcii would say iu such a case, Be no 
longer servant of mine. Few, perliaps, would have enough of the 
Grecian or Roman dignity, to be willing to have an ^aop, or a Terence, 
for a Bcrvant. Most of those who have hfl«n trained up to the habits 
and feelings of a feudal aristocracy, say boldly, that tiie iximmon people 
ought not to bo educated. We know very well what resistance the 
cause of popular education has met with in ISngland. It wouM destroy 
tlie habits of dependence and subsorviency. It would make the people 
rchfUious to lawful authority. It would render the people, some 
millions though they were, immoi'tal minds — no matter for that — it 
would render them less convenient iuatrimients for some huudrods of

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thoir brother minds. Tho real qaestion at iisne ins, and u, vhoUt«r 
it is rifrht and beat Ih&L the b(>dy uf tbe poopk Ghould be mtKed to 
tntetli^eiico, soif-rospwjt, &riI stlf-dop^ndeuoo, ur bo for orCTkopt dawn 
to ahject bftseiiesH and sub.=ervi€BC_v, The real (jueslion is, whetlior we 
will consoat to look at this subjoct as Chrislians. For although I njn 
well liwara that ChriatiBiLity did not, ami does not propose, by axty 
poritivi? precept, to distnrb tJie actual relations of society; j«t no one 
yiU den; that it holda all men in aa equal and impartial regard, that 
it is ai> respecter of persons, that it a-'^'iigiia to inorol worth tlie supreme 
value, the higliest title to reanact, and that it reveals a world to toido, 
in tUo brigbtiiei^s of wliot^o ^ptieiidour nil oarthly disdnvtiua^ \nll be logt. 
I do not say that Christianity viU ever abolish thi? digtinctious o! 
employer and employed. tioiiKchnliler aiid domeHtic, rich aud poor; for 
those bolong to the ineWtaihle condition of all human society: but 
1 do wiy. that this religion will give t^) tliesr* distinttJotis a character of 
mutual kindnoss. cou>ideratioTi. and re^ipeet. which has noirer yet beea 
(Wftn in tho bmi;/ of any community. And could all raon bo uhriatian 
brethren, aud treat oue anothur as aiiub, I bolievo th<jre would bo a 
gcntlenosa and gnK-efulnefis In tho universal manncra of society, which 
no feudal distinctious, tio mingling of patrlciau pride aud plebeiau 
bam^;e, has over pro<lw;od, or ever ran.* 

With this contamplation of tilings, I uinnot Bympathiao mucli mih. 
tho alaniu that are fult, at tbo probablo de<^ne of all Uio old rovor«iii>e 
and courtesy. Suppofio tliat crerything ffoa tloum, aa it is colled, to 
Ripublicau forma; timt all h loToUed, ari^ttocratic ]>ridci and kingljr 
iitntfi together: will not truth aud virtue, science and ^ancliCy, humamty 
mid Chrigtianity, bti loft on earth? Ami will thi.TO bo no dignity iu 
paying homage to theso? Doubtlusa theru will be ohocking tliiugs in. 
the world — things uulieard nf, aud iiicrudiblo. Not only will " the Loo 
of the peasant gall the kibe of the courtier." but people will stand &ce 
to face — will niret in ihf tame r<:»/ipaiiv and tustualty talk together— 
beiireen infiflw there vnll he nothbut on earth in fovimon, but that tkey art 
men! Alas! what a sad history will bo written of thosr times! "Then," 
will it be said, " men were respected, not for thciv titlop, but for their 
nioritf. It was an all-levplling ngt.-, in whiuh nothing: wits venenited but 
virtue. Nay, so besotted were mankind, that they wor^iippecl virtue 
and truth, though they were strippod of all uiitward magnifironco and 
power. The highest places in sooiety were etimetimcs oconpied — proh 
pudor! — by poor men. Ye?, it vran aa affc in which tho hoiribly vile 
aristocTAcy of talent aud viituo premiled. If there was a mau of wisdom

hord Iteen a lord or n prinoL-. Vce, C/iristians thougli lliej' were, thoy 
fell toworjn tins ilvgmiktion of those Groninji ami llomau tiinea. wliea 
iJiogeues wiu honoiirfid in hta tiil>, aad Ciiiciiinatus was called from hit 
plough," 
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IIIR BEPUBUCAS SYSTEM — THB TENDBSCT TO IT IRRESISI'IBLE — AUEIUCAJf 
OBPt'IlLiCASlBM — -NArUSK OIF UDEBTT — OBCDiIEirCB TO THE LAW* — J10B3 —

There ia one view of the tendency to republioim forms of govornineiit, 
which inveats thu whole suhjecit of luodfrn politics with a completely 
u»w i;hara«:t«r. That tenpescv la iBHEst3Tiin.E! Be it good iir ijvil. 
oncfturaging or alarming: bo it wisddni or fully — wisdom in which all 
good rfl«n shfudd n?joii?p, oi" foUjr which all wise mmi should exocrato — 
It vaanol ho hvfptd. The progrosa of reform in Kn^jlainI is not more 
certfuu in fact, than it must have been cortain in foresight, to every 
tliiuking mau, ten years ago. There axe principlfiM, concerning whose 
operation one may saftlv ^tieiilato in his (closet, lie wlio doea not see, 
that knowlodgo, having once goii* down among the people — which it 
nitvcr did before — will Jtr.'xr turn hft'.'k; and he w'lo do^s not aeo, at 
the B.ime time, that the spread of intelligence niiwC sooner or later break 
down the entire system of mijuet favouritism, wLettier in church or stale, 
knows nothing ot buinau natiu'e. It is oft(?u said that the lio^rso, if ba 
iiwio his power. wonJd not 5iiffor hinuelf to be driven and worn out ia 
the servicB of another, Doch not all the power in the world lie in the 
people? Are not the people h^ginniug to learn and feel this? The 
hta-te in jjkk/c not to know bis unwi^r. i>n purpose that ho may serve 
anoilier. U humaii nature made eo? It h a shaded |)ietnie — that of 
tho liuman heart—and men see everything olee more easily; but let 
any onn adju-^t bia cjo carefully to the magic glass of oiporience. aitd 
look upon that picture, and it will foreshow to him the coming fortunes 
of the world. From oversight of this, from tlm want of this in»ij()it. 
Uie age doea not understand itself. The migl)ty power that id rising in 
the world is ioCeUw^tual power; and tlie one engine that ia to take 
precedence, if not pltuiu. of guns, and battlements, and armies, ia the 
rnEna. The groat age of educated human nature— not of educated 
upper classes alone, but of (^ducateil hmmm nature — is commeneing. 
But in*tfead of giving tliis mighty element the ohief plooe ia the problem 
of the future, nu'n are speculatmg about vidiblo forces and agencies: 
about tlio power of armies, the stjrength of dynasties, and the bairiern 
uf cast^. It i.i all in vain. It must be in vuiu, unless human nature 
ehatl be radically rhatiged, It is as if a man, holding that it would be

belter to havo tho osrth for ever hound in the cltaina of viiit«r, !«h(Hibi.l 
8Ut tittnsell' to rail Ki^iutist the all-iliatiolritig warinlh o( spring. It is u 
if he should di^^iute — ag-.tioKt the suit! Ikmiitless t!ioro will Iw (lis- 
patiu^ and Tailinga. There will bo checks and diatiirivaniro*, attending 
tbie great prDgrcas of things, like the cliills and Gtornis tlint wait npuii 
tliL- advaiiciDg stepd of spring. Jilaiiy a blast from the winter of age* 
gone hj, vitl sweep rmli^lj orer tL« Uosaoimng hope» of t)ie world, ami 
threa.t«a their destruction. Tlte course of things will not be peaceful. 
The C'lementa of the world will bo in conflict. There will be over- 
sliadowing clouds; tliore will be maav "a rawaudguaty dav;" the Jong 
impri.soueil waters will sometiinea burst furth in desolating flouils. 
There will be oppositions and struggles in society : tlie r^e of king^, 
and tutniiltfi of ttio people ; but thruugb all tiioso the gn^at yiiiLr of Sie 
world will adi^nce! And I cannot doubt — all agitation*, and fxcito- 
meuta. wid triala notwitlistajidiag- — tli-at a pm^ress of tbiugs so incTi- 
ia.blo, based as it h upon tlio Torj principles of human nature, springing 
as it doe^ from ^ul-Ii cortaiu tliuoretical truths, involving sucb unquoa- 
tionable rightis — a pruj^reiis whose oitgiu k odiicatioti, whosG dement 
is fpcedora, and whose cause is huraanity — must, with all ita ditficulties 
and dangers, be a progress to good. To doubt it. would be, to mj mind, 
to doubt the providonije of tlio Ruler of the world ! 

Hut with ISA in Ani;«rir,a iho fju^stion is not about t«ndeu<;iea. TIi« 
result to which the whole civihzed world is advanL-ing, is. in our country, 
fully brought out. We har<> adopted tbe froe Byatem; and our muu 
conoffni IS witli its pratticai working. The Old World has other ooil 
conipUrated (|U«stious to (loiisider; old and new iitcos. institutions, and 
olwins, are mingling and (.-lai^hing in the couflict of Enro[>oaji )H>litic« : 
but to the New World is presented only one question, How shall Ui« 
srstem we have actually adopted be made to work wpU? And in truth 
tliorc is no duty which the press of our country owes to it, that apjroars 
to tae of such trauMienduul importance, and none which deserves »o 
nedulously to engage tlie attention of all thinking- nipu in the country, 
as the attempt to awaken, diroct, and guard tlie public niind, in tJie 
new lud dangerous paths of experiment on which it id advancing. 

If the age doefl not understand itself, still k's.^, 1 foar, does our 
country nnderstand its pei'uliar situation. Ijiborty Botims yet to bo 
regarded rathur as a boon to be carolessly etijoyyd. than as a trust to be 
feiEhfully disiihargfid. It is rftre to meet with any prodnction of the 
pei-iodicai vr daily press, tliat ent«rs deeply into tlie moral and social, 
fts well as pohtical difliouliies and dangori*, wIiiL-h are inpeparably c«j- 
nei!ted with free institutiuna . The pulpit addi^esses our people, pro- 
ciael^ US it woidd address die people of Cliira or Iliiidoetan — taking no 
account that ever 1 have observed, of the peculiar tamptntioas, xuHt^rings, 
discontents, and exposures of a community circumstanced as wo aro. 
Meaiiwliilo. thuro are enough to prate about liberty — domagogue.-t and 
party oratora to teU the people continually of tlieir power and impor* 
tnnoe — not of their duties — and the people, hearing tittle eke, are led 
to conclude that their situation offers notning for theni to consider, but 
oocaeioua for pndu and gratulatiou. It addition to this, there ta alwujv 
a ow inerCiir m the Iwdy of cFBry BOciety, not di.'^turlwd by actual re- 
Tolutiou — an indolent and passive h.-tbit of feeling, as if all must be 
well, which diHinctines, uiid ottiiost diHeaablea us, from forming tnj 
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diflcriminating judgmont of tho peculiar cuigeniiies ami fMiiiln of our 
aituatiou. Tljat tljis ia eJI wrong, tLat wc have qiiUthJ upon a nv/ era, 
in society, au eia of ae luucli {>oril as pruiniso; that aociet/ amon^ hb 
catmot adjust itse]i to its new diitiQa ani rdatioiu, nithotit muoh cod- 
sideratiun and caro, 1 Lbjnk: I distioctlj xee ; ami m tliiiitdug. [ caiiimt 
but deeply fuel, that a tnoraentaus exporinieiit fur happiuass and virtue 
ia passing over u.s. 

I am ()iiite aware tJiat tha grauiid wliich I tako is not likely to bs 
popular with any party. The attempt to defend free institutioTis will 
satiiify one irlai^s of thinkors; the aokuotvledgniciU of their dangers will 
fall in irilh the views of another; but many &!' each tlaae, when thoy 
look to tho conaterpart of thai; whivh thoy approve, will prohably say 
that I conti'odict myself, and fursake my own principlpp. This I uiu 
iiittrestiid mo»t earnestly tod«iiy, for higher reasons than those whioh 
conceni my personal conaistonoy. For I coneoivo that the oidj true 
and Bafo basis for Liberty, ia that baaia of ^(pial iuanmuitifia aud danyoi-a 
en which I put it. Thogroani I take, then, u this; lliat freedoin is 
the ereatest of opportuiiitioa; Lnt that the groat opportunity, witli 
moral beings, always involves great peril. I see in this but ou9 
iustaueo of a principliii that is eatablis-hed in the moral grtveminent of 
the world. It wero easy to eonceivo of a natiirifi and of ciiyjumstance-'i 
whiuh would ejtpoae mankind to hut oue hall' of tlwir present sins ami 
soJfennga. Cut olT one half of their moral froodom ; diminish equally 
the atreng-th nf their passions; taku away half of their oul.ward teinp- 
latioiis too; and it follows, that the expo.'^urc.'i to evil would t>9 
proportionaWy tOBSoned. Bnt would not all this detract' just so 
much from thuir o])portunitioB f<ir moral advancemout, and moral 
happine.s9? Tha gift of political freedom is like the gift of moral 
agpncy; fraught alike with capabilities and perils. Just apply this 
to tho viLUB of pulitieal cooimnnitte^. Take the lowest inatniice — that 
cf ft slave iwpulation. All tho dangers arising from free and imre- 
etrained action, and especially from tlie acquii^itiou and use of property, 
are romovcd from it. Advance now to a higher eonditjou; that of tfia 
]>easaiitry of Euro[ie. Thuy hare the right* iif [iropevty, and a certaia 
degree of persoiial freedom; but tho more delieate questions about 
human rights, tho fair htimau claim to respoct and regard, all aspira- 
tioua after tL« liigher conditions and honours of society, all that unfet- 
tered competition of life, which exists among us, h nearly unknown to 
them. Now. suppose all these barriers to be thrown down, and a wholo 
pooplu U) stand — 1 had almost said like glarJiators, upon the arena of 
iiocial equably and coiiJlict^and what do we seo? A loundlee? op- 
portunity tor tho dovelopment and improvement of human powers — 
tut an ahnost ecjimlly boundless peril. 

The i-tate of things iu Amorica Iiaa brought about a grand and novel 
crisis in human society. This erigis roijuiros, I beUvve, that society 
should aftsumo a nor character. And tiiat there are difEnulliea 
attending the adoption of this new character, that there are diffi<;uJ- 
ties involved iu the transition of society from an artificial to a 
natural and healtliful stat&, is not to he tieuiad, but freely aiid fully 
admitted. In the uuthod occsai upon which the world is a'U-aucing, 
there are, doubtloas, conflicting elements, there are itouutor currente. 
and there loay be storms : but, I repeat, we are embarked upon tho 
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TOja^, and the profHtr vixloni nf tlie«a time* i*. not Mh to rul againU 
the tide tint is beann^ tu en, bat to keep a auict wntdi and a eioMt ' 
rMkontog, and to bring orerf HMfST' ^"'^ ^ "i^^ «T«rv beatt, to tbe 
great eatfcipruo. 

Society 14 entering opoa ne« trials ererrwhere — in America it has 
alreadjr entered upon tbem — aiid tbejr are of the most serious natura. 
Tbej doauuid a diiuniuioa amnng il<, wliicli lJi«'v liare seareolj nt 
be^un to rcceire. Power baa fiiUen into nev kui^ and hands which 
an liable enough to Ahase It. Tho rclationsLip of man to inan tias 
aMtimfd a nvw dtaractor, atid tlie fair adjustmmt of the mind to ihb 
new Mtuation. I repeat, will requiro a ponkm, b; do meauii inixl«rai«, 
both of fieQse aud Tirtao. 

I.«t me ofTk-r come !iuggo«tioni on th«M pMnts s«parat«Jj. 

I'oirvr Iiaj gone into new hands. Tho ^mad toodirru form of power 
ia suffraco, awl eofGrage is becoming universal, lu our country, it is 
ao alreauV. Wc live in that exttaordiiiary. that unprDL-cdetitcd. and, I 
wDl saj, tliAt fisirful condition, whero the mind of tlie whole poopk il 
ropreaeutod in tbo gort-mmciit ; vhi>re everjihiitg ia staked upon tlw 
chanut«r. the int*lligi>nc<r, aud rirtue of tfio poople; whwo tJie in- 
tereataof thfl empire arc borno upon the ware of popular foeling. Popu- 
br feeling! bow fluotoatiitg — this U ttio oon^ttaut language of manv 
in Europe, ami it \» meet tliat we «li»ii]d hvor it—" Popular fp^ling! 
tlwr saj. " how Huctuatin^, bow uncertain, how impetuous and uncocLiJ 
bwii1)le is it! How selfish, bow unrea$onaUe is it — liow in«oiudderat«ii| 
rash, and irritaUo — and liow liable to break oat into wild oxtraTagan 
into furious eioesMA, iiiUi !ibarins of aiiarubjr. that will sweep thraogll' 
arwy laud, le»viiiK nothing but wi-eck aud ruin in it8 path! Popular 
filing! what ie it likely ia b«, but the feeling of oao sectiflual intereat 
against anothor, ttic feeling of the poor against the rich, and of the ri^ 
agaiiut tho poor, tlic fueling of the i^iorant agaiDfit tin: wise, of rice 
agaiiitt vii'tue, nf Iti^entioUHncss aud misnile ngnii>!'L all order and con- 
trol — feeling without ruasoii. without restraint, without any principle, 
or auT rogard or carw far anything but its own gratifiia.tion!" 

ThiB is tha language of maor wise and thoughtful men in the Old 
World; aud it dcsorras to bo lieodfully considered and carefully 
weighed. " Wuuld thu waves of the occiui," they say-^" would tba 
waT«s of the "fla. without pilot or rudder, or any guidani-e »u{>erior to 
their own tendonuifis. boor any ship safi?ly to tiie desired bav^n ! Bot 

f'ou have put the fabric of your gnvomraont upon the wave*. Too 
lavo Ikuuu urery thing uuou tliat nvtst unstable t-lutucut — popolar 
fceliuf, popular huE&o^!' This ia the gi'and point of dilterent'ewhiulu 
the adrocafj of free in»Mtiition« would find betweeu himself and them 
— tlwij ftnri! nff funjiiieiuu: In thii jieoph. 

I tnist that, in our country, we are to show that the people may b«^ 
cou&ded in. I tru^t, vo aro to «how that the inter&ete of a countr^ 
may bo tnon) fat[.lifuUy kupt by the mtiny to nhi^im thuy njipi-itain, than 
by the frw ft wlimn tlioy an not ^ mose futlifnlly l>'i.']it iiy jxipular in- 
tervutitioii. than by daspotie authority, liut if we are to show this, we 
mu4t neo Ui it in boomid. and ohaige ouritQlves with this ruxpousibtlity, 
aud pruvL' our^elvos fsithrnl. a^ n» people before us has ever done, and 
an no people after us will uver huvo o'lual advanta^s for doing. We 
miut see to it, that knowledge is built up, and religion promoted, aoc 
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YJrlue practisod; and tliat cvui'y man be sober, that ororjr man be rigi- 
laiit> tlmt cv^ry man inland iiiiou tiU iiKliviiiuul ^uard aad watch, as if 
Le stood !t. (i(!tiliiicl for tlio safety of an crapiio. rlspctially muM we »eo 
to it. tliat tiiu vutiurablGLciSK oud saitctity of tlic tnw an EUfitaiiied 
among HB. 

I have attempted to ebow that the law of a free p«oplo, tie lav 
whicii thoy tliDmselroe have made, po&sesecs tbeso characters in a noculiar 
degree. Itut, it is uot atiy atstravt shadofr of auiliority that I voulii 
cet up. I aay that such a law is bound upon tho couBcieuce, bayoud all 
otiwrs. 

If all th* multituiJea iu our Americau icpuUiv wcr« assembled, tho 
wliolo ho^ly of them, almost as one avj,u, w>;idd pruituuiico tiw law aud 
the govcniment which arc established amorxg ns, to te good and Irent- 
ficout. Then. 1 say, it is a matter of tamcicTttt, to obey it. W« have 
a(«ribod to this law au authority inoro than humim. Wo ImvG acknow- 
led^d in it that vhicli girea anthority to lieaven itself — its beneficence. 
It 14 no longer left to our will to dc-ido whijther we ought to obey it. 
That is already dtcided. If wo break Uio law, wo arc moral offeiidors. 
Wo are not mere tochnical or political oi&uJera ; not merely traitors, 
orthiovos, or murderore, accoraing to soma arbitrary and unacknaw- 
lodged rule ; wo aro moral oS^tiders ; we are ofiend'^rs a^aiit«t 
conscieuce; we ai'c offeudera agaiuAt God; and wo must auawer iti 
not in a human tribunal only, but at tlie liar of an eternal judgment. 

But possibly Bomu one may nay, " 1 do not hwld a ceitiin mw tti be 
good or right, and, tlior<>Jbre, upon your own Bhowiiig. I am not bound 
to obey it." The oLjoutor forgets one essential principle of our politi- 
cal ayatom which is a^ much a part of the law aa any other. And that 
ifl tho principle, that the iiiaj<jriiy elull govern. This is as eviiontty a 
ne[;esAa.ry and beneficent principle of law uniuug u«, as any provi^oit of 
tho crimmal codo ; and bo who sets it a^ido, as plainly ofi^uds against 
tho piiblio wt^lfare, a.» if hi: stole or murderofl. For who docs not ssb 
that the goverament cannot go on a day witliout t.hi» pricciplo? If 
every man is to decide for himself what shall bo law, tliero is an end of 
all law. L^w for a cuuiitry must depend upon agreement: and tho 
Dearest and the only approach to agreciii^nt, ie to be e£ivrted by li^ub- 
inittin^ to the majority. The busiiieas of an aggrieved minority ia, to 
procure as iipeedilj- aa they can, a cliango of Uie law. Ilei^istauco to 
tho law iuTolvi^^ a pnnciplo eo fatal, that no temporary lulvantagoJ) caii 
coontorviiil it.T wide-spread misHihiof. 

W« have fallen upon times, when osact obedience to the laws — an 
ob(Kli«nce so oxact, tliat it shall admit no disturbing interferenee of 
wivato judj^nont — is a subject tliat noods to be deeply considored. 
The dia|>OBiiii>u <ia tlie part of uome of our citizens to talte the law into 
their own hands -^public executions witliout legal trial in ono part of 
the country, aud tlie riots aud mobs that bare spread terror tlirough 
Botno of our cities, — th«30 aro things, though their importajico is 
likely enough to be exaggerated, which ueTertheleas demand a &xed 
atid soriouB, if not ansioue conaideration. 

And tbo <i^ie8tion is. What is to be deuo to restrain these excesses} 
And I contideiitlv answer, that uothiug cau be done, but through a 
sound pubhc opinron, through a uaiv«raa) and detip connetion spread 
among the people, that d rehgicue roTcr«ncf, and an exact obedionoo to

tbs kv is our out; safeguard. The ool; altematiro U a staadui)^ 
ftnn^, and it it) an ilten)attT« not to be thouglit of. Sfonl restraint, 
then, ii the onlj expedicat. And let oa not tliink that we bare ituffiin- 
vaUy tried it. Than hu been s laxity of opuiion among ua, tliat has 
ginn tome C4unt«uuic>c to mobs, or the; uorer would haro ruea to the 
•trengtli and rioleiiue whicli (hvy liare attained in oar conntrv. Tlivre 
liai been a want of cnnndaration amoni; u». noacenaag the nece»5ity 
ImHIi of strict obedience to the laws, and of geuCTal moral metramt. 
We hare heea too (e«nir«. Wc have idly th^Hg-ht th^t our iiystem mnst 
work well, because it is free and tbe peojile intelligent. 

The action of a mob, and all action of bodies of men afaJmi the 
law.i, is not oiil/ fatal in cffuut. hut fatal in principle. It deatroys tbe 
Terr end which a mob g(>iioraIly proposes to attain. For let ui do tho 
juHtit-e to those bodies of violent and misguided men, to say that tliey 
luoally ]>r<ip«M! Mtno good end. But tbe very principle of irregular 
and nnanlliorincd intviforoucu dostroyn every ^od end of gOTemiaeut 
and aocinty. For who can 1h! safe, if the j)as&iou.t and pmudices of in* 
Juriatvd DiuItitudoH are to (lecide upon hiA 4?oiiduct^ Who can speak 
freely ru hr- ought, the truth, or hm truo and honest ^utiineutg, if bo 
is subject to such a tribunals 

No matter, then, bow apparenllti just the occasion for this riiJent 
popular iiiterfureuco may bu. There may bo some urgent danger to bo 
fiuardcd against. There may he some detectable principle to bejnit 
down. Thure may be some abominable uuisatice to be abated. Bat 
who, in hi' conecs, would call for the eorroctiro band of a mob? Wh© 
tliut has ev(ir onoe sven a mob, would nut say, " lloaTen rid us of sue 
rcmndiosl" 

The trade* unions dubjeot theniKelrea to tbe i:ime ceoaure. whenerof* 
thoy overstep the limita of the law. The prejudice of many against 
thnm It »o violent, tbat tbcy probably regard the very combioationa u 
unlawful. But k-t it bu coiisidcrou, whether any body of people has 
not a ri|[bt to assemliln to d(^lil)crate and act for the common wclhre. 
It novor lia« bi'iiu donied, that omployors have a right to agroe Uso- 
th»r, upon tho wiif^« thuy will give ; certainly it uiuj^l be admitted, that 
Uio emploroJ have ju.?t m much right to agreo together upon tbe 
wages tbcy will demand. DonbtloBs, uorabinationa of a particular class 
for such a purpuso, or indeed for almost any purpo.se, are lialilc te do 
mu<:b miHc.hief mid nin^b wnuig. ] rogieL tlieni. (or many of the Eame 
roaKons tlmt I sbould rc^gi'ot cotnhiimtions among mcreh!iiit)i and men 
of wealth, do»iigiittd to not upon tho fears or the necessities of the poor^' 
It ia iJio ooliuy of our iuntitutiouB nut to sepai'uto, bat to blond tho' 
diSeront cUsaos of Bociety. Trades unions aro a device of the Old 
World, naturally enoujrh springing from fixed and rcp»l«ivediNtincUoiu 
of eloMRit. The Ken^iblo mechanics and htlxiurers of our country ou{[ht 
to see this, and to hold their hands frnm those aasot^iatimi bunds, as 
they would from manocba. The man who aspires to a Iiighcr place ii 
aociety, should tuite caro bow he links binindf with a comhinaUon.*' 
whiidi i* likcJy to finbrace tho lowert and vilest of the community. IIo 
le««'i)nH hi» ]>owtir by doin^' so: liQ lessons hiu frue aetion; be lessens 
his chance of ri.tinf in tlic world. 1 appoal to any intollicent tradm 
nniouist, whether the body to which he belongs is not Lifc<uy to be lod 
by nno or two demagogues, who have not more sense, but a grt-atergift 
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of speech than the rest, aiid whether it U not likely w tic atwolutply 
coatrolled bj tho poorest and most dcBporat*! of its «Uis*. Witli thfliio, 
tbRn,n(>twithstQiiiiiiiKailhismeotali'emoustranc=e8,li«mu8lbecoufoiindei 
in tho eye ol the worlil. lie ought to have soraethitig too mucla of piido for 
thai, lie ought also to reflect, that. aJtlimigh such acnmljitiHition inaj^ljo 
lawful in tho outsat, it i)t vorj Lik«iv ti> he hiwlcse iu the end. And 
when it <l(K3s become lawless, whau it assumes the chai-acter of a mod, 
wlwii it breaks in with viuloiice upon the peaceful lB,bi>iir^ of thoso who 
are still iaoUned to work for the support of t.heir tamihes, or ci>m|>cl8 
them by threats of violence, to dosist from their lawful occupatioas — 
then, 1 sav. aii<l I say it as much for tho sake of the poor as of the ricli, 
that thorp'onglit to Iw an ii-i'intd police, strong enough to put a stop to 
tacW outrages upoti tho public grji^r! I am, perhaps, a& aror£« as any 
one vaii Im, to auch a roaicdj. Bub it wouU prohablv. in the oiid, save 
mere lives than it would sacrifice in tlie oiitJ^ct ; atiil livca of far greater 
valuta ; to say nothing of the wives and children of these misguided in- 
surgents, who are brought to the exti-emity of porortj and dutreea. to 
disease, and perhaps to doath, by the idlouesa nf their natnral protectors 
— or who, perhaps, aio bcg;gins; at one end of the town, while llieir 
husbauda and fatlicra are violeiitly arresting industry, and destroying 
property at llie otiier — one part of the family levying contributions for 
chanty upon the tery wealth, whivh tlie other part are laying waste by 
vioIeDco. But I said, that lives of far greater value wore lost; and I 
mean those of our police oiHcDrs. The pohctmau. too, ha^^ a family: 
and he goes &om it in the moruiiig. knowing, perhaps, that he has that 
day to encounter a mob. Can he do so without auxietv? l>oes not 
bis family implore him, for their sakeg, to take care of hnnself ? But 
l«rth be must go. At the magnaniraons risk of everything dear to 
him, ho goes into that wild aud lawless urowd. For tbe puJuin safety 
bo goes there. To aliield the whole community from violence, he offers 
Lie head to the blows of an infuriated multitude, lie fallH: he eiuka 
in the crowd; he is beaten to death! Is there no remedy to be used 
against aucb a cruel is^ue as thja ? Are the public juetice and honour 
to sleep in supine indifference, or to sbriak hack in pu.tiUaniraou.i fear, 
when the faithful servants of tho publio are thus eacriliced to lawless 
violence? 

We have had scarcely timo yet, to aot op the necessary guards 
against now and recent forms of popular violence. This is tlic expla- 
nation of tliat une3ami»!ed state of thiugs. bi some of our Atlantic 
cities, aud auuio of our western towns, which is the wonder and 
ridicule of Europe. That public opiuion is entirely right with 
regard to th^se enemiities, is our seuiurity ; for tbe piililic opinion in 
America is law. That this opinion will fiud out some way to rcprosa 
mobe, aud tbe murderous executions of tbe too far-famed, but not too 
odious Lynch law, I cattnot doubt.* I believe tliat these tbiugs have 
no moro to do with tbe perpetuity of our inatitutioas, than the vesa-

TbtB i» s(-«iv«1/ b \ 
lepic tor ar;gntneDt; the coiivluuou lure must bo tbe rvHuk of i>h>erffa- 
tioii. But when I look upon sncb a pemile as our», ealishtened as tbejr 
are, and united in th« baoda of Christian brotherbcKM, I cannot help 
aalun^ — and fooling, too, u if there was the force of argumvat in tM» | 

fiieuioo— Where are lite elements of uuiYersal anarchv and LiIood&liedF 
look at indindoalfl— at those whom I know — at tbe bodjr of the 
penile in tbe countrr — and I ttsj, Can tliis man and tliat man be IQ- 
dacod to take hi« nauKket, and %ht with hh neighbaur in the next 
•tate? Can Maaaachusetts go to war witU Connecticut? — or New Eng- 
land with Xow York? — or tbe Nortliem States with tlie Southeni* — 
What maj happen fiv« or ten centurii^ bcucv, i pritend not to predict. 
It i» oaxy to diilivnr profdieciAs which are to wait centuries for their 
fnl&lmeiit or failure, "'itli regaM to the future, I know no safer angorj 
tbaa poat oxporicnco. I ropoeo, then, upon ihv, to my apprchunsiop, 
undeniable f:u:t, tli»t Uie iutviljg^iicv and the nglit-miudeil, religioua< 
Geeting of our people, have been gaining strength, and are at (his mo*] 
meat advanuing nK>re nipidlv tliaa ever beforo. Can tlii^ fact he dentedt 
Ccrtunl J our iiohooU and velli^^e.aro improriRg; and the number of 
oewepaperB, periodically, and books — and readers — Is iucrcauog in a 
ratio,* fur Eju^ond the pTogiesB of population. Certainly the ticm of

And onco more I 
B&y, certainly IIiltli lia.i Iweii a giiwUi iif i-ijligioiia fueling: in tlie ooiin- 
trjr ; ik (Iee[)fr intfrpst ia tUo subject is sjireadiiig itaelf among ail cln.'^«us 
of the pfiople: tlio cliunihos are morG fully attPiidod ; the uiimlipr of 
uommiinii.'aiits is in-orywhero intronyiug. Nay, and I cannot help think- 
ing tbttt tUe preavhing is hotter than it was; tvt, any rate, taking my 
past itnpresaioDa with mc. 1 find it, irhcrovcr 1 go. better tiiaii 1 ex.- 
pectnd. Xor in regnrd to statistical atatcmoiits of tliis iiaturu. dooB it 
seem to me fair to re])ly with strictures or reDsiire* iijioii tlie rvli^oui 
soil of oiir jieoplo. iSutli etriLrtui-i-s are very pi-oper in their plan* ; but 
their plac ia not in a general estimate of this kiad. Tho rdijEious 
anirit of the country is (strong ; it in growing strotigor ; this is undeniable. 
Ajid now. if all this ho true, ifhnt. I ask. is meant hy the diargrt of a 
oatioiml deterioration, that threateus the erentual subversion of our 
free institutions ? 

But I bave boflti led, by these ohserrations, away fr«m tbe point on 
Vrliich I wna about to insist. It is not tbe dani^fsr of dcntniction t<> our 
popukr forms, that so mucli impresses ray mind, as tlio trial of ch.iraL-. 
tflr wbit^h iR p:issiag uuder thfs« forms, The iJiuiger ttiat I should tear, 
if 1 woro disposod to give way to gloomy foreljodingra, wonld hi;, thut 
whilo thf* glorious fabric rotnains untouched, those wliO -walk Iwucath it 
may uot reap all tbe advautagoii of llicir favuurc^d condition ; that nliiln 
ibo fair Ibrni of liberty is preserved, tho very heart and happiupss of it 
maybe ealou out by "carking cares." hy domestii' compctitiona. by 
private diBcontents — by tba joalousicB, and diatrustH, and vexation*, tlrnt 
spring from ambitious aspirings, and unde&cod claims, and disappointed 
expectations. 

I ticlit've that there is (from certain causes) more sofferitig among 
our people, than among tbe people of any other conntry in tho world! 
I begin with tbi:* aMserlicio, iind I make it tlms nakedly, tliat it may, if 
possible, Btartlo tbo reader into some attention, ll will, doubtlcBs, ha 
thought a bold dtcEaratiou ; but I say it : J Ijolieve t.bdre ia more sulFer- 
VHg (from ccrtaia mental and moral causes) in our comilry than in a.iiy 
other. There maj be more h.'ippiiiess, loo : I am inciinod to think there 
is. But tliere is positively more Biiifering.* Ntir does thifl nrifiO alone 
from the greater amonnt of intelligfncn diffused abroad amonj^ tLti ma^ 
of our people. It arises in part fi'om the peculiar rolation-ships of Mooielv 
among ua. 'I"hc higher and the lower classes, ns they are called, sus- 
tain a less happy relation to each other in .\meri(.'a timii they do iu 
Europe. Domofitica are less happy, as a cla^^, in America than they 
are in Europe. Docs any ono Jisk why ? I nnawor, becauso in F.uropo, 
and wliorover aristocratic: institutions prevail, ftrvanta look upon their 
state of life aa a permanent condition. In America every domeNtiu 18

the grand difHculty of the t-ountry. so far a^ comfort, bntb mpiitil and 
bodily, if conconiRd. lies jii the atftle of doniestitr sprvii^o. There ara 
Bxceptioiis, of course; but tbegenBral want of fidolity, attention, kind- 
nesa, and respect in domestics, ia a nonrce of porpetual annoyan™ in 
almost all tbo famUios m tb<j country. It l3 to be ad^lud, that there is 
losE skill, Ies3 accoitipli^bincnt, loss boartim^sg. in the dutius of any 
situation, where the occupant regards it with disgust, and is deCemiiudii 
to escape from it as soon &s poEsible. 

It ia oasy to spread this general comparison into all tbp shades and 
details of the social relations. Those who are beneath, vbero all are 
free to rise, are looking to tlie situations abore, not as |ila<^e.<i nerer bo 
be reached, but. on the contrary, as prixoH to he contended for. Tha 
dght of splendid dwelLiiigs anit ei^uipagos, tbori^foro, is likely to awaken, 
in many bosoms, envy and irritatidn, ratlior tlian kindness and defitreuoe. 
Oa tbu contrary, those who ai'e aboTe, look upon their, iuferiws in sta> 
tion aa aspirants and assailants, ratber than as friends and supporters. 
In this state of tbitigs, all the oflic(*s and relations of life are apt bi be- 
come less kindly. In a country trhoro there are no fixed ojid iinpa&fatde 
distinctiouii, no protecting barriers of cAsto or cotfrie, moa are apt to 
few iutrueion, or else to fear leal they bo thought intrusive. Hence, I 
think, tbo proverbial diatrust and coldnoss of our manners. And hence, 
I fear, a want, to goino extent, of real beartiaesg, coofidunco, and en- 
thusiasm in society. 

Do I say, then, that this state of &eedoin is undesirable ? By ua 
means. The most (]e.siral)1e condition for a people, is not that which 
embraces the greatest immediate comfort, not that which presents the 
fewest annoyances and difficulties, but that which teudx to the gri'iLttist 
ultimate improvement. It is the order of Provitlcnee, it U the disinjilino 
of our moral nature, that the prooeBs of imjirov^ment sliould tuvolvo 
much suffering. The result is happiness; and for that happiness I am 
lookmg. Bnt the prouess. I repeat, is usually trying and dilficult, It 
invoivea many moril efforts, mnuj sovere struggles, many painful qiieft- 
tjonings. Doubtless it would be more comfortable for the master to ' 
hold bis servants in a statfi of absolute depoudonco, so that they should 
cling to Ilia service as their only means of support, so that they should 
hare no wish, will, or thought, but of iraphcit obe'lieuce ; but would tliis 
be the begt state of things ^r them, or evou, morally considered, for him- 
self? Doubtless tho ignorant pea'sant, whoso thoughts seldom wnndor 
beyond Utn plantation on which lie tttils, oipvricnces lesa care and ansi- 
ety, and is loea tried with questions of souial precedence and posttinn, 
than the independent citizen, who has the world before him where to 
choose and who knows of no world above bim to which ho mny nut m- 
pire. Doubtless, the tikve luffei-s less, mentally and morally, than his 
master. Push the comparifDQ eomothinf; farther, and you will fiad h 
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r«*:« of l)cings that d&cs not suffer at &11 — aminals. Now, (LdvAnce unu 
mats tn the stalo of IlotteuUit^. and UoLtoulota to tliecouditionof Herffl, 
»ud aorfs to the situatioii of the modern peasantrj of Europe, and a 
peasautry, teiiante at «"ill, to the privileges of iiee tirizens ; and at ww-y 
Btep you opeu now aoureos both of GDJojment and suffering. And the 
rclitiTe degree i>f enjoj'ineut and sufJeriug, in each Btato, will be in pro- 
portion aa tlio duties of tliat state are well or ill understood and prac- 
tifie-it. Tiie more novH?], and, in it^ principles and modes of aotioUi 
Uus(ftt,lo(l any i-djiiiiiion is, tho greater will l)e tliG suffering. 

Now this I (ionfiidpr to bo the conditiou of our American peapla 
Our politii;al lus titulions have plaucd us iu it ntnv scjhool, and most of ua 
arv yvt upon tlio Itr.'t form. The tiruckn and Komaiis yrvre not in auch 
n. school, The ancieut liberty differed almost aa widely from our 
modera freedom, as the arintotratic system itself does. Greece and 
Komo, crowdud with slaves, cipi^riencod hut few of the peculiar trials 
of our sociaJ condition. The prirato relatioT>£ of life among them were 
more fixed tbau ours; while at tLe siime time, their popular fomtH of 
governmoiit wore loss seuure. They were less secure, because the hasis 
of Kticiwiy on which they were placod was not the biuis of truth iiud 
j allied. And I caunnt help adding, thitt, in lliia rflspect, wo enjoy an 
ftdvaiitago o*-er all the modem governments of the (.'id World. Whilo 
the right trndnncics of mind with iib are all con Bervotire, the right tea- 
daacii^^ (tf niioil in the Enropoan statcUi — t!ie tendencies, that ia to say, 
to diffused knowledge. etjuaUzed properly, aud free thought — are all 
destructive of their respective governmentH, 

But not to pursue tliis point — 1 say that we are placed in a new 
school. Wo are leamiug, from ti'ying oiporionce, many important 
lessons. Our education has not yet come to its end : and our sv^tem. 
like ©very foiTnativo and diycipliuary system, is tobo jud^redof withthis 
juBt reeervatiott. There are Bystems of education which arc occupied 
with immediate reaultfi; Uicrc nro eyetoms winch look to future iaguea. 
Ours is of tho latter kind. We are in a state of trausition. Like our 
noble forefathers, we are, in some important respects, '" liviug for thena 
that ritall como after." Society in America is eontondiag with many 
diffiuulties ; it is neeeeearily sacrificing much immodiato comfort, for a 
mogulticout re-suit hereafter, 1 say a magnificent result. Tor no vif ion 
of patric;ian honour and plebciau humility, of lofty command and hum- 
Ue service, of baronial dijjoity and ohaequious resjwct. of geuorous pro- 
tection and grateful dcpemlenco, of titles, coronets, stars, and banners, 
with the lowly homage of a surrounding multitude — no such viaion, 
though it may cliarm tho reveries of a poetic imagination, can be to 
glorioua as tho epcctotic of a great people, living under the gentle rule 
of impartial law — each one's welfare erjually cared for by the paternal 
Btate-^eocli one possee^ing all tlio Ubcity that equal lawsi cau give, f«p 
pursuing his own iraprwvumont and happiness — each one respeotioff 
himself and his fellows a.^ moral beings, subjects alike of the majesty oi 
Heaven : no opjireaaion bowing down the weak to tie strong, tlie fricnd- 
ies.'i to the favoured — no lordship, but that which a man shall make for 
himself — no power but for tho c-ommoii woal — no end but universal 
happiness. Herein hea the true nobleness and clianii of society ; in iM 
importiahty, in its juelice — not iu saoriGoing oue part to the oooifort or 
rcspectabihty nf another — a Bjntem dogr&ding to all; hut in the im- 
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pvorannnt, h^ipJDflH, edwearion, <if the whole bo^ <4 the people. An<I 
wvn it not far tbt 7«t vaazhaastod berita^ of nlw, faodd mvtrau. 
whkli pMt a^ Ime Mot dora tu lu, do Dobfe-iniiWled nuw vwdd be 
aUe to tee thuigi in ao^ other tight : no loftj imagimtioa, nor poetry. 
wouU hare throWn tlieir dnrm over a snUem of op[i«v«»ioT) mmI erm\ 
injoitioe. U m to Iw nnwrfced. iniloeA. th^t po^u^, vheo "be hot 
nude phoDM taA dMm hot tbeme, hv lovchad tho boort cbieflj by 
portrayiiig tlioir honutntj. tbeir geatlesoM, th«ir klndnen to inlrrioni. 
Tlie comihaUKtifm, mIm! modu to bare beea the ^nunl thmi«. It Aat 
frffit tu«A a wander, eten to poeU. tluK a ma* tAotiU (« a man!

on. poMing bjr, apparendr. all the dettructiro errort of pout times, give 
theoudvei tip to tiio drowl aiid the denunciation of these popokr mirtaku 
and ezcewes. They dt»ocni not, 1 am tcrnpced to eay. the eigiu of this 
time. The upliuttring of tli« p'jpular niuini uOciidt tbcm.* Tbo growiiig 
iiulependeitco, the ii»oIencc, an thej nvaid it, of tlie lower clause*, dia- 
nuta and alarmH them. Trade* onionB. tfaoae natural, and ofUn, 
ooobtlesa. miidireotod 6truggloe of the poor and labuuriug classes to 
beuor tbrir oonditiaa, are to them uttor ahominationt. Ttweo placards 
which the; eomeUmes tee in our oinea, oppealiii]^ to tljo woni pasaiotie 
of the poor, aoaiiut the rich, read to thorn like fearlid handwrilingi apoa 
the wall, procutmini; Uiat the days of liborty are numbeivd. Now I 
roganl all tlicite tiling* as among the unhap]iy, fitic ttnavuiilablo pro- 
oeeeee of tiie rrest modem csporimentoa free inftitutiou^. The people, 
after aU, arc oy no riciuie committing auch errors and itijuriDS. as kings 
and nahl(!» lion; done. 1 biilievo that all will woutu^y come right. 
To tUii> political optimium I would hold fiut. till lam beaten off by those 
iliooka and oonvuliiuiis of Bocioty, Uiat t^hall wbeJm all in one oonunon 
ruin! Heaven OTOrt lUom! 

And thivt tlicy may bu averted, tlinb the exparimont may conte ont 
well. I a<hnlt tlint wo all have; dntiei^ to perform. Nay, more, and 
I heUavu tlia.t Pi-ovidence has it in charge — that our very ratnation 
gives gome plotlgoft thai wo ttliuU porform tht^ni. Our very itomforc do- 
maudi, our vi-ry tiecf^sitieA retiuirc, that wo should leant anew th* 
duties of liuniaiiiCy, uf court<rj>r. and of Chrifitiaaity. And tiivfv are 
tbe particular dutitMi to wliich 1 refer. 

We arv (jbll^'cd to ^ve to ttie i-laimH of humanity, of Uie mnw 0^ 
mankind, a pbu-o which they novor before hold. The demand is nrged 
by an irrcnialiblo jwwer — tbo power of the multitude. It claima to 
hiH'O it« rigbb). it« mtereetA, it* fuvliiign rui«pi>ctvd. It will uolongerdft 
among tu, aa i» yet done in Hngland witli ainaxiiig fre^ueocr, to call 
this multittide a worthleat rsblde. The demagogue vui iudeed Uke 
advnntagi' of thi» itsto of things, aiid cbo crowd may bo, to soioo ex- 
tent, rainied by him ; but it is Uie demagogue that is fforruptoct, rather 
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tlmii tha crowd: I believe that tiw heart i! cur jrcople is yot fotmd. 
All inttlligtml puopl* may ctt. hut caii it wilfuUv err? (.'an it ImnietiS 
it«i-lf tn tLo deniagrigiio'f. car. for the fake ot'dniwiTijr iti' 

It ia Hometiiiion petulantly said, Uiat, in doniealie life, tli« rt'al ina»- 
tera ill America arc the i^rrants. Ilore, too, is cirror. iloulitlpsn mi tite 
part uf the grent rJana cit' dumedtic aHsietantfi. Caa Buybody vroudcr that 
tliey coijintit this error? And is it uot better ilmt thtrir claim?, aa 
human beings, shnultl be epforred tiy sniue iinroasnnablc L'xactinris. tliau 
to Iw tifTcr regarded atnli* The donieutiB is not, in thi* country, an 
he liaa been in tlie Old World, a mere iiistrumoiit in tiie hands of an- 
other, lie is to "bi; t!ousidtT«d, respected, fait for, as a ImniaTi hoiug. 
Let liim l>e so reig&rdoil, let hiai bo treated with kiiidnt-ss. lutnw interest 
— aye, a Christian interest — betaken in lii» mental and moral improve- 
ment, an J tho atai« of our faniilit's will be niade happier, by ererj- step 
of that progiTsa ia tlie morality s-nd piety of domeetiv lift-. That pro- 
gress, tnnat he made. I kiuent uot that FrovidcDCO has token a hond 
of society, that it shall he made ! 

Will not courb?5y be promiit*d in an eqral proportion? Let the re- 
lations of Ijfo be juat and kind, and kind manners will be the conse- 
|uoiice. Let Uie loembera of a family take tJie propor intmvEt in one 
__fc&(>tbiT. as litimau beings, on alike chUdrcn of God iiiid heirs of hesren, 
■■and 1 will answer for tlmir maTiners — yea, and for the manners of tha 
humblest of it* members. What is t}ie beau ideal of a ncrvanl'et cliar- 
ai^ter and niaiiiii!!'^ iu England, nr nb«rever elee arUUtr-r-mic. in-ititiitiona 
prevail? Thst he la aptaud obedient, attentive, respw-tfiU. and grateful; 
that he ig a, useful iastnimeut, a acmccable person, true to His mas- 
ter. " It is a good creature :" ajid tlio master, and the miHtress, and 
their children, are well saliaficd, because this person — the old butler, 
tho attontivo footman, tlio kind niii'se — is living for thtir comfort. 
Dogs it enter at all into the aristocratie contemplation of this laithiul 
dcpcndiiut, that ho should live ior purposes of hia own — for purposes 
projUT to him as a human being; that liii* own powers phould be culti- 
vated, his mind eulargeil, and that hi- sLould clierish as true a sclf.re- 
cpn't a^ his master ducs^ 1 am not speaking of what ladividuals may 
do — thero are pxceptions to all mV-s — hut T am speaking of tlio goiirral 
judgment and feehng of nociety la England, and t'raiic?, and Italy. 

I have known iiiatantes in AmenL-a, where tlie relation of emplnver 
and employed, of householder and domestic, is. In my view, altogether 
more beautiful than the beau ideal of that relation ia tho iJkl World; 
whore the superior in sfcitiou says of his inforior, " I resjicut that 
person jnsit as truly, audjost as muiiL as he resptxts me, and with just 
aa good rKu?oii;" and where he treats him accordingly; where tliat 
treatment, moreover, has won, in retui'n, a nohlo confidtmce and love; 
and where, in fine, the inferior stands up in hi^ proper dignity as a 
man — whi'rt; his manners ai'o reapei.itful and nbhging, not becSHBe ho is 
afraid of losing his plnco, bnt becan^ he reept'cts himself too much to 
be nido aud diseoortoouB tn others — where his gooii manners stand on 
the just and firm basis of moral alfeetion and mt^ital culture. Th.it ia 
a boantif(d reiatinu. It iit a I'elation that lieeomos mpii and ChristinnB. 
It ia the only suilabltJ relation lor beings, whose tios as a family are 
soon to be diKsolved, and w]io are to staad aa cquoU before ibe tbrono 
of tliuir <.>ommon Creatfir aud Jud^! 
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In a country lilre ours, it id time that Home uf tli« nlil mtixiins nt 
feu'Ial !:uuit'ti<>s tiliould be done nway. TIi« hurror of Iwing Ibaugbt fiMr 
and (iGpcnfleiit, tlin dread cf being; oftnfounded witJi inferiors, the con- 
tempt visited upon tlia nei^Basiti' of laWur, tlie sHiomful roforoiiuu to 
certain trades and nccupations which infocts oven our literatiirp. ttliaiikl 
pvo place to Iiiglier nm:ttm^. Makt> any occupation coiiteDii»ub!e. and 
you tnke the ninnt direct va-y to make rUoso engaged in it reuklu^ and 
viciouM, DouB not clsHtrvation rerily the remark? Thosa incognito 
female working cstaUishmetita — so to call them — wliioEi are known in 
jionie of oiir rities, «ro a libel ini virtuous indu»trv. 1 do not i-o much 
blame those who dnsire to spread around tliem this sitiidd a^rainsT. ilia 
absurd maxims of sociotj, Tbo wrong lies in tliat spirit of society 
whiiih creates such establishments. Tliey stand in » ciFiiiitod sad 
C'u'istian counlry, liko the guardt'd oM fmidiU uastles — relics of barbar- 
ism. U IB a QUrioUH illustration of tho ithsunl pflrverfiions of acntimoiit, 
wliioh feudal distinctions have wrought in tliL^ world, tbnt idleness 
— the not being oWifeil to labour, or stady. or to do any useful tiling 
on earth — sliould have becu held to ho tbe most honaiirablo of oU 
ponitiou^ iu sm-ietv. ^'ay. the very depoiideuts and menial* of some 
lordly idler bavo soniotimcs, by reflcrtod bwnoiir, takrn prccedeuce of 
the most lionourablo and learned profciasions. Mr. Edgewoilh, in his 
Letters on the Choico of a Profossion. argues against tliat of a clergy- 
man in Eugtaiid. on nceount of iti^ frequent want uf res pee lability. 
And by way of illuatration. In) rclati^a the anoudote of a vtiratt*. who wa» 
so elatfid at possessing tlio ac<juiuntanco, not of tbe lord ci a uciglibour- 
Uig castle, but of bis butlor. that lio obaorvod, conuorning that distin- 
gnisbud [itirsimage (tlie butler), " tlial lie was so familiar with liim, 
tbat be couM nay anything to him." 

But for tho corroction of all errors, and the remedy of all evils inci- 
dent to our .'iituatitfu, our chief resort must be to tlio principlns of tho 
Clu'i»Ciau religion. Our situation is thus fiir fortunate, that it urgt» 
these prineiples upon us, as it never urged them upon any other poo^e. 
The relattona of aociuty with ui^ are brought down to tbe bare and eim- 
]ilo fharaetor of aeonnexion between man and man. tleart to b«art 
vie are brought; and there if- uot a. Rtar, or a badge, or a fttrip oif livi-ry 
on any man's bosom, to tea<^h dofcrenee to ono, or to entitle another to 
the tone of authority. The privileges of rank, tbe Tostinrt of 'lisi^ipliuH, 
ttio bonds of neeesiiity, are aU broken and abrogated. jVU artlSciol bnr- 
riers aro removed ; the leading strings which Jiavo served for the guid- 
ance of pa^t tinier, are completely takun unny : and wo aro placod in 
tho open nnd unobstructed fiidd of eijiial ri^ditrt and fair relatifiTiH. What 
now can stand us in sU-eul of all that ha* conti-olled and coerced the 
maanere and actions of men btlburlv. but tho laws vf rootttude, kind* 
□e§«, and forbcarauee — tbe lnws of C'hriati.in solf-ro«peut, and Chriadan 
mutual respect? The basis of Uteoreticai equality on which we stand, 
is really the ground of Cliristianicy. Will not our privileges, us a peo- 
ple, teach us our duties i 

It \e only under this influence, tbat the relation of nmn to man. and 
tlie relation of the whole body to uac.b individual, oan be safe and luippy. 
A poor man witJi this spiiit, would »sy, " I am wdliug to perform a 
nlipulated serviiTe for my ridi neighbour ; I feel nn degradation in the 
employment; it u my mind only, not my employment, tluU can dvgnMlv 
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me; it is cnvj', or jcaJousy, not labour, tliat in ^cg;railitig ; I respect 
mjself. m^ wnil, wy liope. too mii[;li t« Ins i^oiitencling about compara- 
tire trifles; nay, accoi'diiig to the CliriBtini I.iw, I love nij nviglibnur 
too mucti. and I hold my ItUow Christian in too much honour, to thinit 
of any iiiiurj' or iiidigoity to bini ; let liim he bououied a<M:ot'duig to bis 
merits: It^l liim bo prosporod according to the good pleasure of tJod: I 
am thankful for his wfli'are: I am hsLppy iu my owu." What a lofty- 
niiuded labourer wei-e tha,t! He iiiigLt wslk behind tiie plough; but 
Uie cOnqufrror in his triumphal pi'Ocesaiofl never walked in a patli moro 
glorious, hot the rich man reciprocate tbat iiolilo fucliug. assuming 
iiothiDg' nti becoming' the relarion of oue Cliri&tiau man to another, 
tliaiikful (or bis prosperity, and btimble. not proud, under it; and what 
a stata of BoHety would this bo] What mauijors, what graces, both of 
character aud boliaviour, would spring from it! 

And thun, again, as to the iuflueiice wUicL tlic whole body of the 
people — the mighty majoriU — poBse3.--es tiver tho welfaitj of each indi- 
ridual— it needs to be subjected to tho same coutrol, Public opiitiou 
in America ia a powpp fpiirftil to contemplate. There ia no aristorracy 
with us, no throne that is above it. It must be coiistdorale, liberal, 
(umI candid, or it will iutlict ostromo mieury and injustice Wo hare 
eecap«d in America from t!ie despotism of thu one. aud the few; it ro- 
maina to be seen, whether we shall escajie the despotism of the many. 
Nay, at Una moment, and with all our boasts of liberty, Uiere is lees 
private aud social freed(nn in America, than there ia iu Europe! In 
some respects this is well; but .iurc-ly not in all respects. The sove- 
reignty of the many, tlie aovereignty of pufilic opiniou. may become aa 
oppressive and vexatious as ever was the jealousv of arbitrary power. 
It may beat down all manly independence, all iudividuaJ freedom — and 
especially in those who sytk fi^r office, or are ambitious tji stand woU 
with society; it may make slaves of us as effei;lually, as any tyranny that 
ever existed. Il may make us a mean, tame, lirae-Berving pcoplo, who 
shall not dare to do auytliing, even in trifle», that is coatrai'y to tlio 
popular will I coufesH, that iuthiis view, 1 look with eonaideraUe ap- 
prehension upou those great asBocia-tiouB, which, however ^ood tli«ir 
end, create a puhlia opimou about their objects, that renders it hazard- 
ous to any man's reputation, to dissent from them. 1 fear that under 
thisinflueiice, charity, and all tlie virtuea, will be liable to lose Mune- 
thing of their maniineiiB. freedom, and beauty ; that tlioy may beeonie, 
to fiomo extent, hollow-hearted, autl falae — that charity may bo pro- 
moted at tho oipeuise of real geaeroaity, and temperance at the expense 
of Binccrity, aud much Hteraing good at tho expense of much secret evil. 

Here, then, we want firm and liberal Chrialiau principle, to witbat-tiifl 
these dangerous teQdBiici(<!>. We want it to eiiahlo some to ei^t thrai- 
Bolves fiiTily, whether in politics or r*hn:ion, against the popular will. 
Yes, we want raon who will tacntico thtmsdvee — who will be martyre — 
rather than sacrifice their own fi'ee and single-minded judgment. I 
might hold such a man to be wrong iu itis opinion ; but unlejss he WDr» 
very wrong indeed, I should set ofl' his independence, in tho aceount of 
Boujftl influeuCTB, as more tJiau a bidaiice for his error. Error can ho 
corrected ; but mental slavery seals and locks up the very fountain of 
truth. We watit non-snapers that ehall dare to be true to individual 
iWuTiotion. Aud noula tnat there were such a thing as an indepomlent 
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par^ io poiiticB — tlist osrlns, wortbless, povtrien, cootcnqitnjie 
u u« nere pDlitieuii woaid regard it — ret it would do a good that ' 
politidan do» not diink af. It wonl'i s«t ao grgtmia vorSi a tfaooaaiul 
partj tnunphs. And I fane/, too, tliat it vo>oJd act a? a balaooe 
wIkcI, to oontitil tb« riolcnofl of faitj moraneDtB. Tbc old noman 
viftve tMOfebled in the rkrotioi), the aacriflce of the iudiTMltal to the 
Mate. The !«d««miiig Tirtae of nwdem tibertr most ooosiEt io the de- 
votion, and if need ht, tit uiivijittg 4>f the indhidmai to racrii! And 
l«t tat add, that the ■upremo datiger to apprdiend, is Omt of lining all 
mtntai and marat mdtfeitdtnM 1

The lowest clan of opertUiros in Birmingham and MancbesUr is savl 
to bo UiD SMKt desporato and daogcroufl populntioii in Engbiadi and f 
vnn vvTj de»irun)i to Mie a specimen of it So I Raid to a gmdeman 
here one day. " I want to see sonietbing of this horrid pofHiUtiao in

1iav« been diiple^-^tin?. I ttiin^. i>ut lor his politeneaa. '* Indcod he knew 
of DO such people in Birmiiigliant. He could take me to no such place. 
— There." bo Ani<l. [Kiiiit.irig down a lajie tliat was swarming with women 
and children, ill clod and dirtj tnortsh to metit a prett;r strong descr^ 
tinn — " there are people ae poor and miserable a« any, porhaps, in Bir- 
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TOtng^ham, but thcj t^f ueitlier doBneratB nor dftngeroiiH, " Tlte^, 
perhaps, if cotiaulted, would hare toU anolher storj! tlvaven forliJ 
that eveota sIiDnld ! 

But it 18 cui-ioua, tJiftiigh n&tartil, thi* habit of aeeing things connected 
with ouraelrcs, uniiw aspects so widdj diB'erent frc>m those whiul» pro- 
sent themselves to a strnng^-r, or a di&tant oliserver. It really roijuii'eft 
mi etfort nf philosophical Jihstrat'-tiion, to t)re.ik that spell of association 
by wbich we raako ourselves rcspoiisiblw. in a sort, for everjUJiing that 
bolongs to Dur couutry or our tuwti, to our class, swat, or coterie. For 
this rcasoa. the uu]>reiudicod stranger, ov traveller, is, in the proportion 
of his k ttowltiilge, liitely to h« Q«arer nglit than tlie people of the oous- 
trj which he cleBcribes. 

But it is a poor rule that will not work hoth wa^rs : and tliers is no 
(lOTibt that wo might wi>!l tiike homo tliis obi^ervatiou to oursolvos in 
Anacrica. Tho Trollopes, Halls, and Hamiltona, have certainly told 
na many truths; hy^hicli, it may be hoped, that our raaoners, at least, 
will t»e mended. Natioua have habits like tndividtinJs ; thoy have ecc-eii- 
tricitiea, wliidi propagate themsolres Iw the mere force of habit aud 
ctiatoni, without any original reason, I am Bure I know of nothing in 
our climate, or constitntion, that atteounts for that al>i)iuiuntti>ii, called 
spitting; many among usaro as free from it as any oUier people. That 
we aro somewhat given to talking of invoices andprii;efl, has, uidoed, an 
inteltigihlo cause; it "eometh of the multitude of huaineas;" and the 
fearful rapitlitj with which we eat our dinners, especially in public 
places, proeeeds, porhape, from the mlicio cause, no are a business 
people, in a sense wMuh Joes not, and novor did appprtaiii to any otlier 
people. Evory man witli us hiia a stake in whiit ts goin^ •:!ti around him. 
This must., of course, give a turn to general t oarer sation. and prodnt'e 
an effect oti tho general maani*r8 and character. It may do evil in 
some respect; ; hut it is cerlsiuly tho spring of many energies. If you 
put a man 'a fortwnes into his own hands, you put a hfo into him. which, 
though it Via;/ do haiiu to hia mannera or his mgrala, ia certainly better 
for a country than to Iiave onti large clfwa in it, above the cari'S of busi- 
ness, and another aud larger c!a.3a. like the operatives of Birmingham, 
sunk far enough boncalh its profits. Better. 1 say — better, that la, for 
the development of llio energies of a whole nooplo — better for tlic pro- 
motion of ultimate general liappin«8e, and 1 bcliere of rirtue, too, I 
Lelievo it, and yet the universal vonipetitiou aud success of business in 
Amorica, expose us to many daiigera which are corlaiuly to be regarded 
with a serious eye. 1 could wi?h that the strictures of onr forei^ 
bretUren, on all thoso poiut't, could have oomo to us with something Jesa 
of extraragance, that they might have iono us more good ; that they 
might hare wouadod loss, and worked mor* kiurllyforour imprewment. 
But thus it is, that imperfect boiags must help one another, through 
much imperfeoliion. Minds are flung iuto the fermenting maaf of pub- 
lic Lfpinion, to strug'glo together, and to strike many a rash and pasiiiou- 
ato blow ; hut out of error shall come ti-uth, out of conflicting prejudices 
pure roaeou, out of darknesa and confasiun, light and order. 

Our national sou siti veil eas under Hiieli blews, deserves, perhaps, more 
consideration than it has rccoivoil. Our situation has been peculiar. 
No other tiation lias had its tempej- put to the sarao trial. iXit country 
has been a nort «f tei'va incognita to the oiviLized world. The new 
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fonacorsDctetr utdoCpalitkalooiistitutiou in Anaerka, luTe beett< 
inl^oct of the kocDest ftirewn Hcrutiiiy. Wo haro bcca obliged to 
paatira ia tlie came — flacea iipou the table, witii )ial/ a doun Hirxicatl 
opsraton aronnd us, vho amiuic- thmaselres vitb our wiacing. i^aita 
Mirprued th«T ant that ve feel tbo kntf» so much ; and tlie imtation of 
the patient tii^ ocnmt a vt-rj gvvd joke. Lvt thmn talv our plaoov 
and tlioj might &111I the differetic« betwoen operating, and betag OM- 
nUA apon. Tbo tratL U. thero has been 00 faircichai^cf blows. We 
rtad ev«i^hiag Ual i» vrrittun about U8 ; ire pajr tbat compUment to 
foi«i^ cndcLim, and to tlio lit.eratur« of oMer natioiu. But our pro- 
dncttOQB do not obtain the same cmrcncr vith them. Nor haT« ve tbe 
MUDC Qumbor of iLeed; and idle gectleineu to go abroad, vritU au inten- 
tion to paj thetp expenses, and put mom?/ in their pockote, by writing 
aa eatertaiatDj ^torj, or a elever satire upon tbe people toB^ ristt. 
Bogidot, Ih thoro no ouDsitivoiic»;s in England or r'nuic« to fonji^ opi- 
BJOD* Ilalf of tho wars between those nations, haro found more thaa 
half of tho original pi-ompting and long contiaaod exaeporatioti in tha 
irritatiim occastoniKf bj thutr mutual C9iit«mpt. And jat U107 an 
natioa» itaiKlirtg in no pertiliar posilion befors the world, posse^iing a 
known cliaractijr and estabh&huij roputation, aod fwlin; tbc-mttelvus en- 
titlod to rotura, witli imnwdlato roactioo, blow for Mow, and scorn for 
aoom. 

Our situation has been diSereut. Wa were a new people, onder 
Qorel dniumittificcH. rising to take our place in tJio society of oatioiu. 
Wo did not know oiaclly how wo were to be received hy tbo old 
&mili^« around iis. Americji, though eh@ knew tluit her chUdren wg9« 
esaoutiall/ wuU-iastructc-.l and well-bred, jot felt, that ^7 were not* 
perhaps, so wull trained te tlie conirentionalisia and btenieoncA of tbe 
hcait monde, and she did uut like it, that Mr. John BuU — a haiightj, 
and .4elf-fitiflii.-ient old geattemnn, (t\i tho opposite shore — or iJiat dow- 
ager old lady acrosis the Ktraiu «f Dover, shoaJd stare suporoilieualj, 
or tOBs tho head diedainfulJj. whou they pae^od by her. 

Nur ii this alL Wo are warmly attached to our [H>litir«l sytttem. 
Wo have a Hentiment of loy^ty about it. The conaQtution ia our kujg. . 
And 1 bold this warm ei'iitimuat towarda a mare abstraction that caa 
confer no titJon nor pension:; upon 11a, to be quite na respeylable la loy- 
alty to a king; erea without suppo.'iiug what a clever Caglisb writer 
fitncios to be ti-ue — viz. that the lore of the king ia only a sort of in- 
flected DLtlf-luvv : bi'ing, he Hayi4. an tiiteoje pU>aJ!ure in »ceiiig a being 
just like thomselrea, clothed with tuck mi^esty — the very apottieoda 
of poor, commoEi-pIaco humanity. At aay rate, T think, we har* ^ 
right to claim some condderatioo for thii> feeling about our political 
nysteni. And it in precisely this that ia both directly and indirectly 
attacked by our critica aliroad. It i» this eitpeciaily that wo de- 
fund, when we resist llio assaults that are made upon our riatioual 
character. And wo tliiuk tlial we aro bound to defend it, if anybody 
i« ; and that for higher reasons than those which e^acem our national 
reputation. Wo lielicvo that it m a ^oed system: and we, tuo, hava 
aet in modem timei?, tlie first example of ndoptinj^ it. It is the very 
post, iu fact, around which the war of public opinion is to n^e, for a 
oontury to come : and ill would it beiuime na to Khniik from our part 
in tbe eontest. Iloav<.TU grant that we may do something better ttian 
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»I — thftt wc may furnish ttiat boet of arigwucnW for the popular 
0, an iliustratiuii, in uur uwii uxiiiuplo, of it; bt-iiuftts! 

Tliat v& muT do so. I am villin^ m give a hearing tn all reiutonnhle 
admoiiitiotiB from abroml. It is vviiluut, indued, ttiut a now form of 
pabliv opinion ig rising in lh« worM; imlioua urn to etAiid at its bw. 
HitborCo, public opinion Lae oxUni chiclly within the boundaries of 
tho couutnes and states irbcrc it has Bxistcd. It has bocn a most effi- 
cient and useful pi^iwer, on llie part of t]ie [woplo, to control the govera- 
meiit. nnd to correct the errors of f^hion or habit, that arise among 
themi^filvoa. But now, publiu oj>iiiion is tTavclling upon swift-wingod 
packets, or steam veesoh, and railroiuls, fiii* bo/ona iu former bounds. 
The tacilitiea of cotamuuicatioabolwti«u nati'^as, ar^ rapidly iucreaaiu^, 
I beltere the timo is not tiir dintunt. wkon strain abipe will pass from 
Hoiifiu to VaJerjcia iii a week : and guosb* from Now York maj dine 
in London, and tbe contrary, on invitation of a fortnight's etandin^. 
Our railroads will soon Btrett'b fi-u«i New Yorfe to Boston — to Pi>rtlaad 
— to th« Pcmobsoot — and, «re long, to Halifax. With the £wdi(ies, 
the dispoaitiou to forei^ trarel viU iucrcoiso : and if the civilizod world 
taaj 1>e left at peace, its increasing prosperity and wealth will supply 
Uneunnpled ineaDs. Nations will yet become acquainted witJi one an- 
other, and fee! the force of eaub other's opinion; aa districts of the same 
country have, in times pa*t. It will be a mighty powor, and it must 
be l)oueltuial. It must act upon it bt'oud scale, and will not be, lilce 
villago opinion, a iroxatioua, and abnoat perfional interference with 
private life. It nm»t be mainly soimil and wLolcBome ; it cannot skulk 
into Linos and bypaths, like a penny newspaper: iterelmke villbo flung 
abroad upon tlio winds ol' heaven ; and no noble act of any government 
— nouo that can bear the light, need fear it It muat be powerfoL 
Nothing stnng Hoiiajrirtrte to .sucli y&satiou, as the London journals. 
So let it be. Let every unrighteous governinent fear something more 
immediate than the fitint echoes of diataiit hlbtory. Let tho outrngod 
rights of humanity ipuak in thundertt from every quarter of the hea- 
Teaa. Let a sumiQc-mng roice <.'<ime from the eaat and the west, from 
the nor^ and the aoutli, and call every ruthless despot and oppntssor 
before THE BAB OF TUK WOULD, lo Answer ;
